A  MYSTERIOUS  MOVE 


Boers  Found  to  Have  Been 

Reducing  TJieir  Forces 

Before  Ladysmitli. 


London,  Jan.  15.— A  special  dispatch 
frLTn  Cape  Town,  dated  Friday,  Jan.  1-', 
evening,  announces  tliat  Gen.  Warren 
has  cru.ssed  the  Tugela  river. 


Cape  Town.  Jan.  15— A  dispatch  to  the 
Argus,  dated  Friday  last.  Jan.  12,  says: 

"The  authorities  have  received  news 
that  Gen.  Warren  has  crossed  the 
Tugela  and  occupied  a  strong  position 
north  of  the  river." 

This  report  has  ix-en  current  here  since 
yesterday,  but  is  discredited  in  official 
circles:

London,  Jan.  15.— Up  to  the  present 
the  reported  crossing  of  the  Tugela  river 
l)y  Gen.  Warren's  division  remains  but 
rumor. 


Nevertheless,  such  news  as 
has  dribbled  in  from  South 
Africa  during  the  last  forty- 
eight  hours  indicates  that  a 
combined  forward  movement 
of  a  comprehensive  character 
is  proceeding.

The  same  dispatch  confirms  the  re- 
port that  the  Thirteenth  hussars  reached 
Ciroblerskloof  without  rneetinr  the 
lloers.  As  the  trenches  at  Criljerskloof 
were,  perhaps,  the  strongest  position 
held  by  the  burghers,  their  vacation  ha.« 
considerablj'  astonished  the  British. 

Merchants  at  Pietermaritzburg  have 
received  messagts  from  Latlysmith 
baying:  "Hring  up  jam,"  etc..  indicai- 
ing  that  their  Ladysmith  agents  anti- 
cipated an  immediate  opening  of  om- 
munication,  while  Ladysmith  also  helio- 
prraphed  the  belief  prevalent  theie  .Tan. 
l;i,  that  the  Uoers  were  moving  and  cun- 
cen  I  rating  their  fores  elsewhere. 

As  corroborative  of  the  !5ritish  activ- 
ity in  the  direction  of  the  relief  i;f 
Ladysmith.  a  dispatch  has  been  re- 
ceived in  London  frtmi  Gen.  BuHer  to 
the  effect  that  he  expected  all  the  dis- 
positions for  a  synchronous  movement 
of  the  various  columns  against  the  be- 
siegers would  be  «'o;npleted  this  morn- 
itig.  Under  these  circumstances.  It  is 
<  onsidered  <iuite  pm'oable  that  the  ad- 
vance on  the  beleaguered  town  has  cnni- 
menced  and  that  fighting  is  progressing. 
Optimists  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  1*.  is 
expected  that  Ladysmith  Avill  be  re- 
lieved tonight,  if  all  goes  well.  The 
mi!itai"y  men  are  divided  in  opinion  as 
to  whether  Gen.  Duller  is  at  Sprin.gtip!fl 
or  personally  directing  the  tlank  move- 
ment from  Weenen.  The  officials  are 
inclined  to  credit  the  report  that  the 
r.ritish  have  crossed  the  Tugela  river  in 
that  direction,  although  there  is  no  lon- 
firmation  of  the  report,  and,  altogether 
there  Is  a  more  hopeful  feeling  in  offici'^il 
circles. 

There  is  little  news  of  importance 
from  elsewhere.  Gen.  French's  forces 
have  succeede<l  in  dragging  a  l.n-l>ounder 
to  the  summit  of  the  t^^teeji,  rocky  Coles- 
kop.  lOcO  feet  above  the  sunoiinding 
plain,  and  Jan.  12  they  successfully 
routed  a  Boer  camp  on  the  plain  three 
miles  away  fnwn  Stormstroom. 

An  interesting  item  of  news  is  that 
?M0  Boers,  escorting  a  party  of  reajjers, 
have  succes^sfully  garnered  all  the  crops 
within  two  miles  of  the  colonial  camp  at 
Birds  river,  the  British  force  being  too 
weak  to  interfere.  A  dispatch  from 
Pivtoria  says  the  fedei'al  for<^es  recom- 
menced the  bombardment  of  Mafeking 
during  the  morning  of  Friday,  Jan.  12. 

A  partial  development  of  the  govein- 
ment  pUm  I'eferred  to  in  these  dis- 
j>atches  Jan.  12,  but  by  no  means  the 
main  objective  hinted  at,  can  be  record- 
ed tr)day  in  the  formation  of  a  strong 
committee  of  South  Africans  and  ex- 
officials  with  Lord  Loch,  the  former 
governor  of  Car)e  Colony  and  British 
commander  as  president.  The  object  is 
the  remedying  of  the  defects  of  the  war 
office.  When  the  war  office  sanctioned 
the  formaticm  of  a  corps  of  South  Af- 
ricans acquainted  with  the  topography 
of  the  country  and  the  Dutch  and 
Kaflir  languages,  the  committee  in- 
sisted that  they  must  choose  their  own 
officers.  The  War  office  demurre<l,  but 
the  committee  pointed  out  that  the 
South  Africans  were  cognizant  of  the 
defects  in  the  campaign  and  were  not 
going  out  to  be  led  to  slaughter  like 
siheep,  and  the  officials  yielded.  Con- 
sequently, prominent  South  Africans, 
crack  shots  and  acquainted  with  every 
stream  and  kopje,  are  tlocking  to  join 
the  contingent. 

As  a  prominent  enlisted  man  said 
to  a  representative  of  the  Associated 
Press:  "We  are  not  going  to  fight  for 
promotion  or  the  victoria  cross.  We 
i  simpfy  want  to  meet  the  Bcn^rs  on  their 
'  own  .ground  and  occording  to  our  own 
method.s.  Our  object  is  to  defeat  the 
enemy  and  not  to  run  splendid  but 
useless   risks." 

Maj  Gen.  Sir  Frederick  Crarrlngton, 
the  well-knoun  South  African  offi.  er. 
commander  of  the  Belfast  district,  has 
been  ordered  to  South  Africa. 

A  telegram  from  Newport.  Wales,  says 
Rutherford  Harris,  formerly  resident  ol 
South  Afri;a  in  a  British  South  African 
company,  has  received  a  cablegram  to 
the  effect  that  Gen.  Buller  has  suffered 
another  reverse.    

TBAXSPORT    M(  .VEMKNTS.

FIRING  AT  ARTS  LENGTH. 

Desperate  Fighting  at  Ladysmith— 
Roberts  Reports  the  Situation. 

I.,onaon,  Jan.  15.— A  si  ecial  dispatch 
from  the  Hoofd  Laa;.  er  at  Ladysmith, 
dated  Jan.  9,  via  Lorenzo  Marquez,  de- 
scribing the  assault  on  Jar .  6  upon  Lady- 
smith, says: 

"The  British  made  no  attempt  to  hold 
the  first  line  of  breastworks,  but  made  an 
exceedingly  stubborn  res  stance  at  the 
next  row.  Every  inch  ^as  stubbornly 
conte.=ted  and  conspicuou:i  bravery  was 
displaved  on  both  sides.  J.iier  10  o'clock 
the  British  artillery  fire  s  ackened  and  a 
terrible  individual  contest  ensued  among 
the  ritlemen  for  the  possession  of  tiie 
I'lat-Rand  ridge.  At  noon  a  heavy  thun- 
derstorm Interrupted  the  battle,  lasting 
two  hours. 

"Although  the  burghers  ; succeeded  in  ul- 
timatelv  gaining  possessl  m  of  most  of 
the  British  positions  on  the  western  side 
of  the  Plat-Rand,  they  wer  >  finally  obliged 
to  retire  from  m»)St  of  the  jround  thei"  oc- 
cupied. The  Briti-sh  were  most  strongly 
entrenched,  their  redoubts  being  skill- 
fullv  loop-holed  and  the  combatants  were 
so  close  that  rifles  were  "cequently  fired 
at  arm's  length.  It  was  i  hand  to  hand 
encounter.  The  men  on  bcth  sides  fought 
like  demons  and  the  horror  and  bewilder- 
ment of  the  scene  could  scarcely  be  par- 
alleled. 

"The  Operations  were  continued  the 
next  dav  (Sunday)  on  a  smaller  scale, 
but  it  is  reported  that  as  a  result  of  one 
of  the  forlorn  hopes,  a  gun  and  two  am- 
munition  wagons   were  captured." 

The  war  office  issued  at  midnight  a  dis- 
patch from  Field  Marshal  Roberts,  dated 
Cape  Town,  Sunday,  Jan  14,  8:30  p.  m. 
saying:  ,       ,        ,,      ^, 

"There  is  no  change  In  the  situation  to- 
dav." 

The  war  office  slmulti  neously  Issued 
the  following  from  Lord    ioberts:

ADVANCE  ON  MOUNT  INKLAWE.

Although  there  is  every  rea- 
son to  suppose  that  lighting  is 
proceeding  upon  the  line  of  the 
Tugela  river,  no  -eport  has 
been  allowed  to  cone  through 
since  Gen.  Bulleis  statement  of 
his  arrival  at  Potgieter's  drift.

THE  AFFAIRS^F  ALASKA 

Are  Considered  By  the  Senate  Com- 
mittee on  Territories. 

Washington.  Jan.  15.— The  .senate  com- 
rrlttee  on  territories  today  considered  a 
bill  creating  three  judicial  di.«tricts  for 
Alaska,  and  for  a  revision  of  the  laws 
of  the  United  States  applying  to  the 
territory.  A  number  of  Alaska  men 
were  present  with  the  committee  and 
n.ade  suggestions  which  they  desired  to 
be  incorporated  In  the  law.  They  were 
asked  If  there  was  any  sentiment  in 
favor  of  dividing  the  territory  at  Mount 
St.  Elias.  making  the  southeastern  por- 
tion the  territory  of  Seward.  The  reply 
was  that  the  people  believed  such  a  di- 
vision would  be  nece.sisary  at  some  future 
time.  The  judicial  bill  was  referred  to  a 
sub-committee.

In  the  ai)sence  of  any  ifficial  news  the 
war  office  is  remain:  ng  obdurately 
silent. 

London  was  full  of  rumors  Saturday. 
It  was  freely  reported  that  engagements 
had  taken  place  at  three  different  points 
along  the  extended  Boer  lines.  As  a 
matter  of  conjecture,  tills  may  be  cor- 
rect, for  there  is  reason  to  suppose  that 
some  movement  was  n  ide  against  Col- 
enso simultaneously  wUh  the  seizure  of 
Potgieter's  drift.  "It  is  quite  possible, 
also,  that  an  attempt  to  flank  the  Boe:s 
may  be  attemjited  on  bdth  the  east  and 
west,  but  the  ground  on  the  east  is  mnre 
difficult  than  that  tow.ird  Springfield, 
and  to  make  a  wide  det  mr  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Weenen  would  lecessaritly  re- 
quire a  large  amount  of  transport. 

"If  fighting  really  occurred  at  thre.^ 
points  ""vesterday  or  Saturday,  they 
would  most  likely  be  Mcunt  Hlangwana, 
Colenso  and  some  spo'  north  of  Pot- 
gieter's drift,  marking  a  step  in  that 
process  of  enveloping  the  Boers  to 
which  Gen.  Buller  is  ol:  viously  commit- 
ted. In  this  connection  the  dispatch  to 
the  Daily  Telegraph  f r  im  Frere,  dated 
Wednesday,  in  which  Bennett  Burleigh 
i.ioks  forward  to  some  decisive  event, 
and  is  making  preparat  ons  to  take  up  a 
wagon  load  of  luxuries  for  the  troops  at 
I>advsmith.  clearly  indicates  that  at 
Frere  it  was  understood  that  the  British 
attempt  to  relieve  Ladysmith  was  aljout 
to  be  made. 

The  whole  position  of  affairs  on  llie 
Tugela  is  enveloped  in  mystery,  which 
can  only  be  understo(xl  as  implying  that 
oi)erations  of  critical  inportance  are  go- 
ing on.  The  mystery  is  further  deepened 
bv  a  dispatch  from  the  Boer  headquart- 
ers which,  although  issied  on  Thursday 
last,  makes  no  mention  of  Gen.  Buller's 
flanking  movement  in  the  direction  of 
Potgieter's  drift.  It  is  impossible  that 
this  movement  could  not  have  been 
known  to  the  Boers,  iiecaust  it  must 
have  been  in  progress  for  two  or  three 
days,  and  Gen.  Buller  himself  states 
that  the  Boers  were  int -enched  four  and 
a  half  miles  north  of  h  s  advanced  posi- 
tions.

Washington.  Jan.  15.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  rivalry  between  the  rrreat 
Atlantic  and  gulf  ports  of  the  Ignited 
States  regarding  their  relative  share  in 
the  exportation  of  the  products  of  the 
country  lends  interest  to  a  series  of 
statements  just  completed  by  the  trea- 
sury bureau  of  statistics,  showing  the 
exports  of  corn,  wheat  and  flour  from 
the  United  States  and  from  these  ports 
during  the  calendar  year  1899,  compared 
with  preceding  years. 

The  figures,  it  should  be  premised, 
show  a  falling  off  in  exportation  of 
wheat  In  1899  as  compared  with  ISJS, 
which  was  an  abnormally  heavy  year; 
the  corn  exports  of  1899  are  about  tht; 
same  as  those  of  1898.  but  greatly  in 
excess  of  any  preceding  years^while  the 
flour  exports  of  1899  are  slightly  larger 
than  those  of  any  preceding  year,  being 
18.900,000  barrels,  against  16,569,904  in 
1898  and  17,408.71^  barrels  in  1892. 

Exportations  of  corn  have  grown 
steadily  during  the  decade  start- 
ing with  86,000.000  bushels  in  l^'.'.IO 
and  ending  with  207,000.000  hushels  in 
1899.  the  growth  having  ijeen  steadily 
upward  and  no  preceding  year  equ.tl- 
ing  the  figures  of  189S  and  1899.  In  wheat 
there  has  been  a  much  greater  fluctu- 
ation, the  years  1891  and  1892  showing 
an  exportation  of  nearly  IW, 000. 000 
iiushels  each,  1894  and  1895  dropping  V> 
about  one-half  that  quantity,  while  1S98 
made  the  highest  re;  ord  of  our  export- 
.itions  with  149.245,085  bushels,  1899  agi<in 
dropping  to  about  the  normal  or  aver- 
age amount  with  111,000,000  bushels. 
Flour  has  steadily  increased,  the  -ex- 
ports of  1890  being  11,319.456  barrels  and 
those  of  1899,  18,900,000,  an  increase  of 
over  50  per  cent.

delphia, from  4.000.000  to  29,000,000: 
Baltimore,  from  7,500.000  to  46,000.000; 
New  Orleans,  from  6,500,000  to  22,000,000; 
while  Newport  News  and  Galveston,  for 
which  the  record  begins  with  1895.  show 
for  Newport  Nev.-s  an  inc-rease  from  ■'..- 
.500.000  in  1895  to  14.000.000  in  1899.  and 
Galveston  from  1.250.000  in  1895  to  7,- 
000,000.  Thus  Philadeli)hia,  Baltimore, 
Newport  News,  New  Orleans  and  Gal- 
veston show  a  much  larger  percentage 
of  growth  in  their  exports  of  corn  than 
does  New  York  or  Boston. 

In  wheat  exportations  Boston  has 
made  greater  gains  than  any  other  At- 
lantic port,  the  total  having  grown 
from  3.934.125  Imshels  in  1893  to  11. .567.- 
845  in  1899.  while  at  New  York,  Philj- 
delphia.  Baltimore  and  New  Orleans  the 
figures  for  1899  are  in  each  case  actually 
less  than  in  1893,  the  figures  for  New 
York  being  36.437.499  bushels  in  1893  and 
26.830.386  in  1899:  Philadelphia,  5,657,:i9S 
Ims-hels  in  1.893  and  4,013,927  in  1899:  Bal- 
timore, 13,048,702  bushels  in  1893  and 
9. .549, 270  in  1899,  and  New  Orleans,  12.- 
896.734  bushels  in  1893  and  11, .562,81 2  in 
1899:  Galveston,  however,  shows  a 
marked  gain,  the  figures  for  1896  lieing 
3.438.369  bushels  and  those  of  189D  15,713.- 
400.  Prior  to  1896  the  wheat  exportations 
from  Galveston  were  small,  seldom 
reaching  1.000.000  bushels,  but  in  1896 
they  amounted  to  3,438,369  bushels  and 
have  steadily  grown  until,  as  already 
indi<-ated,  they  were  in  1899  15,713,400 
bushels,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
total  exports  of  wheat  from  the  United 
States  in  1899  were  materially  below 
those  of  the  preceding  year. 

In  flour  also  the  drift  appears  to  be 
away  from  New  York,  whose  exports  cf 
fluor  in  18933  were  6,448.931  barrels,  and 
in  1899  4,741,0,35.  while  Philadelphia,  Bal- 
timore, Newport  News,  Norfolk,  New 
Orleans  and  Galveston  show  more  or 
less  increases  in  1899  as  compared  witii 

1893.

The  fea- 
ture of  the  speech  is  the  strong  plea 
made  that  congre.is  uphold  the  hands  "f 
the  commission  l>y  amemlments  making; 
the  interstate  commerce  law  more  ef- 
fective. The  report  says  th.it  the  com- 
mission, a  year  ago,  called  attention  to 
The  fact  that,  in  vital  respects,  the  pres- 
ent law  has  proved  defective  and  in- 
adequate.

cultural  and  manufaeturins;  interests 
ihrouKhout  the  c>juntry,  yt-l,  says  me

The  exist- 
ing situation  and  the  development  for 
the  past  year,  it  is  added,  render  more

If  the  iiliuis  already  for-^sh:!- 
dowed  are  brought  to  effeetive  results, 
and  others  of  similar  scope  are  carrif  i 
tt>  execution,  there  will  be  a  vast  cen- 
tralization of  railroad  property.  with 
all  the  power  involved  in  such  far- 
reaching  combinations,  yet  unontrore.l 
Ijy  any  pul)lic  authority  which  can  In' 
efficiently  exerted.  The  re.-itraints  rf 
competition  upon  excessive  and  unjust 
rates  will  in  this  way  be  avoided.  an^i 
whatever  eviLs  may  rcsuU  will  b- 
remediless  under  the  existing  laws. 

"The  ineiTase  in  railroad  l«usiness  the 
past  year  has  been  so  great,"  the  repoii 
says,  "that  many  carriers  found  their 
equipment  inadeouate  for  the  ship- 
ments. Coineident  with  those  schemes 
of  unified  cuntrf>l.  and  while  this  ex- 
ceptional movement  of  traffic  cimtinues 
the  carriers  operating  thfoughout  -n 
extensive  and  important  territory  have 
recently  made  substantial,  and  in  many 
cases  very  large,  increases  in  their  sca'e 
of  charges.  These  advances  in  rates 
have  been  mainly  effected  by  concerted 
and  agreed  changes  in  the  classification 
of  freight  articles.

Herald.) — Investigations  recently  made 
l.y  the  correspondent  of  The  Herald  fore- 
cast amendments,  and  many  of  them, 
to  the  Hanna-Payne  subsidy  bill.

The  life-savlnj.;  board  on  efiuipment 
will  have  up  for  consideration  at  its 
next  meeting  a  new  life-saving  appa- 
ratus, which,  it  is  said,  will  be  a  valu- 
able addition  to  the  life-saver's  e(iuiii- 
mcnt.  Tlie  new  apparatus  is  called  a 
"breeches  buoy.'  because  of  its  pecu- 
liar arrangement. 

The  buoy  is  very  little  different  from 
the  one  now  used  by  life-savers.  In 
fact,  it  is  but  a  t  improvement  (.n  the 
buov  which  year'y  saves  many  persons 
from  death.  V>\  l  to  fully  understand 
the  arrangement  an  explanati<m  is 
necessary.  The  nioy  is  a  bell  made  of 
cork.  When  a  ship  signals  for  help, 
or  a  wreck  is  sij  hted  near  land,  where 
it  is  impossible  lor  the  lile-saving  crew 
to  go.  a  line  is  thrown  across  the  boat 
and  made  secure  to  some  availaide  sup- 
port. Along  this  line  the  buoy  is  run. 
The  passenger  clasps  the  belt  around  his 
waist  and  is  iiulled  to  shore.  There  is 
no  protection  fr  )m  the  water,  and  he 
is  frequently  d-n  nched  before  the  land 
is   reached. 

This  kind  of  a  a  arrangement  is  suffi- 
cient, so  far  at  the  male  passengeis 
are  concerned.  The  female  passengers, 
however,  have  t  1  be  considered.  Time 
and  time  again  tie  life-savers  have  had 
to  force  the  wonen  to  be  saved.  They 
are  afraid  to  make  the  venture.  The 
thought  of  beinj:  pulled  over  the  angry 
waves  with  thi  ir  feet  dangling,  au'l 
with  no  support  but  a  cork  belt,  terri- 
fies them.  The  1.  again,  they  can  not 
endure  the  hard  diips  to  which  they  are 
subjected,  contiact  severe  colds  from 
the  drenching  it  ceived,  and  many  have 
been  seriously  ill  from  the  effects  of 
their  experience-.

When  the  se  retarv  of  war,  a  f-v 
liays  ago.  ti:'.nj  mittcd  to  coni.ress  a 
lecommeiidatioi  that  all  unused  rifles 
and  guns  belonging  to  the  govemmeni 
be  turned  over  to  the  interior  depart- 
UT^'Ut.  there  wa^  some  adverse  comment 
a.-*  to  the  propriety  of  su<h  a  move- 
ment.

Marooned  on  a  small  sandy  reef  th.^t 
threatened  to  disappear  into  the  ocean 
depths,  their  store  f>f  food  and  watar 
daily  decreasing,  with  no  chance  to  re- 
plenish them.  200  miles  from  the  near- 
est mainland  and  out  of  the  track  of 
vessels.  Seaman  Frank  AVhite  and  three 
of  his  mates  of  the  last  American 
.schooner,  Annie  K.  Kemp  grimly 
fought  fate  for  thirty-six  hours  ere  res- 
cue came.  ~    ^    c 

The  wreck  of  the  Kemp  lies  off  the  »;- 
reno  bank,  in  the  Caribbean  sea.  Capt. 
Vaux  and  three  of  the  crew  arrived 
in  New  York  reconlly  on  the  sieanv-'.iip 
Advance  from  Colon.  Seaman  White 
then  toll!  the  story  of  the  h.irdships  en- 
dured, says  the  Now  York  Journal. 

•The  .\nnie  R.  Kemp  was  on^y  r>6 
U>n»,  but  stout  timbered  and  well  can- 
vassed when  we  left  Dallimuro  for  old 
Piuvidence  and  San  Andreas,  off  I'le 
Mo-quito  roast,  on  Oct.  7,"  ho  >-;>id. 
"There  were  five  of  us,  not  er.untlng 
Capt.  Vaux  and  the  eook.  We  weiv' 
running  'fore  the  wind  in  the  Carib'i-an 
•  01  net.  24,  when  the  ves.sel  brought  r.p 
al!  .standing,  with  a  .'erk  that  nearly 
took  the  sticks  out  of  her.  Hhe  had 
struok  the  rocks  of  Sereno  bank.  We 
tried  all  we  could,  but  could  not  budge 
he:-. 

"The  sand  bay,  %\here  we  fetched  i:p 
later,  wa.s  five  miles  from  where  \h^ 
ship  struck.  We  filled  the  boat  with 
provisions,  water  and  clothing,  as  well 
as  insti-uments  of  the  captain,  and  land- 
ed on  this  reef.  It  was  a  narrow  s^rip 
of  sand  and  a  bare  rock  or  two,  with 
not  a  drop  of  water  or  any  vegetation. 
There  we  raised  a  fiag  pole  with  the 
American  ensign  union  down,  and 
camped. 

"The  captain,  the  cook  and  one  of  the 
sailors  left*  in  the  only  boat  we  had  on 
Oct.  30,  The  captain  was  going  to  fy 
to  make  Old  Providence  island.  He  l?d 
the  best  he  could,  but  only  succeeded  in 
making  land  thirty  miles  from  Colon 
and  200  miles  from  our  reef.  His  boat 
was  wrecked. 

"Meantime  thirre  we  were  without  a 
boat,  with  the  sea  daily  making  inroad^■ 
on  our  sand  patch,  and  the  food  and 
v>ater  getting  lower  every  day.  Th o.^e 
with  me  were  Charles  Johnison,  F.niil 
Grouberg  and  Nile  rUsen.  We  had  pro- 
visions for  twenty  days,  but  wh«-n  four- 
lem  went  by  with  n"  siertt  '>f  the  cap- 
tain we  began  to  husband  our  stues. 

"We  made  a  raft  of  driftwood,  but  it 
was  not  strong  enough,  and  then  we 
contrived  a  canvas  boat  that  took  u-  to 
the  schooner.  But  the  v*>ssel  hr^d 
ro'led  over  and  «iink  al!  but  a  rmall 
part  of  the  port  side,  and  we  could  n'"'t 
get  anything.  We  returned  to  the  re*  f 
and  made  anoth'=r  canvas  boat,  and  in 
th'^'se  two  frail  craft  we  wore  about  to 
attempt  the  trip  to  the  mainland,  wheo 
a  sloop  sent  by  Capt.  Vaux  reached  the 
reef  on  the  thirty-sixth  day  of  our  iin-

Differently. 


Judge  Dibell  has  decided  tlie  contro- 
versy between  the  state  inspection  de- 
partment and  the  Duluth  Home  society 
over  the  disposition  of  the  grain  .samples 
taken  from  cars  arriving  here  in  favor 
of  the  department.  He  refuses  to  issue 
the  pereiTiptcry  writ  of  mandamus  that 
was  asked  for.  but  he  decides  in  favo'- 
of  the  Home  society  a.s  to  its  title  to  the 
part  cf  the  samples  that  it  has  received 
permission  to  use.  If  it  were  not  for 
the   impossibility   of   picking   these   out 

the  decision  would  l-e  fpr  the  society, 
liecause  he  does  not  hold  with  the  de- 
partment that  the  state  acquires  tu:? 
to  the  samples  when  they  are  taken  fir 
the  uses  of  inspection.  The  society  hif 
net  received  the  permission  of  afl  of  ih*» 
owners  and  conaignees  to  use  the 
samples,  and  as  it  is  impossible  to  sep- 
arate l.'ie  samjde.s  that  they  have  per- 
mission to  get  from  those  that  they 
have  r.d  perrni.=sion  to  use,  he  declines 
to  grant  the  writ. 

He  finds  that  in  making  inspection  it 
is   necessary  to   take  samplers   from   the 
cats  arriving  here,  and  that  after     th-^ 
samples  ,have  served  their  purpose  they 
aie  durnped   into   a   onimon   receptacle 
and  sc Id.    The  proceeds  are  now   beinsr 
turned    into   the   grain    inspection    fund 
cut  of  which   the  expense  of  inspect! :jn 
are  paid.     Part  of  the  grain  is  shipped  -.o  I 
Duluth  by  the  owners  for  sale  on  com-  | 
mission,   and   in   the  case  of  some  of  it  j 
the  shippers  are     also     the     consignees. 
The  department  in  doing  its  inspection  j 
lias  no  occasion  or  necessity  of  determin- 
ing to  whom  the      cars      from      which 
sam.ples  are  taken  belnng,  and  while  ii 
can  trace  the  samples  back  to  the  car.s 
from  which  the>-  came  they  cannot  ttac<- 
them  to  their  several  owners,  having  no 
lecord  of  such  ownership. 

Some  cf  these  parties,  it  is  found,  ha.e 
tranrferred  to  the  Home  society  their 
title  to  the  samples,  and  have  ask?d  the 
department  to  turn  them  over  lo  the 
society.  These  parlies  include  a  ma- 
jority of  the  people  handling  gr.iin  here, 
both  in  number  and  magnitude  of  busi- 
ness handle^^l.  F-^me  are  not  included, 
however,  and  this  seoms  to  be  the  decid- 
ing point  in  the  case.  In  a  nitinoran- 
•  luin  accompanying  the  findings.  Judge 
Dibell  says  in  part. 

"It  is  claimed  by  the  department  that 
the  title  to  the  sami)les  is  in  the  siai- 
as  an  incident  to  the  right  and  duty  if 
inspection,  but  no  authorities  lo  show 
this  are  submitted.  The  society  cPiims 
that  the  sami'les  are  subject  to  the  dis- 
positii  n  of  the  consignees  and  own-.rs 
of  the  grain  from  which  the  sa.nt.'ies  are 
taken.  In  the  absence  of  auth  )rities  I 
am  inclined  to  accept  this  latter  view  of 
the  matter,  pr  )viding  the  samples  could 
1)0  disposed  ',f  by  the  owners  in  .such  a 
manner  as  not  to  result  in  mat'-ial  ad- 
ditional labor  on  the  part  «f  the  depart- 
ment. Conceding  al!  the  cl.rims  of  tli" 
s(ciety,  the  writ  slMuld  not  is.-:ue.  The 
society  has  acquired  the  right  to  the 
samples  from  most  of  the  owners,  but 
not  froin  all  of  them.  It  has  demanded 
the  samples,  but  it  has  not  identified 
these  to  which  it  is  entitled,  nor  has  it 
provided  the  department  wiia  any 
means  of  so  doing.  The  burden  of  deter- 
mining the  ownership  of  the  sampies 
cji.not  be  cast  on  the  dej3artm>=iit. 

"The  writ  of  mandamus  should  not 
be  gi anted  except  to  enforce  a  right  that 
is  clear,  and  this  is  especially  true  when, 
:^s  in  thi'-  case,  the  resp-indents  ar"  or^i- 
cers  of  an  important  department  of  the 
state  government,  the  maintenance  of 
the  efficiency  of  which  is  of  gteat  puoUc 
imp.:rtance," 

This  seems  to  mean  that  if  the  Ho.nie 
society  will  please  come  up  to  the  in- 
sffctian  offices  .^nd  pick  out  of  the  pi!c 
the  samples  to  which  they  liave  acquired 
undisputed  title  they  will  solve  tiip  mat- 
ter nicely.  Or  it  would  solve  It,  appar- 
ently, if  they  got  the  permission  .^f  all  of 
the  cwners  for  ihem  to  use  the  .samples.

Snowfall  Pleases  Lumbermen 

and  Tie  Men  as  Notliing 

Else  Gould. 

Joy  reigns  in  every  lumber  camp  in 
Northern  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin  to- 
day, as  a  result  of  the  first  good  snow- 
fall of  the  winter.  About  three  inches 
and  a  half  has  fallen  since  ncx^n  Satur- 
day, and  there  are  prospects  fbr  more 
tonight     and     tomorrow,     though     the 

weather  conditions  In  the  bleak  North- 
west are  too  unsettled  to  make  positive 
predictions.  However,  it  is  estimated 
that  the  snow  that  has  fallen  since 
Saturday  has  saved  lumbermen  in  this 
section  close  to  $1,000,000. 

Weather  Forecaster  Richardson  thi.s 
morning  made  an  official  estimate  of 
the  year's  shortage  of  snow,  and  com- 
paring the  fall  of  snow-  up  to  today 
with  the  records  of  the  station  for  the 
pa»t  twenty  years,  Mr.  Richardson  says 
that  the  present  winter  is  shy  12.8  inches 
from  the  normal.  To  date  9.8  inches  of 
snow  has  fallen  in  five  months,  while 
the  average  total  for  the  same  number 
of  months  during  the  past  twenty  years 
has  been  22.6  inches.  Mr.  Richardson's 
tabulated  statement  is  as  follows:

He  was 
nominated  in  the  Democratic  conven- 
tion on  the  first  ballot,  but  did  not  havo 
so  easy  a  victory  in  the  Populist  con- 
vention, where  Dr.  Murray  developed 
considerable  strength,  due  in  a  lar.;e 
measure  to  the  feeling  against  misman- 
agement of  the  police  department.  The 
mayor's  leading  opponent  in  the  Demo- 
cratic convention  was  Alderman  Crass- 
weller.  who  was  strongly  supported  m 
account  of  the  excellent  record  he  has 
made  in  the  council  during  the  past 
three  years,  most  of  that  time  being  pre- 
siding officer  of  the  council.  It  is 
cause  for  regret  that  Mr.  Crasswel'.er 
would  not  accept  a  renomination  as  al- 
derman. His  election  would  have  been 
a  certainty. 

Mayor  Truelsen  will  undoubtedly 
make  a  vigorous  campaign  and  his  ek-c- 
tion  is  quite  generally  conceded.  That 
he  has  been  in  many  respects  the  best 
mayor  Duluth  has  ever  had  will  count 
largely  in  his  favor  at  the  p<»lls.  The 
persistent  and  finally  successful  fight 
that  he  made  to  provide  the  city  with 
a  pure  water  supply  will  always  secure 
for  him  a  firm  hold  on  the  affections  of 
the  people.  From  the  taxpayer's 
standpoint  his  administration  has  been 
good.  Tliere  has  been  an  earnest  effort 
on  his  part  during  the  time  he 
has  occupied  the  mayor's  office  to 
secure  the  practice  of  economy  in  all 
the  departments  of  the  municipal  ser- 
vice and  to  cut  down  expenses  wherever 
it  could  be  done  without  impairing  the 
efficiency  of  the  department.  As  a  re- 
sult of  this  policy,  the  city  is  now  in 
better  financial  condition  than  for  many 
years  past,  while  the  tax  levy  has  been 
keirt  to  modei-ate  proportions.  For  these 
reasons.  Mayor  Truelsen's  adminis»*-a- 
tion  has  commended  itself  to  the  favor 
of  the  business  community. 

The  mayor's  stand  in  favor  of  munic- 
ipal ownership  of  public  utilities  has 
also  gained  him  many  supporters.  The 
Republican  convention  stole  this  plank 
from  the  mayor's  platform,  but  it  was 
taken  solely  with  the  hope  of  catching 
votes  and  not  because  of  any  honest  be- 
lief in  the  principle  enunciated.  Tlie 
records  of  the  Republican  leaders  are 
altogether  opposed  to  their  present  pro- 
fessions. Mayor  Truelsen  and  the  con- 
ventions that  nominated  him  cannot  be 
accused  of  insincerity  in  this  respect. 
because  they  have  advfK-ated  the  prin- 
ciple for  years  and  have  endeavored  to 
put  it  into  operation. 

The   Herald  endorses  the      municipal 
ownership  Idea  most  heartily,   but       ii 
fannot  agree  with  the  mayor  that   thn" 
time  is  opi>ortune  to  increase  the  l)ond;<l 
debt  of  the  city  by  borrowing  money  lo 
install  an  electri<'  plant  for  street  light- 
ing when  the  city  has  an  offer  from  the 
present  contractors  to  furnish  lights  it 
a  lower  cost  than  it  has  been  eslimat^^d 
the  city  could   operate      a       municipal 
plant.  Believing  that  it  would  be  a  mis- 
take for  the  city  to  enter  upon  such  -m 
undertaking  now.  The      Herald      hop?s 
that  the  people  will  vote  down  the  pro- 
position to  give  the  council  authority  to 
issue  bonds  and  install  a  municipal  elec- 
tric plant. 

No  one  has  criticised  the  present  man- 
agement of  the  police  department  more 
severely  than  has  The  Herald  and  it  will 
continue  to  do  so  if  at  any  time  it  de- 
serA-es  criticism.  This  is  the  only  weak 
rM^int  in  Mayor  Truelsen's  administra- 
tion, and  it  is  in'atifying  to  learn  that 
some  changes,  undoubtedly  for  the  bet- 
ter, are  to  l>e  made  in  the  running  of 
the  department. 

The  alderman ic  ticket  selected  liy  the 
fusion  forces  is  like  that  made  up  by 
the  Republicans  in  one  respect — it  con- 
tains both  g«XKl  and  bad  material. 
There  are  several  strong  and  capai>le 
men  on  the  ticket  who  would  serve  the 
city  well,  but  there  are  also  a  few 
who«e  defeat  would  not  be  detrimental 
to  the  people's  interests.

The  National  Bank  of  Commerce  of  St. 
Louis,  with  this  year,  will  put  into  effect 
a  plan  for  the  creation  of  funds  for  pen- 
sion and  profit-sharing  by  its  officers  and 
employes.  The  heads  of  the  bank  have 
been  at  work  on  the  plan  for  some  time 
and  await  its  ratification  at  an  early 
meeting  of  the  stockholders.  It  provides 
for  setting  aside  annually  from  the  earn- 
ings of  the  bank  a  sum  which  shall  be  not 
more  than  10  per  cent  of  the  amount  lefi. 
after  providing  for  losses  and  dividends. 
From  this  will  be  created  a  pension  fund 
for  the  relief  of  aged,  sick  and  disabled 
employes  who  have  been  %vith  the  bank 
for  live  years  or  more,  and  also  a  protit- 
sharing  fund,  to  be  divided  annually.  The 
two  funds  will  not  be  supported  by  con- 
tributions from  the  men,  and  there  will 
be  no  reciuiremenls  for  participation  in 
them,  aside  from  faithful  and  continued 
service  in  the  bank.

The  fight  of  the  Superior  people  who 
ale  after  J.  P.  McDonald,  seeking  to 
oust  him  from  the  ofl!Ice  of  timber  in- 
spector, is  not  over.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered that  an  action  was  brought 
against  him  in  the  district  court,  in  this 
county,  claiming  that  he  had  fraudu- 
lently obtained  his  citizenship  papers, 
and  the  court  was  asked  to  ?et  them 
aside.  Judge  Moer  declined  to  do  so, 
holding  that  no  one  could  proceed 
against  him  except  the  government,  for 
no  individual  could  prove  injury.  None 
but  the  government  could  be  injured  by 
his  falsely  securing  citizenship  papers. 

Timothy  Atkin.'son,  of  Superior,  is  the 
man  who  i.s  seeking  to  have  McDonald 
ousted,  and  he  has  not  dropped  the  ca.-^e 
in  spite  of  the  decision  of  Jn*Ige  Mod-. 
On  Saturday  he  liegan  a  .«uil  at  Superior, 
beginning  <]Uo  warr.tntn  pr-iceedings 
against  McDonald.  McDonald  was  at 
one  time  a  tiniiier  inspector  under  Will- 
iam Getty,  who  was  then  surveyor  gen- 
eral. 

The  law  'equires  that  the  attorney 
general  be  first  petitioned  to  brin,.;  quo 
warranto  proceedings,  as  in  the  oa.se 
now  begun,  but  if  he  refuses,  then  the 
matter  may  be  fought  out  by  the  par- 
ies concerned.  Attorney  Genen'l  Hickd 
took  the  ground  that  the  fight  was  a 
matter  that  concerned  individuals 
rather  than  the  state,  and  declined  to 
begin  action.

WashiiiKton,  Jan.  15.— Senator  Gear 
(Iowa)  was  warmly  congratulated  lo- 
day  by  lowans  upon  his  unanimous  re- 
nomination  for  t!ic  senate.  The  con- 
gratulations were  accompanied  by  a 
large  basket  of  American  beauty  roses, 
which  wa.=i  placed  on  Mr.  Gear's  desk  in 
the  senate  at  the  opening  of  today's 
j'cssion. 

Mr.  Fettigrew  presented  a  petition  oi 
the  Wonian'.s  Suffrage  association  of 
South  rakoia,  asking  fwr  a  sixteenth 
ani(>ndnicnt  to  tlie  constitution,  afford- 
ing women  the  ri^ht  to  vote  and  |)ru- 
viding  that  the  women  of  Porto  liico, 
Hawaii  and  the  rhilippines  alto  Ijc  .'Al- 
lowed to  vote. 

A  re.milulion  was  offered  by  Mr.  Per- 
kins (Cal.)  calling  upon  the  secretary 
of  tlic  navy  to  inform  the  senate  ho\v 
many  naval  vessels  are  now  under  con- 
stiiivtion,  when  those  vesseks  will  be 
(•(.mpletcd:  how  many  officers  will  be  re- 
quired to  man  the  vessels  when  placed 
in  commission  and  how  many  men  and 
officers  are  now  on  each  vessei  in  the 
naval  sesvice.  The  resolution  was 
adopted. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the* routine  ))usi- 
uess.  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Pettigrew 
calling  (jn  the  secretary  of  war  for  in- 
formation regarding  the  Philippine  in- 
surrection was  laid  liefore  the  senat:  . 
Mr.  .Fettigrew  declined  Mr.  Hoar's  re- 
quest to  substitute  for  his  resolution 
on  the  same  subject  the  one  presented 
by  Mr.  Hoar. 

Ml.  Perry  (Ark.)  had  read  the  resolu- 
tion off.red  by  Mr.  Racon  (Ga.)  ann 
also  that  of  Mr.  Beveridge  tlnd.). 
Those  who  desired  to  discuss  the 
Philippine  question,  he  said,  were  m^t 
by  tlie  objection  that  they  were  aiding 
those  who  were  in  arms  against  the 
I'nited  States  and  were  responsilile  for 
the  loss  of  life  asnong  our  soldiers.  He 
regarded  this  position  as  absolutely  un- 
founded i)y  facts.  Mr.  Berry  icMieved 
that  the  two  resolutions  whieh  be  hid 
read  from  the  desk  fairly  represented 
the  views  of  the  two  great  party  inter- 
ests in  the  county.  He  was  of  the  opin- 
ion Mr.  Beveridge'.=  resolution  reflected 
the  sentiments  of  the  senate  and  had 
been  favorably  commented  on  by  thf^ 
speakers  and  newspapers  throughout 
the  country.  The  resolution  h^d  be^n 
endorsed,  he  said,  by  the  administra- 
tion I<  aders,  yet  it  conferred  an  .-'U- 
thoi-jty  and  a  power  up(tn  this  country 
asalisolute  as  was  pi#sessed  by  the  cza- 
of  Pussia. 

Whan  is  imperialism,  Mr.  Berry  asked, 
if  it  be  v.oi  the  assertion  t»f  such  a 
power  as  is  asserted  by  the^  resoitition 
"of  Mr.  Beveridge?  He  declared  his  un- 
altcralile  opposition  to  such  a  de<lara~ 
lion,  and  believixl  ;thc  people  of  di'- 
rnited  States  would  not  approve  so 
jdain  a  violation  of  the  constituiion. 

Mr.  Ti<-rry  Jeferred  to  that  part  of 
Mr.  Beveridge's  speech  in  whit  h  the 
Indiana  senator  had  asserted  that  God 
had  selet  te^l  the  American  people  .as  his 
irusftees.  whose  appointed  work  v.as 
to  extend  to  the  Philippines  the  civiliza- 
tion and  the  libei-ty  with  which  the 
American  i-eople,  as  His  chosen  chil- 
dren, were  to  enlighten  the  world.  Mr. 
r?errv  did  not  admit  that  the  American 
people  were  the  trustees  of  the  F..oid  in 
the  Philippine  matter.  He  said  th.it 
when  men  asserted  they  were  the  trus- 
tees of  the  Lord  he  wanted  some  more 
substantial  pmof  of  the  assertion  than 
their  own  word.

H.  P.  Belmont,  who  has  no  posi- 
tion, either  under  the  city  administia- 
tion  or  any  of  the  organizations,  inlend.s 
to  entertain  Mr.  Bryan  at  dirtner.  .\l 
this  dinner  will  be  nearly  all  the  prom- 
inent Democrats  of  the  state  and  the 
city.  There  will  be  representatives  frsmi 
up  the  state,  from  Kings  county,  from 
Tammany  and  from  the  Chicago  plat- 
form Democrats.  The  idea  is  to  turn 
the  dipner  into  a  sort  of  love  feast  and 
harmonize  all  factions,  so  that  a  solid 
and  unaniiTious  delegation  may  be  sent 
to  the  next  Democratic  national  con- 
vention to  vote  for  Bryan.  This  is  all 
well  so  far  as  it  goes,  but  the  trouble 
brewing  is  over  what  official  notice  shall 
be  taken  of  Mr.  Bryan's  presence  by  the 
Tammaity  organization  and  the  Detno- 
cralic   club.

CENSOR  ISJN  GUARD 

And  Nothing  About  Buller  Allowed 
to  Leak  Tlirough. 

London,  Jan.  16.  2:50  p.  m.— The  com- 
plete absence  of  news  from  Natal  up  to 
this  hour  proves  that  the  censurshin  will 
allow  nothing  to  pass  until  Gen.  Bul- 
ler's  plans  are  executed  or  have  failed. 
Even  Gen.  Roberts,  in  his  report  of  yes- 
terday evening,  refrained  from  mention- 
ing a  word  about  Natal  or  Gen.  Buller. 

From  the  other  columns  there  is  little 
news  of  moment.  Modder  river  advices 
of  yesterday's  date  only  report  daily 
long  range  shelling,  from  which  the 
Boers  are  supposed  to  have  suffered  se- 
verely. A  dispatch  fiom  Sterkstro<>m 
dated  Monday,  Jan.  15,  reports  that  G'^n. 
Gatacre's  troops  had  made  a  demon- 
stration beyond  ?^olteno  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Stormberg,  in  the  belief  that  th? 
Boers  intended  to  seize  Molteno.  The 
burghers  were  not  sighted  and  the  Brit- 
ish  remained  at  Molteno. 

Arrivals  from  Stormberg  estimate 
that  there  are  4500  Boers  at  that  place, 
mostly  revolted  colonists  and  Fr?e 
Staters.  President  Steyn's  brother  <s 
the  land  drost. 

Gen.  French  continues  to  shell  the 
Boer  positions,  but  nothing  decisive  has 
taken   place. 

Evidence  accumulates  that  Gen. 
Methuen's  blunder  at  Magersfantein 
has  lost  him  the  confidence  of  his  entire 
force  to  such  an  extent  that,  it  is  de- 
clared, it  is  doubtful  if  the  troops  would 
follow  him  in  another  attack  on  the 
Boers.  The  war  office  is  understood  to 
be  in  possession  of  a  letter  written  by 
Gen.  Wauchope.  the  night  before  the 
liattle,  saying  that  would  be  the  last 
letter  he  would  ever  write,  as  he  had 
been  asked  to  perform  an  impossible 
task  and  he  had  either  to  obey  or  to 
surrender  his  sword.  An  Immediate 
cJiange  in  the  command  of  the  force 
may  therefore  be  expected. 

It  is  anticipated  in  some  quarters  that 
Lieut.  Gen.  Tucker  will  succeed  Gen. 
Methuen. 

LEYDS  DISCREDITS  BOER  AGENTS. 

Nobody   In  America    May   Sp&ak 
Officially  For  Pretoria. 

New  York,  Jan.  16.— A  dispatch  to  the 
World  from  Brussels  says:  Dr.  W.  J. 
Leyds.  the  minister  plenipotentiary  of 
the  South  African  repul)lic  accredited 
to  all  the  governments  of  Europe,  says: 

"Remember,  it  is  England,  not  we. 
who  is  mainly  responsible  for  •  this 
bloodshed  and  who  had  repulsed  all  out- 
side efforts  to  bring  about  a  suspension 
of  hostilities. 

"As  for  a  refusal  of  an  execuatur  to 
Mr.  Hay  (the  nt-w  United  States  cont^ul 
on  his  way  to  Pretoria  to  replace  Mi. 
Macrum),  that  rumor  appears  to  come 
throuerh  what  are  called  Boer  agents  in 
America.  Let  me  state  that  no  such 
person  exists.  No  man  in  America  has 
any  authority  to  speak  in  behalf  of  the 
government  at  Pretoria.  As  for  the  re- 
port itself  I  can  neither  confirm  nor 
deny  it,  but  I  know  of  no  reason  which 
would  lead  the  government  at  Pretoria 
to  make  such  a  decision." 

Taking  up  a  clipping  from  the  West- 
minster Gazette,  of  London,  accusing 
the  Boers  of  firing  upon  surgeons  and 
ambulances  on  the  field.  Dr.  Leyds  con- 
tinued: 

"This  extract  from  the  Westminster 
Gazette  has  come  under  my  notice.  I 
declare  without  hesitation  that  the  Boer 
soldier  does  not  exist  who  would  know- 
ingly fire  on  a  man  employed  on  an  er- 
rand of  mercy.  That  mistakes  oecur  on 
both  sides  is  too  evident  from  the  re- 
ports published  from  time  to  time  of  al- 
leged cruelties.  But  the  numerous  ac- 
counts in  the  English  press  are,  in 
themselves,  a  refutation  of  s\i<-n 
charges.  One  says  the  Boers  were  made 
to  dig  their  own  graves  before  l>eing  tied 
to  a  stake  for  execution.  If  this  is  true 
I  can  only  express  my  horror  and  *n- 
•iignatron.  Such  acts  of  barbarity  must 
henceforth  not  sully  the  annals  of  Brit- 
ish warfare." 

WARREN  IS  NEAR  SPRINGFIELD. 

Has  Not  Crossed  the  Tugela,  Says 
an  Expert. 

New  York,  Jan.  16.— A  special  cable- 
gram from  London  to  the  World  says: 
Mr.  Williams,  the  war  expert  of  the 
Morning  Leader,  writing  for  this  morn- 
ing's paper  with  the  best  information 
obtainable,  says  this  regarding  the  r^-- 
port  that  Gen.  Warren  had  crossed  the 
Tugela  river: 

"Gen.  Warren,  with  his  division  and 
something  more,  was  yesterday  five 
miles  to  the  northwest  of  Springfield, 
where  Gen.  Buller  then  had  his  hea.l- 
(luartf'rs.  Consequnetly  the  censor  at 
Durban  has  been  having  a  little  amuse- 
ment with  the  lotral  press  for  the  pur- 
pose of  det-eiving  any  spies  the  enemy 
may  have  and  then  confusing  them. 

"All  the  inferences  drawn  from  any 
telegrams  which  have  so  far  reached  u.^ 
must  be  erroneous.  Gen.  Buller's  plan  is 


to  turn  the  heights  no;  th  and  north- 
west of  Colenso  and  tht  s  compel  their 
evacuation,  and  then  to  attack  any 
Boers  left  between  him  i  nd  Gen.  White 
and  make  connection  with  Gen.  White's 
force.  After  that,  he  may  keep  the 
Transvaalers  on  the  run  through  Natal 
to  Laing's  Nek  or  Chai  lestown,  or  ho 
may  decide  on  separat  ng  the  Free 
Staters  from  the  stron;  men  of  war 
and  make  with  his  main  force  for  Har- 
rismith  and  Bloemfont  ?in.  News  of 
the  first  success  of  these  operations 
should  reach  us  about  "Wednesday  or 
Thursday. 

"All  that  can  be  said  actually  is  that 
Gen.  Buller,  up  to  yest.  rday,  was  still 
at  Springfield.  Gen.  Wi  rren  was  o»  a 
hill  nearly  midway  between  Spring- 
field and  Bethany,  and  Gen.  Buller  had 
assuredly  one,  and  it  is  believed  the  two 
passages  of  the  river  in  his  hands. 

"Gen.  Buller  can  spf  re  a  sufficient 
number  of  irregulars  to  send  a  flying 
column  of  them  into  Zumland  to  cherk 
the  Boer  cattle  raiders,  but  really  to 
w^ork  around  the  extren  e  eastern  flank 
and  head  for  the  Utrec  it  and  Vryheid 
districts,  unless  they  can  cut  in  on  the 
Transvaal  communications  and  find 
themselves  at  or  near  Ladysmith  and 
Newcastle  railway." 

The  attacks  on  the  wtr  office  and  the 
information  bureau  have  been  renewed 
in  several  quarters.  It  is  declared  here 
that  when  Winston  Churchill  arrived  in 
Natal  he  had  maps  of  the  northern 
colony,  procured  from  foreign  sources, 
which  were  better  thai  any  possessed 
by  the  generals  there  and  he  loaned 
them  to  the  commanders.  The  news- 
papers now  say  that  ei-erts  in  the  war 
office  have  been  operating  with  a  large 
scale  map  of  Northeri,  Natal  printed 
upon  seventy  sheets,  ^v•hich  was  b'':;r- 
rowed  from  the  Germ  in  war  depart- 
ment after  the  situatio  1  about  Glencoe 
and  Ladysmith  became  critical.

By  British  Guns  In    he  Ladysmith 
Battle  Described. 

»Ladysmlth,  Manday  Jan.  8.— (By 
Messenger  to  Weenen,  Jan.  16.)— A  rep- 
resentative of  the  .Associated  Pre.s.=; 
visited  yesterday's  batt  efield  this  morn- 
ing and  saw  large  numbers  of  dead 
Boers.  The  British  gu  is  seem  to  have 
worked  great  havoc.  One  Boer  was  com- 
pletely disembowled,  another  had  his 
head  clean  shot  off,  and  a  couple  of 
others  werejiilled  by  the  same  shell, 
evidently  wRTTe  eating  their  luncheon, 
as  half  eaten  hard-boiled  eggs  lay  beside 
th^m.  Some  Natal  Dutchmen  were  rec- 
ognized among  the  deaJ.  A  number  of 
Boer  bodies  and  carcasses  of  horses 
have  been  washed  dow:i  Intombi  spruit, 
wkich  became  a  ragin?  torrent  during 
a  heavy  thunder  storn.  The  British, 
while  digging  graves,  were  fired  on  by 
the  Boer  artillery  and  several  of  them 
were  hit.  Some  of  the  bullets  and  dum- 
dum cartridges  have  been  found  on 
wounded  prisoners.  Volunteers  carried 
the  Boer  dead  off  Jhe  hill  and  handed 
the  bodies  over  to  their  comrades  at  the 
bottom.  Over  ninety  ^vere  thus  carried 
off  Wagon  hill  alone.^

Chicago,  Jan.  16.— .A  Record  telegram 
from  Kobe,  Japan,  sa^-s:  The  demeanor 
of  the  Russians  in  Korea  is  reported  to 
be  such  as  to  exaspe -ate  the  Japanese. 
Russian  warships  ire  wintering  at 
Masampo,  Korea,  wJ  ere  Russian  sub- 
jects succeeded  last  f  ill  in  effecting  the 
surreptitious  purchase  of  170  acres  of 
water  front  land,  aid  while  the  Jap- 
anese government  papers  deny  that  there 
is  any  present  difflcul  y  between  the  two 
empires,  most  of  the  Japanese  journals 
seem  to  recognize  the  fact  that  an  ulti- 
mate collision  is  alm<  st  unavoidable. 

All  in  all.  the  present  situation  may 
be  said  to  be  somewhat  more  quiet,  but 
secret  preparations  for  contingencies 
continue  on  the  part  of  the  Jaioanes-,- 
government,  and  it  it  declared  that  the 
Masampo  affair  wil  lead  to  trouble. 
M  Pavloff,  the  Russian  minister  at 
Seoul,  who  is  now  in  Shanghai  on  his 
way  back  to  Korea,  saw  Mr.  Aoki,  the 
Japanese  foreign  minster,  while  he  was 
in  Tokio,  and  it  is  believed  that  he 
means  to  attempt  to  make  the  Masam- 
po matter  a  subject  of  diplomatic  dis- 
cussion, although  Japan  refuses  to  rec- 
ognize it  as  such.  Mr  Hayashi,  the  Jap- 
ane.se  minister  at  Se<'Ul,  who  is  leavmg 
Tokio  tomorrow,  cane  over  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Korei.n  situation.  No 
development  is  proloable,  however,  until 
M.  Pavloff  and  Mr.  H  lyashl  meet,  which 
meeting,  the  well-informed  believe, 
may  be  looked  for  ir  the  spring. 

Late  mall  advices  Irom  Korea  declare 
thiat  the  number  o;  Japanese  in  the 
country  is  constant  y  increasing  and 
that  many  cargoes  of  rice  are  being 
sent  from  Japan,  whch  is  an  indication 
of  Impending  trouble.  Still,  everything 
is  ulqet  on  the  surface. 

Arrangements  are  complete  for  the 
transfer  of  all  the  Japanese  railways  to 
nuilltary  c-ontrol  in  <ase  trouble  arises. 
The  Japanese  naval  maneuvers  are  set 
for  April.

Washington,  Jan.  16.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  announcement  recently 
made  by  Henry  C.  Payne,  the  Repub- 
lican national  committeeman  from  Wis- 
consin, that  Secretary  of  War  Root  has 
no  desire  to  secure  the  vice  presidential 
nomination  this  year  is  without  found- 
ation. 

I  have  it  on  the  best  of  authority  that 
if  Mr.  Root  is  able  to  secure  the  seven- 
ty-two New  York  delegates  to  the  Phila- 
delphia convenaion  next  June  he  will 
permit  the  use  of  his  name,  and  that 
his  friends  will  make  the  best  possible 
contest  they  can  in  his  interest. 

The  announcement  that  came  from 
the  Wisconsin  politician  is  not  sanc- 
tioned by  Secretary  Root,  nor  was  the 
statement  ctorrect  In  any  possible  way, 
except  that  Senator  Hanna.  endeavoring 
■to  make  a  deal  with  Senator  Piatt,  of 
New  York,  having  to  concede  certain 
things  to  the  latter,  was  willing  to  over- 
throw Root  and  give  this  honor  to  some 
other  man. 

I  have  heretofore  pointed  out  from 
Washington  that  very  little  love  exh'ted 
between  Senator  Piatt  and  Secretary 
Root.  Piatt  only  consented  to  Root 
coming  into  the  cabinet  because  Presi- 
dent McKinley  Insisted  that  he  not  only 
agree,  but  would  not  in  any  way  op- 
pose his  confirmation.  This  having 
been  agreed  to  Mr.  Root  assumed  the 
duties  of  this  office,  and  has  been  able, 
more  than  any  other  man  connected 
with  the  administration,  to  conduct  the 
work  and  manage  the  affairs  of  this  de- 
partment satisfactorily. 

Senator  Platt,  jealous  as  he  is,  desires 
to  prevent  the  advancement  of  any  man 
from  his  state  likely  to  wrest  his  powir 
from  him  as  the  Republican  mach'ne 
manager.  He  looks  with  suspicion  upon 
Senator  Depew,  now  endeavoring, 
through  Hanna,  to  prevent  Mr.  Root 
from  becoming  the  vice  presidential 
nominee  of  the  Republicans;  is  fearful 
that  Governor  Roosevelt,  holding  aloof 
as  he  is  from  politics,  at  the  pro;»ent 
time,  may  become  the  real  leader  of  the 
straight  out  Repulj'.icans  in  the  state, 
and  this,  of  course,  would  mean  the 
absolute  retirement  of  Platt  as  the  mr.- 
chine  manager,  and  the  possibility  that 
he  could  not  succeed  himself  in  the  sen- 
ate when  his  present  term  expires. 

The  three  great  polKical   "tricksters" 
in   the   United   States  are  Thomas       C. 
Platt    Marcus  A.   Hanna  and  Matth>  w 
Stanley  Quay.  The  New  York  politician. 
as  well  as  the  clever  gentleman      from 
Pennsylvania,  have  worked  together  in 
the  past  to  further  their  own  political 
advantage    to    the   detriment    of    other 
prominent   statesmen.       In   1892   James 
G.  Blaine,  then  secretary  of  state,  had 
no  bitterer  foe  than  Thomas    C.     Platt. 
Platt,    however,    having   failed   to  con- 
vince Benjamin  Harrison,   then      presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  that  he  would 
be  right  in  having  him  to  manage  the 
affairs  of  the  government,  loe«came     the 
political  foe  of  the  chief  executive,  and 
endeavored  to  defeat  him  for  renomin- 
ation  at  the  Minneapolis  convention.  He 
turned    to   an    old-time   enemy   hoping, 
through   him,    to    carry    out    this    plan. 
This  enemy  was  no  less  person  than  Sih>- 
retary  Blaine,  and  he  was  assisted  And 
abetted  in  his  maneuvers  to  defeat  Har- 
rison   bv    Blaine's    nomination    through 
the   efforts  of  Matthew   Stanley   Qu.ay. 
They  failed,  however,  in  their  efforts  to 
defeat   Mr.    Harrison   for  renomination. 
and  they  were  only  successful  in  secur- 
ing for  Mr.  Blaine  182%  votes  out  of  a 
possible  .SCO.  It  is  history  that  Mr.  Har- 
rison was  nominated  on  the  first  Ivallot, 
and  that   Platt  and  Quay  left   the  con- 
vention highly  disgruntled,  and  without 
doubt  "knifed"    the   Republican   candi- 
date at  the  polls.      Mr.  Quay,  it  is  said, 
failing  to  secure  certain   funds  that  he 
desired   to   use  for  his  personal    benefit 
in  Pennsylvania  that  year,  had  a  "tiff" 
with   Thomas   Henry   Carter,   chairman 
of  the  national  Republican  committee  in 
that  year.  Quay  left  the  New  York  head- 
quarters of  the  Republican   party  in  a 
huh'  and  did  not  raise  his  hand  to  ad- 
vance in  any  way  the  prospects  of  the 
Republican  ticket  In  that  year.  Senator 
Platt   also  stood  aloof,   and   the   result 
was  that  Mr.  Harrison  was  overwhelm- 
ingly defeated  and  Mr.  Cleveland  elect- 
ed president  for  the  second  time. 

It  seems  to  be  "a  rule  ^r  ruin"  policy 
with  such  politicians  as  Platt  and  Quay 
if  they  cannot  have  their  own  way  in 
dictating  measures  to  the  people 
through  the  medium  of  presidents,  vice 
presidents,  senators,  congressmen  and 
cabinet  officers,  they  are  not  satisfied. 

Mr.  Hanna.  the  third  member  of  the 
trio,  is  built  something  on  the  lines  of 
the  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  polit- 
ical bosses.  He  is  always  ready  to 
"turn  a  trick"  for  his  own  advantage. 
Without  consulting  President  McKinley. 
he  has  effected  a  deal  with  Mr.  Platt 
and  Mr.  Quay  by  which  Mr.  Root,  prob- 
ably, the  strongest  vote  getter  which 
could  be  placed  on  the  ticket  with  Mc- 
Kinley next  year,  shall  be  prevented 
from  securing  the  nomination  at  the 
Philadelphia  convention.  To  show  that 
they  are  political  tricksters,  to  say  the 
least,  they  have  not  consulted  with 
President  McKinley  in  any  way  re- 
garding their  choice  for  vice  president. 

It  might  be  Piatt's  purpose  to  advance 
Timothy  O.  Woodruff,  of  Brooklyn,  who 
is  anxious  to  become  a  presidential  pos- 
sibility. This  young  man,  whose  career 
is  nearly  as  checkered  as  the  waistcoats 
he  wears,  believes  that  through  the  as- 
sistance of  Mr.  Platt  and  by  fighting 
Roosevelt  and  Root  he  can  secure  the 
big  delegation  from  New  York  to  further 
his  candidacy.  Whether  or  not  Mr.  Platt 
i«  impolitic  enough  to  favor  Woodruff 
instead  of  Root  is  something  not  actually 
known  by  New  York  looliticians  here. 
However,  it  seems  his  real  purpose  is  to 
defeat  the  plans  of  the  president  and 
Mr.  Root  and  to  prevent  the  latter  from 
becoming  the  former's  running  mate  on 
the  next  national  presidential  ticket.  In 
this  connection  it  might  be  stated  that 
Governor  Roosevelt  is  opposed  to  Wood-  I 
ruff's  candidacy  and  favors  the  nomina- 1 


tion  of  Secretary  Root.  Platt  realizes 
this  fact  and  Is  now  working  to  secure 
the  Influence  of  Senator  Depew  to  ac- 
complish his  purpose.  The  latter,  his 
friends  say.  has  not  yet  consented  to 
further  the  political  schemes  of  his  sen- 
atorial colleague.  Mr.  Hanna,  it  might 
also  be  stated,  does  not  wield  the  In- 
fluence at  the  White  House  that  he  did 
four  years  ago,  and  will  probably  be 
succeeded  by  some  man  more  satisfac- 
tory to  the  president  to  manage  the 
next  Republican  campaign. 

The  president's  choice  for  chairman  of 
the  Republican  national  committee  is 
believed  to  be  Congressman  Dick  of 
Ohio.  The  president  is  very  friendly  to 
Mr.  Payne,  of  Wisconsin,  but  as  the  lat- 
ter has  evidently  been  directed  by  Mr. 
Hanna  to  announce  that  Mr.  Root  did 
not  care  to  become  a  vice  presidential 
candidate,  he  will  not  meet  with  the 
usual  favor  at  the  White  House. 

The  prospects  now  point  to  a  vigforous 
war  between  these  distinguished  poli- 
ticians, with  all  the  chances  in  favor  of 
the  presi-dent  and  Secretary  Root  secur- 
ing the  New  York  delegation  for  the 
latter'^  candidacy.  If  this  can  be 
brought  about.  Mr.  Root  *vill  be  the  Re- 
publican    vice     presidential     candidate 

this  year.

IRON  IN  UTAH. 


Minnesota  Men  Found  to  Be 

In  Control  of  the 

Lands. 

Pueblo.  Col.,  Jan.  16.-Contracts  ha.ve 
just  been  closed  with  Minnesota  owners 
for  some  newly  discovered  iron  ore  fields 
in  the  southern  part  of  Utah  and  Colo- 
rado. The  lands  will  be  controlled  by  the 
Colorado  Fuel  and  Iron  company.  They 
consist  of  eleven  mining  claims^  In  the  iron 
country  of  Southwestern  Utah  .-520  miles 
from  Pueblo.  They  were  first  brought  to 
the  notice  of  Iron  men  from  Minnesota 
about  two  yeans  ago  when  they  wore 
government  lands.  These  men,  one  f.t 
whom  is  R.  B.  Dear,  a  railway  minmK 
contractor  of  prominence  in  Minnesota, 
and  another  i.«  Mr.  Lerch,  chemist  and 
assayist  on  the  Mesaha  range  These  asso- 
clal»J  thtmselves  with  Col.  Milner,  a  min- 
ing man  of  Salt  Lake.  Since  then  the> 
have  engaged  in  the  development  of  twen- 
tv-rtve  claims.  They  also  took  up  a  large 
tract  of  coal  lands  and  some  hmesione 
ledKes.  The  coal  can  be  successfully  coked. 
Kleven  ore  claims  and  640  acres  of  coal 
lands  have  now  been  leased  to  the  Colo- 
rado company  after  protracted  negotia- 
tions here.  The  terms  of  the_  lease  of  the 
ore  lands  are  a  royalty  of  1'  events  a  ton 
on  annual  minimum  output  of  loO.OOO  tons.

PUGUE  AT  HONOLULU, 

Btlieved    That   Measures  Adopted 
WlUSoon  Check  Scourge. 

Honolulu,  Jan.  8.  via  San  Francisco, 
Jan.  15.— Since  Jan.  1  nine  cases  of 
plague  have  developed,  making  twenty- 
two  cases  to  date.  The  board  of  hcaUh 
has  adopted  heroic  measures  and  it  is 
believed  that  the  stringent  quarantine 
work  now  in  progress  will  stamp  out  the 
scourge  in  a  short  time.  Thus  far  but 
one  European  has  been  attacked.  This 
case  was  that  of  Ethel  Johnson,  a  Nor- 
wegian girl  aged  14  years.  The  other 
twenty-one  cases  are  divided  as  follows: 
Chinese.  15-  Japanese,  2;  Hawaiians,  ?\ 
South  Sea  islander,  1.  On  Jan.  3  the 
board  of  health  declared  the  entire  .1u- 
dicial  district  of  Honolulii  under  quar- 
antine. A  number  of  captains  of  sail- 
ing vessels  leaving  here  for  the  coast 
are  relaxing  from  the  strictness  of  the 
rule  of  taking  on  passengers  from  Hono- 
lulu and  there  is  now  some  chance  for 
people  to  go  away  if  they  are  willing 
to  go  on  sailing  vessels.  The  schooner 
Columbia,  which  leaves  here  next  we?k, 
is  taking  passengers.  She  goes  to  Port 
Townsend.  The  bubonic  plague  ap- 
pears to  be  spreading  in  Japan  as  shown 
by  advices  up  to  Dec.  30  received  this 
morning  via  steamship  China. 

WILL  PRESS  THE  CAHAL  BILL 

Ni<^ragua  Canal  Scheme  Not  to  Be 
Sidetracked. 

New  York,  Jan  .16.- A  special  to  the 
Herald  from  Washington  says:  Ccm- 
struction  of  the  Nicaragua  canal  is  to  be 
insisted  upon  in  both  houses  of  congress, 
without  regard  to  the  commission  re- 
cently appointed  by  the  president  to 
consider  the  feasibility  of  the  vast  loute. 
It  is  expected  that  decision  to  report  the 
bill  win  be  reached  shortly.  Mr.  Hep- 
burn's bill  contemplates  full  American 
control  of  the  canal,  with  authority  to 
fortify  the  work.  This  latter  provision 
has  attracted  the  attention  of  diplomats 
in  Washington,  and  especially  represen- 
tatives of  the  English  and  German  gov- 
ernments. 

Germany  made  some  inquiries  regard- 
ing the  purpose  of  the  United  Stat.'s 
when  the  Hepburn  bill  wa.s  discussed 
during  the  last  session  of  congress,  bat 
upon  assurance  that  the  United  States 
would  neutralize  the  canal,  these  in- 
quiries were  not  pressed.  It  is  certain, 
however,  that  any  serious  effort  to  press 
the  bill  in  its  present  form  will  lead  to 
diplomatic  correspondence.  The  Hep- 
burn bill  appropriates  1140,000,000  for  the 
construction  of  the  canaL 


They  Fell  In  the  Most  Un- 
expected Places  In 
Ladysmith. 


New  York.  Jan.  16.— A  London  special 
to  the  Herald  says:  Writing  to  the 
Natal  Witness  under  date  of  Ladysmith. 
Nov.  25.  1899,  a  special  correspondent 
of  that  paper  describes  typical  experi- 
ences under  bombardment  in  the  be- 
leagured  city,   as   follows: 

"Before  6  o'clock  in  the  morning  of 
Tuesday,  Nov.  7,  the  Boer  shells  were 
whistling  overhead,  banging  and  crash- 
ing as  they  reached  the  earth,  from  end 
to  end  of  the  town.  There  is  a  glorious 
uncertainty  abDUt  Boer  shells.  Whether 
their  erratic  course  is  due  to  deliberation 
or  merely  the  result  of  poor  gunnery  I 
cannot  pretend  to  decide.  But  the  fact 
remains  that  the  shells  from  the  Dutch 
positions  fell  in  the  most  unexpected 
places.  A  few  would  be  directed  at  our 
batteries,  then  they  would  fall  short  and 
alight  on  the  veldt,  a  great  many  struck 
the  hill  side  above  the  town,  others 
alighted  in  the  streets  and  in  the  gar- 
dens. 

"Only  one  shell  struck  a  house,  hav- 
ing gone  plump  through  the  roof  of  an 
emptv  kitchen,  raising  a  good  deal  of 
smoke,  but  doing  little  damage.  Many 
whistled  over  the  convent  and  found  a 
resting  place  in  the  veldt  toward  the 
now  vacated  Ladysmith  camp. 

"Others  fell  near  the  camps  by  the 
river,  and  some  caused  considerable 
alarm  to  the  cave  dwellers  by  alighting 
near  their  cool  retreats. 

"Others,  again,  went  far  over  Lady- 
smith, striking  the  bare  hills,  causing  a 
loud  report  and  a  cloud  of  dust,  and 
that  was  about  all. 

About  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  the 
shelling  was  heavy.  Shrapnel  came 
from  Umbulwan.  and  the  shells  bursting 
over  the  city,  the  bullets,  iron  segments 
and  shot,  rattled  on  the  house  tups  at 
times  like  hall.  From  4  o'clock  to  4:» 
twenty- two  shells  came  from  the  Boer 
guns— more  than  one  a  minute-all  fired 
into  town,  an  effort  having  been  made 
to  rake  it  from  north  to  south,  but 
without  effect.  At  different  periods  dur- 
ing Tuesday  the  firing  was  even  heavier 
than  this,  but  taking  the  entire  day.  the 
number  of  shells  would  average  over  one 
every  two  minutes. 

Throughout  the  entire  day  rifle  shots 
were  heard  around  Ladysmith.  our  out- 
posts in  all  directions  being  able  to  ex- 
change shots  at  intervals.  About  d 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  the  firing  ceased, 
both  big  gun  and  rifie,  and  silence,  deep 
and  unbroken,  settled  again  over  th-J 
land.  The  cave  dwellers  returned  to 
town,  and  those  who  had  been  perched 
aloft  among  the  surrounding  hills  de- 
scended to  their  homes  for  another 
night. 

Shortly  after  6  o'clock  on  Wednesday 
morning  the  big  guns  interchanged  the 
"time  of  day"  with  each  other.  There 
was  a  grand  duel  between  the  two  loud- 
voiced  monsters,  the  one  on  the  hill  be- 
hind Ladvsmith.  the  other  near  the  crest 
of  the  steep  Umbulwan.  The  shells  tore 
through  the  air  high  above  the  town, 
and  the  Berea,  bursting  on  either  hill 
with  earth-rending  reports.  On  our  hill 
the  shells  fell  wide  of  the  battery,  while 
not  one  of  the  British  shells  appeared  to 
be  wasted.  Long  before  the  sounu 
could  travel  across  the  intervening 
space  spectators  had  intimation  that  our 
bombs  had  gone  home  in  the  form  of 
the  cloud  of  brown  earth  that  was  shot 
high  in  the  air,  its  ba.=e  always  in  close 
proximity  to  the  enemy's  gun. 

When  the  big  gun  on  the  ITmbulwan 
had  been  silenced,  another  piece  of  Boer 
artillery  opened  fire  from  the  west,  from 
a  green  ridge  overlooking  the  Lady- 
smith camp,  and  a  half  dozen  shells 
came  whistling  across,  doing  no  dam- 
age, and  then  the  firing  from  this  quar- 
ter ceased. 

The  Boers  are  evidently  amazingly 
proud  of  their  artillery,  and  whenever 
they  get  into  a  new  position  they  fire 
off  a  round  just  ti  let  the  "rooincks" 
know  that  they  and  their  guns  are  there. 
Fortunately  for  us,  the  great  majority 
of  the  shells  did  not  explode  until  they 
reach<*d  the  ground.  Whether  they  ex- 
ploded tten  or  were  only  ."shattered  into 
fragments  by  the  force  of  the  Impact  I 
was  unable  to  decide,  authorities  on  the 
subject  dteagreelng.  This  afternoon  a 
plugged  shell  came  to  the  earth  wtth  a 
bang  about  twenty  yards  outside  one  of 
our  camps.  The  men  rushed  out  to  ex- 
amine the  ground  where  the  shell  had 
disappeared.  While  they  were  standing 
around  the  place  shell  No.  2  came 
toward  them  and  alighted  among  the 
tents  where  a  few  minutes  before  scores 
of  men  had  been  congregated. 

In  another  r>art  a  soldier  lay  asleep  in 
a  tent.  A  plugged  shell  struck  outside, 
traveling  below  the  tent,  the  ground  of 
which  it  suddenly  rai.sed  about  a  foot 
right  belDW  where  Mr.  Atkins  lay 
asleep.  ^^     ,       , 

Two  soldiers  were  crossing  the  level 
veldt  l>ehind  the  town,  when  a  shell 
struck  the  ground  a  foot  or  two  ahead 
of  them.  Both  men  were  seen  to  Jump 
a1x)Ut  two  feet  in  the  air.  then  fall  flat. 
Spectators  on  a  neighboring  hill  thought 
both  men  had  been  killed.  But  they 
were  not.  After  lying  prone  for  a  few 
seconds,  both  men  cautiously  looked 
up  at  the  smoke  and  dust  cloud  above 
them.  then,  springing  to  their  feet,  they 
went  bounding  acroiss  the  plain  fleet  as 
deer.  Towards  evening  it  was  found 
that  the  convent  had  been  struck  and 
two  holes  knocked  into  its  western  front. 


LANDMARK  GOES. 
Zanesville,  Ohio.  Jan.  16.— The  historic 
•Y"  bridge  at  the  Junction  of  the  Mus- 
kingum and  Licking  rivers,  in  this  city, 
has  been  condemned  and  closed  to 
trafl^ic.  It  has  been  used  for  sixty-eight 
years,  and  in  old  stage  coach  days  was 
the  most  famous  landmark  along  the 
national  pike.  Only  one  other  bridge 
of  the  kind  is  known  to  exist  l«^  the 
United  States.  The  old  structure  will 
be  replaced  w'ith  a  new  bridge.

Rio  Janeiro.  Jan.  16.— The  Bolivian  di- 
vision sent  to  Acre  has  made  prisoners 
of  the  commission  and  has  also  taken 
all  the  vessels  on  the  Upper  Amazon 
and  captured  the  converted  cruisers  of 
the  revoluitlonary  government  under 
Galvez.

Bill  Providing  For  Compulsory 

Education  of  Indian  Boys 

and  Girls. 


HAS  BEEN  REPAIRED 


House  In  Which  Lincoln  Died 

Has  Been  Thoroughly 

Overhauled.

Washington.  Jan.  16.- (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— It  has  been  stated  in  these 
«lispat^-hes  that  the  Indian  office  is  pro- 
paring  a  bill  to  authorize  the  compulsory 
vducacion  of  the  Indian  boys  and  girls 
who  have  reached  school  age  and  who 
are  nut  attending  school.    This  bill  will 

toe  presented  to  some  representative  in 
congress,  probably  one  of  the  North- 
"vv^-stern  members,  and  by  him  intro- 
duced in  the  house.  The  officials  having 
the  matter  in  charge  say  they  have  the 
a.ssurance  of  a  speedy  passa^o  of  the 
bill. 

It  may  seem  strange  that  the  Indian 
«)ffice  would  care  to  force  chiUlri'n  to 
attend  rcho.^1.  Iiut  the  affairs  of  the  In- 
dian office  are  run  upon  exactly  ih. 
same  plan  as  a  municipality.  The  In- 
dian office  is  essentially  the  educational 
detartnient  o'  the  government.  It  has 
a  harder  task  to  perform  than  any  other 
two  dtpar'.ments  of  the  service.  It  is  to 
the  Indian  office  that  the  task  of  educat- 
ing t>.e  red  man  has  been  delegated. 
His  education  is  necessary  to  his  civili- 
zation. 

'it  is  just  here  that  the  government  of 
'a  municipalily  and  the  government  of 
the  Indian  office  coincide.  The  munici- 
pality adopts  rules  that  children  of  a 
♦  •ertain  age  must  attend  school  a  certain 
number  of  years.  If  the  child  plays 
tru'ant.  and  does  this  too  often,  the 
stron:.^  hand  of  the  law  Is  invoked.  An 
officer  is  sent  after  the  absent  one.  and 
he  is  .soon  brought  before  the  proper 
authorities.  In  all  large  cities  there  have 
been  established  Industrial  school.s. 
These  schools  are  fr,r  the  benefit  of  su'^h 
boys  and  girls  who  cannot  be  made  ^.i< 
attend  the  public  schools.  The  laws  of 
the  municipality  must  be  obeyed,  e\''n 
if  ct;mpulsion  is  needed,  and  the  un- 
willing pmpil  is  forced  to  receive  an  edu- 
cat'.on  whether  he  wills  it  or  not. 

"it  must  not  be  understood  from  this 
that  the  Indian  office  will  establish  an 
industrial  school  and  place  therein  such 
Indian  boys  and  girls  who  do  not  go  f 
.school.  The  object  to  be  attain'"l  is  far 
different.  Up  to  the  present  time  un- 
limited license  has  been  granted  the  In- 
dian .so  far  a^  schooling  is  concerrnd.  It 
is  true  thai  there  are  some  2r>o  Indian 
Kfhools  already  established,  which  have 
an  ave.i'age  attendance  of  some  20,000 
rui'i'.-*.  r>ut  it  has  not  been  necessary 
ft  1  -the  father  or  mother  of  the  Indian 
'jilld  to  send  the  little  one  to  sch-i-ii. 
H  a  father  or  mother  so  willed  the  child 
ne*»d  never  enter  a  school.  It  is  :o  over- 
tome  this  difficulty  that  the  pr.ipos'^d 
bill  Is  being  urged.  There  are  thousands 
and  thou.-aiiils  if  Indian  children,  n". any 
.>f  \vh<im  will  not  attend  school,  and  a 
srreat  many  more  are  not  required  t.) 
»io  so.  The  Indian  as  a  rule  cares  little 
vhether  his  <  liild  has  an  education.  He 
thinks  that  the  gun  and  nid  ar.  si  f- 
licitnt.  If  he  can  find  lime  to  hunt  and 
fish  he  cares  little  for  what  else  takes 
place.  This  antipathy  on  the  part  of 
tlie  parents  has  caused  the  Indian  office 
a  gieal  deal  of  trou'ole.  It  has  resulted 
In  the  present  propusal  that  the  child  t>e 
<onipelled  to  attend  sch'>>)l.  and  ♦hat  the 
parents  be  enforced  to  see  that  the  rules 
of  the  Ineian  offic«»  are  carrir'd  <  ut.  Jlis^s 
Kste'le  Reed,  superintendent  of  all  th' 
Indian  schools,  endorses  the  proposition 

fcr  compulsory  education.

It  was  the  desire  of  the  au'horities  to 
make  all  the  necessary  repairs  and  at 
the  same  time  change  the  structure  as 
little  as  possible.  The  repairs  ma<le  are 
of  such  a  character  that  it  Is  hoped 
nothing  more  will  have  to  bo  done  to  th'^ 
building  for  years  to  come.  As  fat  -is 
jxissible  no  radical  changes  in  the  char- 
acter of  the  structure  were  made. 

The  house  is  one  of  the  principal  places 
of  interest  to  tourists  who  visit  the  city, 
and  thousands  go  there  and  pass  through 
it  every  year.

Fort  Worth.  Texas,  Jan.  16.— The  thir  1 
annual  convention  of  the  National  layc 
Stock  A.ssooiation  of  the  United  ;-^tate.s 
began  here  today  with  a  good  attend- 
ance. 

President  John  W.  Springer,  of  Denver, 
in  his  annual  address  said: 

"We  face  with  the  twentieth  century 
new  questions,  new  responsibilities  and 
rapicVly  ej^tending  market;^.  Conditions 
have  forced  our  nation  to  abandon  the 
Chinese  wall  policy  and  we  are  today  en- 
joying at  home  our  greatest  prosperity 
while  our  foreign  business  for  IS'j'.t 
reached  the  unheard  of  figures  of  over  %Z,- 
uoo.ooo.ijoo. 

"The  question  that  meets  ambitious 
Americans  as  1900  dawns  upon  them  is, 
shall  we  lead  or  follow?  I  speak  for  the 
greatest  live  stock  association  on  the  face 
of  'he  earth  when  I  say  we  believe  in  lead- 
ing, not  in  following.  Commerce  is.  the 
backbone  of  a  great  nation,  and  the  su- 
preme contest  today  is  for  commercial 
supremacy.  We  shall  contest  for  the  mar- 
kets of  the  whole  civilized  world  and  stand 
sponsor  for  any  and  all  the  weaker  peo 
jjles  who  ask  for  our  assistance.  We  aro 
ready  and  able  to  teach  them  the  advan- 
tages of  a  liberal  education,  a  rellgiou., 
tolerance  and  absolute  political  emanci- 
pation. It  is  not  a  dream  to  predict  that 
before  the  twentieth  century  closes  oui 
political  destiny  will  be  bounded  by  the 
conlines  of  North  America,  if  it  does  not 
directly  or  indirectly  even  to  the  entire 
Western  hemisphere.  American  enter- 
prise crvstalized  th.'-ough  American  labor. 
American  products,  is  directing  the  ship 
of  state  today,  and  the  best  the  earth 
affords  is  none  too  good  for  our  people.

Less 
than  ten  vears  aeo  your  cattle  down  here 
in  Texas  were  sold  at  $S  for  a  cow,  with 
calf  thrown  in,  while  today  the  co,a^  is 
worth  from  $15  up  and  the  calf  at  least 
$10  more.  ,  ,     , 

"Less  than  a  decade  has  passed  since 
wool  went  'wool-gathering'  at  8  cents  a 
pound  on  tlie  range,  while  next  ye^ir's 
crop  is  now  being  contracted  by  the  big 
buyers  at  2u  cents  on  the  ranch.  While 
yoiir  sheep  which  wandered  aimlessly 
over  the  trackless  plains  and  sage  brush 
Hats  could  find  no  buyer  at  $1.50  and  $2. 
whereas,  now,  anvthint,'  with  wool  on  its 
back  Is  being  searched  for  with  great  dil- 
igence at  from  $2.".0  to  $4  each. 

"Yes,  and  not  to  overlook  the  American 
hog:  years  ago  he  sciuealod  for  takers  at 
$27.5'  !>er  cwt.,  w'nlle  now  $4.75  and  $5  is 
paid  without   the  squeal  being  thrown  in 

at  all. 

"Is  it  anv  wonder,  my  friends,  when  you 
look  the  facts  .squarely  in  the  face  that 
the  live  stock  industry  of  the  United 
States  is  to  be  found  harnessed  to  the 
chariot  of  progress? 

"Is  it  numb  rs  or  quality  that  command.^ 
the  world's  Kold  dollars  today?  I  answer  it 
is  quality.  And  now  permit  me  to  lay 
down  live  maxims  which  1  hold  are  self 
evident. 

"Pirst— That  no  state  can  realize  a  heavy 
immigration  that  is  not  libi  ral  with  the 
live  stock  interests. 

"Second— That  no  railway  management 
will  prosper  long  which  turns  a  deaf  ear 
to  the  complainis  of  stockmen. 

"Third— That  no  live  stock  market  will 
continue  to  grow  which  imposes  a  term- 
inal charge  on  every  car  of  live  stock  li  r 
the  privilege  of  unloading  at   their  yards. 

"Fourth— That  no  stockman  will  pros- 
per who  does  not  read  and  liberally  adver- 
tise  in   stock  journals,   papers  and  maga- 

"Fifth— That  the  stockman  who  gains 
the  greatest  reward  will  be  who  places 
oualiiy  above  quantity,  in  all  of  his  deal- 
ins  in"  livestock. 

"I  regret  to  be  compelled  to  report  lliat 
the  railways  terminating  at  Missouri  riv- 
<r  points  have  been  very  ungenerous  with 
the  livestock  interests  in  ISH'.).  Notwith- 
standing a  generally  accepted  promise, 
mad-  bv  certain  railway  officials  tli-e 
feeding  In  transit  privilege  which  we  have 
enjoyed  for  over  a  quarter  ot  a  century 
was  abrogated  without  excuse. 

"This  has  been  the  banner  year  in  the 
carrying  trade  for  the  railways  of  this 
country,  and  yet  they  were  'forced  to 
assail  "the  already  burdened  livestock  in- 
dustry to  increase  their  revenues.

Paris  Thinics  Russia's  Maneu- 
vers Are  Directed  Against 
Great  Britain. 

Chicago,  Jan.  16.— A  Paris  cablegram 
to  the  Record  says:  The  movement  of 
Russian  troops  to  the  Afghan  frontier, 
coinciding  as  it  does  with   the  time  of 

the  czar's  official  new  year's  congratula- 
tion of  Count  Muravieff,  his  foreign  min- 
ister, is  generally  considered  here  to  be 
directed  against  Great  Britain,  though 
an  effort  is  made  in  certain  quarters  to 
combat  this  view.  Thus  M.  Pavolovsky. 
syndic  of  the  foreign  press  here,  who  is 
correspondent  of  one  of  the  leading 
Russian  daily  newspapers  and  persona 
grata  to  the  French  government,  said 
to  me  today: 

"Although  the  Russian  people  as  a 
whole  sympathize  with  the  Boers,  the 
St.  Petersburg  government  has  no  inten- 
tion of  seizing  the  occasion  of  Great 
Britain's  embarrassment  to  encroaoh  on 
the  frontier  of  British  India.  This  move- 
ment of  the  Russian  troops  has  no  un- 
friendly significance.  It  is  simply  a 
military  maneuver  which  the  war  office 
has  had  in  contemplation  for  manj- 
months.  The  peace  of  the  world  has 
nothin.g  to  fear  from  this  action.  It  is 
true,  however,  that  Russia  will  be 
hi.ghly  displeased  if  Great  Britain,  on 
tre  eve  of  the  cession  of  the  Portuguese 
colonies  in  East  Africa,  shall  seize  Dei- 
agoa  bay.  In  that  event  Ji  powerful 
class  surrounding  the  czar  would  surely 
J  rotest,  and  these  statesmen,  in  spitt^ 
of  his  majesty's  pacific  disposition, 
would  exert  a  great   infiuence."

Professor  Hadley  Advises  That  and 
n  Endorses  idea. 

St.  Louis,  Jan.  16.— Col.  W.  J.  Bryan 
and  President  Arthur  Hadley  of  Yale 
university  were  interviewed  yesterday 
relative  to  the  latter's  proposal  ta  ostra- 
cise trust  magnates.  Both  are  agreed 
on  the  idea  that  social  recognition 
should  be  denied  to  any  man  engaged  in 
a  trust  or  other  business  enterprise  in- 
imical to  the  public  welfare,  and  that 
the  public  mind  should  be  educated  to 
see  those  evils  that  exist  in  the  trust 
.system.  President  Hadley  said,  in  re- 
sponse to  a  question  regarding  a  rem- 
edy for  some  of  the  bad  effects  of  the 
trust  which  he  suggested  in  his  si>eech 
at   Denver: 

"When  iieople  have  clearly  made  up 
their  minds  as  to  what  are  social  evils, 
ostracism  is  a  favorite  remedy."  Then 
he  said  by  way  of  explanation: 

"But  the  trouble  is,  the  puiilic  mind  is 
not  clearly  made  up.  To  my  mind  many 
of  the  troubles  attributed  tj  the  trusts 
are  not  cleared.  This  i.s  where  the 
puiilic  needs  educating.  The  evils  caused 
by  the  trusts  should  be  pointed  out,  and 
when  it  is  shown  that  a  man  is  engaged 
in  an  unworthy  enterpri.se,  people  should 
have  the  courage  to  deny  him  public 
recognition.  I  believe  the  time  will 
come  when  they  will  do  so.  I  do  nj» 
mean  that  every  man  belonging  to  a 
trust  slMiuld  be  cancelled  fnm  the  list 
of  one's  acquaintances.  That  is  a  matter 
requiring  the  judgment  of  each  individ- 
ual  case." 

Col  Bryan  was  asked  for  his  views 
on  the  plan  of  Professor  Hadley.  He 
said: 

'  The  idea  is  a  jT'^'d  one  and  should  bo 
encouraged.  A  man  who  tries  to  rob  th<; 
people  by  means  of  a  trust,  or  by  wreck- 
ing a  bank  or  railroad,  should  no  more 
be  countenanced  by  society  than  a  plain 
highwayman.  The  thing  ncoded  is  to 
awaken  and  educate  the  public  min<l 
and  conscience  on  such  matters.  Win  n 
the  people  understand  the  harm  in 
trusts  they  will  Im  ready  to  apply  a 
remedy.  There  are  things  which  wen- 
permitted  in  society  twenty-five  years 
ago  which  are  not  tolerated  at  all  to- 
day. The  change  has  'oeeii  wrought 
through  education.  A  similar  change 
will  take  place  when  the  people  learn  the 
true  moral  static^  of  the  trust  question. 
I  am  gted  indeed  that  college  rnen.  wh  i 
are  leaders  in  education,  are  taking  up 
the  matter  for  discussion.  It  is  a  step 
in  the  right  dirccti  in,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  that  their  researches  will  result 
In  greatly  helping  to  solve  the  problem. 
But  so  far  as  ostracism  is  concerned,  I 
rlo  not  believe  t'-'at.  as  a  '-eniedv  fo'-  thi? 
trust  evil,  it  is  likely  to  become  notice- 
ably elfective   very  soon.  '

Oiicago,  Jan.  It!.— The  monopoly  which 
has  characterized  trade  in  the  wheat  pit 
for  some  time  yvas  relieved  this  morning 
by  this  cereal  suffering  from  a  general 
desertion  by  its  friends  and  a  hammerin;; 
on  the  part  of  its  enemies.  Trade  up  to 
noon  was  not  characteristic  of  any  .great 
weakness  and  fairly  steady,  shorts  seem  "g 
to  be  inclined  to  cover  under  the  impres- 
sion that  the  break  had  been  a  good  one 
and  a  natural  upturn  might  be  expected. 
There  was  some  long  buying  as  well  and 
the  market  looked  fairly  well.  Brad- 
sircets,  however,  seemed  to  act  a;;  an 
eniitic  upon  a  market  which  has  botii 
more  or  less  sick  and  a  general  throwing 
over  of  lines  by  longs  and  shorts  as  well 
who  Itad  covered,  resulted  from  the  report 
that  the  world's  visible  had  increased  4,- 
404,iXMj  bus  compared  with  an  increase  last 
year  of  l,:;22,0OO  bus.  This  was  the  last 
straw  and  turned  the  crowd  so  generally 
to  the  selling  side.  An  explanation  is 
given  In  regard  to  the  large  and  ynex- 
iwcted  Increase  In  Bradstreefs  visible 
report  to  the  fact  that  it  is  due  to  a 
correction  of  Russian  stocks.  It  is  diftlcuil 
to  size  the  possil>ilities  of  wheat  after  a 
break  such  as  we  have  experienced  today 
and  with  the  feeling  so  unanimously  one- 
sided. No  doubt  there  has  bt;en  a  very 
heavv  and  forced  liciuidation  by  longs, 
which  makes  that  side  of  the  market  a 
very  slim  proposition  and  the  short  side 
a  very  heavy  one.  The  actual  grajn  in 
sight  has  been  too  much  for  the  class  of 
trade  we  have  had  of  late,  but  should 
speculation  be  attracted  by  the  present 
low  price  of  wheat  as  undoubtedly  ca.sh 
business  will,  we  would  feel  very  much 
inclined  to  look  ff>r  an  upturn.  It  cer- 
tainly does  not  look  consistent  with  the 
relative  ad'ance  in  values  of  all  other 
commoditie.s  throughout  the  United  S.tates 
that  wheat  should  be  tl5c.  We  advise  con- 
st rvatism  around  these  figures,  believing 
that  further  decline  will  make  wheal  a 
lirst  class  investment  and  thtit  if  well 
mari;ined.  togiHhter  with  a  rea.sonable 
amount  of  iiatience,  clients  will  not  V>e 
worried  much  by  taking  hold  on  the  scale 
down  from  here.

Tiust."  which  we  print  today,  i.-?  perhaps 
the  strongest  article  which  has  appeared 
in  the  tariff-trust  series. 

The  window  glass  trust  was  shown  t.i 
have  doubled  prices  an'I  t.»  h.ive  fix-^*! 
l»rices  higher  inland  than  on  the  coa«t. 
It  also  has  alliances  with  the  worktrs. 
and  restricts  production  by  workins? 
only  six  months  a  year. 

The  borax  trusts  sells  borax  at  "Vi 
cents  here  and  3>/4  cents  per  pound  in 
Europe.  The  tin  plate,  international 
par>er,  steel  rail  and  other  tru.sts  nave 
teen  shown  to  be  charging  exorbit.int 
prices,  and  to  be  hiding  behind  tne 
tariff  wall  while  so  doing. 

The  steel  and  wire  trust  has  not  only 
raised  prices  of  wire  and  wire  nails 
mere  than  100  per  cent  in  one  year,  but 
it  has  raised  them  nearly  300  ner  c.n; 
within  four  years  to  home  consumers — 
who  pay  for  protection — while  it  has 
continued  to  export  Immense  quantities 
and  sell  them  at  foreign  prices,  which 
are  now  nearly  40  per  cent  below  h-une 
prices,  and  which,  in  1896,  were  less  than 
half  of  our  home  prices.  The  trust  c  ;m- 
promises  prices  in  Canada  .'\n'l  reduces 
prices  there  only  half  as  rnuc'i  as  in 
Europe. 

The  plain  truth  is  that  the  trust  sell.-? 
for  whatever  it  can  get  in  any  and  all 
P'^rkets  of  the  world.  Becau.se  of  our 
duty  of  from  4-lOth  of  a  cent  ^o  1  c-^nt 
per  pound  on  wire  and  wire  nails,  which 
shuts  out  British  and  German  competi- 
tion, the  trust  can  and  does  charge  more 
here  thiin  in  Europe  because  it  is  neirer 
the  Canadian  markets.  But  it  is  supply- 
ing England  with  60  per  cent  of  her  wire 
and  wire  nail  product,  as  Alanager 
tlates  tells  us. 

It  appe.irs  that  wire  nails,  which  an* 
now  selling  at  a  "base"  price  of  ?3..'i3 
per  keg  In  New  York  and  Chica^jo,  and 
which  one  year  ago  sold  for  $1.59,  and 
five  years  ago  for  95  cents,  are  now  be- 
ing exported  from  New  York  and  sold 
to  foreigners  at  $2.14  per  keg;  and  that 
in  1S9C  the  export  price  was  $1.30  whr.n 
the  home  market  price  was  $2.70. 

Barb  wire  is  now  sold  to  Americans  at 
$4.13  a  hundred  pounds,  to  Canadians  at 
$3.25,  and  to  Europeans  at  $2.20. 

Our  exports  of  these  products  are  so 
great  that  foreigners  are  being  driven 
cut  of  the  business. 

Harb  wire  and  wire  nails  are  import- 
ant articles  of  consumption  with  farm- 
ers and  builders,  and  the  effect  of  the 
extremely  high  prices  now  being 
charged  cannot  but  greatly  restrict  the 
building  of  fences,  houses  nvl  barns.  In 
fact  the  hardware  men  if  the  country 
t  Ml  us.  in  interviews  printed  in  the  Iron 
Age  of  Nov.  30,  1899,  that  farmers  are 
bjilding  rail  instead  "f  wire  f^^ces.  and 
that  they  are  buying  nails  by  the  pound 
instead  of  by  the  keg.  Demand  for  these 
articles  has  fallen  off  25  or  30  per  .?ent. 

But  what  is  10  be  done  to  remedy  this 
state  of  affairs?  Mr.  Gates  says  the 
tiust  needs  not  only  the  tariff  protection, 
wh'.ch  it  now  has,  but  that  it  should  re- 
ctive  a  subsidy  from  the  government 
Dc  the  farmers  ^iid  carpentes.s  of  this 
country  agree  that  this  is  the  remedy? 
Will  they  suggest  to  their  congressmen 
that  a  i>3ssible  remedy  mi.ght  be  fcund 
in  the  removal  of  tarif  duties?  Through 
what  other  means  can  wo  expect  imme- 
diate relief  froai  the  exactions  of  this 
greedy  monopoly? 

If  there  is  a  worse  or  more  unpatriotic 
trust  in  this  country  than  this  arbitrary 
and  high-handed  steel  and  wire  trust 
The  Herald  has  not  made  its  acquaint- 
ance. 


people  will  go  on  licking  stamps,  but 
there  will  be  trouble  between  some  of 
the  congressmen  and  their  constituents 
when  the  former  return  to  explain  their 
votes  In  connection  with  this  matter. 
The  people  of  this  country  have  millions 
for  defense  of  the  flag,  but  not  a  cent 
for  surplus.  They  cheerfully  pay  the 
expenses  of  government,  economically 
administered,  but  do  not  care  to  pay 
more.

THE  WHEAT  SITVATION. 

With  great  industrial  and  commercial 
activity  prevailing  throughout  the  coun- 
try and  prices  of  nearly  all  the  articles 
that  he  buys  already  advanced  or  goirig 
up  to  higher  figures  than  have  existed 
for  many  years,  the  farmer  finds  that 
the  price  of  wheat  Is  abnormally  low. 
Neither  is  the  outlook  favorable  for 
better  wheat  prices  in  the  immediate 
future,  there  being  an  abundance  of  sup- 
plies and  a  tendency  towards  lower 
prices.  According  to  the  leading  au- 
thorities, the  stocks  in  second  hands  in 
the  United  States  and  Canada  on  Jan.  1 
were  132,116,000  bushels,  as  compared 
with  85,257,000  a  year  ago.  The  quantity 
afloat  for  and  in  store  In  Europe  was 
68,190,000  bushels,  or  6,250,000  more  than 
at  the  same  time  in  1899. 

In  American  farmers'  hands  on  Ja:i. 
1  there  were  about  252,000,000  bushels. 
According  to  this,  the  supplies  m  second 
hands,  and  including  about  10,000,000 
bushels  for  flour  and  wheat  at  points 
not  reported,  the  aggregate  estimate  1 
supply  in  all  positions  on  Jan.  1  would 
be  about  384,000,000  bushels.  Allowing 
162.000,000  bushels  for  consumption  to 
July  1  and  25,000,00  for  spring  "jeeding, 
there  would  be  about  197,000,000  bushels 
remaining  for  export  and  supplies  on 
July  1,  1900.  The  aggregate  supplies  in 
all  positions  reported  on  July  1.  18!>9, 
were  about  128,000,000  bushels— which 
were  probably  10,000,000  bushels  too 
small. 

"So  far  this  .season,"  says  the  Chicago 
Trade  Bulletin,  "exports  have  been 
lighter  than  last,  and  the  probabilities 
are  that  from  the  present  time  to  July 
1  they  will  fall  f?omewhat  below  the  cor- 
responding time  in  1899.  The  exports 
of  flour  and  wheat  during  the  first  h?lf 
of  1899  were  equal  to  about  96,000,000 
bushels.  Should  the  exports  during  the 
current  six  months  reach  85  per  cent  of 
the  aljove  they  would  be  about  82,000/00 
bushels,  and  leave  115,000,000  in  all  posi- 
tions on  July  1,  or  23,000,000  bushMs  less 
than  one  year  previous.  Any  increase 
in  the  exports  would  further  reduce  the 
supplies  left  over." 

The  domestic  and  foreign  markets  are 
in  a  bearish  mood.  There  is  an  extremi?- 
ly  slack  cash  demand  and  there  is  prac- 
tically no  spec-ulation.  In  fact,  the 
situation  is  distinctly  unfavorable  to  a 
bull  movement  of  any  kind.  An  abund- 
ant harvest  is  said  to  be  as.sured  in  the 
Argentine  republic  and  large  shipments 
of  wheat  are  being  made  from  that 
country.  Europe  is  counting  for  ex- 
ports from  South  America  aggregating 
75,000,000  bushels.  A  large  crop  has  also 
been  gathered  in  Australia,  and  the  only 
country  where  the  conditions  .ire  not 
promising  is  India,  drouth  having  killed 
the  crops  in  many  districts  and  pro- 
duced famine.  The  winter  wheat  pros- 
pects in  the  United  States  are  generally 
good  and  the  mild  weather  in  the  fall 
throughout  the  Northwest  enabled  the 
farmers  to  prepare  the  ground  for  an  in- 
creased acreage  of  spring  wheat.  Under 
these  circumstances,  there  is  little  -.n- 
couragement  for  those  hoping  for  higher 
wheat  prices.

The  refusal  of  Secretary  Carlisle  to  re- 
bate the  tax  on  alcohol  used  in  the  arts,  as 
provided  by  the  revenue  act  of  1894,  has 
given  rise  to  a  lot  of  suits  against  the  gov- 
ernment from  patent  medicine  manufac- 
turers and  others.  They  have  caused  to  be 
introduced  in  congress  a  measure  provid- 
ing that  the  failure  of  the  secretary  to  pre- 
scribe regulations  for  the  use  of  alcohol  in 
the  arts,  as  required  by  the  law  in  ques- 
tion, shall  not  operate  as  a  defense  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States:  and  that,  where 
cases  have  been  dismissed  on  that  ground, 
a  new  trial  may  be  granted.  It  is  said  that 
the  claims  against  the  government  on  this 
account  amount  to  $10,000,000,  and  they 
appear  to  be  well  founded.

IN  MjCHIGAN. 

Project  For  a  Pulp  Mill 
Mlchigamms  Falls- 
Mining  Notes. 

Iron  Mountain— It  is  learned  from  a 
source  which  may  be  considered  autTientic 
that  a  large  pulji  mill  will  soon  be  erect- 
ed at  Michigamme  Falls.  The  financial 
backers  of  the  new  nroject  are  Mpssrs. 
Clark  and  Kimberly,  of  Neenah,  the  well 
known  paper  mill  men.  It  is  their  pur- 
pose to  erect  a  large  mill  and-  to  utilize 
the  timber  of  that  district  for  the  manu- 
facture of  pulp.  Surveyors  are  now  at  the 
proposed  site  of  the  new  mill  and  its  con- 
struction will  be  pushed  to  .t  speedy  com- 
pletion  by   spring. 


Houghton— The  Arcadian  Copper  com- 
pany is  contemplating  starting  a  new 
shaft  upon  the  Highland  property  whitli 
shall  be  the  mo.st  .southern  of  its  work- 
ings; In  fact,  its  site  will  be  over  the  face 
of  the  great  Quincy  bluff  between  the 
Quincy  railroad  and  Portage  lake.  This 
will  niake  two  shafts  upon  the  Highland 
property,  the  new  one  or  "C"  shaft,  and 
"B"  shaft,  which  is  already  down  130  feet, 
nearly  to  the  third  level,  although  it  Is 
not  being  worked  this  winter.

mills,  roll  it  into  iron  rods  In  our  own  rod 
mills,  and  finish  it  In  our  own  mills  into 
idain  and  barbed  wire  and  all  the  differ- 
ent kinds  of  wire  used  not  only  jn  the 
United  States,  but  all  other  countries 
where  wire  is  used.  In  thi.^  way  we  have 
succeeded,  as  we  own  one  of  the  best  ore 
mines  in  the  Mesaba  range.  We  have  our 
own  coke  mines  and  coke  furnaces;  .so 
that  vou  will  see  that  we  start  at  the  bot- 
tom and  have  all  the  profits  that  there  are 
from  ore  to  finished  material.  Our  bus- 
iness is  entirely  satisfactory  and  the  com- 
pany is  doing  very  well." 

The  trust  has  a  monopoly  of  the  drawn 
and  Imrb  wire  business,  but  has  consider- 
able competition  in  woven  fence  wire.  It 
also  does  a  large  l>uslness  in  copper  wire 
and  copper  electrical  goods  and  in  fencing, 
poultry  netting,  baling  wire  and  bale 
lires.

It  should  be  noticed  that  these  are  the 
base  prices  of  wire  nails  in  carload  lots. 
Because  of  "extras,'  due  to  sizes,  the 
average  price  per  keg  is  fully  60  cents 
more  than  those  quoted  above.  Of 
course  the  prices  of  small  lots  are  still 
higher  and  the  retail  prices,  especially  in 
remote  districts,  very  much  higher  than 
for  carload  lots.  The  base  price  is  fixed 
at  Pittsburg  and  freights  are  added  to 
all  points  of  delivery.  The  Pittsburg 
price  is  now  33  cents  lower  than  Chicago 
and  New  York  prices,  which  are  5  cents 
below  St.  Louis  prices.  Wire  nails  have 
almost  eentirely  replaced  cut  nails,  which 
now  sell  for  ab^ui  70  cents  per  keg  less 
ttian  wire  nails. 

The  duty  on  wire,  nails  from  1890  to  1894 
was  from  2  to  4  cents  per  pound;  from 
1S94  to  1897,  25  per  cent;  since  1897  from 
'>  to  1  cent  per  pound. 
'The  duty  on  barb  wire  from  1890  to  1894 
was  6-10  of  a  cent  per  pound;  since  1894 
4-10  of  a  cent  per  pound. 

The  duties  on  other  products  of  this 
trust  are  generally  higher  than  those  on 
wire   nails. 

TRUST  PROFITS. 
In  April  one  of  the  directors  estimated 
the  yearly  net  earnings  at  $12,00n,iK)0.  The 
statement  of  the  earnings  to  June  30, 
1899,  showed  a  net  profit  of  $4,892,000.  for 
the  first  six  months.  Judging  from  the 
prices  of  wire  and  wire  nails  the  profits 
for  the  second  six  months  should  be  at 
least  $8,000,000— the  Increase  In  prices  be- 
ing nearly  all  profit,  because  the  trust 
owns  its  own  mines  and  furnaces  and  the 
actual  cost  of  making  Iron,  steel  and  wire 
is  not  much  greater  than  when  prices 
were    less    th:tn    half    the    present    prices.

TRUST   THEORIES. 

It  may  be  noted  that  when  this  trust 
was  first  formed  we  hearil  a  great  deal 
from  the  trust  theorists  about  the  eco- 
nomic advantages  and  savings  of  great 
combinations.  fhus,  Garriti  H.  Ten 
Brock,  of  St.  Louis,  as  counsel  for  the 
company  announced  that  "the  only  effect 
on  the  "market  that  I  can  see,  will  be  a 
possible  slight  lowering  01  prices,  because 
of  this  economy,  and  also  a  steadiness  of 
prices  for  the  future."  These  are  stib 
numerous  pro-trust  theorists  prating 
about  the  blessings  of  trusts  as  if  neariy 
all  of  the  trusts  had  not,  in  practice,  act- 
ually demonstrated  that  they  are,  under 
present  conditions,  all  arounu  curses.  lUe 
blessings,  so  far,  are  enjoyed  oniy  by 
those  who  got  into  the  trusts  on  the 
"ground   Moor." 

If  the  wire  trust  lowers  prices  it  will 
do  so  on.y  because  of  the  removal  or 
threatened  removal  of  tariff  duties  or  be- 
cause prices  are  too  high  to  yield  ma.^ci- 
mum  profits.  The  Iron  Age  of  Nov.  30, 
1S99.  contains  six  columns  of  interviews 
with  hardware  men  in  twenty-live  states 
on  "the  eftt  ct  of  high  prices  on  the  de- 
mand for  goods."  Many  dealers  say  that 
they  expect  to  sell  25  or  30  per  cent  less 
goods  in  1900  because  of  advanced  prices. 
Many  farmers  are  rtfusing  to  bui;d 
fences  with  wire  at  high  prices.  A  Mary- 
land farmer  said:  "The  price  of  wire  is 
prohibitive.  1  shall  go  home  and  put 
hands  to  work  and  make  rail  fenci  s.  ' 
The  farmers  are  deferring  the  building  of 
houses  because  of  the  increased  prices  of 
lumber,  nails,  glass,  etc.  They  are  buy- 
ing nails  by  the  pound  Instead  of  by  the 
keg. 

VERY   LOW  EXPORT  PRICES. 

Mr.  Gates  neglected  to  ted  the  inuusirlal 
commission  how  much  export  prices  were 
■below  horn*  market  prices. 

It  will  make  the.se  farmers  happy  to 
know  that  this  same  trust  which  ctiarges 
them  at  a  "Oasis  '  of  $3.53  per  keg  tor 
nails  (about  $4.aO  at  retail)  exports  these 
nails  and  sells  them  to  Europeans  iit 
$2.14  "basis"  per  keg,  and  thai  it  export- 
ed about  70,0()0,00<J  pounds  in  1899  to  uil 
parts  ot  liie  earth.  The  exports  for  the 
fiscal  years  1893  to  1899  of  wire  and  wire 
nails  were  as  follows:

Exports  are  increasing  rapidly  and  were 
50  per  Cent  greater  than  ever  oefore  dur- 
ing the  last  six  months  of  1899.  The  total 
exports  of  wire  for  the  first  eleven  months 
of  1899  were  241,922,967  pounds;  of  wire 
nails  62,9%,401  pounds. 

These  tremendous  exports  and  the  prices 
at  which  they  are  made  Indicate  that 
there  is  no  need  of  protection  and  sub- 
sidies at  home— except  for  the  otticers  of 
the  trust  who  are  trying  to  capture  "UJ 
per  cent  of  the  world's  trade." 

Will  the  farmers  who  are  building  rail 
fences  because  barbvWirc  is  too  expensive 
feel  like  voting  to  continue  a  tariff  ^sis- 
tem  which  compels  them  to  pay  S8  per 
cent  more  for  fencing  wire  than  foreign- 
ers have  to  pay  for  the  same  wire? 
Large  (juantities  of  barb  wire  were  ex- 
ported from  New  York  in  December,  189:i. 
at  $2.2i)  per  hundred,  although  the  home 
price  was  raised  at  the  end  of  the  month 
from  $.'1.88  to  $4.13. 
CANADIANS    NOT    MOST    FAVORED. 

Apparently  all  foreigners  are  not  treat- 
ed alike.  To  be  jnost  favored  and  to  reap 
the  full  blessings  of  protection  you  must 
not  only  be  a  foreigner,  but  you  must  re- 
side at  least  300(»  miles  away  from  the 
land  of  McKiniey  and  Dingley.  Thus  our 
neighbors,  the  Canadians,  must  pay  for 
the  privilege  of  living  so  near  to  us.  How- 
ever, the  trust  treats  them  better  th.m 
it  treats  Americans.  On  Dec.  2,  1899,  Can- 
adian Hardware,  a  Montreal  publication, 
said: 

"Retail  dealers  in  the  I'nited  States  pay 
$3.70  f,  o.  b.  Cleveland  for  carlots  for 
barl^d  wire  and  $3.80  for  less  than  car- 
lots,  while  the  figure  quoted  to  the  retail 
trade  in  Canada  is  $3.25  f.  o.  b.  Cleveland 
for  carlots  and   $3.35  for   less  quantities. 

"Plain  wire  is  quoted  to  the  Canadian 
deaier  $11  per  ton  lower  than  to  the  home 
dealer. 

"The  explanation  of  these  differences  in 
prices  is  tnat,  in  the  home  market  on  ac- 
count of  the  high  customs  tariff,  the 
I'nited  States  manufacturer  has  a  mon- 
o|X)lv,  while.  In  catering  for  the  Canadian 
trade,  he  has  to  bring  his  prices  down  to 
a  point  that  will  keep  out  the  iiroduct  of 
British    and    German    manufacturers." 

HOW   TO    EXALT   OCR    FARMERS. 

As  the  duties  on  barb  wire  and  <m  wire 
nails  are  less  than  the  difference  between 
home  and  foreign  prices  and  as  our 
trusts,  especially  our  tariff-nurtured 
ones,  alwavs  display  a  decided  preference 
for  foreigners,  it  might  be  that  the  abo- 
lition of  these  duties  would  not  put  us  on 
a  par  with  Europeans  in  the  matter  ot 
prices.  It  would,  however,  l>e  certain  to 
elevate  us  to  the  level  of  Canadians.  It 
would  be  some  satisfaction  to  our  farmers 
to  feel  that  they  were  as  good  as  Cana- 
dians, and  jK-rhaps  the  reduction  in  prne 
of  onlv  1  cent  per  pound  on  wire  and  nails 
would*  again  start  the  building  of  wire 
fences  and  of  houses  and  barns.  We  sug- 
gest that  our  statesmen  at  Washington 
trv  the  experiment. 

WAGES  AND  LABOR. 

It  somehow  happens  that  every  time  this 
trust  raises  wages  in  one  of  its  depart- 
ments the  Increase  is  heralded  as  one  of 
the  beneficent  effects  of  great  combina- 
tions. Recently  many  ponderous  articles 
in  great  Republican  papers  have  been 
based  upon  the  assumed  fact  that  the 
supposecl  36.000  employes  of  this  trust  are 
getting  40  per  cent  higher  wages  than  be- 
fore the  trust  was  formed.  Such  mislead- 
ing statements  undoubtedly  have  a  com- 
mon   source. 

The  facts  appear  to  be  that  the  new 
trust  did  on  March  1,  1899.  raise  the  wages 
of  Its  employes  who  were  getting  less 
than  $2.50  per  day  from  ^  to  10  per  ce:it. 
In  June.  1899.  a  few  of  the  steel  and 
wire  workers  probably  shared  in  the  gen- 
eral 25  per  cent  advance  obtained  by  the 
Amalgamated  Association  of  Iron.  Steel 
and  Tin  \Vorkers.  On  Jan.  1,  1900.  the 
trust  advanced  wages  of  tonnage  work- 
ers, workers  b.v  the  hour  and  day  labor- 
ers 7M  per  cent.  As  usual  it  was  an- 
nounced in  the  papers  that  this  "advance 


was  unsolicited  and  unexpected."  Pos- 
sibly! But  the  Iron  Age  of  Jan.  4,  1900, 
contains  a  telegram  from  Pittsburg 
which  ."jays  that  'the  National  Association 
of  Rod  Mill  Workers  has  presented  a 
scale  of  wages  to  the  American  Steel  and 
Wire  company  calling  for  an  Increase  m 
present  rates  of  from  3  to  2U«  per  cent. 
The  men  have  asked  for  the  restoration 
of  the  wages  In  foTce  prior  to  1893  ami  a 
uniform  scale,  line  company  are  given 
until  Jan.  15  to  answer  and  it  is  not  ex- 
pected thei.e  will  be  any  trouble  in  ar- 
ranging a  satisfactory  settlement  with 
the  rod  mill  men." 

Going  back  to  the  steel  and  wire  trust 
of  1898  we  find  that  in  July,  189S,  it  re- 
duced^ wages  from  10  to  45  per  cent  in 
nearly  all  departments  of  all  of  its  mills. 
In  Newcastle,  Pa.,  the  reduction  was  1) 
per  cent;  in  Cleveland.  Ohio,  33  1-3  per 
cent  for  fine  wire  drawers;  in  Anderson, 
Ind.,  10  per  cent  for  the  rod  men.  45  per 
cent  for  the  wire  drawers,  and  nail  men 
required  to  run  twelve  instead  of  seven 
machines.  At  Anderson,  Ind.,  Findlay, 
Ohio,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  S^ilem.  Ohio,  and 
Beaver  Falls,  Pa.,  the  mills  were  closed 
because  the  workmen  would  not  stand 
the  heavy  reductions  in  wages.  At  Cleve- 
land the  men  were  still  on  strike  In  Octo 
ber,  1898,  and  the  trust  according  to  re- 
ixirts,  was  lefusing  to  arbitrate. 

It  is  probable  that  the  totals  of  all  of 
the  pay  rolls  of  all  of  the  mills  and  works 
in  the  trust  were  less  in  1S9JI  than  they 
were  in  any  previous  year  since  1890,  al- 
though the  Iron  Age  of  Jan.  4,  1900,  says 
that  "the  tonnage  in  wire  and  wire  nails 
of  1899  was  very  much  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  trade." 

Mr.  Gates  admitted  that  five  plants  had 
been  closed  and  dismantled.  It  is  prob- 
able that  manv  others  are  closed  much  of 
the  time.  Thus  the  New  York  Times  of 
Jan.  5,  1900,  when  announcing  the  7Vi  per 
cent  increase  of  wages,  stated  that  onl.v 
two  of  the  trust's  fence-wire  plants  were 
in  operation. 

But  the  wage-workers  will  more  fully 
ai)preclate  the  benefits  of  this  trust  •when 
demand  for  Its  product  falls  off  greatly 
and  when  it  attempts.  l)y  closing  mills 
and  restricting  production,  to  maintain 
high  prices  and  pay  dividends  on  its  higii- 
Iv  diluted  stock.  Such  a  time  will  surely 
come.

Council  Jumps  on  Those  Who 
Caused  Changes  In  Light- 
ing WHhout  Authority. 


While  acknowledRingr  that  St.  Luke's 
hospital  should  have  financial  assist- 
ance from  the  city,  the  council  last 
evening  informed  the  hospital  authori- 
ties that  they  would  have  to  look  to  the 
new  council  for  the  appropriation.  The 
rea.son  sivtn  for  ^his  action  was  that 
iheie  would  not  ha  monej'  nnough  lert 
in  the  treasury  at  the  end  of  the  pres- 
eT\:.  tiscal  year  to  meet  an  appropria- 
tion for.  St.  Luke's  benefit.  The  ne»v 
rouncil  will  not  apportion  tlie  appropria- 
tions till  next  November,  but  at  last 
uijrnt's  nueting  the  request  of  the  hos- 
pital authorities  was  received  and  filed, 

so  that  it  can  be  taken  up  i.gain  at  any 
time  i.fter  the  new  ccunci.  is  organ- 
ized. 

'i  he  board  of  public  v.-ork';  communi- 
C-itf  J  to  the  council  th.'it  ii  had  received 
a  It  tier  from  C».'ef  i'.i>:;iiieer  Morris  of 
thi-  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  n  ad  approving 
the  city  engineer's  plans  for  a  steel 
sidewalk  viaduct  over  the  railroad  tracks 
at  Tenth  avt-nue  west,  but  asking  that 
ihe  ccnsiruction  of  the  viaduct  be  post- 
p<'ned  till  the  Garfield  avenue  viaduct 
matter  was  dispose-!  of.  The  St.  Paul  & 
DuKru  t'fticials  claim  that  the  building 
I't  the  Garfield  avenue  viaduct  will 
necessitate  many  ch.mges  in  the  existing 
biiniidaries  of  the  ra'.-.'oads  interestet. 
The  board  recommended  that  a  tempor- 
ary timber  viaduct  be  constructed  at 
the  expense  of  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth 
and  Ncjrthern  Pacific  roads,  the  member.^ 
of  the  board  claiming  that  all  the  ma- 
terial used»in  this  temporary  structure 
could  be  used  in  the  maintenance  depart- 
ment of  the  city  when  the  permanent 
steel  bridge  is  erected.  The  estimated 
cost  of  the  temporary  structure  is  about 
5.fiOO,  and  the  council,  by  re.s5lution  i)f 
Alderman  Schaffer,  authorized  the 
iMiard  of  public  works  and  city  en- 
gineer to  have  the  viaduct  constructel 
at  the  expense  of  the  railroad  com- 
pa  ii*s. 

The  council  administered  a  severe  re- 
buke to  certain  city  off i<  ers  who  re- 
cently made  some  improvements  in  the 
lighting  of  their  offices  with.^ut  the 
ki.'v.ledge  or  co!..sent  of  the  council.  .-^ 
bill  of  $6S  was  presenteJ  by  an  electric 
company  for  these  improvements,  and 
the  committee  on  claims,  of  which  Al- 
(jerrnan  Sfing  is  chairman,  presented  a 
smrrhing  resolution  i  ejecting  the  claim 
of  tho  c  in>pany  and  i<nnour;ting  that  in 
the  Ii'ture  when  any  ciry  oflicer  or  em- 
ploye Hi.  le  purcha.'-es  or  improvements 
f"r  tre  city  without  fiist  making  requi- 
sifie'i  thi'tugh  tne  coimcii,  the  bill  should 
Le  di-ducted  from  :heir  salaries.  The 
claijn  of  the  electrifMl  c.Ttnp.iny  was  re- 
f.-.M>  I  to  the  committee  n  city  prop- 
erty for  inve.>-tigation  and  the  remainder 
•  >1  the  resolution  was  Hdooteui  so  that 
IfeicGtier  there  is  not  "koly  to  be  any 
great  amount  of  improving  offices  made 
without   first  consulting  the  ciuncil. 

The  distribution  of  copies  of  the  new 
charter  was  di.s«ussed  at  some  length. 
Five  handred  copies  will  be  due  from 
the  printers  on  Saturday  and  then  500  a 
day  till  the  3000  copies  have  been  de- 
livered.

In  other  articles  the  situation  shows  no 
change  from  the  close  of  last  week. 


The  crusade  against  the  use  of 
coffee  has  an  active  ally  in  the  price 
of  the  commodity,  which  has  been  going 
up  steadily  for  some  time.  Of  late  there 
has  been  a  tendency  to  hold  coffee  up 
as  one  of  the  things  that  people  have 
been  using  because  they  liked  it,  but 
really  should  not  be  touched,  tasted  or 
handled  because  it  is  very  injurious.  It 
has  always  Ijeen  recognized  as  an  evil 
in  immoderate  quantities,  of  course,  and 
works  on  hygiene  preach  .sermons 
against  it  along  with  tobacco  and  liquor. 
But  lately  it  has  come  into  more  serious 
disrepute  and  certain  advertisements  of 
substitutes  for  coffee  have  succeeded  in 
scaring  many  people  from  the  use  of  it. 

Now  there  is  an  additional  reason  for 
discontinuing  the  use  of  coffee,  for  the 
price  has  advanced  steadily,  and  if  the 
process  keeps  on  there  is  a  possibility 
that  the  article  will  come  to  be  classed 
among  the  luxuries.  The  advance  has 
been  in  progress  for  three  months.  Nov. 
8  the  manufacturers  of  package  goods 
notified  all  wholesale  dealers  in  the 
Northwest  of  an  advance  of  one-half 
cent  per  package.  Dec.  29  a  similar  no- 
tice went  out  and  last  Friday  the  d'^al- 
ers  were  informed  of  another  advance 
of  one-half  cent.  The  effect  has  been  felt 
immediately  by  the  Consumers  through 
the  retailers,  who  have  raised  their 
prices  each  time  in  accordance  with  the 
raise  by  the  manufacturers.  They  say 
that  their  margins  of  profit  are  quite 
small  on  coffee,  so  when  the  manufac- 
turers raise  it  is  necessary  for  them  to 
pass  the  raise  on  to  the  consumers,  "nd 
the  advance  loses  nothing  from  this 
handing  on. 

A  prominent  wholesaler  says  th.'it  the 
advance  cannot  be  traced  to  political 
conditions  or  to  extremities  of  supply 
and  demand.  He  says  it  is  due  to  a 
strong  speculative  tendency  at  coffee- 
handling  centers.  This  cause  is  such 
an  uncertain  quantity  that  it  is  impos- 
sible to  forecast  either  rise  or  fall  for 
the  future.

"THE   LITTLE   MINISTER.' 

At  last  Duluth  has  seen  "The  Little 
Minister."  Its  coming  has  been  impa- 
tl.ntly  awaited  for  a  long  time  for  its 
fame  had  come  before  and  the  story  of  its 
tremendous  run  in  New  York  and  otht-r 
cities  was  familiar  here.  No  play  has 
been  more  eagerly  anticipated  than  this 
and  there  has  seldom  been  a  finer  audi- 
ence in  the  Lyceum.  There  is  always 
more  or  less  of  a  prejudice  again  st  sec- 
ond companies  but  there  was  li^le  to  com- 
plain of  in  this  production.  The  audience 
was  thoroughly  satisfied  and  curtain 
calls  were  the  order  rather  than  the  ex- 
cfption.  At  the  close  the  company  was 
twice  called  before  the  curtain,  a  thing 
stidom  done  by  the  proverbially  cold 
Duluth  audiences. 

The  nlav  is  a  dramatization  of  J.  M. 
Barries  novel  "The  Little  Minister." 
made  bv  the  author  himself.  It  is  a  beau- 
tiful idyll,  as  pretty  a  romance  as  was 
ever  put  on  the  stage,  refreshingly  whole- 
some, pure  In  tone,  a  captivating  and  de- 
lightful nicture  in  a  setting  of  rugged 
Scottish  life  and  character. 

The  name  of  Maude  Adams  has  become 
almost  svnonvmous  with  that  of  "The. 
Little  Minister"  and  this  may  have  led 
to  the  idea  that  ftone  but  she  can  play 
the  part,  yet  it  is  hard  to  believe  that 
even  the  delightful  Miss  Adams  could  give 
a  sweeter  or  more  captivating  imperson- 
ation of  the  part  of  Ladv  Barbara  than 
does  Miss  Grace  Heyer.  The  part  is  not 
one.  howevrr,  that  calls  for  any  great 
power  or  that  would  bring  more  than  pass- 
ing fame  to  an  actress.  I..ady  Babbie  is  a 
daintv,  vivacious,  mischievous,  little  wo- 
man, a  delightful  little  tease  and  yet  with 
a  tender  heart  and  a  sympathetic  nature. 
Her  mischief  is  of  the  kind  that  bears  no 
thought  of  malice  and  when  she  finds 
thai  it  has  made  trouble  she  is  sincerely 
penitent  and  remorseful.  Miss  Heyer 
brought  out  all  these  characterlftics  njost 
delightfully.  She  has  an  airy  grace  and 
prettv  wavs  that  quite  fascinate  the  au- 
dience from  the  moment  of  her  entry  into 
the  play.  In  the  lighter  phase  of  the  char- 
acter where  bubbling  mischief  and  dainty 
coqnetrv  predominate  she  was  especially 
fine  ami  it  is  difllcult  to  imagine  anything 
better  done.  In  the  more  motional  narts 
of  the  play,  when  I.,ady  Babble  realizes 
the  trouble  her  thoughtless  mischief  has 
lirought  on  the  little  minister  she  was 
excellent   hut   more  conventional. 

Adolph  Jackson  as  the  little  minister 
was  the  most  disapoolnting  member  of 
the  company.  He  neither  looks  or  acts 
the  part  as  one  would  conceive  it.  He  is 
not  the  style  of  a  m.^n  one  would  look  for 
to  endear"  himself  to  a  congregation  that 
character  in  such  a  way  as  the  little  min- 
ister had.  He  lacked  in  magnetism  and  in 
his  voice  there  was  missing  that  quiet 
dignity  and  repression  such  as  one  looks 
for. 

Of  the  other  characters  there  is  little 
to  sav  but  praise.  The  three  elders  of  the 
"kirk"  were  excellent,  the  very  men  that 
Barrie  has  drawn.  Giles  Shine,  as  Bob 
Dow.  the  man  whom  the  little  minister 
has  rescued  from  the  debauchery  of  drink, 
plaved  the  role  fine.  The  women  were  all 
good  especiallv  Miss  Teneych  as  Nannia 
Webster  and  Miss  Marion  Convere  as  Fe- 
lice Ladv  Barbara's  French  maid.  The 
latter  had  verv  little  to  do  but  a  better 
copy  of  the  French  maid  can  hardly  be 
imagined. 

"A  LADY  OF  QUALITY." 
Tonight  Eugenie  Blair  will  appear  at 
the  Lvceum  in  Stephen  Townsend's  dra- 
matization of  Mrs.  Frances  Hodgson  Bur- 
nett s  novel  "A  Ladv  of  Quality."  In 
keeping  with  her  well  known  reputation 
Mi-HS  Blair  has  surrounded  herself  with 
a  mt)St  capable  company  each  of  whom 
is  speciallv  suited  to  the  parts  in  which 
they  are  cast.  As  the  heroine.  Miss  Blair 
can  find  no  more  fitting  vehicle  for  the 
display  of  her  emotional  talent  which  she 
pos.sesses  to  an  extraordlnarj'  degree.  Like 
all  true  artists  Miss  Blair's  method?  are 
the  simplest,  and  while  her  art  is  of  a 
high  order  she  so  perfectly  employs  it  as 
to  make  her  characterization  real,  and  in 
her  case  art  never  had  a  more  beautiful 
surroimding.  She  is  beautiful  in  face  and 
figure:  tall  and  graceful  which  together 
with  her  sweet  womanliness  and  true  con- 
ception especially  fit  her  for  the  charac- 
ter.

Writer  In  Outing  Talics  of 
Beauties  of  Upper  Sliore 
..^  ofSuiierior.

Under  the  title  ft  "A  Winter  Tour 
With  a  Camera,"  Herbert  W.  Gleason 
co'itiibutes  to  the  January  number  of 
Outing  a  Vividly  pi  "turesque  account  of 
the  north  shore  of  Lake  Superior,  iljufc- 
trated  with  some  "xcellent  views  mat 
will  be  familiar  to  Duluth  people.  Ho 
begins  his    irtJcle  ;.s  follows: 

"Every  lake  has  its  north  shore,  and 
so  have  numerous  bays  alonfr  Ihe  sea- 
board, but  the  North  Shore— spelt  with 
capitals  and  pronounced  with  reverence 
— means  only  the  north  shore  of  Lake 
Superior.  Its  sumrier-time  glories  have 
iTiade  it  famous? — nc  t,  indeed,  anuni?  the 
horde  of  summer  seekers,  who  ignore 
any  locality  which  is  not  easy  of  access 
and  abundantly  supplied  with  modern 
hestelries— b«t  among  those  who  delight 
in  the  untamed  nroods  of  nature,  and 
who  revel  in  the  ururies  of  camp-tire 
and  balsam  couch  The  steamer  trip 
fiom  Duluth  to  Po:t  Arthur  and  aiound 
Isle  Royale— 200  nnles,  less  than  one- 
third  the  direct  shorte  line— unfolds  a 
scenic  panorama  which,  for  genuine 
beauty,  is  hardly  U>  be  surpassed  en  the 
continent;  while  the  trea.sures  which  the 
north  shore  afford  <  in  the  way  cf  fern 
and  llower,  of  finny  folk  and  furry,  cf 
mineral  curiosity  ind  geological  ::tory, 
cf  piny  breezes  an  1  ozonic  atmosphere, 
make  it  a  region  dearly  cherished  by 
those  who  have  once  visited  it.  Ask 
your  enthusiastic  f  lend  the  trout  fisher- 
man if  he  has  never  cast  hi«  fly  where 
rolls  the  Nipigon.  If  not,  tell  him  that 
his  best  trout  stores  remain  to  be  di.'^- 
eounied.  Ask  your  tearful  friend,  the 
hay  fever  victim,  f  he  has  never  tried 
the  virtues  of  a  .'umnier  residence  on 
the  north  shore.  If  not,  till  him  th.tt 
there  lies  Paradise." 

"But  the  "ramb  e"  described  in  thr- 
article  took  place  in  winter,  when  the 
north  shore,  as  tie  writer  states,  is 
"bleak,  yet  beautiful."  He  found  that 
"the  agate  beach(s  sparkle  with  bril- 
liancy unknown  to  summer  diys;  the 
r(K'ky  head  lands  are  erci^ed  in  a 
crystalline  glory—  he  heritage  cf  the 
last  northeaster— \\  hich  reflects  and  re- 
fracts the  sunbeams  in  dazzling  fash- 
ion, and  from  every  twig  or  shrub  .^r 
tree,  which  has  b  >en  near  enough  to 
shore  to  catch  the  icy  spray  flung  up  by 
the  waves,  there  hangs  a  cluster  of 
glittering  gems." 

Mr.  Gleason  describes  his  starting 
from  Duluth  in  a  bright  midwinter 
morning,  taking  he  Duluth  &  Iron 
Range  road  as  far  is  Knife  river,  v/hich 
he  describes  in  this  affectionate  manner: 
"It  is  a  providentially  useless  river— 
from  a  commercia  standpoint.  It  turns 
no  mlllwheel.  it  waters  no  farm,  it 
floats  no  logs,  it  Ireshens  no  desert,  it 
slakes  no  city's  thirst.  It  just  rambles 
on  its  way  through  the  forest  in  r.  very 
jolly,  care-free  fashion,  bustling  among 
the  boulders,  lapp  ng  the  base  cf  bold 
bluff  or  rocky  ledge,  now  tumbling  over 


Itself  in  dellclouB  cascadea.  and  now 
smoothing:  itself  out  ito  little  sheltered 
poors  where  the  speckled  trout  loves  to 
hide.  •  •  Useless  little^  stream,  in- 
deed? Would  that  it  might  ever  re- 
main so." 

The  writer  then  goes  on  to  relate  liis 
wanderings  in  a  go.'sipy  yet  poetic 
fashion,  showing  himself  to  be  a  lover 
of  nature  who  has  become  such  through 
familiarity  with  her  Innermost  secrets. 
The  article  is  exceptionally  interestinj,' 
and  well  sketched,  and  it  is  illustrated 
by  a  quantity  of  photograph.s,  including 
one  of  Knife  island  at  26  below  zero,  with 
the  piny  bristles  of  the  island  showina: 
up  through  the  vapor  brought  from  the 
surface  of  the  lake  by  the  chilly  atmo- 
si'hene.  A  load  of  logs  labelled  "the  har- 
vest of  the  ax,"  a  logging  road  through 
the  forest  primeval,  the  shelving  rocks 
of  the  lake  shore,  a  logging  train,  the 
winter  forest  and  gull  rocks  from  Ih? 
south  form  the  subjects  of  other  inter- 
esting illustrations. 

A  GALLERY  HIT. 

A  Shout  From  Ono  of  the  Gods  That 
Was  Not  Bad. 

Too  often  the  gallery  at  the  theater 
furnishes  much  that  Is  annoying  to  the 
audience  and  the  people  on  the  stage, 
but  now  and  then  a  funny  thing  or  a 
bright  saying  will  come  from  it  that 
will  bring  down  the  house.  There  was 
one  of  these  last  evening  after  the  cur- 
tain had  been  rung  down  on  the  last  act. 
It  was  lost  on  many  in  the  hou.se  in  the 
noise  of  preparing  for  departure,  and 
it  will  bear  telling,  although  much  of 
the  humor  of  it  wil  be  list. 

In  the  first  act  of  the  play  the  little 
minister  meets  a  supposed  gypsy  lass 
The  gypsies  were  a  class  much  hated 
and  distrusted  by  the  people,  and  they 
drove  them  from  the  country,  the  little 
minister  being  particularly  strong  in 
the  work  of  driving  them  out.  But 
this  gypsy  lass  is  dlffererft  from  any  of 
the  others.  She  Is  a  "bonnle  lass,"  as 
the  Scotsmen  say,  and  In  spite  of  him- 
self the  little  minister  finds  himself 
capUivated  by  the  fair  maiden  and 
eventually  in  love  with  her.  Shortly 
after  meeting  Lady  Babbie,  the  supposed 
gypsy,  he  is  in  the  wood  and  cries  out 
to  himself  asking  If  she  Is  a  witch  and 
why  it  Is  that  he  cannot  drive  her  out 
of  his  mind.  As  he  stands  there  he  cries 
out  in  a  loud,  stern  voice,  "Woman! 
come  forward!"  repeating  it  three  times. 
Babble  hears  It,  and  several  times 
through  the  play  mocks  him  by  repeat- 
ing the  words. 

As  the  curtain  rang  down  on  the  last 
act  the  actors,  and  particularly  L'-idy 
Babble,  the  gypsy,  were  called  before 
the  curtain  twice,  and  the  audience  was 
still  calling  for  another  appearance, 
when  a  terrific  voice  In  the  gallery,  a 
voice  much  gruffer  and  sterner  than 
that  of  the  little  minister  himself,  bel- 
lowed out: 
"Woman!  come  forward."

It  took  two  hours  to  try  Joseph  Smith 
this  morning  in  dis-trict  court  on  a

lifgree.  and  it  t.wik  the  jury  three  min- 
utes to  find  him  guiUy.  notwithstand- 
ing a  marvol«ius  attempt  on  his  part  to 
nii'ke  the  jury  l>elieve  him  insane.

How  They  Are  Captured  With  Torch 
and  Net. 

Never  in  the  history  of  Massachusetts 
l>ay  fisheries  has  there  been  recorded  a 
more  successful  herring  season  than  the 
present  one.    Thousands  of  barrels  have 

been  trapped,  many  have  been  tak-n 
in  the  gill  nets,  but  the  torch  and  di!> 
net  have  played  great  havoc  with  ihv 
shining  backed  fi.shes,  .says  the  Bfi.^toii 
Daily  Globe.  The  taking  ot  fresh  h<^-r- 
ring  in  the  harbor  and  near  the  shore 
I  his  sea.son  in  such  large  number.s 
brought  thousands  of  dollars  to  the  trap- 
men,  and  because  uf  their  cheapness  anti 
quick  delivery  hundreds  of  vessels  have 
been  baited  up,  sent  to  the  fishin-S 
grounds  and  brought  in  on  quick  trips. 

The  use  of  the  torch  for  enti(  ing  tish 
t3  the  surface  of  the  water  dates  away 
back;  the  Boston.  Swampscntt  and 
•South  Short-  fishernif  n  have  dipped  Sper- 
ling near  Plymouth  by  the  aid  of  the 
torch  for  fifty  years,  as  well  a.s  the  East- 
jMjrl  sardine  fishers.  The  n'>\elty  about 
I  his  season's  business  is  the  dipping  of 
iull-gn'own  herring  at  night  by  the  use 
of  the  torch.  There  have  been  few 
spawn  herring  taken  in  this  way.  for  the 
rtsh  that  .>nce  made  the  waters  of  Boston 
bay  appear  like  a  sea  of  milk  by  their 
deposit  of  spawn  and  smelt  have  not 
.shown  on  this  coast  for  years.  The 
herring  which  struck  this  coast  in  such

tirely new  species.

lron<  Bulier's  move.  No  information  is 
allowed  to  pass  as  to  the  positions  of 
the  various  columns  which  now  are  forc- 
ing the  passage  of  tnc  Tugela.  One  vvi - 
sion  places  Warren  at  Colenso,  anoth?r 
says  that  he,  with  BuUer,  are  rorlh  of 
Springfield. 

Natal  telegrams  which  have  arrived 
during  the  past  few  day  can  not  In- 
trusted, for  the  censors  are  not  likely  to 
let  anything  pass  which  would  disclose 
Buller's  real  intentions. 

But  while  the  puiiHo  is  in  the  d.irk, 
there  is  every  reason  far  saying  the  war 
itfif.--  not  only  has  received  news  from 
Buller.  which  it  is  keeping  secret,  but 
that  the  news  has  been  of  a-  most  satis- 
fa(  tory  nature. 

I  ani  told  on  good  atith;rity  that  since 
Sunday  morning  the  war  office  has  been 
in  possession  of  news  which  it  cannot 
give  out  until  the  aim  of  the  combined 
mrvement  of  Buller  and  Warren  is  ac- 
complished. 

What  is  patent  to  all  is  the  chang  •  ;n 
the  demeanor  of  high  officials  at  the  war 
oftiie  the  past  few  days.  An  air  of  lu;- 
prei-sed  exultation  has  replaced  the 
worried,  serious  mcod. 

A  little  straw  which  perhaps  show;: 
whifh  way  the  wind  is  blowing  is  found 
in  the  extreme  gaiety  of  Wolseley  at  a 
dinner  party  Monday  evening.  I  am  told 
that  those  present  thought  such  levity 
rather  inappropriate:  all  the  more  as  tiie 
open  talk  is  that  WoLseley  w-ouid  ini  st 
ler.ainly  be  called  to  book  for  the  jil.in 
of  .anraign  which  cau.sed  so  di.s.t;sirous 
a  beginning. 

This  unusual  go  3d  humor  of  Wolseley.

To 
bade  this  supposition  up,  there  is  the 
fact  of  perfect  silence  from  Boer 
sources,  as  from  them,  if  not  from  Bul- 
ler, we  would  have  had  an  indication  ere 
this  had  there  been  any  reverse  t3  the 
British  forces. 

Another  straw  showing  the  probability 
that  not  only  has  news  been  received, 
but  that  something  is  leaking  out,  is  the 
statement  made  by  a  military  critic  this 
morning,  who  is  known  to  be  exception- 
ally lucky  in  obtaining  inside  news,  i  j 
the  effect  that  tin  Monday  morning  War- 
ren's division  was  encamped  between 
Springfield,  where  Buller  at  this  time 
has  his  headquarters,  and  Bethany,  being 
five   miles   north   of   the   former   place:

tion.s  i^hows  the  wis<lom  of  such  a  con- 
centratitm  of  the  es  trenie  British  left, 
and  the  plan  wou  d  be  to  turn  the 
h>'ights  north  and  nt  rthwest  of  Colenso. 
ami  thus  ct>mpel  th<ir  evacuation,  then 
tti  attack  the  Boers  left  between  him 
and    White. 

There  is  considerable  ground  for  be- 
lieving the  Boers  around  Ladysmith 
are  preparing  for  some  such  attack,  al- 
though they  are  not  sure  from  which 
direction  it  Avill  com*. 

A  late  dispatch  fro  n  the  besieged  town 
states  that  there  are  signs  of  Boer  prep- 
arations made  for  j.urposes  of  retreat, 
the  hills  to  the  northwest  being  forti- 
fied, while  a  few  tig  guns  have  been 
posted  to  command  a  possible  approach 
from  the  south.

Washington,  Jan.  17.— The  special  com- 
mittee of  the  house  of  representatives 
to  investigate  the  case  of  Brigham  H. 
Roberts,  of  Utah,  today  reported  a  final 
conclusion.  • 


On  the  polygamous  status  of 
Mr.  Robeits  the  committee  was 
unanimous,  and  agreed  upon  a 
formal  statement  of  facts. 


On  the  (juestion  of  the  procedure  to 
be  adopted  the  committee  was  divided. 

The  majority,  consisting  of  all  mem- 
bers except  Littlefleld,  of  Maine,  and 
Dearmtind,  of  Missouri,  favored  ex- 
clusion at  the  outset.  Messrs.  Little- 
field  and  Dearmond  will  make  a  min- 
ority report  favorable  to  seating  Kcibert.«! 
on  his  prima  facie  rights  and  then  ex- 
pelling him. 

The  statement  of  facts  found  by  the 
committee  is  as  follows: 

■  We  find  that  B.  H.  Roberts  was  elect- 
ed to  the  Fifty-sixth  congress  from  tnc 
state  of  Utah  and  was,  at  the  <late  of 
his  election,  above  the  age  of  2."»  years, 
that  he  had  been  for  more  than  .seven 
years  a  naturalized  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  and  was  an  inhabitant 
of  the  state  uf  Utah. 

"We  further  find  that,  about  1S78,  he 
married  Louisa  Smith,  as  his  first  and 
lawful  wife,  with  whom  he  has  ever 
since  lived  as  such,  and  who  since  their 
marriage  has  borne  him  six  children. 

•'About  18S.5  he  married,  as  his  plural 
wife,  Celia  Dibble,  v/ith  whom  he  has 
ever  since  lived  as  such,  and  who,  since 
such  marriage,  has  borne  him  six  chil- 
dren, of  which  the  last  were  twins,  born 
Aug.   11,   1S97. 

"That  some  years  after  his  said  mar- 
riage to  Celia  Diljble  he  contracted  an- 
other plural  marriage  with  Margaret 
C.  Shipp,  with  whom  he  has  ever  since 
lived  in  the  habit  and  repute  of  mar- 
riage. 

"Your  cimmittee  is  unable  to  fix  the 
exact  date  of  thi^  marriage.  It  does  not 
appear  that  he  held  her  out  as  his  wife 
brifore  Jan.  1,  1^97.  or  that  before  that 
date  she  held  him  out  as  her  husband, 
or  that  before  that  date  they  were  re- 
puted to  be  husband  and  wife.  That 
these  facts  were  generally  known  in 
Utah  and  publicly  charged  against  him 
during  his  campaign  for  election  and 
uere  not  denied  by  him. 

"That  the  testimony  bearing  on  th^.se 
facts  was  taken  in  the  presence  of  Mr. 
Roberts,  and  that  he  fully  cross-exam- 
ined the  witnesses,  but  declined  to  pla  ■■^ 
iiimself  on   the   witness   stand. 

The  culminating  .se.=sion  of  the  com- 
mittee today  followed  l>y  many  pro- 
longed executive  sessions,  which  left  no 
doubt  as  to  the  attitude  of  the  several 
members,  with  the  exception  of  Mr.

REPORT  OF  MANAGERS 


Shows  Increase  In  Tonnage 

Represented  Greater  Than 

Any  Previous  Year.

Washington.  Jan.  17.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— It  is  announced  that  the  sec- 
retary of  the  interior  will  take  no  action 
concerning  the  settlers  at  Cass  Lake, 
pending  a  decision  in  the  case  of  the 
state  of  Minnesota  against  the  United 
Slates,  involving  the  titles  of  sections  IG 
and  36  on  the  Indian  reservation. 
»'    »    • 

Some  time  ago  the  citizens  of  South- 
west Washingt  jn  brought  action  against 
the  Standard  Oil  company  for  maintain- 
ing a  nui.sance.  The  company  was  or- 
dered to  abate  the  nuisance.  Now  the 
citizens  of  that  section  of  the  city  are 
after  the  company  for  contempt  of  court, 
and  it  is  no  unlikely  that  they  will 
be  successful.  The  witnesses  for  the 
c^tmpany  who  testified  at  the  first  trial 
have  been  transferred  frun  the  juris- 
diction of  the  district  court,  and  indict- 
ments may  be  found  against  them,  in 
which  the  "information  will  charge  per- 
jury. 

The  Standard  Oil  company  owns  a  plot 
of  land  in  Southwest  Washington,  and 
recently  erected  on  it  a  large  tank, 
having  a  capacity  of  several  hundred 
thousand  gallons  of  oil,  which,  it  an- 
njunced,  would  be  stored  in  the  tank. 
The  residents  of  the  district  Ix-cam-' 
frightened,  and  experts  who  made  in- 
vestigations announced  that  if  an  ex- 
plo.-ion  should  take  place,  all  of  South- 
west Washington  would  be  destroyed. 
It  was  then  that  action  was  brought 
against  the  company  for  maintaining  a 
dangerous    nuisance. 

But  the  prosecution  had  no  direct  evi- 
dence that  oil  was  being  stored  in  the 
tank.' The  prosecuting  officers  could  not 
obtain  admission  to  the  grounds,  so 
that  thev  could  not  offset  this  testi- 
mony. It  looked  as  though  the  com- 
nany  would  win.  But  the  prosecution 
was  not  to  be  outdone  in  this  manner. 
The  company's  employes  were  sum- 
moned to  c^'urt,  and.  some  of  them  tes- 
tified that  Ml  had  been  used  in  making 
the  tests.  This  testimony,  in  view  of 
the  restraining  ordtr  that  had  been  is- 
sued by  the  court,  caused  the  defense  to 
have  the  case  transferred  to  another 
judge.  In  the  meantime,  the  principal 
witnes.5  for  the  co:npany  was  tran;?- 
ferred  to  Baltimore.  The  case  has  bc°n 
transferred  from  one  court  to  another 
until  it  has  now  finally  reached  the 
judge  who  issued  the  restraining  ordei-. 
The  prosecution  is  ccmfident  that  he  v.'ilj 
deal  severely  with  the  company. 

But  while  all  the  above  relates  to  tiie 
company  and  its  predicament,  there  is 
trouble  l^etween  the  lawyers  for  the 
company  and  the  witnesses.  The  lat- 
ter say  they  gave  testimony  that  the 
order  was  disregHrded  by  advice  of  'he 
lawyers.  This  put  the  counsel  in  the 
attitude  of  defying  the  court.  The 
lawyers  assert  that  they  gave  no  such 
advice  and  one,  at  least,  has  withdrav.n 
from  the  case.  Within  the  next  fow 
days  the  case  will  be  decided  by  t'.ie 
court,  and  it  is  thought  the  company 
will  be  heavily  fined  for  the  contempt 
proceedings.  The  citizens  of  South- 
west Washington  say  they  will  not  let 
the  matter  drop  at  this.  They  want  the 
witnesses  who  committed  perjury.  Th"y 
will  ask  that  these  witnesses  be  indict  -d 
and  brought  here  for  trial.

This  seems  to 
be  in  line  with  the  opinion  of  many  of 
the  niemliers  present,  and  it  i!%pro!>able 
that  a  committee  will  be  authorized  t  j 
attend  to  the  granting  <!f  this  y-ar's 
Ci-ntract  for  the  handilns  of  grain  at 
Buffalo. 

Secretary  Charles  H.  Keep  read  the 
annua!  report  of  the  board  of  managers, 
wiiich  showed  an  increase  in  the  ton- 
nage represented  in  the  a.sso^iation  of 
7:., 000  over  1898  and  40.000  over  1896,  the 
l)est  previous  year.  The  increase  is 
largely  drawn  from  vessel  Owners  Vi  h^i. 
heretofore,  have  not  l)een  members  of 
the  association. 

The  managers  dipcu.«:sed  at  gre.it 
kngth  the  propo.sed  plans  of  raising  the 
lake  levels,  and  recommended  that  the 
lake  carriers  work  for  the  appointment 
of  a  joint  eomm.ifesion  to  consider  the 
matter. 

A  new  channel  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie  was 
declared  a  necessity  by  the  managers, 
and  they  regretted  that  there  was  to  l»e 
no  rive:-  and  harbor  liill  during  the 
loesent  congress,  in  whicii  it  cCiUld  be 
included.

TOO  QUICK. 

Drainage  Canal  Dam  Lowered 

Before  St.  Louis  Can  Get 

an  Injunction. 

Lockport,  111.,  Jan.  17.— The  Bear  Trap 
dam  was  lowered  at  11:16  a.  m.  tiday, 
allowing  the  water  from  the  Chicago 
drainage  canal  to  flow  into  the  Des- 
plaines  river.  The  canal  trustees  arrived 
at  Joliet  at  2  a.  m.,  and  at  10:50  o'clock 
.secured  permission  from  Governor  Tan- 
ner to  lower  the  dam.  They  immediately 
took  a  special  train  and  arrived  at 
Lockport  in  a  short  time.  They  went  at 
once  to  the  dam.  President  Bolden- 
wreck  of  the  trustees'  board  made  a 
short  speech,  introducing  Col.  Isaac 
Taylor,  of  the  canal  commission.  Col. 
Taylor  made  a  five-minutes'  speech,  in 
which  he  said  the  opening  of  the  canal 
was  but  the  beginning  of  a  greater  work 
which  would  connect  the  great  lakes  of 
the  North  with  the  Mississippi  river. 
He  added  that  he  authorized  the  trus- 
tees, on  the  authority  of  Governor  Tan- 
ner, to  lower  the  dam. 

At  11:16  the  dain  was  lowered.  The 
gates  at  the  sides  of  the  dam,  which  are 
to  be  used  for  regulating  the  fiow,  v^-ere 
not  opened  when  the  dam  was  lowered 
today,  and  may  be  kept  closed  until 
tomorrow.  The  flow  over  the  dam  was 
between  250,000  and  300.000  cubic  feet 
per  minute,  and  when  the  gates  are 
opened  this  fiow  will  be  largely  In- 
creased. 

Chicago,  Jan.  17.— Attorneys  represent- 
ing the  city  of  St,  Louis  today  made 
application  before  Judge  Kohlsaat  of 
the  United  States  district  court  for  an 
injunction  to  restrain  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  sanitary  district  from 
turning  the  sewage  of  the  Chicago 
river  into  the  Desplaines  river.  Judge 
Kohlsaat  set  Saturday.  Jan.  20,  as  ths 
date  for  hearing  arguments  on  the  ques- 
tion, when  it  is  probable  a  lively  legal 
battle  will  take  place.

Senate  Passes  Hoar's  Resol- 
ution Asl(ing  Information 
on  Philippine  War. 

Washington,  Jan.  17. — At  the  conclu- 
sion of  routine  business  in  the  senate, 
the  resolution  of  inquiry  inti'oduced  by 
Mr.  Hoar  (Mass.)  and  amended  by  Mr. 
Lodge  (Mass.),  calling  for  general  in- 
formation regarding  the  conduct  of  the 
insurrection  in  the  Philippines  was  laid 
before  the  senate.  Mr.  Pettrgrew  (S. 
D.)  said  he  desired  to  address  the  senate 
upon  the  resolution,  believing  that  the 
information  asked  for  was  entirely 
proper.  He  declared  he  had  received  in- 
formation since  the  introduction  of  his 
resolution  that  assured  him  of  t,he  fact:-? 
he  had  asserted. 

■'The  blood  of  every  soldier,"  said  he, 
"who  has  fallen  since  the  war  began,  is 
on  the  hands  of  the  administration.  The 
blood  of  the  sixty  soldier  boys  of  South 
Dakota  who  lost  their  lives  after  beinsr 
conscripted  into  an  unwilling  service 
after  their  terms  had  expired,  lies  at  the 
door  of  the  administration,  and  there  is 
no  escape  for  it.  I  charge  that  the  cen- 
sorship of  the  press  and  the  suppres- 
sion of  facts  are  for  the  purpose  of  ad- 
vancing the  present  ambitions  of  Mr. 
McKinley.  If  this  action,  said  Mr.  Pet- 
tigrew.  put  the  administrati"n  in  a 
"hole,"  as  was  stated,  it  was  not  his 
fault. 

Mr.  Pettigrew  reverted  to  the  asser- 
tion that  the  acquisition  of  the  Philip- 
pines was  brought  about  by  the  act  of 
God,  but,  he  said,  the  only  way  he  could 
see  God's  hand  in  the  work  wa.s  that 
God  must  have  u.sed  Mr.  McKinley  as  a 
prophet  or  appeared  to  the  president  m 
a  vision. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Pettigrew  s 
speech,  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Hoar  w.id 
passed   without  division. 

The  resolution  introduced  several 
days  ago  by  Mr.  Hale  (Me.),  calling  on 
the  secretary  of  state  for  information  in 
possession  of  the  state  department  re- 
lating to  the  .seizure  and  detention  of 
flour  by  the  Briti.sh  authorities  in  Delu- 
goa  bay.  South  Africa,  was  laid  before 
the  senate.  After  il  had  been  modified. 
Mr.  Piatt  (Conn.)  made  a  speech,  in 
which  he  said  he  did  not  believe  the 
pas.'sage  of  the  resolution  at  this  time 
wise. 

The  senate  adopted  the  modified  Hale 
res:)lution  relating  to  the  seizure  of  flour 
in  Delagoa  bay.  The  resolution  as  it 
passed  the   senate  reads: 

"Wherea.*!,  it  is  alleged  that  property 
of  citizens  of  the  United  States  not  con- 
traband of  war  has  been  lately  seized  by 
the  military  authorities  of  Great  Britain 
in  and  near  Delagoa  bay.  South  Africa, 
without  good  reason  for  the  same,  and 
contrary  to  the  accepted  principles  of 
international  law;  and 

"Whereas,  it  is  alleged  said  property 
is  now  unjustly  detained  by  the  militarj' 
authorities  of  Great  Britain,  in  disre- 
gard of  the  protests  of  the  owners  uf  the 
same: 

"Resolved  bv  the  senate  of  the  United 
States,  that  the  president  is  hereby  re- 
quested to  send  to  the  senate,  if  in  his 
opinion  it  is  not  Incompatable  with  the 
public  interest,  all  information  in  the 
statements  relating  to  said  alleged 
seizure  and  detention,  and  also  to  in- 
form the  senate  what  steps  have  been 
taken  in  requesting  the  restoration  of 
property  taken  and  detained  as  afore- 
said."

"WEARE  S  REPORT. 

Chicago,  Jan.  17.— The  wheat  market  has 
shown  a  go'xl  deal  of  nervousness,  has 
been  erratic  but  with  a  very  tirm  under- 
tone, due  to  the  relief  of  pressure  felt  ye.s- 
lenlay  by  litiuidation  and  a  tendency  to 
cover  on  the  part  of  shorts  who  have  con- 
sidered after  a  break  of  such  a  radical 
nature  that  a  natural  upturn  migh:  be 
ex|>ected  irrespective  of  statistical  posi- 
tion. Liverpool  did  not  fully  respond  W 
our  heavv  decline  yesterday,  showing  a 
I-  ss  of  only  V4d.  There  were  «  ables  repor:- 
ing  damage  to  the  French  crop  by  fros'. 
and  foreigners  were  reported  Ir.iiuiring  for 
and  taking  our  wheat,  33  loads  being  taken 
at  New  York  for  export  and  local  -^ales 
here  amounting  to  130,00«J  bus.  The  upturn 
this  morning  is  a  natural  sequence  to  the 
panicky  vic-w  taken  of  prices  yesterday, 
helped  somewhat  by  corn  and  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  by  investment  buying. 
The  action  of  the  market  was  felt  a  good 
deal  in  svmpathv  with  rumors  from  South 
Africa,  but  we  "do  not  exactly  see  why 
sui  cesses  to  British  arms  should  W  a 
bear  argument.  Would  ii  not  be  more  reas- 
onable to  expect  that  a  closing  up  of  the 
unfortunate  condition  of  things  whifh  is 
f-xisting  in  South  Africa  today  would  give 
a  healthier  tone  to  the  cash  demand  and  aii 
easier  condition  in  the  money  market  to 
make  m<ivement  more  free.  On  the  other 
hand  interference  on  the  part  of  Europe 
in  this  Boer  vs.  Briilsn  war  would'  cer- 
tainlv  result  in  a  very  decided  advanc 
in  values  anticipating  compiif-ations.  'With 
the  decline  we  have  had.  with  the  price 
such  as  it  is  and  with  a  better  cash  in- 
quirv.  we  think  the  selling  side  of  wheal 
inconsistent.  By  the  board  of  trade  put- 
ting i'-s  ban  upon  privilge  trading  we  an- 
ticipate a  much  broader,  healthier  and 
mon*  natural  swing  to  the  market,  which 
undoubtedly  will  attract  speculation  and 
make  the  market  a  much  better  scalping 
proposition,  advancing  or  declining  on  its 
merits  instead  of  being  ruled  by  a  trade 
which  has  for  some  time  past  been  largely 
against  puts  and  calls,  thus  restricting 
natural  fluctuation.

THE  PROFESSOR  OF  TODAY. 

Traditional  Marks  of  Scholarship 
Aro  Lacking  In  His  Appearance. 

The  iradiii'in.  fostered  laiK«"ly  i'>'  *-'on- 
teniporaiy  comic  literature,  that  men  of 
one  profession  or  trade  gathered  in  con- 
vention infallibly  exhibit  the  sign- 
manual  of  their  occupation,  would  have 
been  highly  difTuult  of  application  in 
the  case  of  the  American  Lan.ituage  as- 
sociation, which  held  its  meetings  at 
Columbia  university  recently,  Profes- 
Kois  and  instructors  from  colleges  all 
over  the  country  make  up  the  principal 
membership  of  the  or.':;anization.  The 
ci  nvention  was  homogeneous  in  type, 
all  the  members  were  scholars  and  fol- 
lowers' of  the  world's  literature.  Hardly 
could  any  other  convention  have  brought 
together  a  body  of  men  whose  lines  of 
thought  and  habits  of  life  in  general 
were  more  similar. 

Yet  to  the  eye  of  the  layman  there  was 
nothing  in  their  appearance  to  indicate 
in  the  slightest  degree  their  profession, 
and  nothing  short  of  intuition  could 
have  de<:'ided,  without  reference  to  the 
papers  which  were  read  and  dis- 
eased, what  the  nature  of  the  gathering 
might  be,  .says  the  New  York  Sun.  One 
might  well  have  supposed  it  to  be  a 
meeting  »jf  stock  brokers,  or  the  confer- 
eii.^e  of  a  high-class  club.  Many  of  the 
men  were  young — probably  halt  of  the 
entire  number  being  less  than  40  years 
<jld.  A  quite  surprising  number  of 
them  had  the  set  of  the  shoulders  and 
the  decisiveness  of  muscular  movement 
that  picclaim  their  jiossesstir  to  have 
l>een  at  sonie  time  in  his  life  a  tralnea 
athlete. 

In  the  matter  of  clothing  the  majority 
of  the  inen  were  unmistakably  modish, 
though  the  prevalent  startling  waistcoat 
and  flamboyant  necktie  were  notably 
absent,  and  in  this  sartorial  resi)ect  the 
out-of-town  pundits  were  in  no  wi.se  in- 
ferior to  their  metropolitan  brethren. 
Bald  heads  were  few;  eyeglasses  not  in 
greater  proportion  than  with  the  gen- 
er.ll  public  of  the  brain-working  classes. 
When  the  men  spoke  they  spoke  simply, 
sharply  and  briefly,  with  an  occasional 
flash  of  wit  or  stroke  of  satire. 

The  old-fashioned  professional  profes- 
sor was  scantily  represented.  Perhaps 
half  a  dozen  of  the  older  men  were  of 
this  type,  and  these  proclaimed  them- 
selves to  the  eye  and  ear  alike.  Their 
speech  was  measured,  dignirted  and 
academic.  In  marked  contrast  was  one 
oi  the  notable  figures  of  the  convention, 
a  young  man  of  high  standing  as  a 
scholar,  who  looked  like  the  dishevelled 
outcropping  of  some  artists  Bohemia, 
and  who  brought  to  his  part  in  the  dis- 
cussion convincing  judgment  and 
sound  .sense,  together  with  a  fervor  al- 
most anarchistic.  Add  to  this  man  and 
the  little  group  of  old-timers  an  eager 
and  voluble  little  elderly  memlx-r  with  a 
pronounced  accent;  a  slow  and  pon- 
derous Scandinavian,  and  a  blithe 
young  controversialist  who  hit  out  right 
and  left  and  made  all  sorts  of  fun  for 
him.self  and  the  rest,  and  the  list  of 
eccentrics  is  completed.  The  remainder 
of  the  convention  was  in  no  sense  pro- 
fessionally typical. 

The  same  cannot  be  said  of  the  women 
H'embers  who,  with  very  few  exceptions, 
were  distinctly  of  the  pedagogic  type. 
They  came  early  and  stayed  late,  taking 
notes  of  the  papers  read,  and  other- 
wise evincing  a  determined  earnestness 
in  the  pursuit  of  learning,  while  their 
compeers  of  the  sterner  sex,  if  the  truth 
must  be  told,  spent  half  their  tiine  fore- 
gathering and  gossipping  in  the  lobby.

TRANSVAAL  PHONETICS. 


Problem  of  Pronunoiation  Solved  Dy 
a  South  Afrikander. 

It  i«  not  so  long  since  that  newspaper 
readers  were  confronted  with  the  difll- 
cult  problem  of  correctly  pronouncing 
Spanish  and  Filipino  proper  names.  To- 
day they  are  face  to  face  with  names 
from  the  South  African  battlefields, 
compared  with  which  the  Spanish  pro- 
nunciation is  simplicity  itself.  It  would 
not  be  out  of  place  under  these  circum- 
stances to  a.scertain  the  correct  pro- 
nunciation of  South  African  proper 
names,  and  it  will  be  found  that  a  few 
hints  would  make  this  a  very  easy  task. 
First,  as  to  the  two  brave  republics. 
Transvaal  is  pronounced  "Trans-fahl,"  ( 
accent  on  the  second  syllable."  "Aa," 
one  should  remember,  reads  always  'ike 
the  English  "ah."  "le"  is  equivalent  tft 
our  "ee"  in  the  word  f«?et.  "Ky"  is  the 
same  as  the  English  "ay,"  and  "oe"  is 
ofiuivalent  to  "00"  in  the  word  room. 
"V"  is  always  pronounced  like  "F,"  f;)r 
instance  "Volksrood  '  must  be  read  as 
if  it  were  written  "Folksrahd,"  an.i 
means  parliament,  people's  council.  The 
capital  of  the  Orange  Free  State  would 
be  then  pronounced  "Bloomfontayne." 
accent  on  "ay,"  and  President  Steyn 
will  turn  his  head  should  you  call  him 
Herr  "Stayn."  President  Kruger,  and 
he  ought  to  know,  calls  himself  "Kree- 
ger."  We  will  take  leave  of  the  re- 
Mublics  after  mentioning  the  important 
town  of  Potchefstroom,  which  is  sure 
tQ  turn  up  in  cablegrams  later  on,  and 
should  be  pronounced  "Potchefstrome," 
accent  on  "Pot."  Natal  is  pronounced 
"Na-tahl."  accent  on  "ah."  The  chief 
port  of  Natal  is  Durban.  This  beautiful 
town  was  named  in  honor  of  Sir  Ben- 
jamin D'l'rban,  the  courtly  high  cntn- 
missioner  of  South  Africa.  It  is  a  per- 
fect rhyme  on  turban.  Pietermartiz- 
burg  is  undoubtedly  the  mo.st  formid- 
able looking  name  of  all.  It  is  the  otti- 
cial  capital  of  Natal,  and  is  generally 
abbreviated  to  "Marltzburg."  under 
which  name  it  is  assumed  the  town  will 
be  known  a  few  years  hence.  In  1838  a 
Boer  pioneer  by  the  name  of  Pieter 
Maritz  camped  where  the  town  was 
founded  some  years  later.  Maritzhurg 
should  read  "Mah-ritzl)urg."  accent  tn 
"Mah."  Pietermaritzburg  should  be  read 
"Peter  Mah-iitzburg,"  but  the  majority 
of  South  Africans  find  it  easier  to  pro- 
nounce it  "Petermaritzburg."  accent  en 
"rilz."  Weenen.  Natal,  must  be  pro- 
nounced "Vaynen,"  accent  on  "Vay."  It 
means  the  shedding  of  tears.  Eland- 
slaagte,  or  rendered  phonetically 
"Eland  .<?lahck-te,"  accents  on  "E"  and 
"ah,"  means  literally  "ml.serable 
slaughter."  In  Cape  Colony  a  name 
which  is  often  Incorrectly  pronounced  is 
Mafeking.  This  is  a  Kaffir  name  ;ind 
must  be  pronounced  "Mah-fe-king,"  as 
three  syllables,  with  the  accent  m 
"king."  Maagersfontein  will  be  readily 
pronounced  in  accord  with  the  rules 
mentioned  above,  as  "Mah-gers  Fon- 
tayne,"  accents  on  "ah"  and  "ay." 

It  is  not  hard  to  guess  which  word  is 
more  constantly  used  in  Africa  in  the^ie 
day.s  than  any  others.  It  is  war.  But 
in  South  Africa  Briton,  Boer  and  Kaffir 
alike  use  one  word  for  war,  namely  "'^)>- 
log."  It  is  impossible  to  render 
the  pronunciation  of  '  "Oflog"  in 
English  characters  .  It  is  pro- 
nounced like  the  German  "Orloch."  .\n 
article  on  Trasvaal  phonetics  would  be 
incomplete  if  il  did  not  mention  the 
fact  that  the  Boers  themselves  do  not 
call  their  country  Transvaal.  The  official 
name  is  "De  Zuid  Afrikaansche  Repub- 
liek."  in  the  phonetic  rendering  adopt- 
ed above.  "De  eed  Afrikahnshe  Rep- 
poobleek."  accents  on  "ahn"  and  "leek" 
— the  South  African  Republican —  a  title 
to  be  proud  of.  Every  Transvaal  iKdice- 
nian  wears  the  badge  reading  "A.  .\.  TL. 
P.,"  or  Zuid  Afrikaanshe  Republiek- 
ansche  Politje.  This  badge  has  given 
rise  to  the  nickname  "Zarp,  '  which  is 
as  piev.ilent  in  South  Africa  as  is  the 
more  familiar  "copper"  in  this  country.

A  COLD  SNAP  IN  HAVANA. 

Thermometer  Nearly  Down  to  Sev- 
enty and  Natives  Suffering. 

These  are  the  days  when  the  black 
and  burly  street  car  drivers,  the  Span- 
ish carretoneros,  the  skinny  little  news- 
boys and  the  other  laboring  classes  who 
arise  early  and  who  go  the  year  around 
clad  only  in  thin  cotton  suits,  creep  forth 
to  work  shivering  with  the  cold  far 
more  than  the  red-faced  motormen  of 
New  York  in  the  dead  of  winter.  Al- 
though the  coldest  weather  has  not  yet 
cume,  the  thermometer  not  being  below 
70  degrees,  even  in  the  early  morning, 
mufflers  and  overcoats  are  in  great  de- 
mand, says  a  Havana  correspondent  of 
the  New  York  Sun.  Some  of  the  most 
absurd  combinations  are  to  be  seen.  A 
straw  hat,  cotton  waist  and  knee 
breeches,  bare  legs  and  rope-soled  slip- 
pers with  a  rubber  poncho  topping  all 
and  the  sun  shining  out  of  a  clear  warm 
sky  made  a  newsboy  on  the  Prado  this 
morning  a  most  ludicrous  object.  His 
companion  wore  about  the  same  cos- 
tume, save  that  instead  of  the  poncho 
he  was  relying  upon  an  overcoat  three 
sizes  too  large  for  him  to  give  him  the 
warmth  he  craved.  Almost  every  street 
car  driver  leaving  the  stables  at  dawn 
wears  a  woolen  muffler  about  his  throat 
and  head.  At  the  same  time,  probably, 
has  on  a  pair  of  cotton  trousers  and  no 
underwear. 

In  the  middle  of  the  day  thin  cotton 
garments  are  warm  enough,  but  even 
Americans  get  chilly,  mornings  and 
evenings,  owing  to  the  sea  breeze  and 
the  dampness  In  the  air.  At  such  times, 
a  winter  .suit  with  light  underwear  is 
distinctly  a  comfort.  As  the  Cubans  do 
not  possess  these,  they  take  it  out  in 
mufflers,  in  the  efficacy  of  which  they 
have  the  most  abiding  faith,  even  to  the 
warming  of  the  toes.  Hence  they  look 
ridiculous  and  feel  uncomfortable,  while 
with  Americans  the  conditions  are  re- 
versed. Undoubtedly,  the  chilly  morn- 
ings and  evenings  of  the  Cuban  winter 
climate  are  in  a  measure  responsible  for 
the  prevalence  of  consumption  in  this 
island.  Statistics  show  that  nearly  20 
per  cent  of  the  people  die  of  this  disease, 
and  this  is  not  surprising  in  view  of  the 
way  In  which  the  poorer  classes  fail  in 
take  care  of  themselre*. 


"Jaok"  White,  one  of  the  most  noted 
cowboys  In  the  Colorado  and  Northwest- 
ern cattle  territories,  has  thrown  his 
lariat  for  the  last  time.

White  died  of 
typhoid  fever  last  week  at  the  ranch 
house  of  the  H  X  Triangle  Cattle  com- 
pany, a  little  below  Graig.  on  Bear 
river.  He  had  been  the  company's  fore- 
man for  many  years. 

Cattlemen  and  punchers  alike  along 
the  Colorado-Wyoming  line  rated  White 
as  the  "best  broncho  twister  on  the 
range."  He  was  in  the  prime  of  man- 
hood when  death  cut  him  off. 

Nine  or  ten  years  ago  White  drifted 
from  the  South  into  the  upper  corner  of 
Routt  county,  and  settling  down  from 
the  unsteady  life  of  exclusive  i-ange  rid- 
ing he  obtained  the  responsible  post  held 
by  him  at  his  death.  His  superior  ex- 
l>ertness  with  rope,  spur  and  reins  wis 
soon  manifest  to  the  other  cowlwys  of 
that  .section.  He  was  equally  quick  and 
accurate  in  the  use  of  a  pistol.  In  the 
words  of  an  admirer:  "You  might  ride 
all  of  a  summer's  day.  and  not  find 
Jack's  eciual  as  a  cattle  puncher  and 
all-around   W^estern   man." 

Mode.sty  and  dislike  for  display  ap- 
pear to  have  been  two  of  White's  chief 
charaoteristics.  He  would  never  be  in- 
duced to  enter  exhibition  contests  at  his 
dangerous  craft. 

"Jack  was  no  flash  rider."  commented 
J.  H.  MeGuckin,  "but  we  all  considered 
him  the  best  roper  of  rattle  on  the 
range.  The  boys  frequently  tried  to 
get  him  to  try  for  the  records  in  riding 
and  n)ping,  but  he  would  never  enter 
any  of  the  contests.  Yet,  it  was  well 
known  that  In  his  work  on  the  ranjje 
none  of  the  local  records  could  stand  be- 
fore him." 

The  prowess  of  "Jaok"  White  with  pis- 
tol and  rifle  made  him  a  tower  of 
strength  against  the  Indians,  who  an- 
nually terrified  the  settlers  of  North- 
western Routt  county  by  their  unlawful 
incursions  from  the  Uintah  reservation 
after  game.  In  the  autumn  of  1^97,  the 
foreman  of  the  H  X  Triangle  compaiiy 
made  him.self  a  national  celebrity  by 
the  part  he  took  in  driving  out  a  band 
of  Uintah  Utes,  which  was  slaught-^r- 
ing  game  all  over  his  neighborhood. 

Deputy  Game  Warden  Wilcox,  at 
Steamboat  Springs,  had  received  ord»>rs 
from  Denver  to  force  the  Imiians  out  of 
hi.s  jurisdiction  at  all  hazards.  He  was 
in.structed  to  deputize  as  large  a  force 
as  he  thought  neces.'?ary  for  the  cam- 
paign and  to  nrake  as  many  arrests  as 
he  could. 

Wilcox  at  fir.^-.t  thought  to  temi>orize 
and  perhaps  accomplish  his  mis«iion  by 
moral  suasion.  He  went  along  to  where 
the  red  hunters  were  thickest,  twenty 
miles  or  .so  below  Maybell.  His  jiowwow 
with  the  Indians  ending  with  a  notice 
that  tl'.ey  must  al  once  retire  to  th^ir 
reservation  in  Utah,  only  caused  him  to 
Ije  laughed  at,  reviled  and  defied  by  the 
belligerent  buck.s.  I^eaving  them  he 
returned  to  Steamboat.  procured  a 
sheaf  of  warrants  against  Uintah  In- 
dian "John  Does"  and  then  set  to  work 
deputizing  the  "best  men  of  the  section" 
to  ass:ist  him  in  serving  the  papers. 

Making  his  headquarters  at  Boyd 
Vaughn's  ranch,  fifteen  miles  below 
Maybell.  Wilcox  divided  his  little  force 
into  S9couting  parties  and  began  oper- 
ations again.s-t  the  Indians.  Not  far  from 
the  ranch.  Wilcox.  "Jack"  White  and 
three  other  members  of  the  "buckskin 
police"  ran  across  Chief  Star,  the  leader 
of  the  Indian  depretlators,  and  a  small 
band  of  ITintahs.  One  teepee  composed 
their  encampment.  An  attempt  made  to 
arrest  Star  drew  hostile  demonstration.^ 
from  a  young  buck,  who  was  quie'ted 
Ijy  a  blow  on  the  mouth  from  a  Win- 
chester. A  moment  later  the  alertness  of 
White  saved  the  life  of  his  frienxi  Wil- 
cox from  another  buck. 

Both  were  "fussing  '  with  tar,  their 
backs  turned  to  the  teepee.  Suddenly 
a  slight  noise  in  the  rear  caught  White's 
fine  sense  of  hearing.  He  glanced 
around  and  on  the  instant  called: 

"Look  out,  Wilcox." 

An  Indian  clutching  a  hunting  knife 
had  crawled  from  the  tent,  snake-like, 
and  was  just  about  to  spring  on  the 
leader  of  the  white  men.  The  Indian 
was  promptly  shot  and  killed  by  Wil- 
cox. This  started  a  shooting  melee, 
which  numbered  a  squaw  among  ita 
victims.  She  was  probably  shot  acci- 
dentally, as  her  dead  body  was  found 
in  the  teepee.  The  flight  to  shelter  of 
Star  and  his  companions  prevented  fur- 
ther fatalities. 

The  next  dead  Indian  of  the  little 
war  was  contributed  by  White.  A  re- 
port spread  that  a  band  of  Uintahs, 
tricked  out  in  war  paint,  was  making 
for  the  Lily  Park  ranch,  formerly  the 
residence  of  John  W.  Lowell,  ex-state 
auditor.  Among  those  at  the  ranch 
house  was  a  woman  who  was  very  ill. 
Fearing  the  danger  of  delay.  Wilcox 
despatched  White  and  two  other  cow- 
l)oys  by  a  roundabout  way  to  Intercept 
and  check  the  marauders.  He  took  a 
buggy  over  the  direct  road  to  the  ranch 
house,  with  the  intention  of  rescuing 
the  sick  woman.  He  found  the  place 
strongly  garricsoned.  but  removed  its 
invalid  to  safer  quarters,  to  save  her 
from  the  effects  of  alarm. 

In  the  meantime  "Jack"  White  and 
his  two  companions  had  "intercepted" 
the  supposed  warlike  Indians,  but  not 
quite  in  the  way  they  expected  or  de- 
sired. While  riding  through  a  steep 
canyon  just  to  the  north  of  Cross  Moun- 
tain, the  trio  heard  a  rifle  shot  behind 
them,  followed  directly  by  another  in 
front.  The  cowboys  broke  for  cov.^r. 
and  very  little  scouting  satisfied  Whit? 
that  the  Uintahs  heavily  outnumbered 
his  tiny  force.  A  fighting  retreat  war 
decided  upon. 

Forcing  their  horses  up  the  mountain, 
through  a  thick  growth  of  cedars,  White 
and  his  partners  headed  in  what  they 
thought  was  the  direction  of  the  Lily 
Park  ranch,  the  Indians,  shooting  as 
they  came,  in  close  pursuit.  Soon  one 
of  White's  associates  rode  astray  from 
the  other  two.  The  incident  decided 
White  to  abandon  the  horses,  his  mate 
acquiescing,  and  they  continued  the  race 
on  foot,  leaving  the  spent  ponies  to  their 
fate. 

Their  example  was  followed  by  In- 
dians, whose  bullets  were  now  blazing 
the  trees  too  close  to  the  white  men  for 
any  degree  of  comfort.  The  reds  were 
also  closing  in  on  the  two  cowboys.  led 
by  one  who  was  evidently  the  swiftest 
runner  of  the  band. 

In  his  dilemma,  "Jack"  White  turned 
quickly  in  his  tracks,  aimed  his  rifle, 
and  with  that  bullet  sent  the  fleet-footed 
Indian  to  the  Ute  kingdom  come.  The 
sight  of  the  dead  brave  cooled  the  blood 
of  his  comrades.  There  was  a  rush  for 
cover  on  both  sides,  succeeded  by  much 
promiscuous  shooting,  and  then  the 
two  whites  slipped  away.  The  Indians 
too,  had  had  engufh,  fbr  nothing  wns 


afterward  heard  of  them,  nor  was  the 
Lily  Park  ranch  hou.se  attacked.  It  was 
2  o'clock  next  morning  when  White  and 
his  comrade  turned  up  at  the  ranch 
hou.se.  Their  meeting  with  the  Indians 
had  taken  place  early  in  the  preceding 
afternoon.  So  their  adventure  had  lasted 
twelve  hours. 

During  the  days  that  followed  W^hite'.'* 
exploit  there  were  many  ominous 
rumors  in  the  air  throughout  North- 
western Routt  county:  the  Uintah  Utes 
were  returning  In  force  to  avenge  their 
dead.  United  States  troops  were  hasten- 
ing to  meet  them,  and  various  other 
kindred  tales  were  .^et  loose  among  the 
settlers. 

It  all  ended  in  the  retirement  of  the 
hunters  and  an  investigation  by  a  fed- 
eral commission,  but  now  Jack  White 
is  dead,  friends  and  foes  alike  »lo  not 
hesitate  to  credit  him  with  having  be/m 
the  leading  factor  in  crushing  at  its 
birth  what  might  have  been  a  serious 
Indian  uprising. 


A  CHILD'S  TRAOIC  STORY. 

Droofht  Deck   From  Manilla  Only 
Memories  of  Suffering. 

Every  vessel  that  sails  into  port  from 
Manilla  these,  days  brings  many  stories 
with  it,  but  the  most  paretic  of  all  came 
to  the  surface  when  a  slim  7-year-old  girl 
stepped  ashore  from  the  Ohio  last  Sunday, 
.says  the  San  Francisco  Exammer.  There  Is 
.something  eerie  about  this  Jlttle  woman, 
with  her  great  melancholy  eyes,  her  keen 
wit  and  mature  s|>eech  born  of  a  vast  ex- 
perience and  unchildish  associations 
Jeannetta  Corin  Morris,  who  will  not  be 
8  years  old  until  Feb,  2S  next,  has  jour- 
«^*'*'.,,  ^'^^^  trooj)s  across  two  oceans  to 
Manilla  on  a  big  government  transport- 
has  ,seen  the  ship's  companv  dropplnir 
away  under  the  fell  hand  of  di.sease  which 
robl>ed  her  of  her  only  playfellow,  has 
tossed  about  in  storms  and  been  cradled 
on  tropical  waters,  has  witnessed  the  siege 
01  a  city  and  the  burning  of  villages,  and 
had  .lain  at  night  in  a  tent  around  which 
bullet.s  hissed  and  a  shell  .sometimes  ex- 
ploded; has  herself  fought  death  in  the 
lorm  of  a  di.sease  almost  alwavs  fatal  in 
the  PhUippines,  has  seen  her  fair  voung 
mother  stricken  arfd  die,  and  is  now  re- 
tiirning,  a  lon.ly  little  vopager,  to  find 
shelter  with  her  kindred  on  the  fair  side 
01  the  continent.  She  told  her  story  to 
sympathizing  friends  the  other  dav  "and 
there  are  niit  many  who  could  stand  up 
under  the  light  of  Indignation  In  the 
child  3  eyes  as  she  described  the  circum- 
stances attending  upon  her  mothers 
death.  Her  account  is  rfproducetl  liter- 
ally,  if  In  fragmentary   fashion: 

"My  father  Is  fir.st  sergeant  of  company 
G.  Third  infantry."  she  said.  "My  mother 
and  father  and  I  left  New  York  on  the 
Sherman  with  the  troops  about  the  ."Ird  of 
last  February.  We  couldn't  get  anv  state- 
room, so  we  had  to  Asleep  In  a  tent  on  the 
mess  deck,  and  quite  a  lot  of  people  died 
Al  lirst  we  anchored  off  Sandv  Hook,  and 
then  Mr.  Sherman  was  polite,  and  sailed 
into  a  storm  and  rolled  and  tumbled  all 
over,  and  balanced  first  on  one  end  and 
then  on  the  other.  They  reported  us  Jost 
that  time,  you  know.  There  were  10  of  us 
women,  and  all  were  seasick  but  me  and 
there  was  a  little  girl.  Mable  Clark 
daughter  of  a  non-commissioned  staff  offi-l 
cer.  She  died  on  the  wav  over.  Manilla 
was  the  horrldest  place.  We  had  to  live 
in  a  tent,  with  only  pork  and  beans  and 
hard  tack  to  eat  three  times  a  day,  except 
when  once  In  a  while  we  had  rice  aiitl 
bacon.  At  night  the  bullets  .sang  around 
the  tent,  and  once  a  shell  fell  near  us.  I 
was  sick,  and  the  doctor  didn't  think  I 
could  gel  well,  but  Col.  Page,  of  our  regi, 
ment  was  real  good  and  he  let  mv  papa 
come  In  from  the  battlefield  to  see  me. 
When  1  got  well  my  mamma  was  taken 
sick.  Tliut  was  last  May.  Thev  took  hep 
to  the  government  hospitaj,  and  she  was 
sick  from  May  to  July— Julv  l.>.  And  there 
was  a  government  nurse  there,  Ml.ss  Hen- 
shaw  and  she  turned  my  mother  out  In  a 
pouring  rain,  and  she  was  .so  sick  she 
couldn  t  stand  up,  and  half  a  day  she  had 
to  lie  there  In  the  ambulance,  the  water 
up  all  around  the  wheels  and  leaking 
through  the  top.  The  pillows  my  papa 
and  the  other  .soldiers  put  around  her 
wouldn't  keep  the  rain  otT,  and  thev  took 
her  i«>  the  Spanish  hospital,  and  there  she 
died  the  very  next  day.  Julv  l.'i.  nt  i 
o'clock.  That  was  Saiurdav.  1  stayed 
with  her  all  the  morning,  and  the  verv 
last  thing  she  .said,  very  soft  and  low- 
was  'My  Jeannette!'  just  like  that.  I  put 
my  hand  up  and  smooted  back  her  hair— It 
was  soft  and  <iark  and  shining— and  she 
closed  her  eyes  and  never  oi>ene<l  them 
again.  My  father  went  out  on  the  porch 
and  crle<l  and  I  cried  too.  And  if  it  hadnt 
been  for  what  that  government  nurse  did 
I  d  have  my  mother  right  here  today. 

"After  that  papa  didn't  know  what" to  do 
with  me.  I  stayed  with  Mrs.  Clark  for  a 
while,  but  I  was  unhappy.  So  when  the 
Ohio  went  home  he  put  me  on  it.  and  the 
nur.ses  coming  back— Miss  Sarah  and  Miss 
Agnes  Shaw  and  Miss  Starr— thev  took 
care  of  me." 

The  little  girl  found  friends  awaltlne 
her  here.  The  Red  Cross  ladies  had  heard 
of  her,  and  Mrs.  Arthur  Cornwall  at  once 
took  her  to  her  heart  and  home,  and 
would  giladly  have  kept  her  ulwavs  had  It 
not  been  that  her  grandparents  iii  Schnec- 
lady,  N,  V.,  were  eagerly  awaiting  her 
coming.  In  the  ears  of  those  who  met  this 
forlorn  little  victim  of  the  Philippine  cam- 
paign there  will  long  echo  her  quaint  un- 
childish phrases,  with  their  invariable  re- 
frain: 'I'm  forgetting  all  my  manners 
since  my  mother  died.  She  was  constantlv 
reminding  me.  My  mamma'd  .say,  "I't 
seems  to  me  you're  not  doing  ju.stlce  to 
me,  little  daughter.'  And.  oh.  to  think, 
I'd  have  my  mamma  with  me  now  if  they 
hadn't  put  her  out  In  the  rain  that  day."

That  McKinley  Will  Reinstate 

Them  and  the  Filipinos 

Are  Wrought  Up. 


Manilla,  Jan.  17,  7:05  p.  m.— The  pres- 
ence here  of  Archbishop  Chapelle,  the 
apostolic  delegate  to  the  Philippines,  is 
greatly  stirring  the  Catholics  of  all  na- 
tionalities. The  Filipinos  have  gained 
the  impression  that  :Mgr.  Chapelle  came 
as  the  joint  agent  of  President  McKin- 
ley and  the  pope  to  reinstate  the  friars 
in  their  former  power.  One  cau.se  of  the 
excitement  is  a  statement  which  thi 
Dominicans  furnished  to  the  Spanish 
press  that  Mgr.  Chapelle.  in  visiting  the 
htads  (if  the  order,  told  them  he  favored 
the  retention  of  the  brotherhoods,  ami 
that  President  McKinley  shared  his 
views,  which  weiv  that  "if  the  friai.? 
returned  to  their  jiarishes  they  would 
be  considnieil  elements  of  good  order, 
and  therefore  American  agents." 

Mr.  Chapelle  denies  the  accuracy  of 
ihe.sf.  statements,  and  Catholics  of  all 
sei  tions  are  iietitioiiing  Mgr.  Cha)>e!le 
and  Maj.  Gen.  Otis  against  tlie  friars 
returning  to  their  parishes,  re|>i'ating 
the  charges  of  oppre.-^sions,  extortiins 
and  immoralities  which,  they  assert, 
caused  the  revolt  of  1S<96.  The  Catholics 
request  that  they  he  given  priest.'?  not 
connected  with  th-^  brotherhoods. 

Delegations  from  many  of  the  towris 
are  visiting  many  of  the  provincial  g..v- 
ernors  fi-i;  the  purpose  id"  making  thi 
same  request,  and  prominent  Maiiilli 
Catholics  are  cablin.g  the  pope  on  the 
smbje; :.  It  is  said  the  friars  will  be 
driven  cut  if  they  return  lo  their  par- 
ishes, and  there  will  be  trouble  if  the 
administration    tries   to   prote?i    them. 

To  quell  the  excitement.  Maj.  Gen. 
Olis  consented  lo  the  publi.:ation,  in  the 
local  lu^wspapers,  of  a  statement  \vhi<  h 
lie  had  niaile  to  a  delegation  of  Filipinos, 
as  follows: 

"If  the  church  authorities  assign 
friars  to  curacies,  who  are  obnoxious  to 
the  iieoi)le,  they  will  not  be  compelled 
to  accept  them.  The  individu.il  liberty 
guaranteed  by  the  American  constitu- 
tion will  n<jt  be  denied  the  Filipinos  and 
t!ie  government  will  Hot  force  on  them 
an  ecclesiastical  denomination  contrary 
to  tiieir  wishes." 

Col.  Kobbe,  with  the  Forty-eighth  in- 
fantry, sailed  on  lioard  the  transojit 
Hancock  today  w  ith  gunlioats  escorting. 
The  object  of  the  force  is  probably  the 
imj>orlaiit  islands  of  t*amar  and  Leyte, 
which  the  insurgents  hold. 

The  American  blockade  and  the  levies 
of  the  Tagal  army  have  caused  .great 
suffering  among  the  people  and  hun- 
dredsof  persons  are  in  almost  a  starv- 
ing condition.

Makes  a   Demonstration  to  Draw 
Them  From  Kimborley. 

Modder  River,  Cape  Colony,  Jan.  17. — 
There  was  a  dem.onstratlon  in  force 
under  Gen.  Methuen  yesterday,  a  di- 
vision being  engaged,  with  the  object  of 
ascertaining  the  strength  and  disposi- 
tion of  the  IJoer  force,  and  also  in  order 
to. try  to  draw  the  Hoers  from  Kimber- 
ley.  v.lieie  latLly  they  liave  been  active. 

The  British  discovered  the  Loers  in 
great  force  and.  being  reinforced  from 
the  direction  of  Ja.-olisdal.  At  4:30  the 
artillery  opened  fire,  the  shells  dr  'pping 
in  the  Boer  intienchments  with  great 
pre;ision.

There  were  no 
casualties  among  the  British  troops.

"The  song  from  't'arm'^'n,'  'Love  is  a 
Wild  Bird,'  is  one  of  the  best  examples 
of  rag  time  in  modern  mosic.  In  the  over- 
ture to  'Don  Juan,"  bv  Mozart,  and  hi  the 
sixth  two-voic-ed  invent!  m  of  Ba'-h  we 
have  good   examoles  of  syncctpation. 

"Rag  time  is  simply  having  its  day.  it 
will  be  forgotten  as  a  craze  In  a  few 
vears."

With  Reds. 

As  the  traveler  pa.sses  through  the  big 
Sioux  reservation  in  Montana  on  the  over- 
land express  he  is  Impressed  with  the 
uniform  respect  with  which  the  Indians 
treat  everybotly  connected  with  the  rail- 
road. .  .  . .  _  . 
"The  Indian  is  no  fool."  said  a  Great 
Northern  ofllcial  with  whom  I  discussi  3 
the  subject,  .«avs  a  writer  in  the  Atchl.soii 
Daily  Globe.  "He  knows  when  he  is  well 
treated  and  seldom  expects  anything  un- 
reasonable. This  railroad  has  never  know- 
ingly dune  an  Indian  a  wrong.  We  paid 
libefallv  for  the  right  to  cross  the  reser- 
vation." and  any  differences  that  aii.-ie 
are  treated  witli  consideration.  We  nevei 
trv  to  lmi>ose  ypon  the  Indians  in  any 
wav  nor  do  we  jiermit  them  to  ImiMtsc 
upoii  us.  When  trains  llrs;  In-gan  tir'run 
ttirough  the  reservation.,  a  number  of 
ponies  were  killed  by  accident.  We 
promptlv  paid  for  them  and  the  owners 
w.-ie  satislSe.l.  A  few  cunning  Sioux 
thought  thev  saw  In  the  situation  an  op- 
portunitv  to" make  money,  and  drove  their 
ponies  ti)  the  track  to  be  killed  and  paid 
for  We  discovered  the  trick  and  appeal*  d 
I,,  the  chief,  who  promptly  suppressed  the 
Iniouitv.  This  is  the  nearest  approach  to 
a  mi.siinderstanading  that  we  have  had 

A  good  storv  is  told  of  a  big  chief  who 
wanted  to  tr:ide  Km  ponies  for  a  locomo- 
tive. He  did  not  appreciate  the  utility  ot 
the  track  an(^  thought  he  could  dash 
over  the  prairies  at  will  with  the  iron 
horse  It  took  some  time  and  patience  lO 
get  the  idea  out  of  the  chief's  head,  but 
he  finally  relented.  It  was,  however,  a 
great    disappointment. 

Another  storv  is  connected  with  pay- 
ment of  the  right-of-way  through  tlie 
reservation.  It  may  not  be  (|uite  accural,; 
in  letter,  but  it  is  true  in  spirit.  Hi-' 
through  express  from  St.  Paul  to  Helen.i 
had  not  be^n  running  long  when  a  strange 
int  ident   haitpeneil  out   on  the  prairie. 

A  .solltarv  Indian,  featlieied  in  stately 
fashion  anil  mounted  on  a  horse  of  rare 
beautv.  occu:)led  a  conspicuous  position 
beside"  the  track  and  gave  the  enghie-r 
a  friendly  signal  to  stop.  Off  went  t be 
steam  and  a  >;enile  touch  of  the  air  brake 
brought   the  long  train  to  a  standstill. 

The  reil  man  explained  that  he  rei»rc- 
sented  his  tribe  in  a  matter  of  right-oi- 
way  There  had  been  a  mistake  and  the 
railroad  ought  to  pay  some  more  money. 
In  this  formal  and  diplomatic  manner, 
the  Indian  explained,  the  matter  was  pre- 
sented for  adjustment,  in  full  contidenee 
tha*  the  great  white  chief  who  built  the 
railroad  would  be  just  to  his  Indian 
friends.  , . 

For  the  engineer  this  was  a  poser,  ll.- 
had  no  idea  that  he  was  a  diplomat,  but 
he  was.  all  the  same.  He  called  the  con- 
ductor, and  all  three  discusssed  the  case. 
The  white  men  knew  nothing  of  the  mer- 
i's  of  the  matter.  The  Indian  talked  Iikl 
one  who  understood  his  business  and  was 
telling  the  truth.  ,         ,       .,   , 

The  amount  involved  was  only  a  few  doi- 
lais  and  the  conductor  looked  as  w.ise  as 
possible.  He  was  a  man  of  common  sense 
sharpened  by  fiontUr  life.  With  due  d.- 
liberaTion  h<'  wrote  out  a  receipt,  wbun 
the  Indian  ambassador  signed  and  the  en- 
gineer witnessed.  The  money  was  paid 
out  of  the  cash  collections,  and  the  con- 
ference was  at  an  end.  _ 

Tlie  red  man  mounted  his  nor.se  ami  «p- 
jdied  hl.'^  spurs.  The  engineer  stepped  Inte 
the  cal»  and  pulled  a  lever. 

For  an  instant  a  party  of  Lastern  cap- 
italists occupying  an  ob.servi^tion  car 
were  face  to  face  with  th-j  Indian  horse- 
man The  white  men  received  a  lasting 
impression  of  majesiic  digniiy  aiul  grace. 
The  red  man  was  dazzled  by  a  vision  ol 
luxury  of  which  he  had  never  dreamed. 

The"  extremes  of  civilization  and  sav- 
agery bad  met  and  parnd  in  fri.'ndship. 
The"lndian.  according  to  tribal  cust<.ni. 
reported  the  .success  of  his  mission  with 
solemn  formality  and  suppressed  .loy. 
The  train  cnductor.  according  to  the 
re-uiaiions  of  a  modern  c^o^l^orat»<^n. 
made  a  notation  to  the  auditor  on  a  blank 
f(jrm  provided  for  the  purpose,  explaining 
why  he  was  short  in  hi.'  cash,  and  ask- 
ing" that  his  report  be  held  In  abeyan<-e 
until  he  could  secure  the  approval  of  his 
irregular   act    by  a   higher   offlcial. 

The  approval  came,  with  a  statemen: 
that  the  indiaiv  was  right.  There  has 
been  a  mistake  in  the  right-of-way  set- 
tlement It  was  also  stated  that  the 
president  of  the  railroad  had  Intimate.l 
that  while  rules  are  sacred  things  there 
are  times  when  common  sen.se  may  serve 
a  good   prpose.

You  land  in  South  Africa  at  the  foc^.  of 
a  mountain  iW^i  feet  higli.  They  call  it 
Table  mountain,  and  the  veil  of  mist 
that,  excepting  on  very  clear  days,  over- 
hangs it.  South  Africans  are  pleased  to 
term  the  -Tablecloth."  Presenting  a 
front  of  solid  rock,  1000  feet  in  height. 
iH^rpendicular  as  a  wall,  and  for  half  a 
mile  on  top  level,  this  mountain  offers 
the  i>est  natural  signboard  on  ear-ch. 
Time  and  again  have  British  firms  at- 
tempted with  faljulous  sums  to  secure  it 
for  advertising  purposes,  but,  as  yd, 
there  has  been  no  such  defacement.  sa>s 
Ainslee's   Magazine. 

Taljle  mountain  marks  the  tip  end  or 
the  dark  continent.  Below  it  nestles  the 
<  ity  of  Cape  Town,  a  l)eautiful  I  ay 
stretching  out  in  the  foreground.  On 
the  west  the  mountain  breaks  off 
abruptly,  and  the  railrtwid  skirts  abou: 
it  to  the  interior.  On  the  east  it  slopes 
off  into  a  hilly,  picturesque  formation 
known  a.s  the  "Lion's  Back."  and  then 
gradually  rises  into  the  Drakensbuig 
mountains.  This  is  the  only  great 
mountain  range  south  of  the  Zambesi, 
and  by  noting  its  location  one  may  un- 
derstand in  a  thrice  just  what  Soutn 
Africa  is  geographically.  Steaming  alon:; 
the  east  coast  from  Cape  Colony  nortn- 
ward  vou  have  the  Drakensbarg  in 
view  nearly  all  the  way  to  Beira.  a  dis- 
tance of  2000  miles.  In  Cape  Colony 
and  Xatal  the  mountains  in  many 
places  dip  the  water's  edge,  and  with  a 
field  glass  one  may  see  on  their  crags 
and  peaks  smoke  culling  up  from  the 
native  villages.  In  Portuguese  territory 
the  mountains  recede  slightly  from  the 
coast,  and  at  Delagoa  bay  there  is  an 
intervening  stretch  of  lowland  lwen:y 
miles  wide.  At  Beira  this  has  in- 
creased to  sixty  miles.  At  the  Zam- 
Ijesi  the  Drakensburg  ends. 

To  get  into  the  interior  of  Sou^h 
Africa  from  any  of  five  coast  landing 
places— Port  Elizaljeth.  East  Uindon. 
Durban.  Delagoa  bay  and  Beira— one 
must  cross  a  short  extent  of  low  land 
and  then  ascend  slt?ep  mountains.  Hav- 
ing arrived  there,  the  traveler  is  con- 
scious of  little  or  no  de.scent.  five-sixths 
of  the  whole  interior  being  a  vast  pla- 
teau that  extends  to  the  Zambesi  on  the 
north,  the  Atlantic  ocean  on  the  west, 
and  varies  in  altitude  from  3000  to  6000 
feet  aliove  the  sea. 

A  fringe  of  tropical  country.  where 
bloom  the  magnolia  and  the  rose,  where 
flourish  the  orange,  pineapple,  lemon, 
guavo.  grape,  banana,  the  cotton  and 
the  tea  plant:  a  long  stretch  of  moun- 
tains running  parallel  with  the  Indian 
ocean,  the  highest  peaks  of  which  are 
capped  with  snow,  and  in  whose  valleys 
wave  tracts  of  wheat  and  com;  a  vfist 
prairie,  dotted  here  and  there  with 
patches  of  scrub  Woodland,  mission  sta- 
tions ar>d  immense  farms  with  millions 
of  sheep  and  cattle  grazing  thereon;  a 
few  thousand  hamlets  scattered  Hk? 
oases  over  a  great  landscape.  made

PLAGES  FOR  NATIVES 

In  the    Government    When 

They  Are  Deemed  Fitted 

For  Trust. 


New  York.  Jan.  17— A  special  to  the 
Hoiald  from  Washington  says: 

•The  motive  has  been,  taking  account 
of  the  experience  as  well  as  the  political 
aspirations  of  the  Filipinos,  to  devise  a 
form  of  grovernment  aljptoJ  to  thfm, 
so  as  to  se^'ure.  on  the  one  hand,  gooil 
government,  and  on  the  other  to  s:atisfy 
their  aspirations  for  self-government.'" 

Thi.«  statement  relative  to  the  Philip- 
pine commissioners'  report  was  made 
ti?day  by  Jacob  Gould  Schurman.  presi- 
dent of  the  commission.  All  that  Mr. 
Schurman  cared  to  state  further  was 
that  the  report  would  consist  of  four  or 
more  volumes,  the  first  of  which  would 
be  devoted  to  the  condition  of  govern- 
ment to  be  established  in  the  Philip- 
pines after  peace  and  order  are  restored. 
These  are  believed  to  be  the  principal 
features  of  the  government  to  be  lecom- 

mf  nded: 

An  American  governor,  who  will  con- 
trol the  affairs  of  the  entire  archipelago 
and  who  will  be  appointed  by  the  presi- 
dent. 

A  council,  comprising  Americans  and  na- 
tives, who  will  be  advisers  to  the  gov- 
ernor. 

A  legislative  assembly,  partly  appointive 
and  partly  elective,  the  acts  of  which  shall 
be  subject  to  the  qualified  vote  of  the  gi>v- 
ernor  and  the  absolute  veto  of  congress. 
Governors  of  provinces  to  be  appointed. 

Sub-division  of  lands  into  small  sections, 
over  which  Americans  or  educated  natives 
shall  preside. 

The  scheme  of  government  has  been 
made  sufficiently  elastic  to  enable  the  sub- 
stitution of  natives  for  Americans  when 
it  becomes  apparent  that  they  are  suffi- 
ciently educated  in  self-government  to  ad- 
minister publlo  affairs.  No  glittering 
promises  are  to  be  held  out  to  the  natives, 
but  as  they  develope  under  American  tui- 
tion, it  is  proposed  to  gradually  introduce 
them  into  positions  of  responsibility.

Detroit,  Mich.,  Jan.  17.— Through  the 
liurchase  of  a  majority  of  stock  of  both 
i-ompanies,  the  Michigan  Telephone  com- 
pany yesterday  closed  a  deal  for  control 
of  the  two  independent  companies  in  this 
jiart  of  Michigan,  namely,  the  Detroit 
Telephone  company  and  the  New  State 
Telephone  company.  The  Michigan 
Telephone  company,  which  has  thus 
gained  control  of  what  was  formerly  its 
exclusive  field,  is  one  of  the  factors  of 
the  Erie  and  Telephone  company  con- 
solidation. In  addition  to  the  three 
Michigan  companies  mentioned  the  Erie 
svstem  controls  the  Cleveland  Tele- 
phone company,  Northwestern  Tele- 
phone Exchange  company.  Southwestern 
Telegraph  and  Telephone  company  and 
the  Wisconsin  Telephone  company. 

By  yesterday's  transaction  70  per 
cent  of  the  independent  telephone  busi- 
ness of  Michigan  passes  into  the  control 
of  the  Erie  system.  The  Erie  system 
people  hold  the  control  of  directorate  in 
bjth  companies.  The  close  of  these  ne- 
g<»tiationa  is  believed  to  be  the  begin- 
ning of  the  end  of  the  independent  tele- 
phone movement.  _

SAMOAN  TREATY  RATIFIED. 

Senate  Approves  It  Without  Division 
After  Long  Debate. 

Washington,  Jan.  17.— The  senate  yes- 
terday ratified  the  Samoan  treaty  with- 
out division.  The  ratification  occurred 
in  executive  session  after  two  hours  of 
debate,  which  was  participated  in  by 
a  number  of  senators.  Messrs.  Davis. 
Foraker  and  Spooner  advocated,  and 
Senators  Bacon.  Money  and  Tillman  op- 
posed  ratification. 

Senator  Bacon  made  the  leading  speech 
in  opp<Jsition.  He  based  his  opposition 
on  the  contention  that  it  was  contrary 
to  the  spirit  of  our  institutions  to  at- 
tempt to  govern  a  people  in  opposition  to 
their  V.  ishes. 

HAVOC  BY  DYNAMITE. 
Turin.  Jan.  17.— A  dynamite  factory 
at  \vigliano.  fourteen  miles  from  here, 
exploded  yesterday,  with  the  result  that 
five  buildings  were  reduced  to  ruins,  the 
whole  surrounding  district  was  shaken 
and  many  houses  were  badly  damaged. 
Ten  bodies  have  been  recovered  from  the 
ruins.  In  addition  several  persons  were 
injured  and  taken  to  the  hospital.

STOICS  OYER  INJURIES. 

Coolness  of  Men  Who  Are  Wounded 
In  Battle. 

On  San  Juan  ridge.  July  2,  1808.  just 
as  Chaffee's  brigade  had  reached      the 
crest   they  were  ordered  to  lie  down  and 
entrench,   using   the   bayonet  as   a  pick 
and  the  hands  for  shovels.      A  dashing 
voung  fellow  of  one  of  the  companies  on 
the  right  of  the  line  was  some  distance 
in  a.l Vance  of  his  fellows  when  the  halt 
was  made.      Instead  of  falling  back  on 
the  line  with  the  other  men.  he  stopp.-'d 
where   he   was.       One  of   the       officers 
shouted  at  him  several  times  to      tali 
back,  as  he  was  in  danger  of  his  m.ni 
shooting  him.  but  he  did  not  he^ar.  Th.^ 
officer   then   walked   down   to  where   he 
was.  grabbed  him  by  a  leg  and  started 
to  drag  him   back   to  the  line.   He   nad 
but  started  when  he  felt  the  man's  whole 
body  quiver,  and  he  fiopped  himself  over 
on  his  side,  saying  a.s  he  did  so:    '  I  m 
done  for."      Some  of  the  men  came   to 
the  wounded  soldier  and  assisted  the  of- 
ficer to  carry  him  to  a  place  of  security. 
With  a  bayonet  one  of  the  men  cut  off 
his  clothing,  when  a  Mauser  hole      wa.-: 
seen    just   above    the   heart,    where    the 
bullet  had  entered,  passing  through  his 
iHKlv  and  coming     out       between       the 
shoulders  near  the  spine.       The       m.in 
said  no  more  at  the  time.      His  woun<;.- 
were  l>ound  by  sympathetic  hands.      s<\\. 
except  the  wounded  man  returned  to  the 
firing  line.      The  Spanish  fire  was  heavy 
and  kept  up  four  hours,  txx-asionally      a 
soldier  dropping  out,  wounded  or  killed. 
When  all  was  quiet  the  officer  and  one 
of  his  soldiers  returned   to  see  if      the 
young  man  was  yet  alive.  They  found 
him  sitting  against  a  small  tree.      His 
first   words  were:       "Bill,   give   me       a 
cigarette!"      The  man  is  living  today. 

Just  about  the  time  this  man  was 
wounded  a  man  in  the  next  company  on 
the  right  suddenly  threw  down  his 
bayonet,  jumped  to  his  feet,  paused  for 
a  second  or  two.  looking  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Spanish  trenches,  then  threw 
bf.th  hands  to  his  breast,  saying:  "rni 
hit."  He  turned  about  and  walked  into 
the  dense  thickets  of  cactus  and  Spanish 
bayonet,  and  was  never  seen  or  heard 
of  again.  He  undoubtedly  crawled  far 
back  into  the  heavy  tropical  growth  and 
died,  where  the  vultures  claimed  hini. 
says'  Collier's  Weekly.  • 

One  of  the  coolest  men  who  ever  re- 
ceived a  wound  was  an  infantryman  at 
San   Fernando,   in  the  island  of  Luzon, 
on  June  10.      The  insurgents  made  a  de- 
termined effort  to  retake  the  town  early 
on   the  morning  of  that       day.       They 
opened  up  simultaneously  from     every 
cjuarter.  and   the  kind  and  variety      of 
missiles  used  would  be  beyond  the  wild- 
est expectations  of  that  sweet-throated 
midnight   serenader.   the      Thomas-cat. 
Out  of  an  old  smooth-bore  cannon  thev 
threw  railroad  spikes,   horse  shoes,   old 
clocks,   lemon   squeezei-s       and       cobbl'^ 
stones.       From    their   Remingtons  they 
shot  large  cubical  and  irregular-shaped 
lead    slugs.       One  of   these   struck    this 
cool  man  high  in  the  right  groin,  deeply 
imbedding  itself.      The  pain  must  have 
been  excruciating,  for  the  man  was  ter- 
ribly lacerated.  He  hobbled  to  his  com- 
pany commander,  saluted,  and       asked 
permission   to  fall  out  and  lie  down.  £s 
he  had  been  hit.   He  was  lying  near  a 
road  where  his  comrades  passed  to  and 
fro  during  the  entire  fight,   but  no  one 
heard  a  word  or  a  groan  out  of  him  un- 
1  less  he  was  si>oken  to.

HEATHENS  IN  UNITED  STATES. 

Statistics   That  Show  There  Are 
Millions  Irreligious. 

New  Yolk.  Jan.  17.— Miss  Helen  F. 
Clark,  of  the  Evangel  band,  addressing 
a  Methodist  prea'chers'  meeting  in  this 
city  on  "The  Religious  Condition  of  New 
York."  said  fhat  as  a  heathen  city  New 
York  can  beat  Tokio;  that  here  there 
are  1,300.000  persons  without  any  re- 
ligious affiliation  at  all.  which  number 
is  100,000  more  than  the  population  o. 
Tokio.  the  second  largest  heathen  in 
the  world.  Among  other  figures  which 
Miss  Clark  used  were  these: 

"On  Manhattan  island  there  are  nearly 
S.'.OO  people  to  every  Protestant  church. 
Only  about  7  per  cent  of  the  population 
are  members  of  Protestant  churches.  anA 
that  is  a  Ijss  of  about  1  per  cent  since 
the  census  of  1890.  There  has  not  been 
an  actual  loss  in  numbers,  but  the  dif- 
ference in  percentage  is  due  to  llie 
steady  stream  of  foreigners.  3300  a  week, 
who  keep  rushing  in. 

"Only  14  per  cent  of  our  population  .n 
Manhattan  had  one  paretU  born  In 
\merica.  In  Greater  New  York  there 
are  1.300,000  persons  without  any  re- 
ligious affiliation  at  ail.  In  making  thi.s 
calculation  I  exclude  those  who  have 
afliliated  with  any  religious  body.  Pro- 
testant. Catholic.  Jewish.  Buddhist  o. 
what  not.  Thus,  down  in  our  neigh- 
borhood there  are  50,000  Italians,  but  the 
Catholics  do  not  claim  to  have  more  than 
5000  of  them  in  their  church.

ADDRESS  BY  POWERS 


Former  Labor  Commissioner 

of  Minnesota  Tallcsto 

Steele  Men. 


Fori  Worth,  Tox..  Jan.  17.— At  today' s 
session  >^'  tlie  National  Live  Stock  as.so- 
ciatiun,  I.,.  G.  Powers,  of  Minnesota, 
.statistician  in  charge  of  the  agricultural 
census  of  i;tO*>.  spoke  about  "The  Noeessily 
for  Keliable  Statistics  in  tiie  Live  Stock 
Industry."  He  said  in  part: 

"The  value  of  domestic  animals  on 
farms,  ranches  and  ranges,  and  In  the 
cities  and  towns  of  the  United  States  at 
the  present  time  is  not  less  than  $l.Wj.- 
O(H>,0(iU.  It  represents  an  aKRregale  of 
riches  preater  than  all  the  farms  in  th« 
Vnited  States,  with  their  liuildiiiKS.  im- 
plements, machinery.  live  stock  and 
iilaves  in  1h."<).  It  is  greater  than  the  va.U' 
•if  all  forms  of  wealth,  other  than  thos. 
of  the  farm,  ihal  existed  in  the  I'nilcd 
States  in  tile  middle  of  me  century.  Uur- 
inK  the  year  just  closed  the  exports  of 
live  domestic  animals  from  the  United 
States  had  a  value  of  over  *40,iJ<J<.i,(X«>.  and 
the  value  of  exports  of  provision^  as 
tlie  various  animal  products  are  called, 
was  not  far  from  JlSO.lW.'.W.  The  totals  of 
these  two  items  was  thus  over  iZiivm.im. 
Tt<i«!  was  substantially  $:".  for  each  inhal,»- 
Itant  of  the  nation. 'The  corresijondint,' 
per  capita  export  of  domestic  animals 
and  i)rovisioMs  in  IvJJ  was  only  $1  and  in 
iMJti.  it  was  uu;  ovtr  3o  cents.  These  ex- 
ports are,  therofcre.  over  three  times  a--; 
great  relatively  at  present  as  at  the  close 
of  the  civil  war,  and  more  than  six  times 
as  large  as  at  the  middle  of  the  century. 
"This  enormous  relative  gain  in  the  «x- 
ports  of  livf  animals  ami  i«rovlsions  since 
J,s:,(j  represents  at  the  present  tim<-  a 
total  average  amount  of  $ir.o,u»»t.oo<.»  per 
annum.  The  development  of  the  live  slock 
industry  has.  therefore,  added  that  im- 
mense sum  to  llie  income  of  the  nation. 
To  that  extent  also  does  this  indu.siily 
place  the  rest  of  the  world  under  tribut.- 
lo  the  United  States.  This  economic  fact 
of  tremendous  significance,  however,  i.s 
nnlv  one  phase  or  aspect  of  the  modern 
development  of  the  live  stock  industry 
of  the  United  States.  This  greatly  in- 
creased export  has  not  bein  at  th-?  ex- 
pense of  home  consumptii.in.  That  con- 
sumption has  on  the  whole  increased  in 
spite  of  this  growth  of  export,  if  not  with 
an  eiiual  percentage  of  gain,  by  amounts 
In  totals  larg  r  man  tiie  aggregate  in- 
crease of  ext>oits.  The  lack  of  dertnite 
statistical  (lata  precludes  an  exhibit  of 
th'se  totals  in  tigures.  Somt-  Ri-neral  fac;.> 
and  comparisons  will,  howi-ver.  sufliee  as 
a  substitute.  From  1>T0  to  IV.HJ  the  in- 
tri  ase  in  tne  per  capita  consumption  of 
alcoholic  beveraKes  has  been  sufllcient  to 
attract  the  attention  of  moralists  and 
alarm  tho.<e  whi.se  vision  is  so  narrow  that 
they  can  hold  but  one  fact  at  a  time.  l?ui. 
liuring  the  sami'  vears  the  consumiition  of 
milk  in  the  citiis  and  towns  of  th--  Nortli- 
ern  states  has  increased  actually  and 
relativelv  still  more  than  that  of  alcoholic 
l)everag«"s.  This  increase  in  the  use  of 
milk,  and  thi-  accompanying  gain  in  tl:«: 
consumption  of  mtat,  butter,  cheese  and 
other  animal  products  among  the  masses 
of  our  people  are  .social  and  economic 
f.uts  second  in  importance  lo  none  of 
those  to  be  noted  in  our  midst.  They  are 
indices  of  a  social,  economic  and  moral 
progress  among  the  masses  such  as  no 
pr- filling  age  or  nation  ever  witnessed. 

"Willi  these  general  facts  before  us  we 
are  prepared  to  form  .«ome  clearer  Uba 
of  th.'  uses  and  value  of  exact  statistics 
of  the  live  stock  industry  in  the  Unlit  d 
States.  Thoye  statistics  I  will  say.  in  the 
lirst  place  are  need^l  by  the  nation  lor 
the  liKht  wliich  they  may  be  made  to 
throw  upon  the  economic  and  social  con- 
tlition  of  our  people. 

"The  American  nation  has  made  the 
most  progress  of  any  in  the  last  century 
since  our  people  have  been  the  best  fed 
and  the  live  stock  men  have  been  the 
<-hief  apents  In  supplying  the  maitriais 
which  have  rendered  this  condition  of  al- 
fairs  possible.  Will  this  nation  continue 
to  outstrip  all  her  competitors  in  the  race 
for  commercial  and  intellectual  supic- 
macv?  Much  will  dt-pend  upon  the  pos- 
sibilities of  the  live  stock  industry.  If  the 
livr-  stock  men  of  this  country  can  meet 
the  growing  demand  of  Europe  for  fresh 
meats  and  provisions  and  at  the  same 
time  furnish  to  the  increasing  millions 
at  home  an  adequate  (piantity  of  the  best 
food,  the  I'nited  States  will  assuredly 
maintain  her  present  unique  and  eavi- 
able  position  among  the  nations.  Without 
an  abilltv  to  furnish  this  food  supp'iv  tin- 
expansion  of  our  industries  and  our  com 
m»  rce  will  be  retarded. 

"Students  of  economic  conditions  need, 
therefore,  accurate  statistics  of  our  live 
stock  industrv  to  enable  them  to  form 
an  intelligent  opinion  concrning  the 
actual  and  prospective  condilii>u  of  ttur 
masses  and  the  future  of  our  imlusiry  unu 
trade.  Our  social  students  and  our  teacli- 
•  rs  of  morals,  those  intenstid  in  tem- 
perance of  other  reforms,  also  will  lind 
those  statistics  of  Kreai  value,  to  assist 
them  in  seeintt  the  world  as  ii  is,  and  not 
as  it  apt"  irs.  when  they  look,  as  so 
many  of  ihem  do.  at  only  a  few  isolate. 1 
facts.  Our  statesmen  n'-.il  those  slali.-- 
lics  to  enable  ilom  so  to  sh;!pe  our  p"u'o- 
lie  policy  and  legislation  as  to  guai- 
anlet-  the  civuinued  well  l)eing  of.  our 
masses  and  the  commercial  .sui<remacy  of 
our  nation. 

"The  live  sloek  men  themselves  arc  in- 
terested in  live  stock  statistics  as  they 
have  for  them  a  linancial.  or  as  we  sonic- 
linn^s  call  it.  a  bread  and  butter  value  o*' 
Very   ^re:i»    importance.

(Jen.  John  V.  Hobbs,  of  New  York,  spoke 
of  "The  Broadening  Markets  for  our 
Meat  Products.  "   He  said  in  part: 

"IJy  a  careful  manipulation  of  the  for- 
m>r 'wastes  of  the  slaughter  house,  the 
American  packers  have  been  able  lo  pro- 
duce iiroducts  which  have  themselv.s 
b.  Come  acceptable  tabl-  necessities  and 
d.  licacies  here  and  abroad,  suiting  la.sl<  - 
which  will  now  accept  nothing  else.  lliJ 
nianufacturoil  by-products  of  the  packin;^' 
h'luse  have  so  unburdened  the  cost  of  the 
original  carcass  itself  that  our  slaughter- 
ers have  been  enabled  to  market  the  meat 
in  this  kind  and  other  countries  at  a 
(  I..S.-  margin.  The  carcas-s  has  thus  b.^- 
come  the  by-product  of  the  abattoir, 

"With  improved  breeds  of  slock,  im- 
proved methods  of  killing,  packing  ami 
transportation,  our  goods  have  invaded 
tlie  foieinn  mark-  is  more  and  more,  fur- 
ther and  further  every  year.  RefrigeraU  n 
has  been  the  hand  maid  of  our  commerce 
in  tlie  matter  of  keeping  and  forwarding 
fr .>-h  meats  and  certain  of  our  meat  pro- 
ducts. This  assistance  has  enabled  us  to 
iliininate  time,  distance  and  weather 
conditions.

DISCUSS  PACIFIC  CABLE. 

Secretary  Long  and  Rear  Admiral 
Before  Senate  Committee. 

Washington,  Jan.  16.— Secretary  Long 
and  Rear  Admiral  liradford  api^eared 
before  the  senate  committee  on  naval 
affairs  today  in  advocacy  of  the  con- 
struction of  a  Pacific  cable  by  the  gov- 
ernment. The  secretary's  statemmt  was 
general,  and  related  entirely  to  the 
feasibility  of  the  plan  and  its  advantage 
in  doing  the  work  by  priv.rte  entei- 
prise. 

Hear  Admiral  Bradford  detailed  the 
operations  of  the  collier  Nero,  which  is 
no\v  engaged  in  making  a  preliminary 
survey  of  the  proposed  line  west  if  Hon- 
olulu." He  said  ihai  the  survey  had  been 
completed,  and  that  the  Nero  was  nnv 
on  its  return,  making  a  zig-z'.g  survey.

A  Discourse  on  Sensational  Jour- 
nalism By  Justice  Brown, 

Albany,  N.  V..  .  an.  IT.— The  principal 
address  before  Hie  State  Bar  association 
before  its  adjournment  last  night  was  by 
Justice  Brown  of  the  United  States  su- 
preme court.  His  tub.iect  was  "The  l.,ib- 
erty  of  the  Pre-s.'  in  which  he  severely

"Ugly  stories  arc  told."  he  said,  "of  the 
methods  resorted  U  to  create  a  sensalioi 
or  lo  advertise  a  p  iptr;  of  correspondenls 
sent  to  WashiuKtcn  with  instru(-tions  10 
blacken  the  chara.  ler  of  jjromincnl  men 
regardless  of  lacs,  of  editorial  .siia." 
sold  for  so  much  a  line;  of  spies  put  upon 
houses  lo  unearth  domestic  scandals,  or 
upon  the  sleiis  of  public  men  lo  ferr.-t 
out  political  Sucre  s;  of  r..speclable  wo- 
men detailed  to  walk  the  streets  at  nitfht, 
get  themselves  arie^ted  as  disreputables, 
and  spend  a  night  in  prison  for  the  sak.-' 
of  a  startling  arti?le  upon  the  intamous 
persecution  of  woriclng  women;  of  various 
other  contrivance;  by  hook  or  crook 
against  some  inondnent  ofllcial.  For  th'- 
iredit  of  humanit.-,  not  lo  say  for  th'- 
honor  of  a  great  irofession,  let  us  hope 
that    thtse  stories    ire  untrue. 

'•The  next  step  n  their  downward  ca- 
reer was  the  illust  rations— and  such  ibu.-- 
tratlons.  Pictures  <  f  great  events,  bailii  s, 
murders  and  sudcen  deaths  often  occu 
pied  a  foot  of  spa  e-,  ofi^'U  drawn  on  im- 
ai?inatinn.  If  lh>  re  bo  another  v.orse  than 
these-  the  mind  of  man  hath  not  hitheit-J 
conceived  them.  Piobably  no  law  could  be

pulse  «t  th-'  law,  but  it  is  to  brt  regrett.d 
that  the  great  m.TKs  of  American  peoph 
are  so  imiierfectb'  educated  as  lo  take 
pleasure-  in  these  abortions  of  the  en- 
graver's art.  ..

coarse  and  libel(ui<,  but  in  the  pnotiea.

*'I  Would  Not  Sell  the  Life  of  One  Amer- 
ican Soldier  Boy  For  All  the  Trade 
of  the  Orient. 

AN  ELOQUENT  ADDRESS. 


Following  is  an  extract  from  the  el<^- 
qupnt  and  convincing  speech  by  Hon. 
William  J.  Bryan  in  denunciation  of  the 
policy  of  imperialism,  delivered  at  the 
recent  Democratic  demon.«tration  in  the 
p:xposition  liuilding  at  Minneapolis: 

The  Republican  party  is  attempting  to 
change  the  whole  character  of  our  na- 
tion without  asking  the  people  what 
they   think  about  it. 

When  did  the  people  authorize  an  im- 
perial policy?  In  1S96.  when  they  elect- 
ed a  president?

ih;it  wa.<s  the  last  ►  lection  of  members  of 
ci  ngresjs  and  the  last  ekction  of  legi^Ui- 
turt  s  that  t>le<t'-d  senators,  and  yet  th^ 
poiple  did  ni>t  vote  on  imperialism  in 
].vf>s.  because  the  ireaty  with  Spain  was 
not  signed  until  a  month  after  'he  elec- 
tion. The  Ktpubliian  party  had  no 
policy,  and  when  the  people  voted  in 
ISIiS  'ihey  ili.l  n"t  vote  for  an  imperial 
policy,  b^^.-ause  they  could  no:  la-  as- 
sumed to  fav.  r  a  thing  about  which  they 
had  never  heard.  -\nd  yet  llu-  i;epuo- 
lican  party  is  attempting  now  »o  com- 
mit this  great  nation  to  a  policy  upon 
which  the  i  i-ople  of  the  country  hav<> 
never  spoken.

The  white 
race  will  not  go  to  the  tropics.

At  that  time  there  was  not  the  preju- 
dice against  these  mercenary  swords 
which  the  military  ethics  of  modern 
Europe  have  fostered.  Pew  foreigners 
have  risen  to  eminence  in  the  English 
service,  but  large  numbers  of  alien.s 
were  recruited  for  us  in  the  Napoleonic 
wars.  Besides  the  famous  Hessians, 
there  were  the  French  Chasseurs  Bri- 
tannique,  three  Swiss  regiments,  thi 
Cursican  rangers  and  the  Greek  light 
infantry.  In  the  Crimean  war  a  Ge<-man 
legion  was  recruited  in  Heligoland,  but 
they  never  distinguished  themselves  on 
the  field,  and  the  precedent  is  not  likely 
Ic.  be  followed.

Englishmen  and  adven- 
turers of  no  countr.v.  Some  of  them.  ll'Ke 
Lord  Cochrane  and  Hobart  Pasha,  have 
established  themselves  on  a  higher  plane 
than  the  mercenary  can  usually  hope  to 
uccupy.  Th(^  former's  brilliant  record 
with  the  English.  Chilian.  Brazilian  and 
(;ieek  navies  in  turn  is  probably  unioue. 
though  Paul  Jon«-s  may  be  set  down  as 
a  bad  second.  The  ex-apprentice  of  a 
Whitehaven  collier,  who  was  the  most 
successful  American  naval  oflficei  in  th? 
war  nf  independence,  and  held  com- 
mand thereafter  in  the  French,  and  then 
in  the  Russian  navy,  is  not  the  heroic 
fienre  which  modern  eulogists  in  the 
Inited  States  like  to  picture,  but  he 
was  a  fine  seaman  and  a  gallant  ti^jhter.

The  Hungarian  war  f>f  indepen- 
dence in  1848  next  employed  his  des- 
perate valor  and  at  Temeswar  he  had 
three  horse.s"  killed  under  him.

and  all  of  them  combined  are  as  a  street 
tight  to  the  big  battle  when  compared  to 
the  encounter  of  the  Robinson  employes 
with  the  Texas  desperadoes.  The  v,  tcran 
( lown.  John  Lowlow,  of  this  city,  -was  a 
participant  in  that  light,  as  was  ^ohn 
Wilson,  the  well-known  four-horse  rider. 
Ail  those  who  were  engaged  unite  in  the 
strtement  that  Billy  Devere,  the  singer, 
song  writer  and  poet,  who  has  many 
friends  in  Cincinnati,  was  the  hero  of  that 
sanguinarv  conflict.  His  bravery  and  en- 
ergy excited  the  undounded  admiration 
of  his  pluckv  associates,  and  Billy  Devere 
enjovs  the  reputation  of  being  one  of  the 
iiiVviest  men  in  America.  That  terribl.' 
battle  is  indelibly  impreessed  upon  the 
minds  of  the  Robinson  people  wlio  were 
there.  I.owlow  tells  the  thrilling  story 
as  follows: 

"After  the  war  the  traveling  shows  con- 
linuallv  had  trouble  in  the  South."  began 
the  veteian.  "The  jiolico  protection  was 
verv  poor,  and  while  a  majority  of  the 
people  were  all  right,  there  was  always  a 
gang  of  desperadoes,  vicious  fellows,  who 
waited  for  the  shows  to  come  along  thai 
thev  might  do  some  shooting  and  killing. 
Texas  was  particularly  uncongenial  for 
traveling  combinations,  because  a  tough 
element  that  wanted  nothing  better  than 
a  scran  with  circus  men.  I  do  not  re- 
member hte  exact  date,  but  it  was  in  the 
latter  nart  of  November  that  our  show- 
reached  Jacksonville.  Tex.,  a  little  town 
in  Cherokee  county.  The  day  was  beauti- 
ful, and  there  was  every  indication  of  a 
big  business.  Af.  I  walked  U!)iown  an 
old  man  remarked:  'I  hope  you  people 
won't  liave  anv  trouble  here  today,  but 
there  is  a  crowd  in  town  that  are  spoil- 
ing for  a  fight,  and  will  act  ugly.'  A  col- 
ored man  warned  me  that  many  of  the 
resident.-;  of  the  neighborhood  had  loaded 
their  ^uns  and  ex.oecied  a  quarrel.  Ot 
course,  we  wanted  to  avoid  any  foublc. 
No  show  will  deliberately  start  a  ftght. 
and  thev  will  stand  a  great  deal  before 
attacking  the  trouble  makers.  The  show 
be'.?an  at  1  o'clock.  A  crowd  of  feilows 
In  one  end  cf  the  tent  were  disposed  lo 
ral=e  a  rumpus  from  the  start.  A  big, 
builv  Texan  sat  down  next  to  the  riti}, 
an  J  "hung  hi.s  feet  over  the  ropes,  which 
raised  a  laugh  .-imong  his  companions,  i 
went  over  to  liim  and  quietly  asked  hiai 
If  he  would  take  liis  feet  off  th»'  ropes. 
He  did  not  pay  the  slightest  attention  to 
my  request. 

"Big  Bill   Devere,   who  heard   me   make 
the    re(iuest,     came    out    of    the    dressniij 
room,  but   1  urged  him  "tO  be  careful  an-.i 
1  not    start    a    fuss.      I    asked    the       fellow 
again,  but  he  completely  ignored  me.  An- 
other member  of  the  company  asked   :he

harass  us  in  every  way  by  calling  the  men 
vile  names  and  interfering  with  the  work 
of    the    "razor    backs.  "      The    clash    cam- 
when  a  big  brute  standing  behind  a  work- 
man   who    was    shoving   a    cage    onto    the 
cars    drove    a    dagger    right    between    the 
shoulder    blades    of    the    circus    man.      It 
was    evident    that    the    crowd    of    ruthans 
would  not  be  .satisfied  with  anything  but 
a     battle,     and    Jack     Rabinson     shouted. 
"Hev,    Rubel"     In  an   instant    the   fu.silade 
began.     Those  who  ha<i  no  %veapors  grub- 
bod   stake   i)ins   or  axes   and   went    at    tne 
cow.irdlv  crow-d  with  desnerate  deternv..i- 
ation.     "Billy    Devere    emerged    from    his 
hiding  place  with  a  revolver  In  each  hand. 
From   a   saloon    a    few   yards   away   cam  • 
several  vo.levs  of  buckshot.     Devere  male 
for    the   place   and    broke   down    the    door 
as   though   it   had   been   made  of  paper.  A 
charge    of   shot    just   grazed    his    forehead 
as  he  entered  the  place.     He  saw  the  fel- 
low  who    had    fired   the    gun   drop   behisul 
the    counter.

••Half  a  dozen  guns  let  go  at  the  as>as- 
sin,  and  he  dropped  in  ins  tracks,  lor 
mote  than  an  hour  the  battle  rages.  It 
grew  dark,  but  the  firing  continuea  it  in- 
f-rvals.  Wc  had  twenty-one  men  wound- 
ed, but  onlv  one  man  was  killed,  while 
.<ix  of  the  enemy  were  dca.l  and  more 
than  a  score  wounded.  We  were  in  a 
desperate  condition.  Wc  knew  Ihat  the 
gang  would  .-secure  re-enforeemetit.s. 
Word  was  sent  to  the  shcritT  and  toWn  ol- 
ficials  that  if  we  were  lurth-r  mol-sted 
wc  would  saturate  the  place  with  oil  and 
burn  the  town.  This  had  the  desired  el- 
feet.  The  scoundrels  had  cut  the  bridge 
over  a  stream  just  outside  of  the  town. 
but  we  managed  to  get  over  all  ngln. 
The  next  dav  a  pas.sengcr  train  wni 
tiirough  the  bridge  and  a  numbei-  of  l>- o- 
l)le  were  killed.  When  wc  got  :iway  Irom 
Jaiksonvllle  we  cut  the  telegraph  wires 
in  several  places,  so  that  they  could  g<-t 
no  word  to  Crockett,  the  next  slop.  \\  e 
plaved  at  Crockett,  at  11  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  as  the  peopie  were  all  in  town, 
and  got  awav  as  quickly  as  we  cou.d. 
Frnm  there  we  went  to  Houston  and  got 
to  Galveston  as  soon  as  possible.  We  had 
twentv-one  towns  still  to  play  in  the  stati . 
but  Jack  Robinson  knew  that  the  autho- 
rities were  on  our  trail  and  that  to  b.* 
taken  back  to  Jack.sonville  meant  a 
Ivnching.  Devere  was  the  particular  ob- 
j"ect  of  their  wratU  and  we  were  assured 
that  if  he  were  .'•-urrcndored  none  of  the 
others  would  be  molested.  By  a  utile 
subterfuge  the  show  managed  to  get  out 
of  Texas.  Robinson  hired  two  steamers. 
Wc  gave  shows  on  Saturday  and  Monday 
and  a  show  was  announced  for  Tuesday, 
but  earlv  in  the  morning  we  got  aw-ay  on 
the  steamers  for  Brazos  City.  That  bloody 
battle  in  Texas  cost  the  show  |6i,w'>.  for 
it  broke  up  the  season  and  most  ol  the 
show  people,  after  being  paid  off.  came 
North.  The  Robinson  show  has  never 
plaved  in  Texas  since  that  time,  but  T».iny 
other  shows  have  done  so.  I  was  in 
Marsliall,  Texas,  in  l^'^t\  and  met  some 
one  who  knew  of  my  licing  mixed  up  in 
the  Jacksonville  light. 

••1  was  jifraid  that  he  would  get  me  into 
trouble,  but  he  said:  'You  ne(  d  have  no 
fear,  as  all  the  ringleaders  In  that  hgiit 
have  eitle.  r  been  killed  or  arc  in  the  peni- 
tentiarv.  The  Texas  authorities  ur  d

While    the     circus    people    declare    that 
they  never  start  a  fight  there   is   not   the 
slightest    doubt    that    they    provoke    it    by 
allowing  faklr.s   to   defraud    their   patrons 
by  various  skin  games,  and  fhis  naturally 
raises  a  row,  in  which   the  friends  of  the 
victim  join.     There  are  only  a   few  siiows 
nowadays    whicli    allow    "grafters'"    with 
them,    and    the    danger    from    all    trouble 
from  their  nefarious  operations  is  reduced 
to  u  minimum.     The  meanness  and   :  plte 
of    the    tougli    element    toward    travelm.g 
tent  shows  is  exhibited  differently  in  vari- 
ous localities.     In  some  places  a  circus  is 
never   allowed  to  parade  without  a   light. 
The  people  in  Omaha.  Neb.,  and  Leadville, 
Col.,    will    not    permit    the    announcement 
of    the    concert    during    the    regular    per- 
formance.    They  do  not  stop  the  concect, 
but  they  will  not  allow  the  fact  that  there 
is  to  be"  one  orally  made  known.    In  other 
jilaces    the    shows    cannot    give    a    concert 
at  all  without   the  risk  of  having  trouble 
on  their  hands.     The  w-orst  source  of  ,in- 
noyance  to  circus  neople  nowadays  is  the 
excessive   license  charged   in   many    towns 
and   the   blackmailing   tactics   of  city  and 
county   officials.     This  is  an  evil   that   the 
showmen    hope    to   eradicate  by   a   s>-jng 
organization,    si:ch    as    exists    among    the 
commercial     traveders.      Besides    all     t'ds 
the   various  show    combinations  occa'don- 
ally  get   into  iiuarrels  among  themselv.  s, 
when    all    sorts    of    disreputable    schemes 
are  resorted  to  in  order  to  ruin  the  Ic.*!- 
ness    of    the    other    fellows.     The    meanest 
and    most    effective    used    to    be    whar    is 
known    as    •'smallpoxing"    a    show.      This 
was    nothing    more    than    circulating    'he 
report   that   some  of  the  employes  of  ihe 
circus   were   affected   with  smalipox.    Tliis 
method    of    squelching    a    rival    has    Ix-en 
known    to   almost   break    up   a    show   and 
send    it   off   the    road   entirely.     Of   recent 
years  the  despicable  means  has  not   bee:i 
resorted  to.

Battle   Between  Giant  Apes  In  an 
African  Forest. 

"After  the  adjustment  of  our  little 
unpleasantness  with  the  South,"  said 
Capt.  Jack  Benton,  relates  the  New  York 
Sun,  "I  drifted  back  into  civil  life.  It 
seemed  monotonous,  however,  after  the 
excitement  of  campaigning,  and,  receiv- 
ing an  offer  to  go  to  Africa  and  collect 
animals  for  menageries,  I  jumjied  at  it. 
My  work  took  me  into  the  interior  of 
I'pper  Guinea,  which  was  then  abeiut 
as  wild  a  country  as  there  was  in  the 
world. 

"One  morning  I  left  camp  to  make  a 
circuit  of  some  traps  wc  had  set  in  ,the 
night,  and  as  I  wasn't  on  the  lookout 
for  big  game  I  took  only  a  light  riik- 
with  me.  Trudging  through  the  woods, 
I  came  on  a  little  clearing,  and  there, 
not  fifty  feet  away,  I  saw  a  big  male 
gorilla.  He  was  on  all  fours,  half 
squatting  on  the  ground. 

"Equipped  with  only  a  light  rifle,  I 
had  no  ambition  to  meddle  with  the 
beast.  I  slipped  back  into  the  under- 
brush and  was  about  to  make  off  as 
quickly  as  possibJe,  when  the  peculiarity 
of  the  gorilla's  actions  attracted  me. 
He  seemed  to  be  trying  to  look  as 
amiable  as  was  possible  for  such  a 
monster,  and  a  second  glance  showed 
me  the  reason  for  this.  At  the  right  of 
the  clearing  was  a  second  goriKa, 
smaller,  but  equally  ferocious-looking, 
a  fitting  mate  for  the  first  big  brut*-. 
I  had  evidently  discovered  a  gorilla 
courtship. 

•The  male  gorilla,  trying  to  attract 
the  attention  of  the  female  by  un- 
couth motions,  was  beginning  to  ad- 
vance clumsily  toward  her,  when  sud- 
denly a  dull  boom:  boom!  sounded  from 
far  away  in  the  forest.  Up  to  that  in- 
stant the  male  gorilla,  while  savage- 
looking,  had  given  no  sign  of  being 
angry,  but  now  all  was  changed.  His 
huge  jaws  shut  together  with  a  snap. 
Then  through  the  silence  which  had 
fallen  on  the  jungle  when  the  first 
sullen  challenge  was  heard  came  a  shari) 
bark,  followed  by  a  deeii  humming 
sound.  It  was  the  terrible  battle  call 
of  a  full-grown  gorilla,  the  cry  sent  out 
when  he  is  about  to  fight  to  the  death 
for  a  mate.  At  the  end  of  each  echoing 
challenge  the  hairy  giant  beat  with 
his  big  hands  <ui  his  chest,  wliile  at  the 
other  end  of  the  clearing,  wailing  to  be- 
stow her  hand  on  the  vietor.  sat  the 
female  gorilla  who.sc  charms  had  in- 
spired  such  jealous  rage. 

■Sudde-nly  there  was  a  little  lUiiiy  at 
the   left    end    of    the   clearing,    and    the 
ehalhnger    broke    through    the    bushes 
into  plain  sight.     He  was  worthy  to  do 
battle  with  the  first  giant.     1   could  see 
he    was    a    veteran,    with    the   scars    of 
manv  battles  <ui  him.     His  big  lips  were 
rolled    up    in    a    grint    snar' 
broken  teeth  and  great  gaps 
of   former  battles.      Both 
taller  than   the    average 
stood  on  their  hind  feet 
their   enormous    breadth 
shoulders  made   them 
ting,   hairy   giants.     In   fighting 
both  seemed  equal,  for  while  the  second, 
older  gorilla  had  evidently  been  in 
battles,  yet  the  one  I  had  first 
the  jungle  had  an  advantage  in  strength 
and  youth.  .  , 

"Neither  of  the  big  animals  wasted 
time  in  preliminaries;  they  had  worked 
themselves  up  into  such  an  insanity  of 
rage  that  only  killing  would  satisf.v 
Each  advanced  on  his  hind  legs  until 
within  six  feet  of  the  other.  Then  the 
younger  gorilla  began  to  fight.  Step- 
ping forward  with  marvellous  quickness 
for  such  an  ungainly  animal,  he  struck 
a  flail-like  blow  with  his  huge  paws. 
Had  the  blow  gone  home,  no  mere  flesh 
and  blood,  not  even  the  big-boned  frame 
of  his  antagonist,  could  have  withstood 
it  But  the  old  gorilla  had  been  in  too 
manv  death  grapples  to  be  caught  so 
earlv  in  the  fight.  Even  as  the  big 
arm" swung  around  he  sprang  forward, 
coming  in  close  so  as  to  miss  the  full 
force  of  the  swing.  The  next  instant  he 
had  swung  his  own  arm  around  the 
young  gorilla's  neck,  encircling  it  with 
four  feet  of  steel  muscles  and  holding 
his  enemy's  h^ad  stiff  upright,  so  that 
hf>  could  not  bring  the  terrible  te«-th 
into  plav  Then  the  old  gorilla  opened 
his  heavv  jaws,  and  getting  a  firm  grip 
on  the  riffht  shoulder  of  the  younger 
gorilla,  held  on  like  a  bulldog,  tearing 
his  way  through 
and  sinews  and 
fi  I  opponent.     At 
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about    the    younger    gorilla    in    a    rib- 
breaking  grip. 

"It  was  only  for  an  instant,  however, 
that  things  Icwked  so  desperate  for  the 
yc)Unger    fighter.        The    first      gorilla's 
splendid    fighting    ability    and    tremen- 
dous     strength      showed      themselves. 
Whirling  up   his  left  arm,  he  fastene<i 
his  long  fingers  about  his  antagonist'.-; 
throat  and  tried  to  break  his  grip  and 
shove  his  head  back.     At  first  the  only 
effect  of  this  was  to  make  the  old  fellow 
tighten  his  grip  on  the  other's  shoulder. 
Then  the  younger  gorilla  put  forth  all 
his  strength.     I  could  see  the  muscles 
of  his  arm,  shoulders  and  back  gathe»* 
themselves   into   big   knots   and    bunch 
up  as  if  they  would  break  through  the 
skin.      The    murderous    deep-set     eyes 
started    forward    until    they    were   level 
with  the  cheek  bones.    A  last  desperated 
effort  and  the  big  head  went  back,   the 
tightly    closed   jaws    of    the   old    gorilla 
tearing  out   flesh   and   sinews   as    they 
were  shoved  away,   but   not   ungripped. 
Then  the  old  fighter's  right  arm  slowly 
and     reluctantly     uncoiled     from     the 
other's  neck.     The  younger  gorilla   had 
broken  the  death  grip.     Both  big  fight- 
ers were  momentarily  free  and  stepped 
back  to  re.gain  breath. 

"Although  wounded,  it  was  the 
younger  geu'illa  that  made  the  attack. 
This  time  he  did  no:  waste  any  efforts 
(>n  blows  with  his  huge  paws.  WHien 
they  had  approachi-d  almost  within 
striking  distance  the  younger  of  the 
fighters  made  a  rush.  He  received  a 
blow  on  the  head  that  would  have 
crushed  a  man's  skull.  It  scarcely 
staggered  him.  Then  both  his  long" 
arms  wrapped  themselves  around  his 
o))ponent's  neck,  and  holding  his  an- 
tagonist tightly  clasix'd,  he  began  bit- 
ing with  fierce  ene'igy.  n<it  a  steady 
grippin.g  bite,  but  furious,  tearing 
gnashes,  which  ripped  skin  and  fiesii 
from  face  and  shoulders  and  chest. 

"The  older  gorilla  was  taken  by  sur- 
prise at  this  .sudden  ru.sh  and  change 
of  tactics  by  his  opponent.  But  though 
at  a  disadvantage,  he  was  too  old  a 
fighter  to  be  easily  di.«rmayed.  First 
he  seciwed  a  grip  on  his  opponent's 
throat,  and  straining  every  muscle, 
ti-ie^d  to  tear  himself  free  from  the  in- 
furiatc-d  grasp  of  the  yemngcr  beast. 
He  might  as  easily  have  broken  a  steel 
cable  as  the  strangling  hold  of  his  en- 
raged opponent.  Then  the  older  fighter 
relaxed  his  grip  on  the  other's  throat, 
and  placing  both  his  big  human-like 
paws  on  the  younger's  face,  tried  to 
force  his  head  back. 

"This  brought  on  a  terrible  tnal  of 
strength.  If  the  ohl  gorilla  could  fon^e 
fhe  other's  head  back,  he  would  be  frc^e 
anil  might  perhaps  break  his  enemy's 
neck.  Eaeh  of  the  huge  fighters  seemed 
to  know  this,  and  put  forth  all  of  his 
great  strength.  Back,  shoulders,  arni<* 
and  neek  were  called  into  play,  the 
heavy  muscles  rippling  up  and  gather- 
ing into  big  knots.  The  snarlinff 
growls  which  had  marked  the  l>eginning 
of  the  fight  had  died  away.  Each  ani- 
mal was  silent.  A  stillness  seemed  to 
have  fallen  on  the  whole  Jungle,  and 
the  crackling  of  the  twigs  and  dry 
leaves  seemed  unnaturally  loud  as  the 
two  g-igantic  fighters  came  to  the  su- 
preme struggle. 

••For  what  was  pre>bably  half  a  min- 
ute, the  two  semi -human  shapes  J?loo<l 
tht-re  putting  forth  every  energy.  At 
last  the  younger  fighter'.*?  face  was 
within  two  inches  of  his  opponent's 
head.  The  younger  gorilla  made  a  su- 
preme efTort.  twisteil  his  head  suddenly, 
and  before  his  opponent  could  dodge, 
had  fastened  his  teeth  in  a  death  grip 
on  the  throat  of  the  veteran  fighter. 

"The  veteran  was  borne  backwards, 
carying  his  foe  down  with  him.  Fnles.'* 
he  could  loosen  the  grip  on  his  throat 
he  was  doomed  and  the  old  fighter 
knew  it.  Over  and  over  on  the  ground 
the  two  huge  apei?  rolled,  fighting  de.««- 
pei-ately.  but  without  sound  save  for  the 
!--hiill  hi.s^ing  of  their  breaths  as  it  was 
forced  fre»m  their  heaving  e-hests.  The 
veteran  of  m-any  a  hard-fou.ghl  jungle 
battle  knew  his  own  end  had  come. 

•Cp  t'^*  this  time  the  battle  had  been 
fought  in  silence,  but  as  the  old  geuilla 
gave  up  the  contest  and  felt  the  teeth 
of  his  antagonist  sinking  deeper  and 
dcH-jier  into  his  throat,  the  j>ain  was 
greate-r  than  h«-  could  b«-ar.  He  broke 
into  a  wailing  ery  that  echoed  thn>ugh 
(he  jungle.  1  have  he'aiel  the-  death  cry 
of  many  animals,  but  never  a  call  like 
that  of  the  dving  gorilla,  for  it  was  not 
like  an  animal,  but  the  wail  of  a  man. 
in  overmastering  pain,  a  choking  half 
sob.  half  .shriek.  Again  and  again  it 
rosf  up.  I  lifte'd  my  rifle  and  then 
loweretl  it.  fov  I  eould  not  help  the  <dd 
gorilla,  and  to  meddle  in  that  fight  with 
only  mv  light  rifle  meant  my  own  death. 
The  haif  human  wail  broke  out  again, 
but  while  I  was  standing  irresolute  it 
ceased.  The  fierce,  hard-fighting,  hard- 
biting  young  gorilla  had  been  working 
his  wav  through  his  antagonist's  throat 
and  had  at  last  bitten  through  the  wind 
pipe.  The  great  fight  was  over,  and  the 
veteran  of  many  similar  contests  had 
met  the  fate'he  had  meted  out  to  others. 

•I  watched  the  younger  ape,  as  if  fas- 
cinated, while  he  wreaked  his  ven- 
geance on  the  body  of  his  dead  enemy. 
Then  with  a  start  it  occurred  tj  me  that 
I  would  suffer  a  similar  fate  if  I  stayed 
in  that  vicinity.  But  I  had  no  real 
cau«e  for  alarm.  The  gorilla  had  other 
matters  to  think  of.  The  last  .glimpse 
I  had  of  the  conuqeror  was  as,  with  the 
glare  of  battle  still  in  his  eyes  and 
covered  from  head  to  foot  with  his  own 
blood  and  that  of  his  enemy,  he  marched 
off  in  triumph  toward  her  for  whom  he 
had  fought  so  desperately  and  so  well.  '

A  ShlJIATORIAL  SYNDICATE. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Detroit  News, 
revelations  made  in  connection  with  the 
effort  to  unseat  Mr,  Clark,  who  outbid 
Mr,  Daly  for  the  Montana  senatorahip 
last  year,  indicate  that  the  business  is 
one  which,  in  these  days  of  combination 
and  concentration,  cannot  much  longer 
remain  in  the  hands  of  private  indi- 
viduals. It  is  evident  that  the  sums  of 
money  required  for  these  purposes  can 
be  furnished  in  but  few  instances  by  in- 
dividual capitalists,  and  that  the  trade 
must  eventually  fall  into  the  hands  of 
large  syndicates  and  corporations— of 
judicious  combinations,  in  fact— which, 
being  obliged  to  confine  their  operations 
to  no  one  state,  would  be  able,  doubt- 
less, to  effect  great  economies  in  the 
business  and  to  utilize  the  product  much 
more  profitably  than  is  possible  under 
the  present  loose  and  unsystematic  iir- 
rangement. 

Once  launched  in  the  enterprise,  says 
the  News,  a  combination  of  capital 
would  readily  see  the  advantages  to  be 
derived  from  the  control  of  a  majority 
of  the  senate  seats,  and  would  increase 
its  capital  stock  and  other  securities 
with  that  end  in  view.  As  the  system 
developed,  it  would,  perhaps,  be  found 
desirable  to  purchase  the  seats  in  the 
names  of  particular  individuals.  The 
certificates  of  election  could  be  made 
out  in  blank,  and  the  owners  could  thfn 
dispose  of  them  at  private  sale  to  am- 
bitious millionaires  or  retain  them  all, 
and  place  a  corresponding  number  of 
proxies  at  the  disposal  of  its  board  of 
directors,  A  proprietary  administra- 
tion would  find  such  a  plan  greatly  to 
its  advantage  and  could  not  fail  to  ap- 
preciate the  added  effectiveness  of  ac- 
tual ownership  of  a  majority  of  all  the 
seats  ir*  the  upper  house  of  congress. 
Mr.  Hanna  will  doubtless  be  one  of  the 
first  to  grasp  the  advantages  involved 
in  the  suggestion  made  by  the  Detroit 
paper.

A  delega- 
tion of  their  unions  called  on  Congress- 
man Babcock  yesterday  and  urged  him 
to  oppo.«se  the  measure.  They  represent- 
ed that  this  legislation  is  inimi'.-al  to  the 
interests  of  organized  labor,  and  subver- 
sive of  legislation  secured  by  long  con- 
tinued agitation  and  efforts  on  the  part 
of  the  workingmen  of  the  country,  in- 
asmuch as  it  places  in  the  power  of  one 
Hian  at  his  own  discretion  to  abrogate 
laws  enacted  for  the  benefit  of  trailers. 
Ml.  Babccck.  who  is  chairman  of  the 
I  jmmittee  on  the  District  of  Columbia, 
promised  to  oppose  the  bill,  and  said  he 
thought  the  printing  of  the  census  o«ice 
should  be  done  by  the  government. 

It  might  he  well  for  organized  labor 
in  Duluth  to  intimate  to  Mr.  Morris  that 
he  had  i>etter  drop  Mr.  Merrlam's  idea, 
unless  he  desires  to  be  regarded  nS  an 
enemy  of  union  labor. 


TAXES  AT  TOP  yOTVH. 

Reference  was  made  yesterday  in 
these  columns  to  the  statement  by  Con- 
gressman Hopkins,  of  Illinois,  after  a 
talk  with  the  president,  that  the  ad- 
ministration is  opposed  to  any  change 
in  the  war  taxes  being  made  at  the 
present  session  of  congress.  A  similar 
annourrcement  has  been  made  by  the 
chairman  of  the  ways  and  means  com- 
mittee of  the  house  of  representatives. 
When  the  great  expense  of  continuing 
the  policy  of  imperialism  is  recalled,  it 
is  not  surprising  that  the  administra- 
tion opposes  any  reduction  of  the  war 
taxes.  The  people  must  pay  for  im- 
perialism. It  is  an  expensive  policy,  and 
so  the  war  taxes  must  remain. 

For  the  fiscal  year  which  closed  with 
June  last  the  collections  of  internal 
revenues  amounted  to  $273,484,573,  and 
for  the  present  fi.scal  year  they  are  es- 
timated by  the  commissioner  at  $285,000.- 
000.  That  amount  is  indicative  of  various 
things.  A  century  ago  the  internal  rev- 
enue collections  amounted  to  less  than 
$800,000.  Never  before  in  the  history  of 
this  country  was  such  an  enormous 
amount  collected  from  the  people  in  the 
.shape  of  internal  revenues  as  at  pres- 
ent, with  the  single  exception  of  the  last 
year  of  the  civil  war,  when  the  country 
had  the  largest  armies  in  the  field  and 
the  expenses  were  for  that  reason  tre- 
mendous. 

The  amount  of  internal  revenues  col- 
lected during  the  present  fiscal  year  ex- 
ceeds the  total  expenditures  of  the  gov- 
ernment in  any  one  year  from  1875  down 
to  1890.  They  exceed,  also,  the  gross 
amount  collected  in  any  one  year  in  the 
.'^hape  of  custom  duties,  even-  the  vast 
total  of  $220,000,000  collected  ten  ye.irs 
ago.  which  has  never  been  exceeded  in 
the  history  of  the  government.  In  the 
face  of  these  figures  the  people  are  told 
that  taxes  cannot  be  reduced  because 
everj'  cent  is  needed  to  carry  on  the 
policy  of  imperialism.  Some  of  the 
people  have  evidently  received  all  they 
voted  for  in  1896,  while  all  of  the  people 
are  made  to  suffer  under  this  mistaken 
policy.  Within  the  period  of  ten  years 
the  expenditures  of  the  government 
have  been  doubled  and  what  have  the 
people  who  must  bear  the  burden  to 
show  for    it? 


tlon.  As  Mr.  Roosevelt  sees  the  question, 
morality  does  not  count  in  such  affairs. 
Let  us  be  candid,  he  says  to  his  friend  in 
effect.  America  is  no  better  than  Britain. 
It  is  like  this:  "England  Is  a  predatory 
nation.  So  are  we.  She  takes  all  she  can 
get.  and  keeps  all  she  takes.  Her  word  Is 
not  always  quite  as  good  as  her  bond.  She 
is  pledged  to  leave  Egypt.  Well,  we  are 
pledged  to  leave  Cuba.  We  will  both  with- 
draw about  the  same  time."  Must  this 
bit  of  candor,  asks  the  Springfield  Repub- 
lican, be  accepted  as  a  "give-away"  of  the 
imperialist  position  as  it  Is  reflected  by  the 
powers-that-be  through  the  Roosevelt 
family? 

The  governor  of  South  Carolina  Is  able 
to  say  In  his  annual  message  that  there 
has  been  no  mob  violence  in  the  state  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  And  this  In  spite  of  the 
fact  that  at  least  one  crime  of  the  kind 
which  usually  calls  out  a  lynching  was 
committed  in  the  time  mentioned.  The 
criminal,  however,  was  given  a  legal  trial 
and  left  to  the  constituted  officers  for 
punishment.  There  were  103  lynchlngs  In 
the  Southern  states  last  year,  and  the 
Charleston  News  and  Courier  congratu- 
lates the  people  of  South  Carolina  that 
they  had  no  part  in  making  this  record. 

Philadelphia  has  a  peculiar  interest  in 
the  Paris  exposition,  because  It  Is  to  re- 
ceive $12,000  as  rent  for  the  house  In  Paris 
formerly  owned  by  the  famous  American 
dentist.  Dr.  ?::vans.  who  helped  the  Em- 
press Eugenie  to  escape.  This  fine  man- 
sion, at  the  corner  of  the  Avenue  Mala- 
koff  and  the  Bols  de  Boulogne,  now  the 
property  of  Philadelphia  under  Dr.  Evans' 
will,  is  to  be  used  by  the  French  govern- 
ment as  the  palace  of  sovereigns  and 
royal  personages  visiting  the  exhibition. 

Many  a  law  is  passed  which  becomes 
obsolete  by  disuse  thougrn  never  repealed. 
An  instance  is  the  law  requiring  the  secre- 
tary of  the  treasury  to  publish  weekly  In 
a  Washington  newspaper  the  condition  of 
the  treasury.  The  law  was  passed  In  1844 
and  has  not  been  obeyed  since  1S62.  It 
was  dug  up  by  a  New  York  newspape^ 
during  the  recent  criticism  of  Secretary 
Gage  on  account  of  his  selection  of  a 
favorite  bank  for  government  deposits.

The  heathen  In- 
dians suppose  that  the  world  was  creaica 
by  Atahacam.  and  that  a  deity  named 
Messon  repaired  it  when  it  was  old.  une 
day  Messon  was  hunting  with  lynxes  in- 
stead of  dogs.  His  savage  companions 
swam  Into  a  great  lake  and  were  ost. 
Messon  searched  for  them  eveiywtiere 
without  success,  when  a  bird  told  nim 
that  he  would  find  them  in  the  middle  of 
the  lake.  He  entered  the  lake  to  bring 
back  his  Ivnxes,  but  the  lake  began  to 
overflow  its  banks  and  Anally  deluged  ilie 
world.  Messon,  astonished,  sent  a  crow 
to  bring  him  a  piece  of  earth  from  wbicn 
h»'  intentled  to  reconstruct  the  land,  but 
the  crow  could  not  find  any.  He  made  an 
otter  dive  into  the  waters,  but  the  oiler 
was  as  unsuccessful  as  the  crow.  At  last 
he  sent  the  muskrat  who  brought  him  a 
little  bii,  from  which  Messon  reconstruct- 
ed the  earth  as  it  now  is.

It  is  expected  that  the  anti-trust  con- 
ference to  be  held  in  Chicago  on  Lin- 
coln's birthday.   Feb.  12,  will   bring  to- 
gether a  number  of  men  of  great  emin- 
ence in  the  nation,  and  all  noted      for 
their  intelligence,  effective  and  uncom- 
promising hostility   to   trusts.       It  will 
be  remembered  that  a  few  weeks  ago  a 
conference  was  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Civic  federation,  which  professed 
to  be  wholly  a  discussion  of  the  trust 
problem  pro  and  con.

This  coming  conference  is  to      differ 
from  the  other  In  that  It  Is  to  be  m?.ie 
up,  so  far  as  Its  promoters  can  arrange 
It,  only  of  men  who  are  distinctly  hos- 
tile to  the  trusts.      It  is  expect.-d  that 
heroic  measures  for  the  destruction  of 
these  monopolistic  combinations  will  be 
advised  and  it  is  very  notable  that  in 
the  long  list  of  names  of  those  inter- 
ested in  the  affair  which  is  given  out, 
nearly  all  are  Democrats  or  associated 
with  the  allied  forces  that  made      the 
battle  in  1896. 

In  truth,  the  anti-trust  conference  will 
be  in  all  essentials  a  Democratic  gather- 
ing, for  it  is  becoming  more  and  more 
the  general  l>elief  that  it  is  through  the 
machinery  of  the  Democratic  party  that 
trusts  can  be  most  effectively  attacked, 
as  the  Republican  majority  controlling 
both  branches'  of  the  present  congress 
shows  no  disposition  to  deal  with  the 
question.

TO  THREAD  A  NEEDLE. 

An  ingenious  lady  has  suggested  an 
improvement  in  the  method  of  holding 
a  needle  for  the  purpose  of  threading  it. 
It  is  to  be  held  between  the  third  and 
little  fingers  of  the  left  hand  instead  of 
by  the  thumb  and  forefinger,  palm  up- 
permost,  says  an   exchange. 

The  advantage  of  this  is  that  the 
thumb  and  first  finger  can  be  used  to 
grip  the  smallest  end  of  the  thread  as 
soon  as  it  protrudes  from  the  eye.  a 
method  preferable  to  that  of  letting  go 
the  thread  and  endeavoring  to  get  hold 
of  the  end  with  the  right  hand.

When  Does  the  Twentieth 
Century  Begin? 

We  are  convinced  from  conversations  that  we  have  heard  that 
anyone  who  ventures  to  have  an  opinion  of  his  own  on  the  above  sub- 
ject has  entered  the  broad  road  leading  to  bloodshed  or  an  insane 
asylum,  and  that  the  only  safe  course  to  pursue  is  to  advance  facts  as 
given  by  some  recognized  authority,  knowing  that  the  conclusions  of 
such  authority  must  stand  unless  proved  to  be  erroneous  or  overborne 
by  an  adverse  opinion  from  some  higher  source.  We,  therefore,  quote 
as  our  authority  the  Encyclopedia  Britannica,  which  says: 

ist.  That  every  year  in  the  Christian  era  of  which  the  num- 
ber is  divisible  by  four  without  a  remainder  is  a  leap  year  (excepting 
certain  centurial  years.) 

2nd.  That  in  the  Christian  era,  the  years  are  simply  dis- 
tinguished by  the  cardlna^numbers,  those  before  Christ  being  marked 
B.C.  and  those  after  Christ  A.  D.;  that  chronologers  in  conformity 
with  common  notions  count  the  year  immediately  preceding  the  birth 
of  Christ  as  B.  C.  i. 

3rd.  That  astronomers,  in  their  computations,  count  said  year 
zero  and  the  second  year  preceding  the  birth  of  Christ  as  B.  C.  i, 
and  so  on. 

4th.  That  the  change  from  A.  D.  to  B.  C.  in  reckoning 
time  by  our  Chronology,  breaks  the  rule  for  leap  years  and  causes 
leap  years  B.  C.  to  fall  on  the  years  1,  5  and  9  and  so  on,  instead  of 
on  years  4,  8  and  12,  as  is  the  case  in  time  A.  D. 

Those  who  claim  that  the  20th  Century  began  with  the  year 
1900  must  and  do  claim  that  the  first  year  following  the  birth  of  Christ 
was  not  in  our  Chronology  year  A.  D.  i,  but  zero  year  (or  ist  year  A. 
D.)  and  that  year  i  A.  D.  stands  for  the  second  year  subsequent  to 
the  birth  of  Christ. 

Now  let  us  see  which  of  the  above  theories  adapt  themselves  to 
the  Britannica's  statement  of  fact  that  leap  vears  B.  C.  fall  on  years  i, 
5,  9,  etc.  To  do  this,  we  will  show  the  years  designated  as  they  must

showing  that  astronomers  call  the  first  year  B.  C.  zero  year  for  con 
venience  in  reckoning;  time  in  order  that  the   rule  for  determining  leap 
years  in  time  A.  D.  may  also  apply  in  their  reckonings  of  time  B.  C. 

The  evidence,  therefore,  is  conclusive  that  while  a  zero  year  is 
necessary  to  overcome  the  confusion  arising  in  our  chronology  by  reason 
of  our  designating  time  B.  C.  and  A.  D.  counting  forward  and  back- 
ward from  the  birth  of  Christ,  said  zero  year  is  counted  in  time  B.  C, 
not  in  time  A.  D.,  and  therefore  those  who  hold  that  20th  century 
begins  with  the  year  1900  are  wrong.

hnancial  way.  perhaps.  He  must  educate 
and  develop  himself  to  become  a  useful 
and  indispensable  member  of  the  com- 
munitv  in  which  he  lives,  and  when  this 
is  accomplished  the  problem  is  gone.  In- 
dustrial training,  therefore,  is  to  be  the 
keynote  of  the  regeneration  of  the  negro. 
The  great  ct»r?e  of  slavery  is  the  fact 
that  it  made  the  negro  dependent  uj)on 
some  one  else  for  every  es.sential  of  iiie. 
He  had  no  power  of  initiative  or  executive 
abilitv  developed  within  him;  on  the  con- 
trary" the  training  of  250  years  steadily 
tended  to  obliterate  such  faculties.  Thus 
when  he  was  thrown  on  his  own  resources 
he  was  without  the  very  powers  that  are 
the  main  strength  of  the  Anglo-Saxon, 
and  the  result  is  the  negro  problem. 
Education  must  revive  and  develop  these 
lost  faculties  befcre  the  negro  problem  is 
solved. 

He  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  this 
problem  is  as  much  that  of  the  white 
man  as  it  is  that  of  the  negro.  The  black 
man  is  lO.nfMt.OOO  while  the  white  man  is 
6i(,0(X),00fl.  When  the  black  man  is  strong 
and  useful  the  nation  is  strong,  ^nd 
when  the  black  man  Is  weak  the  nation 
is  weak.  Tt  is  of  great  importance  to  the 
nation  that  so  large  an  element  in  its 
population  should  be  brought  up  to  as 
high  a  level  as  possible,  for  the  weakness 
of  a  portion  affects  the  average  and  drags 
the  nation  down  more  or  less.  So  long 
as  the  black  race  Is  in  ignorance  and 
povertv.  just  so  long  will  the  race  prob- 
lem be"  a  millstone  about  the  neck  of  the 
Anglo-Saxon. 

He  drew  a  striking  contrast  between 
conditions  in  the  North  and  in  the  South. 
In  lOwa  he  saw  a  white  man  planting 
corn  He  was  sitting  on  a  machine  and 
all  he  had  to  do  was  to  hold  back  a  tine 
nair  of  horses  to  keep  them  from  work- 
ing themselves  to  death.  The  machine 
turned  up  the  soil,  planted  the  corn  and 
covered  it  up,  while  the  white  man  rode. 
Down  South,  opposed  to  this  picture,  he 
saw  a  negro  walking  along  in  a  furrow 
behind  a  lazv  mule  going  at  the  rate  of 
half  a  mile  an  hour.  Frequently  the  negro 
had  to  stop  to  llx  the  harness,  the  plow 
or  his  single  "gallus."  After  him  camv- 
another  negro  to  plant  the  corn.  aii(l  a 
third  to  turn  over  the  sod  again.  Ihese 
two  systems  are  competing,  and  he  pvc- 
poscd,  as  a  solution  of  the  race  problem, 
to  equip  the  negro  of  the  South  so  loat 
he  can  raise  corn  as  the  Iowa  white  man 
does.  .  . 

The  speaker  said  that  the  negro  has  as 
good  an  opportunity  to  rise  In  the  South 
as  he  has  in  the  North,  if  not  better.  The 
color  line  is  drawn  more  sharply  there, 
but  he  never  knew  of  a  case  where  a 
negro  rose  to  do  things  better  than  his 
white  neighbors  that  his  accomplishments 
did  not  wipe,  out  the  color  difference  and 
make  him  a  respected  citizen.  The  problem 
is  not  a  hopeless  one  by  any  means.  He 
mentioned  many  instances  where  educa- 
tion in  the  chemistry  of  the  soil  and  of  the 
•various  branches  of  agriculture  had 
changed  negroes  from  the  one-room  log 
cabin  situation  to  positions  on  a  plane 
with  their  white  neighbors,  and  he  said 
that  education  would  in  time  place  them 
all  there.  The  persecution  of  the  negro 
does  the  white  man  more  harm  than  the 
black  man.  When  a  white  man  drive.s  thi 
negro  awav  from  the  polls  it  results  in  a 
temporarv  harm  to  the  black  man,  but  a 
permanent  one  to  the  white  man  whose 
«oul  is  lowered  and  besmirched  and  robbed 
of  the  elements  that  go  to  make  up  the 
best  there  Is  in  man.  ,       ,.  ,    ^.    ,,.     . 

Education  along  the  line  of  thrift  i.-? 
needed  in  the  South,  the  speaker  said.  He 
knew  of  one-room  log  cabins  where  there 
were  handsome  clocks  purchased  for  $1- 
or  $H  on  the  installment  plan,  and  the 
rest  of  the  contents  of  the  cabin  together 
were  not  worth  that  much,  and  besides 
not  an  Inmate  of  the  cabin  could  tell  9 
o'clock  from  12  o'clock.  In  one  place 
where  he  stopped  for  dinner  there  was  but 
one  fork  for  a  dozen  people,  but  in  one 
corner  was  an  organ  that  had  cost  $60. 

Mr  Washington  outlined  his  own  career, 
from  his  birth  as  a  slave  on  a  Virginia 
plantation  ;ibout  1S.5S  or  18.59.  He  sketched 
his  earlv  struggles  after  freedom  came, 
supporting  his  mother  and  trying  to  .save 
money  enough  to  go  to  Hampton  institute, 
where  he  at  last  landed  with  50  cents  with 
which  t«  complete  his  education.  After 
his  graduation  from  the  institute  he  niade 
up  his  mind  to  carry  to  his  benighted 
l)rethren  of  the  South  the  message  of  bet- 
ter davs  that  he  found  in  education,  so  he 
started  what  is  now  the  Tuskegee,  Ala., 
Normal  annd  Industrial  institute.  He 
started  with  himself  as  the  only  instruc- 
tor and  now  the  institution  has  forty-tw'o 
bui"ldings,  an  average  attendance  of  nearly 
1000,  and  a  corps  of  instructors  numbering 
90  The  average  annual  cost  is  $iO,OUO  ot 
which  $20,000  is  provided  for  and  the  bal- 
ance is  raised  by  the  personal  endeavors 
of  Mr  Washington.  Every  graduate  of 
the  institulc,  which  is  i>ractical  in  its  na- 
ture and  includes  a  score  of  InduBtries, 
such  as  farming,  brick-making,  etc.,  is  a 
new  source  of  hope  to  the  South,  carrying 
with  him  into  the  section  in  which  he  lo- 
cates the  leaven  of  education  and  modern

— Among  the  Ameri- 
cans who  were  prisoners  in  the  hands 
of  the  Filipinos  and  who  were  rescued  a 
couple  of  weeks  ago  in  Northern  Luzon 
by  Col.  Luther  R.  Hare  of  the  Thirty - 
third  infantry,  was  one  David  Brown. 

In  the  first  report  of  the  rescue  of 
Lieut.  Gilmore  of  the  navy  and  the  party 
of  prisoners  who  were  with  him,  it  was 
stated  that  "Brown,  who  was  formerly 
a  preacher  in  Honolulu,  twice  revealed 
to  the  insurgents  plots  of  the  Americans 
to  escape,  in  the  hope  of  gaining  the 
good  will  of  the  Filipinos.  As  a  result 
the  party  openly  accuse  him  of  treachery 
and  entertain  the  bitterest  feeling 
tjward  him."  In  a  subsequent  report 
Brown's  residence  was  giveri  as  St.  Paul, 
and  he  was  classed  as  a  civilian. 

There  seems  to  l>e  abundant  reason 
for  believing  that  Brown  is  none  other 
than  Rev.  Leonidas  Brown,  of  North 
St.  Paul,  who  was  charged  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1897  with  a  felonious  assault  on 
Harriet  Rogerson,  and  who  "jumped"  hi? 
bail  of  $2000  while  awaiting  the  com- 
pletion of  his  preliminary  examination 
before  Judge  Orr  in  the  municipal  court, 
St.  Paul. 

In  the  summer  of  1896  Brown  called 
upon  Dr.  Bridgman,  president  of  Ham- 
line  university.  He  said  that  he  de 
sired  to  enter  the  Methodist  ministry 
He  had  letters  from  acqtiaintances  in 
Canada,  and  .said  that  he  had  traveled 
extensively.  It  sub.sequently  appeared 
from  his  own  statements  that  he  had 
run  away  from  home  when  a  lad,  and 
had  spent  considerable  time  in  one  kind 
of  service  and  another  on  ship  board, 
Avhich  accounted  for  his  acquaintance 
with  foreign  parts.  He  admitted  a  lack 
of  education,  and  Dr.  Bridgman  advised 
him  to  enter  Hamllne.  In  October  he 
was  sent  to  North  St.  Paul  to  supply 
the  pulpit  there.  He  was  about  25  years 
old. 

After  the  morning  service  July  11. 
1S97,  at  which  he  offlciated.  Brown  was 
arrested  on  a  warrant  charging  him  with 
an  assault  on  Harriet  Rogerson,  14 
vears  old,  daughter  of  Mrs.  Fred  Ockley. 
Brown  was  at  that  time  engaged  to  be 
married  to  Miss  Anna  Erickson,  daugh- 
ter of  Theodore  Erickson,  and  alle.ged 
that  jealousy  on  the  part  of  Miss  Roger- 
son  had  inspired  the  charge  against 
him. 

Brown  was  lodged  in  the  Ramsey 
county  jail.  July  17  his  preliminary  ex- 
amination was  begun  in  the  municipal 
court,  and  after  Miss  Rogenson  had  told 
her  story  in  part,  the  case  was  continued 
to  July  24,  Brown  being  admitted  to 
bail  in  the  sum  of  $2000,  the  father  of 
his  intended,  Theodore  Erickson,  and 
Mrs.  Augusta  Retzlaff,  with  whom  he 
boarded,  both  members  of  the  North  St. 
Paul  church,  furnishing  the  bail. 

When  the  case  was  again  called  Brown 
did  not  appear,  and  the  investigation 
made  by  the  authorities  failed  to  locate 
him  later  than  Wednesday  evening,  July 

''I 

It  was  supposed  at  the  time  that  Brown 
had  returned  to  Canada,  but  search 
was  unavailing  and  nothing  was  heard 
of  him  by  the  public  until  last  spring, 
when  a  member  of  the  Thirteenth  Min- 
nesota regiment  wrote  home  that  Brown 
was  tending  bar  in  Manilla.  It  appear.^, 
however,  that  he  was  seen  by  Mis? 
Gertrude  McKaig,  who  had  known  of 
him  at  Hamline.  in  the  fall  of  1898  on 
his  trip  to  Honolulu,  and  Miss  McKaig, 
who  was  going  to  Honolulu  t.>  teach, 
wrote  to  her  parents  of  her  encounter 
with  Brown  o©  ship  board. 

Although  there  are  at  hand  none  o*: 
the  details  of  Brown's  capture  by  the 
Filipinos,  it  is  hardly  possible  to  doubt 
that  David  Brown,  the  captive,  who  be- 
trayed his  fellow-prisoners  in  the  hope 
of  gaining  advantage  for  himself  and 
Leonidas  Brown,  the  former  Methc^ist 
pastor  at  North  St.  Paul,  who  fled  to 
avoid  trial  on  a  heinous  charge,  are  one 
and  the  same  individual.

BRECKINRIDGE  TAKES  NOTES. 
Gen.  J.  C.  Breckinridge,  the  inspector 
general  of  the  army,  is  virtually  the 
critic  of  the  service.  It  is  his  duty  to 
ascertain  the  defects  and  the  evils  of 
the  military  establishment  and  report 
upon  them.  He  is  accordingly  regard- 
ed with  awe  as  an  official,  just  as  he  is 
treated  with  respect  as  a  man.  While 
in  Cuba  a  short  time  ago  he  attended 
the  review  of  a  large  body  of  tr  lops.  He 
was  attired  in  civilian  dress,  and  stood 
with  army  officers,  all  in  uniform,  at 
the  reviewing  point.  Near  him  stood  a 
captain  of  regulars,  a  graduate  cf  West 
Point.  Breckenridge  ob.served  certain 
features  which  he  deemed  worthy  of 
note,  and  took  from  his  pocket  a  small 
book  and  jotted  down  his  impressions, 
savs  an  exchange.  The  army  officer 
glanced  at  this  operation  and  asked, 
with  every  prospect,  to  himself,  of 
obliterating  Breckinridge,  whom,  of 
course,  he  did  not  know: 

"Are  you  a  newspaper  reporter? 

'•No.  sir,"  quietly  replied  Gen.  Breck- 
inridge. ,        ,   ^  i. 

"Well."  jsersisted  the  interrogator, 
••what  are  you  making  notes  for?" 

"Don't  you  army  officers  ever  make 
notes?"  questioned  Gen.  Breckenridge 
in  reply.  "It's  a  good  idea,"  he  volun- 
teered. "Especially  if  you  ever  want  to 
remember  anything  and  make  use  of  it 
afterward." 

The  other  officer  was  nettled  at  such 
a  response,  and  plainly  showed  by  his 
subsequent  remarks  that  he  did  not 
relish  such  advice  from  a  civilian,  who 
had  no  visible  reason  for  hanging  about 
army  officers.  It  was  not  many  days 
afterward  that  the  officer  found  himself 
ordered  "to  report  for  duty  with  In- 
spector General  Breckenridge,"  and  w.s 
surprised  and  somewhat  concerned 
when  he  recognized  in  Gen.  Breckinridge 
the  supposed  civilian  who  had  such  su- 
perior ideas  on"  the  subject  of  making 
notes  of  things  he  wanted  to  remember.

A  CASE  OF  "MEHVES." 

Would  Not  Die  Alone,  So  She  Killed 
Her  Husband. 

It  is  only'  a  few  days  ago  that  M. 
Daniel  Dupuis,  sculptor,  engraver,  and 
one  of  the  most  famous  of  modern 
French  artists,  was  murdered  at  his 
h  .me.  No.  10  Villa  Spontinl.  His  wife, 
who  afterward  killed  herself,  was  hirf 
murderer. 

The  fates  that  guided  Her  hand  were 
in  a  bitter  mood,  for  the  frightful 
double  tragedy  was  not  the  lesult  of 
.scandal,  of  misunderstanding,  nor  of 
surh  vulgar  domestic  bickerin'gs  as  the 
world  teems  with. 

Uriefly  put,  the  suffering  woman  killed 
her  husband  because  she  loved  him  too 

W.'ll. 

She  was  ill,  nerve-racked,  and  feared 
her  own  death.  "I  cannot  die  before 
Daniel;  he  would  miss  me  to<i  sorely,  ' 
had  been  her  cry  for  years.  Thus  she 
determined  that  they  should  die  to- 
gether. 

Anybody  in  the  artistic  world  of  Paris 
wnuld  have  agreed  a  month  ago  that  for 
twenty  years  the  married  life  of  the 
iHipuis  couple  has  been  one  of  idyllic 
happiness,  says  the  Paris  correspondent 
of  the  New  York  World. 

Nor  was  there  domestic  happiness 
marred  when  a  few  years  ago  Mme. 
Dupuis  developed  a  curious  sort  of  in- 
validism. A  tendency  to  tuberculosis 
she  certainly  had.  as  her  father,  Dft 
Bernard,  regretfully  admitted;  but  most 
of  her  symptoms  were  due  to  nerves. 
Therefore  it  seemed  likely  that  her  ill- 
ness would  pass  wilh  time.  Meanwhile 
th<?  wife's  weakness  seemed  to  draw  the 
two  even  more  closely  together. 

M.  Dupuis,  gentle  and  indulgent,  did 
nit  protest  when  madame  began  to  dis- 
cover symptoms  in  him.  If  the  artist 
(  hanced  to  take  cold  she  would  press 
lung  medicines  upon  him,  smother  him 
in  extra  clothing  and  wraps,  suggest  to 
him  that  fear  of  lung  inflammation  that 
hiunted  her  own  brain,  and  warn  him 
of  swiftly  approaching  consumption.  In 
the  morning  she  would  l>eg  him  to  stand 
in  the  light  that  she  might  see  his  face 
more  clearly. 

•You  look  ill  today,  my  dear  one,"  ?he 
\.  ould  say  to  him,  fairly  trembling  wilh 
fear,  "but  remember,  if  any  harm 
should  ever  come  to  you,  we  will  die 
together." 

The  artist  did  not  fear  for  himself. 
lUit  in  his  anxiety  for  his  wife's  health 
he  was  willing  to  make  any  concession 
that  would  calm  her.  Paltently  he 
would  listen  to  her  descriptions  of  the 
r>rogress  of  her  own  imaginary  diseases. 
r>itifully  read  to  her.  Every  day  some 
new  horror  assailed  her.  Almost  every 
hour  she  was  sensible  of  some  fn-sh 
pain  that  reminded  her  of  her  own 
death,  which  she  l>elieved  was  very  near. 

"I  cannot  live  long,"  she  persisted  in 
saying  "and  when  I  am  dead  what  will 
lie!-ome  of  my  husband?  Who  can  thint 
fr)r  him,  care  for  him?  AJi!  we  two 
should  never  seperate.  Better  that  we 
shiuld  die  together." 

Some  of  Mme.  Dupuis's  fears  the  ar- 
tist came  to  share.  The  contagion  of 
neurasthenia  is  almost  irresistible.  At 
every  slight  cracking  noise  during  the 
night  one  would  whisper,  terrified,  to 
the  other,  "Did  you  hear  that?"  And 
the  poor  wife's  teeth  would  chatter  and 
her  heart  leap  into  her  throat,  while  her 
husband  no  longer  had  the  strength  of 
nerve  to  reassure  her, 

drown  timid  with  these  frerjuent 
alarms,  they  finally  thought  it  wiser  to 
protect  themselves  at  night  by  boitM 
doors,  and  to  have  a  revolver  at  hand. 
These  precautions  seemed  to  soothe 
Mme.  Dtipuis. 

"Daniel,"  .she  said  to  him  one  day  not 
long  ago.  "I  cannot  bear  to  think  <f  yoa 
a'.one  after  I  am  dt^ad.  Yen  \>-ould  n.it 
care  to  live  without  m;.  Ah!  I  will  njt 
die  alone." 

The  artist  had  fallen  Into  the  habit  of 
humoring  her.    "No.   Jeanne,"   he  said 


tenderly,   "we  will  die  together." 

That  evening  Mme.  Dupuis  called  the 
servants  together.  •"Let  none  of  you  on 
any  account  disturb  us  tomorrow  morn- 
ing. M.  Dupuis  is  exhausted  and  must 
sleep  late.  We  must  not  be  awakened 
before  11  o'clnck. 

Then  the  master  and  mistress,  as  was 
their  custom,  made  a  tour  of  the  house, 
monsieur  bearing  a  lighted  cahdb^; 
madame  clinging,  frightened,  to  his 
arm.  This  duty  they  could  not  r"- 
linquish  to  any  servant.  E\'ery  d'>or 
must  be  barred  by  their  own  hands, 
every  window  locked. 

Then,  on  closing  behind  them  th<! 
doors  of  their  own  rooms,  they  fastened 
them  with  a  triple  l>olt,  which  M.  Dupuis 
had  had  expressly  designed  at  his  wife's 
request.  The  revolver,  loaded,  was 
placed  at  hand.  When  the  tiP-^d  sculptor 
murmured  "Good  night,"  Mme.  Jeanne 
replied  under  her  breath  "Adieu!"  and 
kissed  her  husband  passionately.  Then 
she  lay  quiet  in  the  darkness  till  it  wa:? 
near  midnight.  Her  husband  slept 
heavily. 

For  the  first  time  in  months  she  had 
no  fear,  no  hesitation.  Her  mind  wa.s 
made  ui>.  With  the  revolver  tightly 
held  in  her  hand  she  bent  over  him. 
straining  her  eyes  in  the  darknes.s  to  get 
a  last  look  of  the  face  she  loved  so  well. 
But  the  .'Shadows  would  not  scatter.  So 
she  bent  low  and  kissed  him  for  the  last 
time. 

At  11  o'clock  the  next  morning  a  ser- 
vant knocked  gently  at  the  door.  ^  He 
hardly  noticed  that  there  was  no  re- 
sponse. A  half  hour  later  Dr.  Bernard, 
who  was  attending  his  daughter,  arrived 
at  the  hou.se,  was  told  by  the  servant 
that  madame  and  monsieur  were  not  yet 
downstairs  and,  rushing  up,  was 
alarmed  to  find  the  door  bolted.  Break- 
ing the  door  he  found  his  daughter  and 
her  husband  lying  rigid  and  cold— they 
had  been  dead  many  hour^.  In  the 
wife's  hand,  held  with  a  grasp  of  Iron, 
was  the  revolver  she  had  aimed  with 
such  fatal  precision. 

And  for  this  appalling  tragedy— mur- 
der, suicide,  the  wreck  of  a  brilliant 
man's  career — there  is  no  other,  m 
ampler  explanation  than  the  dismally 
common  one  of  "nerves." 


UPS  AND  DOWNS. 
A  small  hotel  was  opened  in  Pearl 
street  last  week  by  a  woman  who  has 
had  as  many  financial  ups  and  downs 
as  the  oldest  Wall  street  plunger,  says 
the  New  York  Sun.  The  news  that  she. 
again  had  money  enough  to  open  a  ne.v 
hotel  brought  together  a  lot  of  her  oKl 
friends,  among  them  being  many  fin - 
men  and  policemen,  to  wish  her  good* 
luck.  This  woman  has  been  marri-d 
three  times,  and  she  is  not  a  wldov.-. 
Her  second  husband  taught  her  th-? 
mysteries  of  games  of  chace  and,  so  t.ir 
as  he  was  able,  of  the  turf,  and,  to  the 
latter  form  of  gambling,  his  wife  be- 
came attached.  When  her  second  hus- 
band died  she  Iwught  a  racing  stable, 
and  her  run  of  luck  was  unusual.  Her 
tips  were  passed  around  the  East  Side  as 
good  things  to  back,  and  they  usually 
were.  She  was  very  good  to  the  poli.o- 
men  -who  frequented  her  restaurant, 
lending  them  money  and  acting  as  th.-ir 
banker,  and  when  one  of  the  f or<  e 
married  her,  many  another  policeman 
envied  him.  Luck  deserted  her.  ll-r 
racing  ventures  were  losses,  and  ^t\'- 
was  unable  to  collei-t  much  of  the  money 
which  she  had  lent.  Then  her  husband 
was  killed  while  tiying  to  stop  a  run- 
away horse,  and  the  widow  was  left 
with  little  save  his  police  pension.  Last 
summer  the  race  track  tempted  her 
again,  and  her  friends  now  say  that  at 
the  close  of  the  season  she  was  from 
$50,000  to  $100,000  ahead  of  the  game.  The 
widow  doesn't  say  how  much  she  won. 
but  her  new  hotel  is  solid  evidence  that 
she  was  successful.  She  has  won  the 
title  "Sporting  Duchess"  by  her  skill  on 
the  turf  and  in  games  of  chance,  and 
her  kindness  to  the  police  force  on  many 
occasions  make  it  certain  that  she  won't 
have  to  call  twice  for  help  if  any  of  her 
guests  disturb  her.

I..ondon,  Jan.  IS.— The  war  ofTice  re- 
ceived the  following  dispatch  from  Gen. 
lioljcrts.  dated  at  Cape  Town  today: 


"I  have  received  a  telegram 
from  Gen.  Duller  stating  that 
one  l)rigade  and  howitzer  I) at- 
lery  have  crossed  the  Tugola 
river  at  Potgeiter's  drift.  Five 
iniles  further  west,  at  Trivh- 
ard's  drift.  Gen.  Warren  has 
thrown  a  pontoon  liridge  over 
the  river.  By  this,  pan  of  his 
force  crossed  yesterday.  The 
mainder  is  expected  by  this 
morning  to  be  on  the  north 
bank.  Warren  hopes  he  will 
be  able  tu  turn  the  enemy's  po- 
sition which,  live  mill's  off  to 
his  right  front,  is  being  strongly 
entrenched." 


A  Cape  Town  special  cable,  dated  to- 
day, sa.vs  it  is  pei'.^isier.tly  reported 
there  that  Ladysmith  has  been  re- 
lieved. 

The  rumors  from  C.ipe  Town  that 
Ladysmith  is  already  relieved  are  ap- 
parently ahead  of  tlie  facts.  In  any  cast, 
field  .Marshal  Lord  Uoberts,  whose  dis- 
patch was  sent  this  ninrning.  was  nor 
aware  of  it,  and  his  daus  jjreiiude  the 
p(;ssil>iiity  of  the  troops  mentioned  in 
his  dispatch  having  so  sui)n  leached  the 
lieleagured  town. 


Though  there  are  some  dis- 
crepancies in  the  telegrams, 
the  whole  tenor  of  the  news 
points  to  Gen.  Buller's  second 
advance  having  begun  with 
good  pr<ispects  of  suc;ess,  but 
it  is  generally  rec  )gnized  tnat, 
with  an  army  so  resourceful  as 
the  Boers  have  proved  them- 
selves to  be,  it  is  idle  to  in- 
dulge in  over-confidence.  The 
net  result,  s>  far  as  known,  is 
that  Gen.  Buller  occupies  two 
commanding  positions  north  of 
the  Tugela  river,  ther-.-by  se- 
curing at  least  two  crossings 
by  which  he  can  bring  up 
necessary  reinforcement.;. 


The  ofllcials  of  the  war  ofUce  here  are 
.satisfied  that  the  tide  has  turned,  and 
that  news  of  a  more  hopeful  charact -r 
from  a  liritish  point  of  view  will  here- 
after be  the  rule  instead  of  the  excep- 
tion. That  the  British  advance  in  a 
northeasterly  direction  will  b^  fiercely 
resisted  is  fully  anticipated.  The  Boer 
strength  is  probably  superior  ti  tht 
British,  and  the  Boers  occupied  th. 
strong  positions. 

There  is  some  doul)t  as  to  whether  *he 
Spn.enkop  occupied  liy  Gen.  Warren  is 
identical  with  Spionkop.  If  so,  th? 
British  are  within  a  few  miles  ofAcfon 
Homes,  the  scene  of  the  earlier  con- 
ilicts  l>etween  Gen.  White's  forces  ■\a-'. 
the  invading  force  of  the  Free  Stater;- 
whence  there  is  a  good  road  to  Lady- 
smith. 

While  Gen.  Warren's  force.^  were 
crossir.g  the  Tugela  river,  the  Soers  oc- 
cupied a  thickly  wooded  plantation  a 
mile  north  of  the  river  and  sent  several 
volleys  into  the  advance  guard.  Th  • 
British  replied  and  the  artil'.ery  opon>  1 
on  a  neighl)oring  kopje.  As  the  Briti-b 
pushed  across  the  river  the  Boers  found 
their  position  uncomfortable  and.  r*- 
tired  to  the  hills.  Immediately  aft.-r 
the  pontoon  liridge  was  completed,  th^' 
whole  British  force  crossed.  It  is 
thoiiirht  prol)able  that  a  covnbined  for- 
ward movement  has  since  developed.

BRITISH  PATROL  AMBUSHED. 

Party  of  Sixteen  Overwhelmed  and 
But  Two  Escape. 

Rensberg,  Cape  Colitnj'.  Wednesday. 
Jan.   17. — 


A  patrol  composed  of  sixteen 
men  of  the  New  South  Wales 
lancers  and  South  Australians 
was  ambushed  yesterday  by  the 
Boers  and  overwhelmed,  after 
a  severe  light.  Two  of  the  de- 
tachment escaped  and  have  ar- 
rived in  camp. 


This  morning  a  patrol  visited  the 
sctne  of  the  tight  and  f^jund  one  dead 
Australians  and  one  wounded.  A  num 
bor  of  dead  Boer  horses  also  were  found, 
showing  that  the  Australians  made  a 
gallant  fight   before   surrendering.

BULLER  SURPRISES  BOERS. 

Occupies  Hills  Beyond  Pofgieter's 
Drift,  West  of  Colenso. 

London,  Jan.  IS.  4:o0  a.  m.— Gen.  Bul- 
ler completely  surprised  the  Boers  and 
occupied  the  hills  beyond  Potgieter's 
drift,  fifteen  miles  west  of  Colenso,  on 
Wednesday,  Jan.  10.  This  intelligence 
is  contained  in  an  exclusive  lispatch  to 
the  Times,  dated  yesterday.  lie  fol- 
lowed up  the  movement  by  shelling  the 
Boer  trenches.  This  news  complcLcl/ 
disposes  of  the  statement  that  Sir 
Charles  Warren's  forces  went  in  the  di-.

AN  ADDRESS  BY  LONG 


BATTLE  PRO^LY  RAGING. 

Not  Less  Than  Forty  Tiousand  Men 
May  Be  Engai|:ed. 

New  York,  Jan.  IS.— A  London  special 
cablegram  to  the  Herald  says:  At  las:

reinforcemems  across  the  coinitry  to  the 
threatened  positions.

AT  CAESm  CAMP. 

Oescripticn  of  ihe  llooent   Battle 
Near  Ladysmith. 

London,  Jan.  IS.— The  Standard  pub- 
lishes the  following:  frcm  Ladysmitli, 
dated  Jan.  6,  by  way  of  IVere,  Jan.  17: 

"The  enemy  today  mat.e  a  determim  d 
effort  to  capture  twj  positions,  Caesar's 
camp  and  Wagon  hill.  The  latter  is  a 
lofty  eminence  to  the  .southwest,  posses- 
sion of  which  would  have  brought  them 
within  rifle  range  of  the  town.  Caesars 
cami>  was  held  Ijy  the  first  battalion  of 
the  .Manchester  regimen  . 

"The  position  was  ;eparated  from 
that  of  the  Boers  by  i  rocky  ravine. 
In  the  early  hours  of  the  morning,  under 
cover  of  the  darkness,  the  Heidelburg 
commando  succeeded  in  evading  ou:- 
pickets,  making  their  way  through  the 
thjrn  bush  and  reach  ng  the  foot  of 
the  slope  at  half  past  2.  Trie  alarm  was 
raised  by  our  sentries,  but  before  tie 
full  extent  of  the  dang  >r  could  be  re- 
alized the  outlying  sai  gars  had  been 
rushed  and   their  defenders  slain. 

"On  hearing  the  firing,  two  companies 
of  the  Gordon  Hignland'rs  went  to  the 
assistance  of  the  Manch 'sters.

He  Accepts  Statue  In  Behalf 

of  the  United  Stafes— 

Lodge  Speaks. 


Washington,  Jan.  IS.— A  distinguished 
gathering  of  public  officials.  Including? 
President  McKinley  and  his  entire  cabi- 
net, rejiresenlatives  of  the  senate  and 
house,  the  judiciary  of  the  United  States 
supreme  court  and  other  branches  of 
public  life,  participated  today  in  the 
exercises  attending  the  unveiling  of  the 
bronze  statue  of  Daniel  Webster,  exe- 
cuted by  the  Italian  sculptor,  Trenta- 
nove,  and  presented  to  the  United  States 
by  Stilson  Hutchins,  of  this  city.  Th_- 
statue  occupies  a  position  on  Scott 
circle,  but  prior  to  the  actual  unveiling 
the  ceremonies  of  presentation  and  uc- 
ceptance  were  held  at  the  Lafayette 
Opera  house. 

The  president  occupied  a  seat  at  th? 
front  of  the  stage  and  back  of  him  '?at 
Secretaries  Hay,  Gage,  Root,  Long  and 
Hitchcock,  Postmaster  General  Etnory 
Smith,  Attorney  General  Griggs,  Secre- 
tary Wilson  and  Private  Secretary  Por- 
ter. Others  on  the  stage  were,  (Governor 
Crane,  of  Massachusetts,  accompani'^d 
by  his  adjutant  general  and  aides;  Chle." 
Justice  Kuiler,  Justices  Harlan,  White 
and  Gray;  Senators  Hoar,  Lodge, 
Chandler,  Allison,  Bacon,  Kairbank'^, 
Proctor  and  Tillman;  Representative.^ 
Lovering,  Cousins.  Clarke  and  others 
identified  with  tin;  exercises  and  witn 
the  states  which  share  the  honors  clu.-^- 
terin.g  about    the   illustrious       Wel)stei . 

Maj.  Gen.  Miles  and  other  representa- 
tives of  the  army,  of  the  navy  ami  of 
the  diplom»atic  corps  atlded  to  an  as- 
semldage  of  unusual  distinction.  The 
Marine  band  occupied  the  orchestra. 

As  the  president  and  cabinet  came 
upon  the  stage,  the  entire  audience  rose 
while  the  band  played  "Hail  to  the 
Chief." 

After  an  elo(iuent  prayer  by  the  blind 
ehaplaiu  of  the  senate.  Rev.  Dr.  Alills. 
Senator  Chandler,  in  behalf  of  the  two 
branches  of  copgress,  read  Mr.  Hutch- 
inson's presentation  letter  and  added  a 
beautiful  but  glowing  tribute  to  th3 
statesrnan.ship,  the  oratory  and  the  pa- 
triotism of  Webster. 

Secretary  Long  then  accepted  the 
statue  in  Uehalf  of.  i^  United.  Stales. 
H-  .said: 

"To  George  Washington  and  his  aCsso- 
ciates,  who  in  1787,  framed  the  federal 
eon.stitution.  we  owe  that  great  paper.  It 
bound  the  thirteen  independent  colonics 
into  a  union  and  created  the  United  States 
of  America.  In  it  they  gave  us  the  ample 
litter    and    frame    of    government. 

•'To  the  overwhelming  arguments,  nearly 
half  a  century  later,  of  Dani.  1  \\'ebster  in 
the  senate,  aiid  the  luminous  judgments  of 
John  Marshall  on  the  bench,  vni  owe  iis 
development  by  intrepretation  and  coii- 
st ruction  into  the  groat  charter  of  pow»-is 
v.liich  now  cunstilute  the  national  author- 
ity. They  illuminated  Its  letter  with  the 
national  spirit.  They  breathed  Into  Us 
frame  the  life  of  national  sovereignty.  In 
tile  momentous  debate  in  which  they  i)ar- 
tic'pated  over  the  measure  of  its  grant 
of  power — a  debate  of  giants — the  issue 
was  lietween  a  limitation,  on  the  one 
hand,  which  would  have  narrowed  the 
growth  of  the  young  republic  and  endan- 
gered the  I'nioh,  and,  on  the  other,  an  ex- 
pansion whicii  insured  the  indcstructibii 
ily  of  the  Union,  and  let  free  the  republic 
to   its   largest    developments. 

"As  they  pr'^-vailecl.  so  they  made  the 
republic  indissoluble  hy  intei national  con- 
vulsion and  tqual  to  the  emergencies  of 
the  future  whieh  confronted  them,  or 
which  confront  us. 

The  statute  of  one  of  them,  the  great 
jurist  in  the  serene  dignity  cf  his  high  of- 
lice,  already  adorns  the  front  of  the  cap- 
itol.  Today,  on  Massachusetts  avenue, 
with  liis  face  to  the  capiiol  and  to  the 
chief  Justice,  we  dedicate  the  statue  of  the 
other,  the  great  expounder  of  the  consti- 
tution and  defender  of  tbe  Union  and  the 
foremost  lawyer  or  historian,  whose  woriis 
imbedded  in  the  common  jiolitical  litera- 
ture of  his  countrymen,  come  to  the  tongue 
like  ijassages  from  the  poets  or  the  psalm.-. 

"1  am  deputed  by  the  president  to  syeak 
his  acceptance  of  it  for  the  United  States 
with  the  highest  apiireciaiion  of  the  man 
it  commemorates,  and  of  the  gift  thu.s 
added  to  the  reproductions  in  enduring 
bronze  of  those  to  whom  she  has  said  'well 
done.'  " 

Secretary  Long's  remarks  were  warm- 
ly applauded  and  then,  amid  anoTher 
outburst  of  aprdause.  Senator  Lodge  d '- 
li^•ercd  the  oration  of  the  day. 

The  formal  ceremonies  concluded  with  a 
benediction  by  Rev.  Mr.  Couden,  chaplian 
of  tlie  house.  The  president  and  most  of 
the  other  distinguished  guests  then  pro- 
ceeded to  Scott  circle  where  at  12  o'clock 
the  statue  was  unveiled  by  Jerome  Bona- 
parte, a  great  grandson  of  Webster,  as- 
sisted of  Mrs.  Hutchins  and  Miss  Cath- 
trine  Deering.

The  mill  will  resume  operation  in  full 
tomorrow. 

Cleveland,  Jan.  18.— Secretary  Mundie, 
of  the  Mational  Association  of  Rod  Mill 
workers  has  written  a  statement  concern- 
ing the  strike  of  rod  workers  in  the  mills 
of  the  American  Steel  and  Wire  company. 
In  part  he  says:  I 

"On  Jan.  1,  the  American  Steel  and  Wire  . 
company  was  presented  a  scaje  by  twelve  • 
mills.    The  total  advance  asked  for  all  men  t 
in  all  mills  is  $l.L'(;.i;5  per  ton.    The  average 
for  each  mill  is  $10.51.  We  contend  that  all 
men    making    this    product    for    the    same 
company   should  receive  the  same  wages. 
Between   the  American  and    the    Baacke's 
mill  in  Cleveland,  the  actual  percentage  of 
difference  Is  14.1. 

"The  comiiany  waited  six  days  after  we 
had  demanded  the  signing  of  the  scale 
before  it  posted  the  notice  of  a  714  per  cent 
advance.  If  we  accepted  that  advance,  the 
same  inequalities  in  wages  would  remain 
as  have  always  existed. 

"There  can  be  no  settlement  of  the 
strike  until  all  the  men  are  taken  back."

A  Topic  of  Discussion— Well- 
ington Says  Faith  Must 
Be  Kept. 


Washington,  Jan.  18. — By  .'sppci'il  -r- 
der,  it  was  1  o'clock  when  th?  senate 
convened,  the  delay  l)eing  on  account  of 
the  ceremonies  attendant  upon  the  un- 
veiling of  the  Webster  statue. 

Mr.  Allen  (Pa.)  offered  a  resolution  di- 
recting the  secretary  of  state  to  inform 
the  senate  if  any  person  has  been  ac- 
credited from  the  Transvaal  to  the 
United  Stales  government  in  any  ca- 
pacity, and  if  such  person  were  ofRcitilly 

accepted    and    recognized,    and    if    not, 
why  not. 

Objection  was  made  to  immediate  con- 
sideration of  the  resolution  and  it  went 
over  under  the  rules. 

Mr.  Ross  (Vt.)  offered  a  revolution  de- 
claring that  the  provisions  of  the  con- 
stitution do  not,  unaided  by  act  of  con- 
gress, extend  over  Porto  Rico  and  the 
Philippine  islands;  that  by  the  P.M;is 
treaty  the  United  States  takes  soVv?r- 
eignty  over  Porto  Ric(»  and  the  Philip- 
Iiines  and  is  under  the  duty  to  exe."c1se 
it  for  the  general  welfare  of  the  inhab- 
itants and  that  a  special  department  of 
the  government  is  demanded  to  take 
charge  of  all  outlying  dependencies. 

In  accoidance  with  previous  notice,  at 
the  conidusion  of  routine  i)usiness,  Mr. 
Wellington  (Md.)  addressed  the  senate 
on  the  Philippine  questions.  The  text  of 
ills  speech  was  tlie  joint  resolutiim 
which  he  introduced  on  Tuesday  last  de- 
flaring  it  is  not  the  purposi^  of  :he 
United  States  to  deprive  the  Filipinos  of 
the  right  of  self  government,  an<l  that 
the  war  now  being  waged  is  n<it  for  the 
permanent  pos.session  of  the  islands, 
but  for  the  establishment  of  p^ace  and 
order,  and  further  declaring  that  the 
Filipinos  shall  have  the  province  under 
the  protection  of  the  United  States  an(J 
establishing  a  republic.

Mr.  Wellington  referred  to  the  part  th-? 
people  of  his  own  state  had  taken  in  the 
Spanish  war.  saying: 

"On  that  July  morning  which,  by  its 
rising  sun,  heralded  the  destruction  of 
the  Spanish  naval  power  in  Santiago 
bay,  as  it  illuminated  the  line  of  Ameri- 
can warships  advancing  to-  deal  death 
and  destruction  to  the  Spanish  fleet, 
surrounded  by  a  halo  of  glory,  the  mar- 
tial figure  of  a  son  of  ilaryland,  Win- 
field  Scott  Schley,  who  guided  and  di- 
rected the  great  C3ntest.  And  though 
now  it  seems  to  be  the  policy  of  a  cabal 
of  one  of  the  departments  of  this  ad- 
ministration to  rob  him  of  the  glory 
which  justly  is  his,  the  verdict  of  the 
American  people  has  been  recorded,  and 
he  will  g()  down  t"»  history  as  the  ti-ue 
hero  of  that  naval  battle." 

Mr.  Wellington  said  a  year  had  pa.ssed 
since  that  great  battle,  "yet  there  is  no 
indication  that  we  intend  to  keeii  fai'.h 
with  the  Cubans,  but  there  is  every  indi- 
cation that  by  the  power  of  syndicates, 
cabals  and  commissions,  there  is  to  be 
continued  in  Cuba  the  despotism  of  .a 
military  government,  in  which  the  Cu- 
bans themselves  have  nD  part,  whicii  is 
beyond  the  pale  of  any  law  save  that  of 
force,  and  is  not  recognized  by  our  con- 
stitution." 

Mr.  Wellington  argued  for  indepen- 
dence of  the  Filipinos,  and  said  it  would 
have  been  better  for  us  as  a  nation  if 
Admiral  Dewey  cDUld  have  retired  from 
Manilla  bay  on  the  morning  after  he  had 
destroyed  the  Spanish  fleet.  But  be  had 
to  remain  to  suppress  anarchy  and 
chaos. 

Mr.  Wellington  said  it  was  neither 
fair  nor  just  to  attack  the  president  or 
the  administration  for  the  conduct  of  the 
present  war.  During  the  interval  be- 
tween the  two  sessions  of  ^ongress  it 
was  the  president's  duty  tJ  continue  this 
war  for  the  ujiholding  of  American  au- 
thority on  the  islands.  But  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  president  has  ceased  and 
is  on  cong^ress.  Mr.  Wellington  closed 
with  the  statement  that,  in  his  opinion, 
his  resolution,  if  adopted,  will  conclude 
the  war  in  a  manner  both  honorable  and 
glorious  to  the  Americans  as  well  as  the 
Filipinos. 

Mr.  Wellington's  speech  was  listennl 
to  with  attention  by  senators  and  audi- 
tors in  the  galleries,  and  at  its  con- 
clusion  was  applauded. 

Mr.  McEnery  (Louisiana)  gave  notice 
that  on'  next  Tuesday  he  w  :>uld  address 
the  senate  on  the  resolutions  relating  to 
the  proposed  amendment  to  the  constitu- 
tion of  North  Carolina. 

Mr.  Turner  (Washington)  announced 
that  he  would  speak  on  the  Philippine 
question  next  Monday,  and  Mr.  Bacon 
(Georgia)  gave  notice  that  he  would 
discu.ss  his  resolution  on  the  Philippines 
next  Wednesday. 

A  bill  for  the  relief  of  certain  settlers 
or  public  lands  and  to  provide  for  the 
repayment  of  certain  fees,  etc.,  was 
passed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Aldrich  (Rhode  Is- 
land), consideration  of  the  financial  bill 
was  resumed  and  Mr.  Teller  continued 
the  speech  he  began  yesterday.

Tiie  important  fact  is  that  there  has 
l»een  no  weaken  ins  from  the  December 
level,  and  that  production  does  not  grou- 
atcordinK  to  theoretical  calculations,  but 
the  furnaces  have  constant  reminders  of 
thinness  of  the  lines  that  connert  them 
with  raw  material  supplies.

GREAT  NORTHERN  IMPROVEMENTS 

To  Be  Made  at  Cloquet  on  an  Ex- 
tensive Scale. 

Clocjuet,  Minn..  Jan.  is.— O.  W.  Erick- 
son,  the  well  known  railroad  contractor, 
will  have  charge  of  important  changes 
in  the  main  line  and  switch  yards  of  the 
(Jreat  Northern  railroad  at  this  point. 
The  new  right-of-way  will  cross  the 
tracks  of  the  .St.  Paul  &  Duluth  al»out  a 
tjuarter  of  a  mile  t«st  of  the  Johnson, 
Wentworth  company  plant  and  run  In  a 
westerly  direction,  south  of  that  com- 
pany's (iflke,  condemning  a  part  of  their 
lath  yards  and  necessitating  the  mov- 
ing of  their  large  barn.  Then  It  will  ex- 
tend due  west,  cutting  the  southwest 
cornel-  of  the  Northern  Lumber  com- 
pany's office,  and  on  through  their  yards 
in  the  rear  of  the  present  site  of  their 
planer,  at  which  ptdnt  a  twelve-foot  1111 
will  be  necessary.  The  hill  to  the  south 
of  the  present  tracks  will  have  to  be  ex- 
cavated back  for  200  feet  and  for  a  dis- 
tance of  half  a  mile,  to  make  room  for 
the  new  site  of  the  Northern  Lumber 
company's  planer,  and  the  straightening 
cf  the  tr.tcks  between  here  and  the  north 
end.  One  hundred  and  fifty  men  ar.' 
ni'w  working  on  these  improvements, 
an<l  more  will  be  added  as  fa.-^t  as  they 
can  be  used.  The  work  will  take  at  least 
six  months,  and  will  make  a  decided  im- 
provement in  the  appearanc-e  of  the 
town. 

A  sad  accident  occurred  here  on  the 
river,  near  the  Northern  Lumber  com- 
pany's lower  mill,  which  resulted  In  the 
death  of  Matt  Jenllnson.  Mr.  Jenlin- 
son  jumped  .m  the  rear  runner  of  the 
first  load  of  logs  that  came  down  to  ride 
across  the  river.  The  road  crossed  a 
large  l)(;om,  and  as  the  water  has  fallen 
i-onsiderabl.v  since  the  formation  of  ice, 
the  ice  near  the  boom  stick  sloped  down- 
ward on  each  side  and  was  left  without 
the  support  of  the  water.  The  front 
runners  went  over  the  boom  all  right, 
bui  the  rear  runners  broke  through  anil 
plunged  Into  the  river  with  the  load  of 
logs  and  carried  beneath  them  the  un- 
foriunate  man.  It  was  nearly  three 
hours  before  it  was  jiossible  tD  remove 
all  the  logs  and  recover  the  body.

GROWTH  OF  RUBBER 


Mexican  Rubber  Tree  Forms 
the  Subject  of  an  In- 
teresting Report.

Washington.  Jan.  18.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Frank  II.  Mason,  consul  gen- 
eral at  Berlin,  h.is  just  furnished  tiie 
state  department  important  information 
as  follows: 

"When,  a  few  months  ago.  the  pros- 
pectus and  plans  for  the  exposition  of 
the  Philadelphia  Commercial  Muesum 
were  circulated  in  Germany,  they  were 
generally  received  with  either  indiffer- 
ence or  ill-concealed  resentment.  The 
invitations  which  were  extended  to 
European  delegates,  offering  the  hospi- 
tality of  the  exhibition  and  opportunity 
to  participate  in  its  proceedings,  did 
something,  but  n^t  much,  to  all^iy  the 
general  suspicion  that  the  whole  en- 
terprise was  simply  a  scheme  to  foslei- 
American  export  trade  at  the  expen.se  of 
rival  manufacturing  nations  in  Europe. 
The  debates  in  German  chambers  of 
commerce  over  the  iiuestion  of  accept- 
ing or  declining  that  invitation  wt.re 
mainly  a  rehearsal  of  the  grievances  of 
German  exporters  against  the  taiift",  the 
treasury  and  custom  hou.se  ivgulations, 
the  too  alert  and  starching  activities  of 
the  I'nited  States  consuls,  and  the  de- 
fects in  American  merchandi.se.  A 
memorable  feature  of  that  period  was 
the  reputation  suddenly  wcm  by  a  mem- 
ber of  the  chamber  of  c()mmerce  of 
Cologne,  thr  >ugh  a  specially  tart  and 
.sarcastic  letter  which  he  had  .sent  to 
Director  Wil.son  in  declining  his  invita- 
tion t(»  attend  the  extxisition  as  a  dele- 
gate. There  was  not  wanting  business 
men  and  intluential  newspaers  that  to  )K 
a  broader,  moiv  liberal  view  of  the  case, 
and,  as  the  expression  of  their  ju^lg- 
meiit,  a  delegation,  limited  as  to  num- 
bers, but  of  the  hignest  ability  and  elli- 
clency,  was  sent  to  represent  German  in- 
terests at  the  exposition.  The.se  delo- 
srates.  most  of  whom  made  extensive 
journeys  through  the  Southern,  Western, 
and  New  England  states,  where  they  ex- 
amincHl  the  principal  industries  of  each 
.section,  have  now  returned  and  have, 
througn  newspaer  interviews,  lectures 
before  boards  of  trade  and  varijus  in- 
dustrial associations,  disseminated  a  vast 
amount  of  fresh  and  original  infor- 
mation concerning  the  United   States. 

The  effect  of  these  reports — attended 
as  they  have  been  by  the  Samoan  agree- 
ment and  the  executive  suggestion  of  a 
joint  fommissi  in  to  study  with  scientific 
thoroughness  certain  questions  which 
are  now  more  (u-  less  at  issue  between 
the  two  countries — has  been  to  change 
suddenly  and  to  a  surprising  degree  the 
tenor  of  newspaper  comment  and  popu- 
lar feeling  towai-d  the  United  States. 

■"While  the  reports  and  lectures  of  the 
returned  delegates  deal  with  a  wide 
range  of  subjects,  which  they  have 
studied  from  somewhat  different  stand- 
points, there  are  certain  ccmclusions  coa- 
cernliig  which  they  all  agree.  Among 
these  is  the  judgment  that  the  comirner- 
clal  exposition  has  been  unexpecteilly 
successful,  and  will  exert  an  important 
inlluence  upon  tlie  Immediate  future  of 
international  commerce.  The  German 
delegates  were  suipri.sed  by  the  num- 
bers and  high  c  haracter  of  the  represen- 
tatives of  other  nations,  particularly 
those  from  Great  Ihitain,  South  and 
Central  America.  Australasia  and  East- 
ern Asia.  They  were  intensely  interest- 
ed in  the  display  of  comer(  iai  samples 
from  foreign  countries,  but  think  that. 
in  conseciuence  of  the  rapid  change  in 
styles  and  models,  these  will  have  for 
the  most  part  unlj'  a  leinporar.v  value. 
Un  the  other  hand,  they  have  found  the 
bureau  of  c  mimt>rcial  information  at 
Philadeljvhia  a  model  of  cumpletene.^s 
and  erticiency,  far  in  advance  of  anj 
other  institution  of  Its  kind  yet  organ- 
ized in  ICurope.  and  a  model  for  the  im- 
mediate imitation  of  Germany  and 
other  exporting  nations  which  hope  t  > 
maintain  their  place  in  future  competi- 
tion. The  recent  address  in  Berlin  of 
Dr.  Vosberg-Rekow,  director  of  the  as- 
sociation of  (ierman  business  men  for 
the  preparation  of  commercial  treaties 
was  emphatic  on  this  point. 

'Dr.  Vosberg-Hekow's  declaration  that 
he  had  critically  examined  the  processes 
of  meat  inspection  and  preparation  at 
Chicago,  and  had  found  them  admirable, 
is  the  first  official  testimony  of  that 
kind  which  has  been  able  to  check  and 
silence — for  the  moment,  at  least — the 
long-sustained  and  tedious  chorus  of 
agrarian  denunciation  of  American  food 
products.  His  address  was  delivered 
before  the  Berlin  Association  of  Mer- 
chants and  Manufacturers,  the  members 
of  which  are  generally  men  of  superior 
intelligence,  who  are  above  the  small 
jealousies  and  selfishness  of  trade,  and 
who  realize  how  dependent  are  the  in- 
dustrial and  laboring  classes  in  German 
cities  and  manufacturing  districts  upon 
imjiorted  breadstuffs  and  meats.

PLEA  BY  RAILROADS 


Thai  They  Acquired  Contract 

Rights  Inviolable  Under 

the  Constitution. 
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Washington.  Jan.  IS.— The  argument 
of  the  Anderson  railroad  land  tax  c;ise 
from  Minnesota  was  completed  in  the 
supreme  court  yesterday.  C.  W.  Bruno, 
general  counsel  for  the  Northern  Paci- 
fic, opened  the  argument.  He  was  fol- 
lowed by  J.  T.  Davies,  of  New  York, 
who  is  also  an  attorney  for  the  railroad 
interest  involved.  Davies  was  follov.-cd 
by  H.  W.  Chllds,  Attorney  General 
Douglas  and  A.  Y.  Merrill,  all  repre- 
senting the  state  of  Minnesota,  and  the 
closing  argument  was  made  by  Judge 
Hoinblower,  of  New  York,  wlio  reiiiied 
for  the  railroads. 

Attorney  General  Douglas,  speaking 
of  the  case,  said  there  were  only  tuo 
c|Uestion.s  at  issue:  First,  is  there  an 
inviolable  contract?  Second,  had  the 
state  the  right  to  make  such  a  contract? 
The  suit  involves  all  the  lands  granted 
to  the  railroads  in  Minne.sota  by  the 
state  and  congressional  action,  and  not 
lands  granted  by  territorial  action.  The 
territorial  land  grants,  however,  ire 
practically  exhausted  and  so  the  j>resent 
case  reaches  a  large  majority  of  the 
railroad  lands  still  undisi-iosed  of. 

Mr.  Meriill  ma<le  an  elaborate  irgu- 
ment  on  behalf  of  the  state.  The  case  is 
the  one  ci.ming  from  Aitkin  county  in 
which  the  right  to  tax  the  St.  Paul  .^ 
Duluth,  the  Northern  Pacific,  the  Min- 
neapolis &  ."^t.  (Moud.  for  the  land  grams 
of  the  thiee  railways  is  involved.  The 
Northern  Pacific  received  it.s  grant  di- 
rect from  the  federal  government  whiio 
the  other  two  received  their  lands  from 
the  state. 

In  brief,  it  may  be  staled 
railways  resist  the  taxation 
grouni*  that,  by  reason  of  the 
the  several  granting  .acls,  lh» 
ive  railroad  comjianies  acquit 
tract  rights  inviolable  under  the  consti- 
tution. 

In  reply,  the  state  maintains,  by  way 
of  a  preliminary,  that  the  exemptions 
claimed  on  behalf  of  the  railway  ciun- 
j)anies  are  based  on  statutes  enacted 
subsequent  to  the  adoption  of  the  state 
constitution  in  18.">8. 

Continuing,  the  arguments  of  Mr. 
Merrill  are  sumtnarlzed  as   follows: 

That  that  constitution,  as  held  by  tb'> 
court  lielow,  prohibited  the  legislature 
from  contracting  away,  whoil.v  or  mi 
l>art.  the  right  to  tax  said  lands.  anc' 
that  they  could  not  lawfully  be  taxed 
otherwise  than  by  the  rule  of  uniform- 
ity therein  provided. 

That  the  amendment  to  the  consti- 
tution of  that  state  in  1871  operated  as  a 
temporary  validation  of  the  several 
statutes  in  question  providing  for  a 
per  centum  method  of  txation. 

That  such  method  of  taxation  was 
subject  to  change  at  any  time  when  ef- 
fected in  the  manner  provided  by  the 
said  amendment. 

That  the  jjer  cn^ntum  method  of  tax- 
ation is  not  a  contract  at  all,  but  a  svi'- 
tem  of  taxation  which  rests  in  and  d  '- 
rives  its  foi'c-e  from  the  soverign  will  as 
expre.ssed   in  the  said  ainen<lment. 

That  it  necessarily  follows  from  the 
foregoing  postulates  that  the  lands  in 
ciucstion  might  be  brought  under  tlu- 
general  and  nrdinary  method  of  t.i.v- 
ation.  without  affecting,  so  far  as  th's 
court  is  concerneil,  the  ciuesliin  as  to 
the  manner  in  which  the  ivmaininT 
properties  of  the  said  companies  should 
be  taxed,  that  being  a  question  of  purely 
state  policy,  the  validity  of  which  must 
be  determined,  if  at  all.  in  other  tb.n 
the  present  litigation. 

That  i-ight  of  exemption  must  resi 
uiion  cdear  and  express  provisions  of 
law.  unembarrassed  by  any  question  of 
douht.  and  that   doubt  is  fatal  to  it. 

That  the  grants  to  the  state  by  con- 
gress, whether  as  to  swamp  or  other 
lands,  were  not  intended  to,  nor  did 
they,  operate  to  clothe  the  legislature 
with  the  power  to  stipulate  away  tho 
sovereign  right  of  taxation  as  to  such 
lands:  for  to  concede  that  the  i>oW(  r 
existed  to  exempt  such  lands  from  tax- 
ation for  any  time  carries  with  it  the 
power  to  so  exemjit  them  for  all  timo. 
There  is  no  halting  jilace  between  the 
I)ower  to  provide  for  temporary  and 
perpetual  exemption. 

That  it  is.  at  best,  a  harsh  doctrine 
that  a  legislature  can  in  any  case  con- 
tract away  the  soverign  power  of  tax- 
ation, and  it  should  therefore  be  re- 
stricted to  those  cases  where  the  claim 
rests  upon  clear  and  unmislakabu 
terms. 


C.  M.  &  ST.  P.  CHANGES. 
Chicago,  Jan.  18.— H.  R.  Williams, 
general  superintendent  of  the  Chicago. 
Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  railway,  is  to  l>e 
appointed  general  manager  of  the  sys- 
tem, vice  W.  G.  Collins,  who  relin- 
quishes the  duties  of  that  office  tomor- 
row. W.  J.  Underwood,  now  assistant 
superintendent  of  the  same  road,  with 
offices  at  Minneapolis,  will  be  installed 
as  general  supf'rintendent  in  Chicago. 
Though  the  aliove  appointments  have 
not  been  announced  officially,  they  hnv .^ 
been  agreed  upon  l>y  the  executive  man- 
agement of  the  company.  Roswell  Mil- 
ler, chairman  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  same  company,  has  decided  to 
move  his  headouarters  from  Chicago  to 
New  York  on  June  1.

The 
failure  on  the  ptirt  of  Liverpool  to  re- 
spond to  tht-  recovery  which  we  experi- 
enced here  yesterday,  produced  some  more 
lii|uidation  and  sent  prices  down  at  one 
time  to  frl'ni .  but  recovery  was  made  fin 
the  report  of  damage  of  a  severe  charac- 
ter to  the  Frenc-h  crop.  This  latter  acting 
upon  a  market  already  very  much  over- 
sold and  showing  uf)  pit  conditions  that 
woidii  make  one  rather  nervous,  seiling 
short  on  an  already  overdone  mark.et.  The 
m.-irket  showed  evidence  of  good  buying 
by  shorts  but  we  do  not  believe  it  was  of 
a'ch.-iracter  to  make  the  market  healthier 
for  the  bears.

UNITED  MINE  WORKERS, 

nitlation  and  Referendum  Tabled— 
Resolution  For  Concurrent  Deals. 

In(li:;ii;\p(>lis,  Jan.  IS.— i'lesident 
Mitchell  presided  at  today's  session  of 
the  United  Mine  Workers  of  America. 
The  committee  on  re.solutions  reported 
three  resoluticms.  One  was  referred  to 
the  coinmittee  on  constitution,  the  sec- 
ond denounced  federal  courts  and  asked 
the  miners  to  use  their  political  influ- 
ence in  election.  The  committee  did  not 
concur  in  the  resolution.  Another  reso- 
lution provided  that  all  tHmtracts  made 
by  the  miners  begin  and  expire  on  the 
same  ('  .te.  The  committee  recommend- 
ed this   resolution   for  pa~ssage: 

The  most  radical  proposition  presented 
to  the  committee  was  In  a  resolution  pro- 
viding that  If  any  federal  judge  imposed 
a  sentence  similar  to  that  given  John  P. 
Reese,  executive  board  member,  bv  Judge 
Williams,  of  Fort  Scott,  Kan.,  the  entire 
forces  of  the  TTnltcd  Mine  Workers  be 
suspended  until  the  cort's  order  was  re- 
scinded. The  committee  reported  against 
the  resolution. 

The  initiative  and  referendum  resolution 
relating  to  a  popular  vote  on  all  matters 
relating    to    government    was   tabled. 

Addresses  were  delivered  by  D.  F.  Ken- 
nedy, of  the  Indiana  Federation  of  I.,abor, 
and  D.  L.  Devoir.  The  former  spoke  for 
the  Hatters"  International  union  and  the 
latter   for    the   Soapmakers"    union. 

Kenned.v  declared  that  if  every  union 
man  will  spend  one  dollar  of  evtr.v  live  of  i 
his  earnings  for  luoducts  bearing  union 
label  the  i>ioducts  thus  bought  will  aver- 
age $2'H».OtlO.'KX)  a  year  and  ihe  American 
Federation  of  Labor  will  soon  have  .").00O.OiO 
instead  of  l.CtOiMW).

UNCLE   SAM'S   STOREHOUSE. 

A  copy  of  the  Manilla  Ainericun  gives 
the  following  descriiition  of  one  of  the 
United  States  storehouses: 

The  building  is   not   an       exceedingly 
large  one,  being  about  200  by  60  feet,  and 
in  this  small  space  is  packed  in  cases  | 
of  twenty-four  cans  each,  the  following 
supplies: 

Six  thousand  cases  apricots.  fiOOO 
hardtack,  2000  sacks  of  flour,  3000  sacks 
green  coffee,  3000  sacks  of  beans,  3000 
cases  ground  and  roasted  coffee,  50 
IKiunds  to  the  case;  3000  cases  l^rice's 
baking  powder,  3000  cases  string  beans, 
3000  cases  evaporated  peaches,  2000  ca.ses 
evaporated  prunes,  4000  cases  evapor- 
ated apricots,  50  pounds  to  the  case;  2500 
cases  candles.  3000  cases  blackberries, 
1500  cases  jelly,  2500  cases  rolled  oats, 
1000  cases  deviled  ham.  1000  barrels  me.ss 
pork,  ham,  etc.,  3300  cases  tofnatoe.s, 
3000  cases  salmon  and  1000  cans  cran- 
berry sauce. 

This  is  what  they  call  the  solid  eat- 
ables, but  as  all  drummers  carry  a  fine 
line,  so  does  this  house,  and  it  is  known 
by  the  name  of  delicacies,  and  in  thi.s 
section  will  be  found  in  large  quanti- 
ties Worcester  sauce,  honey,  caviar, 
malt  extract,  toilet  soap,  olives,  nickles, 
fancy  candy,  olice  oil,  sardines,  maple 
syrup,  shrimps,  lobsters,  deviled  crabs, 
curry.  French  peas,  mushrooms,  spin- 
ach, pressed  hops  and  last,  but  not 
least,  canned  sweet  potatoes.  The  lat- 
ter is  the  first  that  were  ever  brought 
to  Mani'lla,  and  they  are  dealt  out  with 
the  greatest  of  care. 

Yesterday  was  an  exceptionally  light 
day  with  the  outgoing  shipments,  but 
Friday  was  a  record-breaker,  and  rush 
orders  were  stacking  up,  among  which 
was  an  order  for  1500  cases  of  hard 
bread.  This  order  was  received  at  10  .n. 
m.  and  the  usual  gang  of  chenos  were 
set  to  work  and  at  11:10  a.  m.  the  1500 
cases  of  bread  were  loaded  and  on 
their  way  to  the  front.

"We  read  a  good  deal  nowadays  ^boul 
bunco  steerers  lieing  bitten  by  their  vic- 
tims," said  the  man  with  the  canary  col- 
ored shirt,  relates  the  New-"  York  Sun.  "and 
no  doubt  many  of  these  stories  are  per- 
fectly true.  It's  always  Interesting  to  hear 
about  some  Rube  who  has  been  taken  in  on 
the  game  coming  down  here  again  and 
making  the  con  man  look  like  a  lead 
nickel.  When  I  read  about  two  farmers 
coming  on  from  Hartford  t|je  other  day 
and  shoving  six-shooters  under  the  noses 
of  a  couple  of  green-goods  men  it  re- 
minded me  of  a  Jittie  incident  in  the  ca- 
reer of  a  certain  famous  member  of  ilie 
profession  which  1  have  never  seen  in 
print.  The  two  Incidents  are  not  In  the 
least  alike;  the  one  I'm  going  to  tell  y«ju 
aboiit  strikes  me  as  being  about  the  fun- 
niest thing  of  the  kind  that  I  ever  heard 
of. 

"Several  years  ago  a  very  benevolfyn 
looking  man  put  up  at  one  of  the  jiriiiclptii 
hotels  in  this  city.  He  came  from  a  city  in 
Massachusetts,  and  was  In  New  York  to 
attend  a  meeting  of  Presbyterians  who 
were  interested  In  some  charitable  move- 
ment involving  the  expenditure  of  a  large 
sum  of  money.  Smith  is  as  good  a  name 
as  any  to  use  for  this  man  from  New  Eng- 
land. He  was  about  W)  years  of  age,  with 
a  long,  flowing  beard  and  the  genertLl  ap- 
I>earance  of  a  mark— that  is,  from  the  coi.- 
tidence  man's  point  of  view.  Well,  Mi 
Smith  was  duly  spotted  at  his  hotel  by 
Slim  Jim  Bates.  Mr.  Bates  was  a  cadav- 
erous-looking young  man.  with  a  hungry 
look  about  him  and  a  general  appearance 
of  sanctity.  Added  to  this  was  remark- 
able power  of  conversation,  and  a  Ton- 
vincing  Wiiy  that  would  fool  many  a  man 
who  thinks  he  is  a  wise  one.  Slim  Jim 
was  what  might  be  called  a  very  success- 
ful bunco  man.  a  fact  which  he  attributed 
to  his  absolute  confidence  In  himself.

"By  a  coincidence,  of  course,  Mr.  Bates 
and  Mr.  Smith  breakfasted  together  one 
morning  at  the  bi'tel  where  the  latter  was 
stopping  during  his  visit  to  town.  Mr. 
Bates  in  that  way  common  to  members  of 
his  profession  but  beyond  the  knowledge 
of  the  layman  had  contrived  to  learn 
enough  about  his  chance  table  companion 
to  give  him  a  ground  work  to  start  on. 
Mr.  Smith  hadn't  half  eaten  his  omelet 
before  he  was  discussing  foreign  missions 
with  the  solemn  looking  young  man  op- 
posite him.

He  thought 
he  would  lik«'  to  see  more  of  bis  new 
friend.  In  time,  he  said  he  felt  sure 
that  he  could  show  Mr.  Bates,  for  Jim 
had  given  his  own  name,  that  he  was 
wrong  in  believing  that  home  missions 
were  of  more  Importance  than  foreign 
ones.  Mr.  Bates  expressed  himself  as 
more  than  pleased  with  the  prospect  of  a 
further  discussion,  and  that  ended  the 
first  meeting. 

"Of  cour.se  It  looked  like  easy  meat. 
SUm  Jim  hugged  himself  with  glee  as  he 
sneaked  into  a  barroom  around  the  corner 
and  got  a  couple  of  drinks  to  take  the  bad 
taste  out  of  his  mouth.  He  spent  the  next 
afternoon  playing  checkers  with  his  new 
friend  and  for  a  week  after,  there  were 
regular  afternoon  checker  meetings  In  the' 
parlor  of  the  hotel.  It  got  to  be  a  little 
tiresome  to  Jim.  but  as  he  used  to  say. 
business  Is  business,  and  so  the  weary 
work  of  playing  the  fish  went  on.  From 
time  to  time  Jim  tried  to  bring  about  the 
crisi.s.

Mr.  Smith  showed  great  interest  in 
the  matter  and  thought  that  a  trip  around 
some  of  the  gambling  houses  for  the  pur- 
j)ose  of  gathering  material  for  a  lecture 
on  the  subject  would  not  be  a  bad  idea. 
Jim  wanted  to  go  tit  once,  for  only  a  few 
blocks  away  ti  pal  of  his  had  been  waiting 
day  and  iiighl  for  over  ten  days  for  the 
man  from  Massachusetts  to  be  steered 
up  againsi  hhn.  Mr.  Smith  couldn't  spare 
the  time  from  a  meeting  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  society  to  be  held  that  night, 
however,  but  suggested  that  Jim  acconi- 
panv  him  and  yait  off  the  tour  of  the  town 
until  some  other  time.

1  am  very  sure  that 
we  can  expect  our  newest  ally  to  do  what 
he  can  for  the  cause  that  Is  so  near  and 
dear  to  us  all.' 

"Sav,  there's  no  use  of  my  going  into 
a  whole  lot  more  details  abont  the  string- 
ing Slim  Jim  got  that  night.  They  threw 
it  into  that  poor  con  man  in  scandalous 
stvle.

A  i-ecent  estimate  places  the  national 
debt  of  Great  Britain  at  about  $2,990.- 
OUO.OOO.  It  is  interesting  to  learn  how 
it  has  be-en  incurred.  The  Amerie^an  war 
cost  $.581,101,670.  the  ten  years'  French 
war  between  1792  and  1S02  added  $1,48-J.- 
947.935  to  that.  The  war  against  Na- 
poleon was  active  between  1803  and  ISi;, 
and  cost  $1,616,830,205.  England's  last 
big  war  was  against  Ku.ssia  and  cost 
$195.130,86.5.  The  present  estimate  is  that 
the  Boer  war  will  cost  about  $300,000,000. 
In  1857  a  total  debt  of  more  than  $4,000.- 
<'00,000  had  been  created,  of  which  about 
$1,050,000,000  was  paid  between  1857  and 
the  pi'esent  date. 

But  these  large  figures  do  not  repre- 
sent the  total  bui-den  of  debt  Inirne  by 
the  Briti.sh  people.  They  take  account 
only  of  the  principal,  yet  millions  jf 
dollars  in  Intei-est  on  this  debt  have 
bt-en  paid.  Debts  are  not  fully  repre- 
sented by  the  amount  of  principal.  One 
difference  between  the  principal  and  In- 
terest account  is  that  the  jirincipal  is  a 
kind  of  permanent  institution,  while 
the  sums  paid  in  interest  are  wiped  .»ff 
the  slate  as  soon  as  paid.  If  the  amounts 
paid  in  the  form  of  interest  were  in- 
( luded  in  tables  of  natlDnal  debts  t.ie 
figures  would  be  staggering.  The 
British  debt  in  round  numbers  is  equal 
to  three-fourths  of  all  the  real  money  in 
the  world

A  statement  showing  SL'hedules  of 
wages  paid  in  various  parts  of  Minne- 
SLta,  as  a.scertained  l>y  the  factory  in- 
spect, rs  in  1899,  has  been  issuod  by  ihe 
state  labor  bureau.  It  cintains  some  in- 
teresting statistics,  that  show  that 
belter  wages  are  paid  in  Northern  Min- 
nesota than  in  the  southern  tier  .)f 
cimnties.  while  the  best  showing  of  all  is 
made  by  the  Duluth  district.  In  the 
bureau's  slatetnent,  the  weekly  wag^-? 
have  beer,  grouped  acording  to  amiunts 
ranging  from $3  per  week  to  $20  and  over. 
It  i.=  claimed  that  this  method  in:-ure^ 
absolute  correctness  in  the  wag?  sched- 
ules, provided  employers  and  employes 
have  made  correct  statements  to  tht  ii.- 
spe  'tors. 

Of  the  t.ital  number  of  72,000 
included  in  the  3303  first  inspections 
made  during  1&S9.  there  are  52.263.  .jr  71 
per  cent  of  the  total,  who.se  wages  have 
been  ascertained.  Miners  are  not  inelu.I- 
ed  in  the  s.^heilule  with  other  employes. 
but  even  excluding  them,  the  northern 
part  of  the  state  is  found  to  pav  higher 
wages  than  the  ;5outhern.  in  which  latter 
St.  Paul  Is  included. 

In  the  southern  district  57.52  per  cent 
receive  le.^s  than  $10  per  week.  In  ll.e 
Duluth  district  .:nly  40.69  per  cent  re- 
ceive less  than  $10  per  week.  Had  thc 
\.uges  of  the  mine  wi;rkers,  averagin.g 
$1.80  per  day  during  1899.  been  ailded  tf 
the  wages  paid  in  the  Duluth  distri.t. 
<iiscrepanc>  between  the  pay  of  men  in 
the  northern  and  southern  districts 
would  have  been  still  greater. 

The  figures  jiresent  some  curious  vari- 
ations as  to  the  wages  recetred.  I  .ir  in- 
stance, the  smallest  nvmber.  179,  receive 
less  than  $'J  per  we^ek.  The  largest  num- 
Itr,  2720,  are  in  the  class  receiving  be- 
tween $9  and  $10  per  week.  The  next 
ItTgest  number.  1971.  receive  between 
$12  and  $15  per  week,  while  lietwoen  the 
two  are  1803  receiving  between  JIO  and 
$12  per  week.  There  are  S72  receiving 
betv.een  $7  and  $8.  Then  back  again  to 
898  who  receive  between  $S  and  j;9. 

Among  the  women  of  the  First  di.^trict 
which  includes  St.  F^ul.  the  largest 
number  of  women,  40S,  are  in  the  class 
receiving  between  $6  and  $7  per  week, 
and  370  receive  between  $5  and  $6  per 
week.  Only  three  women  weie  foun.l 
who  receive  $20  per  week  and  over,  an  1 
only  8  who  receive  between  $18  and  $20. 
There  are  155  who  receive  between  $8 
and  $9. 
In  the  Minneapolis  district  the  largest

la  his  report  Chairman  Adams  says: 
"We.  the  reception  committee,  appoirii- 
ed  bv  voti  ior  the  encouragement  of  visit- 
ors to  this  city  and  entertainment  of  the 
same  for  the  season  of  1!n»!i,  beg  leave  to 
make  the  following  report: 

•'That  we  have  continued  the  work 
commenced  by  your  committee  of  the 
year  previous,  which  has  fully  realized 
their  tstimate  as  to  the  number  of  per- 
sons who  would  visit  our  city  this  yea.; 
fuilv  15,(H!ij  have  been  brought  here  by  the 
railroad  excursions  from  the  territory 
tributarv  to  us,  which  territory  has  Pet  ii 
much  Jiilarged  through  the  liberality  of 
the  dilTerent  roads,  who  have  realized 
the  importance  of  this  city  as  a  place  of 
interest   and    recreation. 

"That  the  class  of  visitors  have  been 
of  such  a  character  that  some  will  large- 
ly advertise  the  rescjurces  of  our  city, 
while  th<-  manv  others  will  hep  dt^velope 
then;  bv  an  increase  in  their  patronage 
to  our  manufacturers  and  wholesale  ;ind 
retail    merchants. 

That  the  entertainment  provided  has 
mtole  their  stay  a  matter  of  pleasure  and 
l.rotit.  so  that  in  the  future,  it  will  be  ;i 
very  easv  task  each  season  to  have  them

LAKE  CARRIERS    CONVENTION. 

Association     Elects    Officers   and 
Raises  the  Tonnage  Uues. 

Detroit.  Mich:,  Jar.  1.^.— At  the  session 
of  the  Lake  Carrie  's'  association  con- 
vention yesterday  alternoon,  W.  C.  Far- 
rington,  of  Buffalo,  was  elected  presi- 
dent of  the  association  for  the  ensuing 
year  and  Capt.  J.  G  Keith,  of  Chicago, 
vice  president.  It  was  voted  to  raise 
the  tonnage  dues  of  the  association  i 
half  cent  per  ton,  making  them  2»i  cents 
ui«  to  1400  tons  and  ::M!  cents  above  that 
capacity. 

The  disposition  of  the  annual  contract 
given  by  the  Lake  Carriers'  association 
"for  the  handling  of  grain  at  Buffalo  is 
in  the  hands  of  a  -special  <ommittee 
which  is  receiving  1  ids  and  considering 
the  showing  of  tht  "Longshoremen's 
nion,  which  is  fighting  to  prevent  W.  J. 
Connors,  of  Buffalo,  or  any  of  his  agents 
from  securing  it.  The  committee  is 
composed  of  eleven  members  of  the  as- 
sociation, and.  after  hearing  all  the  bids 
and  the  report.s  of  :he  union,  it  will  re- 
port its  recommendations  to  an  execu- 
tive session  of  the  association.  -Mr.  Con- 
iKU-s  insists  that  nei  her  he  or  his  agent.^ 
will  make  a  bid.  The  'longshorem  >n 
have  a  number  of  rames  they  will  pre- 
sent to  the  committee  as  agreeable  to 
them,  and  will  endeavor  to  have  the 
contract  given  to  one  of  these  men.  It 
is  doubtful  if  the  association  will  take 
any  definite  action  on  the  matter  at  this 
session.  It  will  pr<  bably  be  referred  to 
the  executive  comnittee  for  disposal 
after  the  conventioi  has  heard  the  spe- 
cial committee's  re  )ort  and  the  bids. 

Committees  were  appointed  to  confer 
with  Capt.  Davis,  ol  the  revenue  service, 
on  the  patroling  o"  channels  on  the 
lakes,  and  with  Col.  Lydecker  on  the  im- 
provements contemplated  in  the  Soo 
river  channel. 

There  was  a  sha  'P  fight  over  an 
amendment  to  the  c  onstitution  propo.^ed 
last  year  making  r  residents  of  the  as- 
sociation eligible  for  re-election.  The 
resolution  was  fath-^retj  by  some  of  the 
Cleveland  members,  and  they  did  their 
best  to  secure  its  adoption,  but  the  ma- 
jority voted  advers  dy.  It  was  claim'^d 
to  have  been  Intro  luced  to  permit  th-^ 
re-election  of  retiring  President  F.  .7.

fect work.  When  the  new  type  is  ih.i- 
nughb  installed  and  the  works  now  be- 
ing printed  in  old  type  completed,  the 
old  type  will  be  discarded  and  shipne<l 
back  to  the  foundry.  The  type  l.nown 
as  the  "point  system  "  was  first  u.sed  t  > 
any  extent  in  government  work  in  the 
census  I  ffice  under  Mr.  Porter,  and  it  is 
regarded  by  first-class  jirinters  as  far 
superior  to  the  old  make  of  type.

"dministration  of  th"  foreign  policy  of 
the  nation,  of  the  inilitaty  or  nav.il  re- 
pcuijes.  of  the  iiublic  lands,  o;-  the 
finances.  It  was  made  a  governmen'i. 
monopi.ly  in  most  Euroijean  countrie.- 
at  a  lime  when  individual  enterprise  w.t:- 
inadequate  to  carry  .  ut  undertakings 
on  s<.  great  a  scale  as  a  system  of  post- 
olTites  extending  over  a  whole  kingdom, 
and  was  so  used  as  to  be  a  .source  of 
■pef  I'niary  profit  and  political  i>ower  l> 
ironart  hs.  Introduced  into  ,\meric;i 
long  liofcre  n:en  had  begun  to  question 
the  p'dicy  of  allowing  the  state  t  >  usurp 
so  inportani  a  monopoly,  it  was  handed 
down  to  us  as  one  of  the  useful  institu- 
tions of  colonial  times,  and  became 
under  the  direction  of  Benjamin  Frank- 
lin, a  department  of  the  government  in 
the  very  fir.^-t  year  of  the  reinibHc.  and 
:-tii  h  it  has  ever  since  continued  to  be. 
The  growth  of  the  business  of  the  d"- 
?  Eijtment  has  been  wonderful,  and  while 
theie  \>a:T  a  disposition  at  first  to  have 
the  liusiness  put  inta  the  han.i.=.  of  pri- 
vate individuals,  that  sentiment  soon 
grew  to  amount  to  nolhinir.  J^ven  in  the 
early  days  of  our  rei uolie  there  were 
tho.--e  who  imagined  that  th  >  govern- 
ment   w-mted    to    run    everything    at    a 

great  loss  to  privil"--  irdividti?.!.'^.'

There  is  a  movement  under  way  to 
establish  a  national  park  in  North  Caro- 
lina. It  is  to  include  the  Qualla  Iiidiin 
reservation,  and  a  large  lairtion  of  lii^ 
Blue  Ridge  region.  If  the  proposed 
scheme  passes  ctmgress.  ti;e  territory 
included  will  embrace  from  liJO.OOO  to 
200.000  acres  of  land.  The  promoters  of 
this  scheme  argue  that  the  South  has 
no  jiarks  of  national  importance.  Th<  y 
jioint  to  the  Yeliowst one  national  park 
in  Wyoming  and  Mackinaw  island. 
Mich.,  as  instances  where  the  North  has 
been  especially  favored.  It  may  not  b:' 
generally  known  that  Mackinaw  Island 
is  a  national  park.  Such  is  the  case, 
i:owever,  and  it  is  governed  with  laws 
similar  t3  those  operative  in  the  Yellow- 
stone prrk  boundaries. 

It  is  .said  that  the  Blue  Ridge  or  the 
Great  Smoky  mountain  range  territory 
is  the  fin-rst  in  the  world  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  national  park.  The 
scenery  is  unexcelled  and  the  natural 
advantages  cannot  be  surpassed.  The 
mountains,  the  forests  and  the  rivers  all 
combine  to  make  this  section  of  the 
South  peculiarly  adapted  for  park  pur- 
poses. It  is  said  that  mineral  streams 
are  numerous  in  the  mountain  region^, 
the  mountain  peal-.?  tow.T  to  a  heiglu 
of  6000  feet  above  se.a  le\  el.  and  the  air 
is  soft,  r,'ire  and  ii.vig'i.iit'n:;-. 

The  proposition  will  undoubtedly  re- 
ceive favor  at  the  Indian  ofllce.  The 
nronosed  scheme  will  embrace  the  Quail. » 
Indian  reservation,  where  a  band  of  the 
Cherokee  Indians  have  lived  for  a 
great  many  years.  This  is  also  calls  to 
mind  some  ancient  Indian  history. 
Many  years  ago  the  government  pur- 
cha.sed  all  the  land  in  North  Carolina 
at  that  time  tv,  ned  by  the  Cherokee  In- 
dians. The  Indians  were  sent  north 
and  scattered  in  different  sections  of 
the  Northwestern  stales.  There  were 
several  hundred  Indians,  however,  who 
refused  to  move.  Tne  Indian  department 
could  not  get  their  consent.  The  gn- 
ernment  owned  the  land,  but  to  re- 
move these  Indians  would  have  cau.sed 
trouble.    They  were  allowed  to  remain. 

It  is  nov>-  proposed,  if  the  park  is  es- 
tablished by  congress,  to  use  these  In- 
dians as  guides.  They  know  every  foot 
of  the  land  and  will  be  valuable  assist- 
ants. The  Indian  department  will 
readily  agree  that  this  be  done.  The 
Indians  themselves,  it  is  .said,  have  no 
objections  to  raise  against  the  proposed 
scheme,  but  are  ready  to  assist  in  any 
way  they  can.  providing  they  v.ill  not 
have  to  forsake  their  old  home.  Sen- 
ator Pritchard  has  charge  of  the  pro- 
po.sed  scheme  and  will  introduce  a  bill 
in  the  senate  having  for  its  object  th? 
establishment  of  a  national  park  in  tint 
section  of  North  Carolina  which  in- 
cludes the  Blue  Ridge  mountains  and  the 
Qualla  Indian  reservation.

Mr.  Ilussell  (Conn.)  said  the  opposition 
to  the  loll  was  ci/iifined  to  the  house 
amendment  to  empower  the  director  o'" 
the  census  tr-  i.,ntract  for  printing  out- 
side the  government  pringting  oiTice.  He 
su.ggested  that  the  gen-'ial  tl'ijate  iie 
olost  d  at  4  o'clock.  This  was  .'.greed 
to  and  Mr.  Hopkins'  motion  adojted. 

Mr.  Hopkins  explained  that  the  bill  with 
the  exception  of  the  fourth  section  met  the 
unanimous  approval  of  the  census  commit- 
tee. This  section  authorizes  the  director 
of  the  census  to  contract  outside  of  the 
government  iirinting  ofiice  for  priiUing 
the  census  reports. 

Mr.  Hopkins,  in  defending  the  section, 
s.iid  the  public  printer  would  l>e  given  as 
much  of  the  i)rintinK  as  he  coulil  do.  The 
rest  could  be  done  as  well  and  cheaply  out- 
side. He  assured  the  house  that  this  work 
would  be  performed  by  union  labor.

HOLDS  IT 
jNyALID 

County  Attorney  Tliinks  Gen- 
eral Forfeited  Tax  Law  of 
1899  Is  Illegal. 

HE  WOULD  IGNORE  IT 


Claims  There  Is  Not  Time 

to  Give  Notice  of  Tax 

Judgment. 


When  the  forfeited  tax  .sale  was  held 
last  spring  a  large  number  of  descrip- 
tions of  property  were  not  sild,  but 
were  bid  in  by  the  state.  Last  winter 
the  state  legislature  passed  a  law  pro- 
viding for  a  general  forfeited  tax  sale 
all  over  the  state  on  terms  somewhat 
similar  to  tho.se  of  the  sale  held  in  this 
county.  Tliis  sale  is  to  be  held  following 
the  regular  delinquent  sale  in  May,  and 
auditt)rs  all  over  the  state  are  preparing 
for  it.  In  this  county,  however,  an  effiri 
is  to  be  made  to  disobey  the  law,  on  the 
advice  of  County  Attorney  Phelps  that 
it  is  not  good  law.  So  that  there  will  be 
no  resale  of  the  property  offered  at  the 
forfeited  sale  In  1899,  in  all  probability, 
unless  the  county  board  at  its  meeting 
Friday  decides  U)  obey  the  law  and  iet 
its  validity  take  care  of  itself. 

The  law  provides  that  when  the  coun- 
ty auditor  makes  up  his  delinquent  list.? 
for  the  year  1898  he  shall  append  to  the 
list  a  further  list  of  all  taxes  upon  real 
estate  which  appear  to  have  bet  ome  de- 
linquent in  1897  or  prior  years  that  have 
not  been  .satisfied  by  F)ayment,  redemp- 
tion or  saJe  to  actual  purchasers.  Such 
list  must  include  all  taxes  not  barred  by 
the  statute  of  limitations  upon  any  real 
estate  which  may  have  been  at  any  tax 
.sale  struck  off  to  or  declared  to  be  for- 
feited to  the  state,  whether  such  sale  of 
forfeiture  was  valid  or  invalid:  and  it 
siiall  also  contain  a  description  of  each 
parcel  of  land  up<in  whi<"h  such  taxe.s 
shall  not  have  been  paid  or  satisfied, 
and  opposite  each  description  the  name 
of  the  owner  to  whom  as.ses.sed,  if 
known,  and  if  unknown  it  shall  be  so 
stated,  and  the  amount  of  taxe.s.  prin- 
cipal and  interest  due  thereon  shall  be 
stated. 

The  law  clearly  applies  t)  the  prop- 
erty not  sold  at  the  forfeited  tax  sale, 
and  there  is  no  question  raised  but  that 
it  does  so  apply.  Hut  the  point  on  which 
County  Attorney  Phelps  hangs  his  claim 
that  the  law  is  invalid  is  in  the  pro- 
vision that  notice  must  ))e  given  to  the- 
owners  sixty  days  prior  to  the  sale. 
Judgment  cannot  be  had.  Mr.  Phelps 
states,  until  March  17,  and  after  that 
there  is  not  sixty  days  in  which  to  givt 
tlie  required  notice.  The  law  does  not 
state  however,  that  notices  must  be 
sent  after  judgment,  but  that  they  shouUl 
be  sent  sixty  days  prior  to  the  sale.  The 
lists  might  be  made  out  now,  it  is 
claimed,  and  notice  of  the  sale  sent  now, 
even  though  the  county  has  not  yet  ai- 
quired  judgment.  It  already  has  a  judg- 
ment on  the  former  forfeited  tax  sale. 

Like  last  year's  forfeited  tax  sale,  this 
is  absolute  and  final,  and  like  it.  an  ab- 
solute title  to  the  property  is  conveyed. 

An  important  difference  is  that  where 
in  the  former  sale  the  minimum  amount 
for  which  property  could  be  sold  was 
the  amount  of  the  state  tax,  or  about 
10  per  cent  of  the  whjle,  the  minimum 
in  this  sale  will  be  50  !>er  cent  of  the 
original  taxes. 

The  matter#s  to  be  brought  before  t.T? 
county  board  at  Its  meeting  tomorrow, 
when  County  Attorney  Phelps  is  expect- 
ed to  submit  a  written  opinion  to  Ihe 
effect  that  the  law  is  invalid  on  accjuiu 
of  the  discrepancy  above  mentioned. 
Some  of  the  commissioners  are  m  fav^u' 
of  offering  for  sale  the  most  desirable 
property  not  sold  last  year,  and  leaving 
out  the  undesirable  property.

annexation  of  Porto  Rico  will  be  the  alter- 
ation in  the  shape  of  the  island  as  it  is 
known  to  the  wot  Id.  The  coast  survey  is 
now  at  work  linding  out  what  the  real 
shape  of  Porto  Rico  is,  and  it  has  already 
learned  enough  to  show  that  the  old  Span- 
ish surveys  are  not  only  worthless,  but 
th.it  they  give  a  positivelv  false  imi)res- 
sii.r.  of  the  formation  of  the  coast. 

Porto  Rico  has  always  had  a  strangely 
regular  shape  on  the  maps.  It  has  look.^d 
us  if  the  sea,  disgusted  with  the  <.'uet-.- 
sha))ps  assumed  by  islands,  had  deter- 
mined to  throw  above  its  surface  at  least 
one  island  as  even  in  contour  as  a  cigar 
box,  just  to  show  that  it  could  be  done, 
says  a  Chicago  Intcr-Oceon  correspon- 
dent. 

The  coast  survey  is  beginning  to  find  out 
that  Porto  Rico  has  irregularities,  and 
considerable  ones,  like  all  other  islands. 
At  the  eastern  end,  which  the  Spanisn 
surveys  make  as  sharp  as  the  edge  of  a 
hoard,  there  Is  really  a  long  northwest- 
ern slant  into  the  ocean.  This  will  make 
the  island  bigger  than  has  been  supposed, 
I  unless,  as  is  quite  probable,  the  coast  sur- 
vey has  to  gouge  a  big  hole  in  the  soutli-

HOW  WAR  NEWS  COMES. 

Few  fteople  realize  the  many  twistings 
and  turnings  whereby  London  is  getting 
its  war  news.

At  this  point  it  plunges  under 
the  ,\t'antlc  S90  miles  to  Penzance,  and  so 
on  to  London.  .... 

In  ordinary  telegraphy  automatic  instru- 
ments take  a  message  arriving  on  one 
wire  and  send  It  off  on  another,  as  In  tel- 
egraphing from  New  York  to  San  Francis- 
co and  this  saves  time  and  the  operator, 
but  no  such  arrangement  has  lieen  liivent- 
ed  for  the  cable.  Consequently,  when  a 
message  must  be  rei>eated  from  cable  to 
tolegranh  line,  the  "human  relay"  plan  is 
used  Bv  this  the  operator  translates  the 
zig-zag  lines  of  the  former's  syphon  pen 
on  the  moving  tape,  not  by  first  writing 
them  down,  but  directly  on  to  the  lanil 
wire  his  fingers  resting  on  its  "key. 
Thus  a  long  distance  mes.sage  from  Boin- 
bav  for  instance,  traveling  twenty  words 
a  minute,  is  partially  written  down  in  Pen- 
zance before  the  whole  of  it  has  left  Bom- 
bay.

ditional fi.rm.  with  lots  of  snow.

inch  of  cover,  the  Hoers  then  ..^fadual'y 
reached  the  crest  of  the  heig-iits.  Here 
a  body  of  light  horse  was  poste«l.  but 
they  were  forced  to  retire  before  the 
advance  of  the  Free  Staters,  th'-re  l)einri 
no  breastworks  for  defense  on  the  west- 
ern shouldei  of  the  hill.  With  littl-  to 
impede  their  progress  the  enemy  soon 
<  aine  to  an  emjilacenient.  where  thoy 
surprised  working  parties  of  the  (Jor- 
don  Highlanders  and  the  Sixtieth  rilr^.s. 

"Lieut.  Digby  Jones,  of  the  Koyal  En- 
gineers, gathered  a  handful  of  men  rnd 
attempted  to  hold  the  position,  but  the 
numbers  were  against  him  and  after  a 
stublxirn  resistance  he  was  driven  back 
iind  the  enemy  got  possession  of  tlie 
summit.  Kven  then  the  P^ree  Staters 
were  afraid  to  venture  far  or  to  face 
the  heavy  fire  from  the  Sangar.  Here  it 
was  that  Lieut.  McNaught<)n  and  thirty 
of  the  (lordons  were  captured,  although 
nttt  until  every  man  among  them  was 
injured. 

•'At  h  o'clock  Col.  Edward.-?  with  two 
squadrons  of  light  horse  arrived  upon 
the  scene  and  the  Twenty-first  battery 
i>f  the  Royal  field  artillery,  under  Maj. 
Blewitt,  came  into  action,  preventinr' 
the  storming  party  from  being  rein- 
forced from  the  Boer  camp.

•  ailing  tht-  (lonlons  together,  charged 
in  and  drove  them  back.  Having  thus 
cleared  the  ground,  he  joined  Lieut. 
Difiby  Jones  in  a  newly  i)ieparfd  em- 
pl.icement  on  the  Western  shoulder. 

"A  pause  t  nsued  for  a  time,  but  the 
Boers  were  net  yet  finally  beaten.  Tak- 
ing advantage  of  the  st.irm  now  raging, 
ihey  essa>  ed  to  capture  the  position  ))y 
another  lush.  Three  of  their  leader.' 
leached  the  parapet,  but  were  shot  down 
by  Lieut.  Higby  Jones  and  Maj.  Walnut, 
the  latter  of  whom  also  fell. 

"The  rmewtil  check  effectually  dis- 
.  "i.iageil  the  assailants,  and  the  deadlv 
duel  was  now  practically  ai  an  eml. 
Ne\rrtheless  small  parties  of  the  braver 
spirits  kept  u\>  a  murderous  lire  on  our 
men  from  beliind   the  rocks." 

The  moment  had  evidently  arriv-  d  to 
strike  the  final  blow,  and  C  )i.  Park 
cuickly  issued  the  necessary  orders. 
Three  tompanies  of  Devonshire.^,  led  by 
('apt.  Lefone.  f.,ieut.  Field  and  Lieut 
Masters,  n.  made  a  brilliant  chtrge 
across  the  open  under  a  teriilic  tire  and 
fairly  hurled  the  enemy  down  ihe  hill  a' 
thf  point  of  the  bayonet.  In  the  course

gieiiter  bIoo<l  Mow  to  carry  on  the  com- 
merce of  the  mind.  Man  will  be  slronser 
I'liysically.  His  hands  and  feet  will  Ijc 
much  smaller.  Laljor  saving  machinery 
will  reduce  physical  labor,  but  an  in- 
crease of  attnletics  will  make  the  race 
strongi-r.

Chemi- 
cally i)ure  ilrirfking  water  will  free  the 
cell.s  iif  the  body  from  mineral  matter  and 
permit  man  to  live  to  the  age  of  Melhns.'- 
ilah.  Compressed  foods  will  never  come 
into  use.  If  they  should  the  stomach 
would  atrophy.  The  death  of  an  infant 
will  be  an  exception,  whereas  today  oni'- 
half  of  the  human  race  never  mature. 
The  deadly  microbe  will  suffer  the  fate 
of  such  ilangi'rous  animal  pests  as  have 
already  been  made  extinct.  Peoiifle  who 
S!>read  disease  will  be  considered  as  ene- 
iriies  of  mankiiul— punishable  by  severe 
l)enaltles.

ilittle  toe.  "Man  himself,"  said  be,  "is  a 
striking  evidence  of  the  fact  that  he  wa>- 
not  si)eciall\-  created.  He  is  not  only  like 
the  ape.  but  bears  the  impress  of  many  in- 
lerioi-  st(>cks.  'I'he  apiieiidix,  for  instance, 
was  inherited  from  ancestors  to  whom  It

anticipated.  1  doul)t  if  the  hair  will  de- 
(Ti-ase.  Thi'  more  civilized  have  a  thick»r 
growth  upon  their  faces  than  the  lower  or- 
ders of  men.  ('ndoubtedl.\  there  will  be 
many  changes  which  i-annot  be  fi>reto!d." 

•In  the  first  plaei-  every  man  will  be 
white,  '  said  Professor  W,  J.  McGee.  the 
noted  etbnoliigist,  in  reply  ^i^  the  ((uestion. 
"His  average  height  and  w«-ight  wMl  be 
decideiily  greater.  His  head  will  be  larger, 
absolutely  and  relatively.  His  hands,  and 
brain  wiljl  be  belter  co-orilinaled,  and, 
tlierefoii'.  he  will  be  a  better  mechanician. 
His  vision  will  be  stronger,  his  sense  of 
smell  more  acute,  and  his  hearing  and 
sense  i>(  taste  more  delicate.  On  the  who.e. 
the  man  of  the  future  wUl  be  stronger  in 
relation  to  stature  and  weight.  He  will 
live  under  a  universal,  republican  govern- 
ment, but  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  one 
administrative  head  will  be  reuulred.  Dis- 
putes between  Individuat's,  corporations, 
or  states  will  be  settled  l;y  courts  <i{  vari- 
ous magnitude.  There  wdl  be  a  universal 
language— a  comj/osite  of  all  ptesent  ton- 
gues, but,  .like  the  English,  a  language  of 
vocables  jind  syntax.  Written  and  spoke. i 
language  will  be  more  similar.  Phonetic 
spelling  will  effect  great  economy  in  both 
l)riiiting  and  writing.  The  tyi>ewriier  Wili 
be  in  universal  use  because  quicker  and 
better  for  the  eyes  than  the  old  methods. 

"Fish  will  be  relatively  more  important 
as  ffiod.  (Jceans  and  lakes  will  \h-  thi- 
main  source  of  food  supply.  Land  will  bj 
almost  entirely  occupied  for  dwelling  and 
for  hi^rticulture  and  Intensive  agriculture. 
Need  of  clothing  will  diminish.  Contrri 
of  temiierature  will  be  met  by  other  than 
our  present  retail  methods.  There  will  bi' 
no  serious  exposure  to  cold.  In  winter 
men  wii'.l  travel  in  well-heated  vehicles 
carrying  them  from  one  warm  building  to 
another.  Ozone  will  be  sold  at  drug  stores 
and  will  be  applied  to  kill  baclli  as  soon 
as  they  appear.  The  earth  will  be  an  end- 
less succession  of  suburbs.  Cities  wilil 
meanwhile  grow  less  and  less  dense.  The 
street  block  or  row  will  be  no  more.  The 
home  wi'i'.  be  more  individual,  each  family 
occup.ving  a  separate  house  to  suit  its  pe- 
culiar taste.  Transportation  will  h.'  chiefly 
electric,  and  will  be  much  more  rapid  as 
a  result  of  the  straightening  and  multi- 
ri'ication  c)f  tracks.  Aerial  navigation  will 
be  valuable  t>nly  for  sports  and  amuse- 
ments. It  will  not  be  a  factor  In  warfare, 
because  there  will  be  no  warfare.  Sub- 
marine navigation  will  be  valuable  only  as 
a  means  of  escape  from  storms.  Vesse.s 
will  l>e  ecjuipped  with  means  of  diving  ami 
remaining  below  the  surface  until  storms 
blow  over.  Perfection  of  telegraphy  wij  i 
dei'rease  mail  business.  Money  will  re- 
main a  medium  of  exchange,  but  financial 
transactions  will  be  made  mostly  by  n^go- 
tiable  paper,  for  which  Individuals  will  b  ■ 
more  responsible  than  governments. 

"Religion  will  be  more  of  an  individual 
sentiment.  There  will  be  an  elimination 
of  creeds.  As  progress  of  nature  grows 
more  complete,  man  wi.'l  rely  less  and  less 
upon  the  occult.  Punishment  will  be  ob- 
s<dete.  All  children  wlU  receive  the  foun- 
dations of  their  educations  in  public 
schiK)ls.  rnlversities  and  jirivate  institu- 
tions of  learning  wi'-.l  give  <mly  special 
training.  Children  will  have  to  study 
less,  will  learn  spontaneoii.S:  y,  and  will  be 
encouraged  to  do  what  their  minds  nat- 
urally lead  them  to  prefer."

STRENSTH  OF  BULLER'S  FORCE.

London,  Jan.  19,  4  a.  m.— Gen.  Buller's 
forces,  engaged  in  the  flanking  opera- 
lion  across  the  Tugela,  are  some  13,000 
or  14,000  bayonets,  1200  horses  and  forty 
guns. 

The  disposition  of  his  other  ir.,000  or 
20.000  men  is  not  known,  although  the 
assumption  is  that  the  whole  army  w  ill 
be  in  action  when  the  hour  for  combined 
movement  arrives. 

Three  weeks  ago  Gen.  Buller  had  30,000 
men.  Considerable  reinforcements  have 
.-ince  reached  him.  giving  him  probably 
oS.OUO  men  and  eighty  guns  all  told. 

Lslimates  of  how  many  men  and  guns 
the  Boers  have  to  oppose  him  are  mere 
guess  wcrk.  in  not  replying  to  Gen. 
Lytteton's  shells  they  are  using  the 
tannics  that  proved  so  successful  in  the 
l)atiles  of  Magersfontein  and  Colenso— 
lying  low  in  their  trenches,  and  thus 
hcping  to  conceal  their  position  until  the 
in<'antr\  advances. 

One  correspondent  mentions  Gen.  Bul- 
ler's wheeled  transport  of  5000  vehicles, 
which  connects  him  with  the  rail  head, 
about  thirty  miles  to  the  rear.  Among

GREAT  BATTLE  MAY  BE  OVER. 

Report  That  Ladysmith  Hss  Been 
Reiievtid. 

New  York,  Jan.  19.-  A  London  special 
t3  the  Herald  says:  There  is  a  per- 
sistent rumor  afloat  his  morning  that 
Ladysmith  has  been  relieved.  The  same 
story  had  reached  the  war  office  by  mid- 
night, coupled  with  tie  statement  that 
a  decisive  victory  had  been  won  by  the 
r.rifish.

The  latest  new^s  rec  ?ived  is  contained 
in  Gen.  Buller's  dispatch,  which  str. i-s 
tiiat  Gen.  Warren's  entire  force  had 
crossed  the  Tugela  at  Trichardt's  drift 
and  expected  to  advarce  five  miles  from 
the  river  by  last  evening.  As  the  Boers 
were  entrenched  on  his  right  and  front, 
this  clearly  indicates  the  possibility  of 
an  encounter  any  minute,  but  the  re- 
lief of  the  besieged  »|ty  is  not  yet  at 
hand.  ^  . 

As  to  future  mot^s  it  is  all  guess 
work.  The  Boers  <.  ,<  upy  in  force  the 
kopjes  in  front  'it  Buller  and  hav^ 
strong  positions  'on  Arnot  Hill  farn), 
some  six  miles  from  Potgieter's  drift. 
This  position  is  open  t )  a  turning  move- 
ment by  the  west,  whi  -h  would  cut  it  off 
from  the  Free  State  i)asses  and  by  the 
east  also  if  the  garrison  of  Ladysmith 
could  make  a  strong  novement  against 
the  enemy's  position  by  Onderbrook  and 
Grobler's  kloof. 

Gen.  Buller  has  two  drifts  in  his  hands, 
which  gives  him  g'eat  maneuvering 
power.  He  is  holding  Colenso  in  front 
by  a  brigade,  having  his  right  protected 
and  his  railway  line  to  Frere  guarded 
by  the  divisional  troops.  After  enough 
men  have  been  left  in  the  trenches  and 
drifts,  he  would  have  for  maneuvering 
purposes,  besides  t  is  cavalry  and 
mounted  Infantry,  about  twenty  bat- 
talions of  infantry.  T  lere  would  be  two 
brigades,  comprising  eight  battalions, 
with  batteries  and  na  -al  guns,  to  make 
a  good  advance  and  ight  the  Boers  if 
needful  on  their  scutiiern  front.

Kruger  and   Steyn   Have  a  Very 
Warm  ConferencQ. 

London,  Jan.  19.— This  dispatch  from  its 
special  correspondent  is  published  by  the 
Daily  Mail: 

Modder  River,  Wednesday.— You  ylll  see 
by  the  perfunctory  reports  from  this  camp 
that  we  made  a  demonstraiion  in  coysid-  1  ond 
erable  force  last  evening.  As  the  Boers 
made  no  reply  until  we  were  returning, 
we  may  regard  it  as  principally  a  demon- 
stration by  Lord  Methuen  of  the  fact  that 
even  in  South  Africa  the  plans  of  the  gen- 
eral can  be  kept  secret.

He  said  that  President 
Kruger  promisf>d  that  the  army  would  ht 
in  Durban  in  three  days  and  would  drive 
the  British  into  Table  bay  in  three  weeks. 
As  this  promise  was  far  from  being  ac- 
complished, the  Free  Staters  were  disgust- 
ed. He  (Stevn »  could  Bot  promi.se  to  hold 
his  i)eople  more  than  a  fortnight  longer. 
Kruger's  answer  was  to  order  Gen. 
Cronje  to  attack  l/ord  Methuen's  forces 
within  a  fortnight.  The  time  was  up  today, 
and  this  gives  peculiar  interest  to  the  fact 
that  we  were  not  even  replied  to  when  we 
advanced  within  a  few  hundred  yards  ot 
the  Boer  trenches  yesterday.

Camp,  Natal,  Thursdiv, 
Jan.  IS,  8:25  p.  m.— The  Boer  trenches 
have  been  persistently  shelled  by  the 
naval  guns  all  day  long.Small  parties  of 
the  Boers  have  been  seen  at  intervals, 
and  a  large  force,  from  the  direction  of 
Ladysmith,  was  seen  trekking  towards 
northwestward  of  the  British  position.

Slover  Says,  For  Which  Crime 

William  Rose  Paid  Death 

Penalty. 


St.  Paul,  Jan.  19.— A  Redwood  Falls, 
Minn.,  special  to  the  Dispatch  rays:  A 
report  has  just  reached  here,  said  to 
come  from  the  relatives  of  the  de- 
ceased, that  "old  man  Slover"  recently 
died  in  California  and  that  he  made  a 
deathbed  confession  to  the  effect  that 
he  killed  Moses  Lufkins,  in  Gales  town- 
ship, this  county,  some  twelve  years 
ago,  instead  of  William  Rose,  who  was 
afterwards  hung  for  the  crime. 

The  crime  was  committed  it  ni.s;ht. 
Lufkin  was  sitting  in  the  kitchen  of  his 
house,  reading  a  paper.  All  of  a  sud- 
den there  came  explosion  of  a  gun  and 
a  charge  of  shot  passed  thr-iugh  the 
window  into  Lufkin,  killing  him  in- 
stantly. 

The  state's  testimony  was  that  Rose 
was  in  love  with  Grace  Lufkin  and  that 
Grace's  father  forbade  him  coming 
around  the  house.  On  the  night  in  ques- 
tion, it  was  proved  by  circumstantial 
evidence  that  Rose,  on  a  buckslvin  pony, 
rode  to  within  half  a  mile  of  the  house, 
hitched  his  pony  to  a  tree  of  a  grove 
and  then  walked  over  to  Lufkins'  house 
and   killed   him. 

Ro.se  was  tried  twice,  the  first  tr!al  re- 
sulting in  a  disagreement  and  the  sec- 
in    which    Rose    was    defended    by 
■i?iH"  Erwin.  there  was  a  conviction. 

Ro.se  was  game  to  the  last  and  made 
a  speech  from  the  gallows  telling  the 
people  to  look  out  for  "old  man  Slover." 
that  he  was  the  man  who  committed  the 
crime.

PLAGUE  RAGES. 


New  York,  Jan.  19.— A  special  to  the

sels arriving  at  Pacific  coast  ports 
which  fail  to  bring  from  the  port  of 
original  departure  in  the  Orient  proper 
bills  of  health,  the  extreme  penalty  of 
$5000  will  be  imposed,  and  under  no  con- 
ditions will  the  fine  be  remitted  as  has 
been  the  case  heretofore.  Customs  offi- 
cers at  this  port  have  been  requested  to 
notify  owners  and  agents  of  ships  to 
this  effect. 

BANK  ROBBED. 
Bloomington,  Ind.,  Jan.  19.— The  Bank 
of  Elletsville,  ten  miles  north  of  here, 
was  robbed  early  this  morning.  It  is  re- 
ported that  $1500  was  taken.  The  rob- 
bers used  nitro  glycerine  on  the  safe, 
and  the  explosion  aroused  the  town.  The 
robbers,  it  is  believed,  escaped  on  a 
handcar.

A  Fresh    Outbreak  of  the 

Disease  In  Honolulu  Is 

Reported. 

San    Francisco.     Jan.    19.— The     steamer 
Doric  arrived  from  Asiatic  ports  via  Hono 
lulu  today. 


From  Honolulu  comes  news  of 
a  fresh  outliurst  of  the  plague,  six 
deaths  having  occurred  between 
the  departure  of  the  steamer  Chi- 
na, which  arrived  here  on  Mon- 
day, and  the  departure  of  the 
Doric,  which  left  Honolulu  Jan. 
3.3.  This  brings  the  total  number  of 
deaths  from  the  plague  for  the 
present  outbreak  up  to  twenty- 
eight,  and  it  is  said  there  are 
tweniy-.'jix  cases  in  the  hands 
of  the  board  of  health.  The  Doric 
lirlngs  news  that  Honolulu's 
Chinatown  is  being  burned  and 
that  every  effort  is  lieing  made  to 
stamp  out  the  disease 


The  Doric  did  not  dock  at  Honolulu,  but 
the  Hawaiian  mail  was  taken  out  to  he* 
in  tugs.  The  local  health  authorities  have 
detained  the  vessel  pending  an  investiga- 
tion. It  is  not  yet  known  whether  she  will 
be  quarantined  or  allowed  to  proceed  to 
her  dock. 


FIRED  AT  OTIS.

Lading  Bills  to  Canada 

and  Mexico. 

Port  Townsend,  Wash.,  Jan.  19. — Ac- 
cording to  a  decision  of  the  United  States 
attorney  general,  the  United  States  rev- 
enue department  has  been  charging  an 
excessive  tax  on  export  bills  of  lading 
and  receipts  issued  by  carriers  by  rail 
from  the  United  States  to  Canada  and 
Mexico.  Heretofore  the  department  has 
required  a  10-cent  stamp  on  such  export 
b'll-j  of  ladling  and  receipts,  and  the  mat- 
ter was  taken  before  the  a:,^ney  gen- 
eral, who.  on  the  13th  instil.^  rendered 
an  opinion  that,  according  to  the  word- 
ing of  the  law,  a  1-cent  stamp  on  such 
bills  and  receipts  was  all  that  was  re- 
quired. 

PREPARINB  FOR  CENSUS. 

Plan  to  Collect  Much  Agricultural 
Data  In  Advance. 

Washington,  Jan.  19. — In  every  case  In 
which  the  data  for  the  twelfth  census  of 
agricultural  can  profitably  be  gathered 
prior  to  the  general  enumeration  in  June 
it  will  l)e  done.  The  special  schedules 
for  cranberry  cultivation  and  irrigation, 
now  in  circulation,  will  be  followed  by 
a  special  nur.sery  schedule,  which  has 
just  lieen  received  from  the  printers. 
The  nurseries  so  far  obtained  contain 
about  4000  separate  establishments,  but 
each  known  nurseryman  will  receive  a 
list  of  those  doing  business  in  his  vi- 
cinity, and  will  be  asked  to  otherwise 
correct  it  and  return  it  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. If  this  is  promptly  and  thoroughly 
dune,  the  list  will  be  complete  and  sat- 
isfact<;ry.  The  inquiries  are  to  be  simple, 
and  if  the  returns  are  made  promptly, 
the  publication  of  a  bulletin  devoted  to 
nurseries  at  ari  early  day  is  anticipated. 


THEY  WANT  BOUNTY  PAY. 

Effort  to  Secure  It  For  Twelfth  and 
Fourteenth. 

St.  Paul,  Jan.  19.— The  Twelfth  and 
Fourteenth  regiments,  in  the  opinion  of 
Adjt.  Gen.  Lambert,  are  entitled  to  one 
months'  bounty  pay  in  excess  of  chat  re- 
ceived, and  he  will  go  to  Washington  to- 
morrow night  to  take  the  matter  up  with 
Secretary  Root.  A  law  has  been  passed 
since  the  muster  out  giving  the  regi- 
ments that  served  in  the  Spanish- 
American  war  an  extra  month's  bounty 
pay.  The  Thirteenth  received  two 
months'  bounty  pay  on  account  of  for- 
eign service. 

In  addition  to  this  the  adjutnt  general 
will  try  to  secure  from  the  government 
an  additional  allowance  for  both  regi- 
ments for  the  time  spent  at  Camp  Ram- 
sey. The  state  first  paid  the  men  for 
that  time,  and  later  gave  them  the  dif- 
ference between  National  Guard  ratt.s 
and  the  regular  army  schedule.  The 
government  has  not  yet  reimbursed  the 
state  for  the  amount  spent.  The  camp 
paymasters  were  advised  not  to  pay  the 
men,  as  the  state  had  done  so.  Latei 
the  adjutant  general  received  from  the 
judge  advocate  general  an  opinion  that 
the  troops  could  legally  receive  state  and 
government  pay. 

W'hile  in  Washington  the  adjutant  will 
endeavor  to  settle  the  state's  claim  for 
$150,000  for  arms  and  equipment,  trans- 
portation, medical  supplies,  etc.  There 
are  several  other  claims  as  well  for  pay 
advanced  the  men. 


MEN  IN  COUNCIL 

Important  Conference  of  Rail- 
way Employes'  Order  Is 
Held  In  St.  Louis. 

St.  Louis,  Jan.  19.— The  Post  Dispatch 
.says:  One  of  the  most  important  con- 
fenerces  of  railway  workingmen  since 
the  great  strike  of  1894  began  at  the 
Laclede  hotel  today  behind  closed  doors. 
Its  purpose  Is  to  consider  grievances  of 
service  men.  Among  those  who  took 
part  in  the  conference  were:  A.  D. 
Garretson,  of  Cedar  Rapids,  cYiief  of  the 
railway  conductors;  W.  G.  Lee,  of  Cleve- 
land, chief  of  railway  trainmen;  P.  M. 
Arthur,  chief  of  the  locomotive  en- 
gineers, and  P.  F.  Sargent,  chief  of  rail- 
way firemen. 

It  is  said  the  conference  was  called  to 
adjust  certain  differences  between  rail- 
roads and  their  employes  and  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  asking  a  general 
sweeping  increase  in  the  wages  paid  to 
conductors,  engineers,  firemen  and  other 
trainmen.

STOOD  BY  RIS  MISTAKE. 

When  old  Jacob  Willoughby  died  last 
week  Kensington  lost  one  of  her  unique 
characters.  Previous  to  the  centennial 
exposition  of  1876,  Mr.  Willoughby  was 
seized  with  a  fear  that  the  millions  of 
visitors  who  were  expected  in  the  cicy 
would  deplete  the  food  markets  of 
Philadelphia,  and  that  a  famine  would 
ensue.  So  firmly  did  he  become  con- 
vinced of  the  truth  of  his  prediction, 
that  he  immediately  laid  in  enormous 
stock  of  edibles,  mostly  canned  goods, 
says  the  Philadelphia  Record.  The  cellar 
of  his  house  was  piled  high  with  pre- 
serves, potted  meats,  canned  vegetables 
and  nearly  every  other  article  of  non- 
perishable   foods. 

Of  course,  the  anticipated  famine  did 
not  materialize,  and  Mr.  Willoughoy 
was  left  with  his  stores  on  his  hands.  He 
might  have  disposed  of  them,  but  that 
would  have  meant  admitting  his  mis- 
take, and  so  he  kept  them.  For  twenty- 
three  years,  according  to  well  authenti- 
cated reports,  he  has  fed  his  family  and 
his  guests  on  the  aftermath  of  his  cen- 
tennial stock,  and  when  company  came 
there  was  great  rejoicing  in  the  family, 
for  then  the  stuff  went  faster.  At  the 
time  of  the  old  gentleman's  death  there 
was  still  a  portion  of  it  left.

The  application  is 
new  in  the  iiractice  in  this  state  on  ili- 
vorce  cases,  and  the  attorneys  are  wait- 
ing to  see  what  disposition  the  court  will 
make  of  it.

SOUTH    DAKOTA. 

Sioux  Fall.s— Aiiplicatlon  was  filed  in 
the  United  States  court  here  yesterdiiy 
bv  the  Aberdeen  branch  of  the  house  of 
Jewett  Bros.  &  Jewett.  asking  Judge  Gar- 
land to  issue  an  injunction  restraining 
the  Northwestern  and  Milwaukee  rail- 
road companies  from  allen:ed  discrimina- 
tion against  South  Dakota  wholesale 
houses  in  favor  of  those  of  Chicago,  St. 
Paul  and  Sioux  City  in  the  matter  of 
canned  fruit  shipped  to  the  state  from 
the  Pacific  roast. 

It  is  idleged  in  the  application  that 
wholesale  houses  in  the  cities  named 
last  August  Induced  the  Northwestern 
railroad  company  to  incnase  its  rates 
on  canned  fruit  shipments  to  South  I)a- 
kota.  and  that  because  of  threats  made 
by  the  wholesale  houses  that  thev  would 
boycott  the  Milwaukee  road  that  the  com- 
nany  has  now  given  notice  that  the  Zird 
inst.  the  rates  on  this  class  of  freight 
also  will  be  increased  to  correspoml  with 
the  Northwestern  rate.  The  case  will 
come  up  for  hearing  before  Judge  Gar- 
land on  the  29th  inst. 

Pierre— The  supreme  court  yesterday 
reversed  the  lower  court  in  the  Lawrence 
county  habeas  corpus  case  of  Grant  H. 
Tod  and  declared  that  the  governor  must 
personally  pass  upon  and  issue  all  requi- 
sition papers,  which  is  contrary  to  the 
recent  custom.  The  case  decided  was  the 
application  of  Grant  H.  Tod  for  a  writ 
of  habeas  corpus  vs.  Matt  Plunkett.

STATE  SUPREME  COURT. 

Seven  Decisions  Handed  Down,  Four 
Being  Reversals. 

St  Paul,  Jan.  lit,— In  the  Supreme 
Court  yesterday.

PLAGUE  INCREASING  IN  INDIA. 

The  health  of  Bombay  city  continues 
very  unsatisfactory,  and  there  are  indi- 
cations that  the  city  will  suffer  from 
another  recrudesence  of  the  pla.sru-?. 
The  general  mortality  is  high,  being  at 
the  rate  of  53.40  per  lOOO  per  annum, 
while  the  quinquennial  average  is  only 
3.=i.43.  Not  only  this,  l)ut  the  deaths 
from  plague  show  a  decided  tendency  to 
increase,  and  it  is  very  probable  that 
the  disease  is  more  prevalent  than  the 
published  figures  would  indicate.  In 
view  of  the  disastrous  character  of  the 
recent  outbreak  in  Poona  the  prospect 
in  Bombay  gives  rise  to  great  misgiv- 
ing. The  amount  of  inoculation  which 
by  a  variety  of  device-  has  been  done  is 
small  compared  with  the  immense 
population  (over  820.000),  and  all  other 
plague  measures  have  proved  usele.ss 
for  protecting  the  city,  says  the  Lancet. 

There  seems  to  have  l»een  a  much 
larger  amount  of  plague  in  the  Nizam's 
domin'ons  than  has  been  officially  r-;-- 
ported.  The  plague  commissioner  in 
his  official  letter  says  "At  present 
plague  work  in  Hyderabad  is  a  sham 
and  1  cannot  consent  to  be  a  party  to 
it."  The  official  returns  w  ith  regard  to 
plague  do  not  indicate  the  immense 
number  of  concealed  cases  of  plague 
which  must  be  continually  taking 
place.  For  some  time  past  the  return.? 
from  Hyderabad  have  been  very  irregu- 
lar. Iiut  the  numbers  reported  as  •:c- 
curing  in  this  state  have  been  sufficient 
to  cause  considerable  fluctuation  in  tho 
weekly  returns  for  the  whole  of  India. 

Like  Bombay,  the  general  mortality 
in  Calcutta  shows  an  ominous  rise.  N-)t 
that  there  is  at  present  any  definite  In- 
dication of  the  increase  of  plague,  but 
the  weekly  figures  reported  are  very 
significant.  An  attempt  to  discredit  the 
serious  existence  of  the  plague  In  the 
city  by  certain  leading  natives,  sup- 
ported by  the  native  press,  has  not  bein 
successful,  and  inquiry  has  only  too 
surely  proved  its  continued  previlenrc. 
Plague  administration  in  this  city  is  of 
the  mildest  possible  character,  and  it 
may  be  said  that  there  is  no  prepar- 
ation in  the  event  of  a  severe  outbreak.

A  more  thrilling'  story  of  a  life  and 
death  struggle  man  to  man  than  that  re- 
lated by  Albert  H.  Powers,  of  the 
Powers  &  Simpson  company,  in  district 
court  ye.sterday  afternoon,  is  seldom 
heard.  The  man  with  whom  Powers  had 
his  fight,  a  Finlander  named  William 
Jackson,  is  on  trial  for  assault  in  the 
lirst  degree,  which  means  a.ssault  with 
intent  to  kill,  and  yesterday  afternoon 
Mr.  Powers  was  placed  on  the  stand  and 
told   his  story. 

Last  November  forty-seven  men  were 
hired  by  a  Minneapolis  employment 
agency  and  sent  to  hibbing  for  service 
in  the  Powers  &  Simpson  camps  near 
there.  Five  of  them  got  away  between 
Duluth  and  Hibbing,  and  forty-two  were 
landed  at  the  camp,  their  fares  bein.i? 
paid  by  the  company  fnmi  Minneapolis 
to  Hibbing.  There  had  been  a  good  deal 
of  trouble  because  of  men  jumi)ing  their 
jobs  after  their  fai-es  had  been  i)aid. 
and  soon  after  the  men  arrived  tht.> 
defendant  and  two  other  men.  Matt 
Jackson  and  a  man  named  Sandbtig. 
showed  a  ilispositi  »n  to  jum]),  thoug:i 
I  they  had  worked  only  ftart  of  a  day. 
On  Nov.  19  Mr.  I'owers.  according  10 
his  story,  was  comijig  to  Hibbing  to  hi.s 
camp,  when  he  met  Matt  Jack.son  and 
Sandberg  going  toward  town.  He 
asked  them  if  they  were  leaving,  and 
told  them  they  would  have  to  go  back 
and  work  their  fares  out  or  pay  him 
the  am<Junt.  They  started  to  run  intj 
the  woods,  he  said,  and  he  fired  his  re- 
volver,  in  which  there  were  two  charges, 
once  into  the  air,  at  the  same  time  call- 
ing upon  them  to  return  to  the  camp. 
They  made  their  escape  into  the  woods. 
.V  little  later  in  the  evening  he  met 
VVilliaiii  Jackson,  the  defendant,  going 
toward  Hibbing.  He  was  sixty  or  eighty 
IVet  away  when  Powers  saw  him.  Mr. 
Powers  jumpefl  off  his  horse,  holding 
the  reins  in  one  hand,  and  told  Jackson 
that  he  wjuld  have  to  go  back  and  work 
or  pay  for  his  fare,  as  he  could  not  standi 
it  to  be  robbed  in  that  manner. 

When  Jackscm  v.as  a  few  feet  av.-  ly 
.something  hit  Mr.  Powers  in  the  side  of 
the  head  and  knocked  him  unconscious. 
Next  day  they  f(jund  a  wagon  spoke 
there,  and  he  believes  that  Jackson 
threw  this  at  him.  A  few  minutes  lalei 
he  regained  consei jusness  to  find  Jaclc- 
son  sitting  upon  him.  a  knife  in  his 
hand,  cutting  away  at  his  body.  A  deep 
cut  had  already  been  made  in  his  left 
arm,  so  that  member  was  useless.  He 
fought  Jackson  desperately  with  his 
right  hand,  and  as  well  as  he  could  de- 
fended him.self  from  the  vicious  jabs 
that  Jackson  was  making  with  his  knife. 
Jackson  repeatedly  .said  that  he  woiill 
kill  Powers,  that  he  would  cut  hi.- 
throat.  that  he  would  murder  him. 
Bith  men  foug:ht  fiercely  over  the  road 
in  which  they  lay  for  several  min- 
utes. The  horse  had  run  off  a  little 
distance  when  Mr.  Powers  had  been 
sli-uck  in  the  head,  and  he  now  stood 
beside  the  road  s.dvering.  Struggling 
thus  the  two  men  rolled  over  into  a  ditch 
at  the  side  of  the  road,  several  feet 
deep,  and  lay  there  fighting,  with  their 
heads  in  the  ditch  and  their  feet  in  the 
air.  While  they  v.ere  in  that  position 
Jacks  )n  stabbed  Powers  in  the  bac  k. 
inllicting  a  straight  stab  over  the  shoul- 
der blade. 

Just  then  Mr.  I'owers  remembered 
that  he  had  a  revolver  in  his  pocket,  and 
he-  look  it  out  and  told  Jackson  that  if 
he  did  not  stop  cutting  he  would  shoot 
him.  At  this  Jackson  grasi>ed  the  re- 
V  Iver  with  both  hands,  and  a  struggle 
for  its  posse.^sion  began.  Powers  was 
:,etting  weak  from  loss  of  blood  by  this 
time,  and  he  feared  that  if  Ja<k.=:on  got 
the  revolver  he  would  shout  him.  so  he 
managed  to  fire  off  the  remaining 
.harge  in  the  struggle.  Then  Jackson 
go:  the  gun  and  started  toward  Hibbing. 
leaving  Mr.  Powers  in  the  ditch.  The 
latter  arose  and  made  his  way  i^  the 
spot  where  his  horse  stood,  but  he  had 
.-^ome  difficulty  in  mounting  the  animal 
owing  to  his  weaUne.ss  and  the  f.-^et  th;it 
the  .smell  of  the  Mood  alarmed  the 
horse.  P'inally  he  accomplished  :t.  how- 
ever, and  started  toward  Hibbing. 
or  sixty  rods  along  the  road  lit: 
took  Jackson,  who  pointed 
up  so  that  he  could  look 
muzzle  and  snapped  it.  H 
however. 

however,  so  Jackson  did  no  execution. 
For  some  reason  the  horse  jumped  to- 
ward Jackson,  who  got  out  of  the  way, 
and  tlien  Mr.  Powers  proceeded  to  riit>- 
bing    where  his  wounds  were  dressed. 

He  sustained  a  terrible  cut  in  the  left 
arm,  oi3;ht  or  ten  inches  long,  which  Liid 
the  bone  bare  for  a  space  of  several 
in  hfs.  a  deep  stalj  in  the  right  shoulder 
Made,  and  a  .-^eratch  over  the  juguU'.r 
vein.  The  eut  that  made  the  .-cratch  in 
hi.--  neck  went  through  the  collar  of  h's 
c(at.  making  a  long  giish  in  the  it^a- 
terlal.  and  the  point  of  the  knife  just 
SI  reached  the  skin  over  the  Jugular  v"in. 
The  coat  was  cut  and  slashed  in  many 
places. 

The  defense  Is  that  these  three  men 
decided  to  leave  the  camp  berause  ihey 
did  not  like  U.  because  the  grub  was  not 
good,  and  because  someone  told  them 
the  concern  was  crooked.  It  is  claimed 
that  when  Mr.  Powers  met  Matt  Jack- 
son and  Sandberg  that  the  defendant 
was  along  also,  and  that  Instead  of  fir- 
ing Into  the  air  Powers  pursued  their, 
along  the  road,  into  the  woods  and  then 
shot  at  them  the  bullet  going  through 
the  sleeve  of  Sandberg's  jack.-'t.  It  Is 
the  theory  of  the  defense  that  this 
scared  Jackson  so  that  when  he  met 
Powers  later  he  feared  that  he  was  go- 
ing to  be  shot,  and  that  the  cutting, 
which  Is  admitted,  was  done  In  self-d?- 
fense.  John  Jenswold.  Jr..  appears  for 
the  defendant  and  Assistant  County 
Attorney  McCllntock  Is  prosecuting  the 
case.  ,     ^ 

Yesterdav  the  jury  In  the  case  against 
Nick  Johnson,  charged  with  a.ssault  in 
the  second  degree,  found  the  defendant 
guilty  as  charged  In  the  indictment.

LAND  NOT  VALUABLE 


He  Believes  District  Is  Use- 
less For  Anything  Except 
Park  Purposes. 


At  the  meeting  of  the  Duluth  Improvo- 
nient  association  this  afternoon  Gen.  C. 
C.  Andivws.  fire  wanlen  of  the  state  of 
Minnesota,  delivered  the  following:  ad- 
drt-ss  on  the  proposed  national  park  in 

Minnesota: 

••From  my  sunuipoint  the  proposed  na- 
tional i.ark  will  bmrtit  Iniluth.  It  lalti-^ 
in  the  toriifrs  of  Kelt  rami.  Cass  and  Ilas- 
la  lunntif s  and  has  an  area  ot  600,0(iO  acres 
oi  land  and  :.1»i>.i»X>  aires  of  water  siirtace. 
ThH  Mississli)pi  river  flows  throuKh  it 
and  if  its  pint-  he  lumbered  the  logs  will 
be  floated  to  Minneapolis.  Even  the  logs 
that  an  eiu  north  of  Hibbint?  go  into  tne 
-Mississippi.  It  is  claimed  ttiat  if  opened 
to  seithnitnt  larmintj  commuaities  would 
spring^  iil>  and  the  products  and  trade 
Would  be  tributary  to  Duluth.  That  to  a 
Kreai  extent  is  untru*-.  The  greater  part 
of  the  land  in  the  limits  of  ti\e  proposed 
park  is  tou  .sandy  to  be  good  tor  farming. 
There  is  nnieh  vacant  land  suitable  for 
aKrnii.Uure  tributary  to  Duluth,  but  it  is 
not  in  this  proposed  park.  There  is  a  rail- 
load  eompany  having  iii*},ii>M  acres  of  land 
in  Norinern  Minnesota  it  has  been  trying 
to  .-Jell  for  twenty-nine  years.  Some  of  it 
was  sold  to  the  state  for  the  Itased  iiark 
at  '.<•  cents  an  acre.  There  are  millions  of 
acres  of  vacant  cut-over  pine  land,  whica 
settlers  have  refused  fur  year.s.  and  it  i.-- 
a  ilelusioii  to  suppose  that  very  mudi  of 
this  park  land  will  be  .soon  used  for  agri- 
culture after  the  pine  is  cut. 

"Norihern  Minnesota.  Northern  Dakota. 
Manitoba  and  a  vast  agricultural  empire 
are  largely  tributary  to  Duluth.  and  to 
claim  tijat  the  agricultural  development 
of  the  proi>osed  park  is  essential  for  Du- 
iuth's  prosperity  seems  trivial.  I  believe 
the  ;ic(iuisition  of  the  park  depends  on 
Duluth.  If  it  receives  her  strong  support 
it  can  be  acciuired.  The  beneiil  which 
Duluth  would  «ierive  by  the  estatdishment 
td"  the  park  would  be  from  the  increase 
of  travel  and  from  the  trade  arising  from 
the  park  being  a  popular  resort  of  tour- 
ists. The  splendid  primeval  i>ine  forests 
and  lake  scenery  would  make  the  park 
exceedingly  attractive.  There  are  nowhere 
grander  loivsts  tlian  on  this  site.  .\  great 
many  tourists  who  come  from  the  Kast 
to  Duluth  liy  steamship  w<»uld  make  the 
tour  of  this  park.  In  the  Adlioiulack  park 
in  New  York,  is  a  po(>ulation  of  :t:i.Ot'0,  and 
a  number  of  prosperous  villages.  And  the 
jieople  claim  that  there  is  very  much  mor.'

A  NEW  RULING, 

Department  Reverses  Prac- 
tice as  to  Use  of  Forest 
Reserve  Scrip. 

The  department  of  the  interior  has 
madf>  a  new  regulation  in  reference  to 
forest  reserve  scrip,  and  it  will  be  of 
much  Interest  here  because  of  the  large 
amount  of  the  scrip  which  has  been 
used  and  is  l>eing  used  in  this  land  dis- 
trict. It  is  sweeping  in  its  character, 
covering  any  surveyed  or  unsurveyed 
land  in  the  possession  of  the  I'nited 
States  government  that  has  not  been 
located  on.  Any  person  who  has  re- 
linciuished  land  to  the  government  for 
forest  reserve  purposes  has  the  privi- 
lege of  taking  an  equal  amount  of  land 
under  the  forest  reserve  act. 

Land  attorneys  in  Duluth  have  se- 
cured a  large  amount  of  thi:^  scrip  by 
lands  from  persons  within  the  limits  of 
a  finest  reserve  and  then  relinquishing 
them  to  the  government  and  getting  the 
scrip.  In  ;'.ccordance  with  a  ruling  of 
the  general  land  oflice  heretofore,  an  at- 
torney or  other  per.son  who  is  entering 
lands  at  frequent  intervals  deposited  a 
c.insiderable  amount  of  this  scrip  at  the 
land  office,  and  as  he  made  his  selections 
they  would  l>e  deducted  from  the 
amount  of  scrip  he  had  to  his  credit.  It 
■.\us  done  much  in  th.'  .same  way  that  a 
man  keeps  a  bank  ac.'ouiit.  The  land 
•  ■Itice  has  reversed  this  practice,  how- 
ever, in  a  letter  received  by  the  land 
oJlicers  here  a  day  or  two  ago.  It  is  as 
fellows: 

•"In  the  matter  of  lien  selections  under 
the  act  of  Jan.  4.  18«*7.  (."lO  Stat.  lifi).  and 
in  accordance  with  the  decisi.m  of  the 
departmc  nt  in  the  case  of  F.  A.  Hyde 
et  ,'tl.  28  L.  D.,  284,  you  are  directed  to 
decline  to  receive  any  relinquishment  Nt 
the  United  States  of  lands  within  a  for- 
est reserve  unless  accompanied  by  an 
application  (selection)  for  a  tract  or 
tracts  equal  in  area  to  the  tract  or  tract.^ 
.«o  relinquished. Verv  re.spectfully, 
RINfSER  HEKMANN,  I'ommissioner." 

This  means  that  hereafter  a  man  caii- 
niU  keep  a  deposit,  but  must  .«elect  the 
same  amount  of  land  that  he  relin- 
ciuishes.  The  effect  will  not  be  to  cut  olf 
the  use  of  the  forest  reserve  scrip,  but 
will  nuike  more  trouble  and  a  little  more- 
expense  to  the  persons  using  it.  They 
will  have  to  furnish  more  deeds  and 
iiioi''  al)straots.  The  party  who  has 
bought  up  a  section  of  forest  reserve 
land  will,  instead  of  relinciuishing  Ihe 
e.hole  thing  at  once  and  placing  it  to  his 
credit,  only  relinquish  it  a  piece  at  a 
time,  or  else  will  hold  the  forties  he 
wishes  to  get  until  he  has  a  number  of 
them  sufficient  to  make  up  a  section.

Burial  of  Wauchope 

Effective    Description   of  the  Funeral   at 

Magersfontein — Thrilling  Story  of  the 

Defeat  of  the  Highland  Brigade^ 


Scotchmen  Ran  After  ^  the 
Boers'  First  Volley. 


British  Soldiers  Lose  Heart 
After  Repeated  Defeats. 


London,  Jan.  19.— (Correspondence  of 
the  Assot'lated  Press.)— Some  of  the 
most  brilliant  work  in  the  way  of  de- 
scriptive writing  ever  done  by  British 
■war  correspondents  has  been  published 
by  the  London  papers  during  the  last 
few  days.  Bennett- Burleigh's  .splendid 
description  of  the  battle  of  Colenso. 
which  was  cabled  in  part  by  the  Asso- 
ciated Press.  Is  not  one  bit  finer  than  the 
account  of  Mager.afontcin  by  the  corre- 
spondent of  thf  Daily  News.  After  trac- 
ing the  terrible  loss  suffered  by  the 
Highland  brigade  at  Magersfontrm.  th<' 
Daily  News  correspondent  thus  writes 
of  the  burial  of  Gen.  Wauchope: 

"Three  hundred   yards   to  the  re:ir  of 
the    little    township    of    Modder      River, 
just  as  the  sun  was  sinking  in  a  blaze 
of  African  splendor,  on  the  evening  of 
Tuesday,  Dec.  12.  a  long  shallow  grave 
lay  exposed  in  the  breast  of  veldt.    To 
the  west   the  groad  river  fringed     with 
trees  ran  murmuringly;  to  the  e-istward 
the    heights    still    held    by    the    ..ntmy, 
scowled  menacingly;     north    and  south 
the  veldt   undulated  peacefully.    A  few 
paces   to   the   northward   of   that   Rra\t 
liftv  dead  Highlanders  lay.  dressed     as 
they  had   fallen   on   the   field   of   battle. 
They    had    followed    their   chief    to    the 
field,  and  they  were  to  follow  him  to  me 
grave.     How  grim  and  stern  tho-e  men 
looked  as  they  lace  face  upward  to  ihe 
sky.  with  great  hands     clenched  in  fbe 
last  death  aginy,  and  brows  still  knit- 
ted with  the  stern  lust  of  the  stiife     in 
which  they  had  fallen.     The  plaids  dear 
to   every   Highland   clan    were   reported 
there,  and  as  I  looked  out  of  the  distance 
came  the  suund  of  the  pipes:  it  was  the 
general  coming  to  join  his  men.     Thi>re, 
light   under  the      eyes       of  the  en^my, 
moved  with  slow  and  solemn  tread,  all 
that  remained  of  the  Highland  bri^.-de. 
In   fri>nt   of  them   walked    th.-  ehai)i:un. 
with  liared  head,  dressed  in  his  robes  of 
office;   then  came  the  pipers  'with  their 
pipes,  sixteen   in  all.  and   behind    thr-m.

"Outswelled  the  pipes  to  the  str?ins  of 
the  "Flowers  of  the  Forest."  now  rini;ing 
p:-oud  and  high  until  the  soldier.^'  heads 
went  back  in  haughty  defiance,  and  eye.-; 
ilashtd  through  tears  like  sunli£;ht  on 
steel:  now  singing  to  a  moaning  wail, 
like  a  woman  mournins;  ^>v  first  born, 
until  the  proud  heads  dropped  forwai'd 
till  they  rested  un  heaving  chests,  and 
tears  rolled  down  the  wan  and  scarred 
faces,  and  the  choki»sr  sob?  broke 
through  the  solemn  rhythm  of  the 
marth  of  death.  Right  up  to  the  grave 
Ihty  marthed,  then  liToke  iMvay  in  com- 
panies, until  the  general  lay  in  the  shil- 
low  grave  with  a  Scottish  siur.rf-  of 
armed  men  around  him.  Only  the  de^d 
man's  .^on  and  a  small  rtmnar.t  of  his 
(fl.(.  IS  sto  id  Wiih  the  'h'.rl-i'"  and  the 
pir't-rs  while  the  solemn  services  of  the 
cin.rch  were  .spukcn. 

THEY  WANT  VKN'<  JrAN'"!' 
'Then  once  again  the  j  'per:?  pealed  out. 
'Lothaber  no  more'  cut  througn  the  still- 
r.'S.--  like  a  cry  of  pain,  until  one  couM 
almost  hear  the  widow  in  h?r  Hierhland 
home  moanins?  for  the  soldiers  she  woi.ld 
Wfh'ome  !>ack  no  more. 

"Then,  as  if  touched  by  the  magic  of 
one  th  ught.  the  soldiers  turned  their 
tfar-damp  eyes  from  the  still  form  in 
the  shilbuv  grctv*  owaid  the  h-ights 
where  Cronje,  the  lion  of  Africa,  and 
his  soldiers  stood.  Then  every  <'heek 
liushed  crimson  and  the  strong  jaw..;  set 
lik.  steel  and  the  veins  on  th'^  hands 
that  clasp  the  rifle  handles  swdled  al- 
m'Si  to  bursting  with  the  fervor  if  the 
grip,  and  that  look  from  those  sii'-nt. 
armed  men  spoke  more  eloquently  than 
ever  spoke  the  tongues  of  urat^rs.  Fiir 
on  each  frowning  face  the  spirit  if  ven- 
peance  sat  and  each  sparkling  eye  aske.l 
silently  for  blood.  Gcd  help  the  H-ers 
when  the  next  Highlander  pibroch 
sfunds.  God  rest  the  Boers'  souls  when 
the  Highland  bayonets  charge.  f(.r 
neither  death,  nor  hell,  nor  things  :''oove. 
n'T  things  hel /w  will  hold  these  back 
fiom  their  blood  feud. 

"At  t.he  head  of  the  grave,  at  the  point 
nearest  the  enemy,  the  general  wa.=;  i.iid 
to  sleep,  his  officers  grouped  around  him. 
while  in  line  behind  him  his  j^oklijrs 
were  laid  in  double  row.  wrapped  in 
their  blankets.  No  shots  were  fired  over 
th"  dead  men  resting  so  peacefully.  Only 
the  salute  was  given,  and  then  the  men 
marched  cani}"\vard  as  the  darkness  of 
an  African  night  rose  over  the  far- 
siret.  hing  breadth  of  the  veldt.  To  the 
gentle  woman  who  bears  the  general's 
I. am*",  the  Highland  brigade  sends  their 
deepest  symp.ithy.  To  the  members  and 
the  wives,  the  sist>ns  and  the  sweet- 
hearts in  the  eottage  home  by  hillside 
and  glen  they  send  love  and  good  wishes. 
Sad  ^viii  theij-  ('■hri.--tm:iH  be.  Sadder 
their  New  Year.  Yet  enshrined  in  eve-y 
womanly  heart,  from  queen  empress  to 
cottage  girl,  let  their  memory  lie.  th^ 
memory  of  the  men  of  the  Hi.^hland 
»>rigade  who  died  at  MaKcrsfontein." 
DKFKAT  OF  THE  HIGHLANDERS. 
The  same  writer  thus  depicts  the  way 
in  whieh  the  disaster  overtook  these 
Highlanders: 

"During   the  night   it   was  consider-vl 
expedient    that    the    Highland    l^risade, 
about    4000    strong,    under    Gen.    'Wnu- 
chope,  should  get   close  enough   to   the 
lines  of  the  foe  to  make  it  possible      to 
charge   the   heights.       At   midnight    the 
gallant       general       moved       c.iutiously 
through  the  darkness  toward  the  kopje 
where  the  Boers  were  most  strongly  vn 
trenched.       They    were   led   by   a   gmd- 
who  was  supposed  to  know  every  inch 
of  the  country  out  in  the  darkness  of  an 
Afriean    night.       The    brigade    marched 
in  line  of  rjuarter  column,    each       man 
stepping  cautiously  and  slowly,  for  they 
knew  that  any  soimd       meant       death. 
Every  order  was  givn  in  a  hoarse  whis- 
per and  in  whispers  it  was  passed  along 
the  ranks   from   man    to  man:    nothing 
was  heard  as  they  moved  toward       the 
gloomy,    steel-fronted    heights,    hut    th^ 
l>rushing  of  their  feet  in  the  veldt  grass 
and   the  deep-drawn   breaths       of      the 
marching    men. 

"So  onward  until  'i  o'clock  in  the 
morning  of  Monday.  Then  out  of  the 
clear  darkness  a  rifle  rang,  sharp  and 
clear  as  the  noonday  sun  on  the  rank.i 
of  the  doomed  Highlanders,  though  it 
left  the  enemy  concealed  in  the  sha- 
dows of  the  frowning  mass  of  hills  be- 
hind them.  For  one  brief  mom-nt  the 
Scots  seemed  paralyzed  by  the  ^udd-n- 
ness  of  their  discovery,  for  they  knew 
they  were  huddled  together  like  sheep 
within  fifty  yards  of  the  trenches  of  the 


enemy.  Then  clear  above  the  confusion 
rolled  the  voice  of  the  general,  'Steady, 
men   steady.'   and  like  an   echo   to   tiie 
veterans,  out  cume  the  crash  of  nearly 
1CK)0    riiles   not    fifty    paces   from   them. 
The    Highlanders    reeled       before       the 
spooklike  trees  before  them.   The   best, 
the   bravest,    fell    in   that   wild    hail    e:' 
lead.  Gen.  Wauchope  was  down,  ridd'ed 
with  bullets,  yet  gasping,  dying,  bleed- 
ing from  every  vein,  the  Highland  chief- 
tain  raised   himself   on  his   hands   and 
knees  and  cheered  his  men  forward.  Men 
and  officers  fell  in  heaps  together.      The 
Black  Watch  charger,  and  the  Gordons 
and    the    Seaforths,    with    a    yell    that 
stirred  the  British  camp  below,  rush^'d 
onward— onward    to   death    or    disaster. 
The  accursed  wires  caught  them  around 
the  legs   until   they       floundered       like? 
trapped    wolves,   and   all    the    time    the 
rifles  of  the  foe  .«ang  the  song  of  dealh 
in  their  ears.  Then  they  fell  back,  brok- 
en and  beaten,  leaving  nearly  1300  dead 
and  wounded  just  where      the      broad 
breast  of  the  grass  veldt  melts  into  the 
embrace  of  the  rugged  African  hills,  and 
an  hour  later  the  dawning  came  to  the 
dreariest  day  that  Scotland  has  known 
for  a   generation   past.   Of  her  officer;^, 
the  flower  of  her  chivalry,  the  pride  of 
her  breeding,   but  few  remained  to  tell 
the  tale,  a  sad  tale  truly,  but  one      un- 
tainted with  dishonor  or  smirched  with 
disgrace,    for   up    those    heights    under 
similar    circumstances    even    a    brigade 
of   devils    could   scarce   have   hoped    to 
pass.  All  that  mortal  men  could  do  the 
Scots  did:   they  tried,  they  failed,   they 
fell,  and  there  is  nothing  left  now  but  to 
mourn  for  them  and  to  avenge  them. 
BAYONETT  CHARGE  OF  GUARDS. 
"All    that    fateful    day    our    men    lay 
close  to  the  Boer  lines  under  a  blazin':; 
sun;    over    their    heads    the   .shots       of 
friends  and  foes  passed  without  ceasing. 
All  day  long  the  battle  raged.  Scarcely 
could  we  see  the  foe — all   that   met  our 
eyes  was  the  rocky  heights  that  spok? 
with  tongues  of  flame,  when  our  troops 
drew   near.       Once  our  guards  made  a 
brilliant  dash  at  the  trenches  and  like 
a  torrent  their  resistless  valor  liore  ill 
before    them   and   for   a    few    brief   mo- 
ments  they  go  within   hitting  distance 
of   the   foe.    Well   did   they   avenge    the 
slaughter    of    the    Scots.    The    bayonet, 
like  tongues  of  flame,  passed  above      or 
below  the  rifles'      guard      and      swept 
through  brisket  and  breastl>one.  Out  of 
their  trenches  the  guardsmen  tosse<l  the 
Boers  as  men  in  English  harvest  fleilds 
toss  the  hay  when  the  reapers'  scythes 
have  whitened  the  corn  fields,   and  thj 
human  streams  were  plentiful  where  the 
British  guardsmen  stood.  Then  they  fell 
back  for  the  fire  from  the  heights  above 
them  fell  thick  as  the  spume  of  the  surf 
on  an  Australian  rock-ribbed  coa'^t.  But 
the  guards  had  proved  to  the  Boer  th:\t. 
man  to  man,  the  Briton  was  his  master, 
"in  vain  all  that  day  Methucn  tried  by 
every  rule  he  knew  to  draw  the  enem.v; 
vainly  the  Lancers  rode  recklessly  to  in- 
duce those  human  rock  limpet.s  to  cohtj 
out  and  cut  the:n  off.      Cronje  knew  tb- 
mettle  of  our  men,  and  an  ironic  laugh 
played  around  his  iron  mouth  and  «iill 
he  stayed  within  his  native  fastnesses; 
but  death  sat  ever  at  his  elbow,  for  cur 
gunners  dropped  lyddite  shells  and  the 
howling  shrapnel  all  along  his  lines  un- 
til   the    trenches   ran   with    blood       and 
many  of  his  guns  were  silenced.      Be- 
hind his  outer  line  of  hills  his  :lead  lay 
j>iled   in  hundreds  and   the  sUfpe  of  the 
hill    was    a    charnel    house  ^fhere       the 
wounded  all  writhed  amidst  The  masses 
of  the  dead,  a  ghastly  tribute  lo  British 
gunnery.  When,  at  1:30  p.  m.   of  Tues- 
dav.  we  drew  off  to  Modder  river  to  re- 
port, we   left  nearly   3000       dead       and 
wounded  of  grim  old  Cronje's  m^-n  as  a 
token   that   the   lion   of  England       had 
bared  his  teeth  in  earnest." 

Jl'LIAN  RALPH'S  ACCOL'NT. 
The  last  mails  from  the  Cape  brought 
numerous  accounts  of  Magersfontein. 
but  none  so  vivid  as  this.  Julian  Ralph, 
in  the  Dail  Mail,  vei-y  bluntly  writes  of 
the  Highlanders  after  the  first  voile./ 
from  the  hidden  trenches: 

"They  turned  and  ran,  literally  collid- 
ing and  climbing  over  one  another  in 
their  confusion.  -A  chaplain  forward  in 
the  ranks  was  knocked  down  and 
trampled;  as  brave  a  man  as  any.  yet 
one  who  declared  that  there  lived  no 
man  who  wmld  have  behaved  different- 
ly. It  had  been  as  if  the  earth  had 
opened  and  from  a  cleft  that  ran  so  far 
as  our  men  reached,  fire  had  belched  and 
shot  swept  the  veldt.  The  fever  of  the 
fight  lasted  only  while  the  men  ran  200 
yards,  and  then  they  regained  some 
measure  of  order." 

Says  the  Times  correspondent  of  the 
same  occurrence: 

"Back  they  came  in  a  wave  that  no 
officer  could  St ip.  From  a  point  of  van- 
tage on  the  horse  artillery  hill  one  could 
see  them  swarming  like  bees  over  the 
veldt  until  they  were  almost  out  of 
range,  and  the  guns  were  left  out  in  the 
open  with  no  one  to  support  them.  It 
was  perhaps  the  most  unplear-ant  sight 
that  a  British  soldier  of  toda^  ever  be- 
held—it w.is  certainly  a  sight  never  to 
be   forgotten. 

"It  was  difficult  to  say  what  would 
happen  next,  until  Maj.  Ewart,  brigade 
major  of  the  Highlanders,  rode  up  with 
an  order  from  the  commanding  officer, 
which  was  almost  an  entreaty,  to  the 
effect  that  all  he  asked  of  the  Highland 
brigade  was  to  hold  the  position  until 
dark.  So  riddled  and  shattered  was  the 
brigade  that  Ewart  had  actually  no 
other  officer  with  him  to  help  him  to  give 
orders  to  the  .scattered  men,  and  he  was 
glad  to  have  the  assistance  of  Col.  Daw- 
nay,  who  was  there  not  as  a  soldier  but 
as  a  civilian,  surveying  the  battle  from 

the  horse  artillery  hill."       

BOER  OFFICER'S  LETTER. 
The  Miru.  a  Russiphile  newspaper  at 
Philiphopolis,  published  a  letter  from  a 
Hungarian  ex-officer  now  serving  in  the 
Transvaal  armv.  It  is  dated  Farmers' 
Kopje,  Natal,  Dec.  2,  1899,  and  is  in 
these  terms: 

"I>ook  at  the  heading  of  my  letter- 
Natal.  Can  you  imagine  that  I  should 
write  you  from  South  Africa  wherea." 
you  thought  me  to  be  in  Chicago?  I 
am  niw  in  the  entrenchments  of  the 
Boer  army  before  Ladysmith.  As  soon 
as  war  was  declared  I  made  up  my  minr" 
to  go  as  a  volunteer,  and  at  New  York 
presented  myself  to  the  Dutch  committee 
there,  who  paid  my  traveling  expenses, 
and  i  embarked  on  the  Sidonia  Fitwe, 
bound  for  Madeira.  On  Nov.  4  we  landed 
at  Lourenzo  Marques,  on  the  6th  I  was 
in  Pretoria  and  on  the  7th  already  here. 
I  had  a  company  of  110  soldiers  en- 
trusted to  me.  and  as  a  pioneer  officer 
my  task  is  very  important.     Bearded, 


stalwart,  hardy  fellows  are  these  Boers. 
I  speak  English,  and  that  with  the  Boers 
is  the  universal  language.  Good  people, 
but  how  terribly  they  hate  the  English. 
We  never  hated  the  Turks  sa  much. 
All  of  them  are  good  shots,  good  horse- 
men and  good  Christians.  Those  of  them 
who  have  finished  their  tasks  of  digging 
sit  down  to  rest  with  their  Bibles  in 
their  hands;  they  know  no  other  b^ok. 
They  believe  in  God  and  their  rights. 
Our  tactics  here  and  everywhere  along 
the  fighting  line  are  'Keep  in  your 
trenches.'  We  get  ourselves  entrenched 
and  wait  for  the  enemy.  The  English 
make  their  attacks  in  the  open,  think- 
ing that  they  can  fight  the  Soudanese. 
We  fire  volleys  at  them  and  make  havoc 
in  their  ranks.  Hundreds  are  left  on  the 
battlefield  and  the  others  retire.  As  we 
are  well  mounted  we  do  our  moving 
quicklv.  The  hardest  things  we  have  tj 
endure  are  the  terrible  heat  which  keeps 
us  in  our  shirt  sleeves  all  day.  and  the 
Siberian  cold  of  the  night,  the  heavy 
downpours  of  rain  and  the  dust  storms. 

A  correspondent  who  was  at  the  battle 
of  Belmont  writes:  ^      • , 

"I  dare  say  you  have  heard  that  David 
St.  John,  the  heavyweight  boxer  of  the 
Guards,  was  killed  here  at  Belmont  in 
the  charge  up  the  Kaffir  kopje.  He  was 
face  to  face  with  a  Boer  as  big  as  hlm- 
«oif     Thpv  had  a  bit  of  a  scuffle.     Th? 
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self.  They  had  a  bit 
guardsman  gave  Mr.  Boer  a  lunge  with 
his  bayonet  so  hard  that  he  drove  it 
right  over  the  hilt  and  crossguard,  ana 
not  being  able  to  extract  it  he  was  prac- 
ticallv  unarmed,  and  while  endeavoring 
to  w-ithdraw  another  Boer  shot  him 
clean  through  the  temple.

A  failure  in 
the  food  supply,  or  the  supply  of  ammu- 
nilir.n    is  fatal  to  any  army,  an.l  there 
are  some  signs  that  supplies  are  fallm.^ 
scmewhat  short,  and  that  fact  is  having 
a  demoralizing  effect.     This  applies,     of 
cour.se,  purely  to  the  Boers.

Such  Action  Would  Be

Chicago,  Jan.  19.— Water  Wellman, 
Wiishington  correspondent  of  the  Tlnics- 
Herald,  telegraphs  his  piper  as  follows 
concerning  the  demands  of  Great  Britain 
and  Germany  for  a  neu  ral  Nicaraguan 
canal : 

Both  Great  Britain  and  Germany  have 
formally  served  notice  thia  they  will  pio- 
test  against  the  fortificai  oi.  of  the  Nica- 
ragua canal  if  that  waterway  be  con- 
structed by  the  American  government. 
These  notices  have  been  filed  during  the 
last  three  days  orally  by  Ambassadors 
Pauncefote  and  Von  Holleben.  They  will 
be  followed  later,  if  nece  <aary,  by  tormal 
or    written    protests.  „ 

It  is  believed  that  b(th  France  and 
Russia,  and  perhaps  c  ther  maritime 
powers,  will  join  in  tht  protest  if  the 
L'nited  States  persists  ir  lonstructiny  a 
canal  upon  the  basis  provided  in  the  bill 
reported  from  the  hous ;  committee  on 
interstate  and  foreign  ■ommerce  last 
Friday.  ,  ,    .    ,v. 

As  soon  as  it  became  known  that  tne 
house  committee  had  tak?n  action  with  a 
view  to  an  "all-American"  or  fonirteJ 
canal,  the  ambassadors  of  Great  Britain 
and  Germany  promptly  ippeared  at  ilie 
state  department.  Lord  Pauneeiote  p.ain- 
ly  informed  Secretary  H  ly  thai  his  gov- 
ernment had  no  intentic  n  of  retreating 
from  the  attitude  which  nt  had  assumed 
when  the  Isthmian  canal  (juesilon  came 
before  the  joini  high  ccmmission.  Ihat 
attitude  was  favorable  to  »he  construction 
and  ownership  of  a  can:.l  by  the  Inited 
States,  but  with  the  neuiralization  of  tjie 
channel  by  a  conventio  i 
United  States  and  Great 
neutralizatieii  to  be 
other  maritime  powers. 

If  the  l'nited  States  d  d  not  accede  to 
these  conditions,  said  Lord  Pauncefote, 
his  government  would  nsist  upon  its 
rights  under  the  (Mayto  i-Bulwer  treaty, 
and  protei-.t  against  the  construction  of 
the   canal. 

The  German  ambassador,  having  no 
treaty  rights  in  the  pre  nises,  was  with- 
out a"  basis  upon  which  t  >  p;ant  a  definite 
statement,  but  he  intiiiated  unmistak- 
ably the  unwillingness  of  his  govern- 
ment to  see  an  isthmian  canal  made  an 
adjunct  to  the  military  power  of  the 
l'nited   States.  .  ^.   ,         .-

THE  NiCARAGUA^CANAL  BILL. 

^Senate  Committee  Presents  Opinion 
Koldins  Canal  Incispensable. 

Washington,  Jan.  li.— Senator  Mor- 
gan, as  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
inter-oc-eanic  canals,  y<  sterday  present- 
ed a  written  report  on  the  Nicaragua 
canal  bill.  The  folh  wing  extracts 
from  the  report  indicate  its  general  im- 
port: 

We  have  reached  a  stage  where  the 
necessity  of  debate  up»  n  the  advantage 
of  a  canal  across  the  isthmus  is  no 
longer  required.  The  ship  canal  wiil 
open  a  line  that  is  poetically  straisiht 
around  the  earth  and  ;.long  par.illeh-  of 
latitude  within  tempeiate  zones  where 
the  seas  are  comparatively  quiet  and 
are  refreshed  with  the  ever  prevailing 
trade  winds. 

As  a  provision  for  the  naval  and 
military  defense  of  our  country,  whether 
insular  or  continental,  this  canal  i;?  in- 
dispensable and  the  closer  its  location  is 
made  to  our  states  on  tlie  gulf  f»f  Mexico 
the  more  efficient  will  be  its  protection 
to  our  coasts  on  the  Atlantic  and  Pa- 
cific. 

Pearl  harbor  in  Hawi.ii  and  the  harbor 
of  San  Juan  in  Porto  !  lico  are  the  true 
military  defenses  of  the  canal  again:-t 
attack  bv  European  tr  Asiatic  powers 
and  they  give  a  more  secure  protection 
to  its  eastern  and  western  outlets  than 
any  force,  however  sti  ong.  that  can  oe 
located  at  or  near  its  connection  with 
the  sea. 

Measured  by  the  in<  ome  of  the  Suez 
canal  at  a  correspond  ng  cost  the  Nic- 
aragua canail  should  >  if  Id  with  equiva- 
lent rates  of  tolls  at  le  ist  12  per  cent  on 
$140,000,000. 

It  is  too  severe  a  ts  x  upon  credulity 
to  ask  the  adoption  '>f  the  prc-cariou.- 
water  supply  at  Pant  ma  in  preferenc- 
to  the  grand  lakes  o  the  Nicaragunn 
route,  one  of  which  is  100  miles  long  by 
forty-five  miles  broad,  and  affords  near- 
ly twelve  miles  of  frtsh  water  naviga- 
tion for  the  largest  ships  as  part  of  the 
canal  route,  and  together  they  supply 
more  than  ten  times  the  water  needed 
to  supply  the  canal  line  from  Lake 
Nicaragua  to  bothocei.ns. 

We  owe  it  to  ourselves,  to  the  whole 
world,  that  whatever  canal  we  shall 
build  and  control  or  the  isthmus  of 
Darien  shall  be  as  open,  free  and  neu- 
tral to  all  nations  as  its  corresponding 
gateway,  the  Suez  cat  al.

PROSPECT   IS   GOOD 


For    Sale  of    Furniture  In 
Bavaria— Trade  Open- 
ings In  Syria. 

From  The  Herald 
Washing;ion  Bureau. 

AVashington,  Jan.  13.— (Special  to  Tlic 
lleraUV)— I'nlled  States  Consul  James  H. 
"Wjrman  furnishes  the  state  department 
with  the  prospect.'?  for  American  furniture 
trade  in  South  Germany.  Mr.  "W'orman 
says; 

"Manufacturers  of  furniture  should  turn 
thfir  attention  to  Bavaria,  especially  to 
Alunicli  and  its  vicinity,  as  prices  charged 
here,  particularly  for  birds-eye  maple 
and  mahoRcny  veneered  bedroom  sets, 
are  much  liigher  than  In  the  United  Stajos. 

"The  styles  in  vogue  are  so  different  from 
these  at  home  that  they  should  be  care- 
fully studied.  No  double  beds  are  wanted, 
and  each  sot  of  beds  must  be  matched  by 
a  wardrobe  (patterns  likewise  to  be  caie- 
fully  studied)  and  by  two  night  stands,  as 
well  as  a  washstand.  which  last  as  here 
used  Is  about  the  width  of  our  bureau  or 
dressers  and  is  supplied  with  a  marble 
toi).  Night  stands  are  also  supplied. 

"Such  bedroom  sets,  without  chairs,  or 
with  two  chairs— usually  cane  bottomed 
and  to  match— retail  for  about  $2iW  and 
higher.  The  bird's-eve  maple  sets  manu- 
factured in  Michigan.  Western  New  York 
iiiid  tlsewheie  In  the  llnittd  Slates,  made 
to  wholesale  with  chiffonier  and  bureau, 
each  supplied  with  plate-glass  mirror^  at 
from  $."^J  to  $".  in  good  quality,  could  be 
l>ut  here  at  %K*\  and  be  beyond  competi- 
tion if  the  German  taste  were  first  con- 
sidered bv  the  manufacturers. 

"Manufacturers  of  brass  and  iron  beds 
(-•single),  as  well  ns  cribs,  should  combine 
with  manuafcturers  of  oiher  household 
goods,  and  cptn  an  exhibition  here  next 
year  when  tht^  Oberammergau  Passion 
Play  and  the  Bayreuth  festival  will  draw 
rrowds  to  this  section  of  Bavaria. 

"Much  furniture  is  brought  here  from 
Berlin  and  other  Northern  German  towns. 
Considerable  furniture  is  also  imported 
Irom  Ens^land.  France  and  Italy,  especially 
parlor  furniture,  in  which  the  styles  uo 
not  differ  so  radically.  Undoubtedly,  a 
beginning  has  already  been  made  m  ex- 
porting such  goods  from  the  United 
Statts.  bu:  it  will  pay  to  send  c'-mp' - 
tent  men  :o  look  over  the  field  for  the 
toniblned  trade,  before  or  after  its  annual 
e.\hihitif>n   in   New   York. 

"Makers  of  diniiigroom  furniture  cannot 
liope  lo  succeed  unless  prepared  to  ex- 
hibit for  some  time,  as  the  German  style 
of  sideboards  and  extension  tables  is  ai- 
loReiher  different,  and  the  general  way 
of  fitting  up  a  (iiningroom  is  dependent 
upon  tho  use  made  of  the  apartment.

"One  house  in  Berlin  is  advertising  Po- 
erally  in  the  papers  of  Munich  and  other 
South  German  towns  and  will  be  rewarded 
for  its  enterprise.  It  .seems  hardly  neces- 
sarv  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  Munie.i 
is  tho  third  largest  eity  in  Germany,  with 
nearly  ri(H).()iH>  inhaljilants,  and  greiwing 
al)out  as  tast  as  any  American  eity.

is  to  i>e  reorganized,  involving  the  fol- 
lo.ving  ih-tn^res:

Louis  and  the  substitution  of  joint  of- 
fices in  ea<-h  city. 

The  discharge  of  all  city,  general,  tra- 
veling and  district  freight  and  passen- 
ger agents  and  solicitors  of  the  Eastern 
roails  in  all  parts  of  the  United  Slates 
and  Canada  and  Europe.  This  will  af- 
fect nearly  .'lO.OOO  men. 

The  abolition  of  all  forms  of  commis- 
sions heretofore  i)aid.  or  for  tho  sain  ol 
tickets  over  these  roads.

FOES  OF  CHBiSTIA!tS. 

The  Powerful  Senoussi   Sect  May 
Need  Serious  Attention. 

The  piisl  two  years  ha\e  wi'.n.-.ssed  Ih'^ 
downfall  in  Africa  of  powerful  enemies 
of  the  white  races  and  the  Cliristian 
faith.  For  more  than  ten  years  the 
Emir  Samory  opposed,  inch  by  inch,  the 
advance  of  the  French  on  the  Upper 
Niger.  His  power,  once  absolute  over 
in.iny  tribes,  is  now  entirely  destroyed, 
and  he  is  a  helpless  captive.  The 
niahdi's  successor  and  his  chi-.n'  emirs 
have  been  killed,  and  the  entire  Egyp- 
tian Si.tidan  is  again  open  to  tho  world. 
None  of  the  AlGhainnudaii  i-hiefs  excel. I 
PLabah  at  I^ake  Tchad,  who  made  th-? 
French  occupancy  of  the  Wes*crn  Sni- 
dan  so  costly  and  laboriou.s.  is  now  a 
.'^tunlbling  Idock.  There  remains  in 
-^fri?a  only  one  fotmidable  center  of 
Mohammedan  inlluence  with  which  the 
whites  must  yet  reckon  befiTc  their  en- 
terprises v\ill  cease  to  be  endaiu^ercd  by 
religious  fanaticism,  says  the  New  Y(uk 
Sun.  The  potent  foe  today  of  the  Euro- 
pean invasion  of  Africa  is  the  Senoussi 
Kroiherhood.  whose  central  authority  is 
esLiblished  at  Jara')ul>.  in  the  oasis  of 
Faredgha,  on  tho  border  between  Tri- 
poli and  Egypt,  where  neither  sultan, 
khedive  nor  European  jiowi-r  ha.s  ever 
interposed  tj  luevent  the  s|)read  of  a 
sect  that  is  hostile  alike  to  Christian  in- 
lluence  and  to  the  political  regime  uf 
every  Mohammedan  government. 

Though  the  Senoussi  propaganda  has 
been  disseminated  all  over  North  Africa 
to  the  equator,  comparatively  little  is 
known  of  it.  Ijecause  it  works  very 
quietly,  and  is  a  secret  order  to  whicn 
e.i^li  member  surrenders  his  nill  and 
life,  yielding  blind  obedience  to  the 
commands  of  his  superiors.  The  inner 
affairs  of  the  brotherhood  are  not  for 
the  ciiinmon  people,  but  for  the  leadfrs 
who  can  sway  them  and  make  them  do 
thi  will  of  the  order  while  utterly 
igiioi-ant  of  ils  organizatimi  and  meth- 
ods. It  apparently  has  no  jiolitical  end 
except  to  salivert  all  politiai  institu- 
tions. The  l:ivv-  of  Mchainmed  alon  ■ 
must  govern  the  world.  The  ai-n  is  t-i 
fuse  all  the  seeis  cf  Islam  into  one  theo-' 
cratic  body,  which  shall  be  independent 
of  every  secular  authority. 

It  is  not  strange  that  the  hu'nblr-  Al- 
gerian, who  Ijased  the  broiheiho.id  be 
founded  over  100  years  ago  upon  this 
revebilionary  idea,  was  hated  in  C.n- 
stanlinople.  Mecca  and  Cairo.  Sidi  Mo- 
hammed Ben  Ali  es  Senoussi  was  lon'4 
too  insignificant  to  attract  attention, 
but  the  days  of  persecution  came  ai 
last:  he  wa.s  driven  from  pillar  to  post 
in  Tripoli,  and  finally  sought  refuge,  in 
S.'>.">.  in  the  oasis  of  Faredgha,  whcr.>. 
.surrounded  by  desert  sands,  he  and  his 
successors  have  remained  unmolestel 
to  the  present  time. 

F(U-  a  generation  past  the  order  ha.- 
coiistantly  tende^d  to  incre-ase  in  nuin- 
l>ets  and  in  the  geographical  area  oecu- 
riied.  -V  few  years  ago  the  explorer. 
Uveyrier.  said  that  it  controlled  at  le.ist 
l..->on.(mo  Africans,  and  perhaps  :!,000,O()fl. 
^Vhere  its  founder  lived  for  some  linn- 
in  a  cave  hewn  out  «)f  a  rock,  his  scm  and 
suci-'ssor,  twtnly  years  ago,  had  a  per- 
sonal guaid  of  40(M»  .'■•oldiers,  and  bis  resi- 
dent e  was  surroinnled  by  many  laig* 
bulllings,  ineluding  convents  and 
ar.seii;>i.  ami  tho  university,  vhidi  is  at- 
ti  iidod  bv  a  large  number  'f  students 
from  .Moroe.o  and  Algeria.  The  FreiK-li 
auilterily.  M.nlin.  t^ays  that  among  lie- 
defences  of  the  town  are  lifi'-cn  eamion. 
lieuglil.  from  Alexandria;  that  a  large 
siij'pl.v  of  .iiins  .'iiul  mtiiiitions  is  slowed 
at  Jarabub.  and  there  ar,^  besides  .i 
gunpowder  mnnufaetory  and  sliop  for 
I  he  repair  of  firearm^-.  It  has  also  been 
n-ported  that  European  vessels  loaded 
with  contraband  of  war  for  the  brother- 
hood hav»^  from  time  to  time  binded 
their  cargoe.s  at  the  little  port  of  TobruiJ, 
on  the  coast  of  Tii|ioli.  No  white  man 
has  ever  been  able  to  make  his  way 
into  the  town,  and  tho  last  who  at- 
tempted to  visit  the  head  center  of  the 
Senoussis  was  turned  b.ack  while  still 
many  days  from  the  place. 

When  Sidi  Mohammed  died  in  IS.'iD  h? 
proclaimed  his  eldest  son  to  be  the 
mahdi.  and  the  present  head  of  the  order 
is  knov.n  everywhere  among  its  adher- 
ents as  Sidi  Mohammed  el  Mahdi.  It  is 
well  known  that,  according  to  an  ancient 
Mohammedan  prophecy.  Allah  will  send, 
before  the  world  comes  to  an  end,  a  mes- 
siah  (mahdi)  charged  with  the  subjec- 
tion of  the  whole  earth  to  the  laws  of 
Islam,  which  mean"  th?  extermination 
of  all  Christians  unless  they  accept  the 
faith  of  the  prophet.  Father  and  son 
both  declared  that  the  latter  fulillled  all 
the  conditions  named  in  tho  prophecy, 
and  Sidi  Mohammed  II  has  been  ae- 
cei>ted  as  the  true  mahdi  when.ver  the 
Seniuissis  h:ive  a  foothold.  The  alleged 
mahdi  at  Khfirloum  was,  of  course,  <le- 
Mounced  as  .-i  fraud  at  Jarabub  as  well  as 
at  Constantinople  and  t^airo,  and  it  was 
due  to  tlie  Senoussis  that  he  gained  no 
adherents  west  of  Darfur.  The  people 
oi  Wadal  and  other  parts  of  the  Central 
Soudan  firmly  bollevr  that  the  mahdi 
now  lives  in  the  person  of  the  head  of 
th''  SenouEci  hrotherh-:>od. 

This  re^rred  person  absolutely  ccntrois 
th-:  cperatiors  and  policy  of  tht^  re- 
lis'cuc  crdcr  hl.=-  father  founici.  It  is 
said  rn  the  fc.'it  authority  that  he-  has 
his  agfntt  at  Constantinople  M-Jcca  zvA 
fcv&n  at  Paris.  The  geograph3r  Martin 
says  there  i^  reason  to  believt  that  he- 
has  h.^d  agents  al.so  in  other  European 
capitals  since  the  powers  extended  their 
possessions  in  Africa  till  they  now  em- 
l*racc  niiUions  o£  Molummcdan  people^. 


In  every  province  and  district  of  the 
vast  area  where  the  brotherliood  is 
maintained  the  members  yield  absolute 
obedience  to  the  mandates  of  the  aixi&- 
tolic  authority  who  is  in  charge  of  them. 
Once  a  year  these  subordinate  officials 
are  convened  at  the  capital  in  the  desert 
to  consider  the  temporal  and  spiritual 
position  of  the  order  and,  subject  to  th.' 
will  of  the  head  of  the  order,  to  decide 
ur-on  ils  policy  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Though  the  Senoussis  proclaim  their 
mission  to  be  one  of  peace,  their  hand 
h,is  been  plainly  manifest  in  a  number 
of  political  insurrections,  in  the  murder 
of  explorers  in  the  Sahara  and  Soudan 
and  in  outbreaks  of  Midiammedan  fan- 
aticism against  the  Christians.  They 
are  a  menace  to  more  than  one  European 
enterprise,  and  the  question  how  to  hold 
them  in  che.k,  particularly  in  re.gions 
( entroUed  by  France,  will  som<'  day  de- 
mand   serious   attention.

Ex-Postmaster  General  to  Announce  Soon 

That  He  Will  Not  Be  a  Candidate 

For  the  Senatorship* 


Milwaukee  After  the  Dem- 
ocratic Convention. 

From  The  Herald 
Washington  Bureau. 

Washington,  Jan.  19.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Tlie  report  comes  to  Wash- 
ington from  Pennsylvania  that  Brother 
Juhn  Wanamaker  will  soon  .announce 
that  he  will  not  be  a  candidate  for  the 
senatorship  when  the  legislature  me?ls 
to  elect  a  successor  to  Matthew  Stanley 
Quay.  The  friends  of  Wanamaker  say 
that  by  this  is  not  meant  a  cessation  of 
Mr.  Wanamaker's  fight  against  Col. 
Quay  as  United  States  senator,  but  sim- 
ply the  taking  out  of  his  own  name  from 
eonsideration  as  a  candidate  for  a  seat 
in  the  senate.  ' 

It  is  believed  that  the  declaration  will 
be  made  in  the  form  of  a  letter  which 
will  be  made  public  through  the  agency 
of  the  Business  Men's  league.  Members 
of  the  legislature  who  are  friendly  to 
Mr.  Wanamaker  have  stated  it  as  a  faf't 
that  he  has  already  withdrawn  his 
name.  They  umlerstand  that  his  deei- 
sion  will  be  made  known  generally  as 
soon  as  the  TTnited  States  senate  acts 
upon  the  question  of  Quay's  admission 
on  the  strength  of  G<)Vernor  Stone's  ap- 
pointment. It  is  said  to  be  Mr.  Wana- 
maker's purpose  to  enter  upon  the  fight 
with  zeal  from  the  time  of  the  announce- 
ment, and  to  lead  an  agitati  m  which 
will  be  kept  up  without  cessation  until 
November  for  the  election  of  legislators 
who  will  vote  against  Quay,  for  a  con- 
stitutional convention  and  for  ballot  re- 
form. 

Many  men  oppo.«ed  lo  Quayi.^im  hesi- 
tated to  identify  theniselves  with  the 
battle  against  the  Beaver  senator  b< - 
•  •ause  <)f  their  supposition  that  the  Phi- 
ladelphia merchant  was  the  omdidate 
against  him.  A  pul)lic  declaration  on 
the  part  of  Mr.  Wanamaker  'hat  he 
would  not  accept  the  .jfflce.  anti-Quay 
men  believe,  wuuld  give  impetus  to  tiie 
m..vement  against  the  Quay  machine.  It 
has  been  a  recognized  weakness  of  the 
attacking  party  against  Quay.  that 
some  of  its  leaders  were  susjiected  of 
great  personal  ambition  and  the  neces- 
sity of  eliminating  this  suspicion  was 
felt.

t'un. 

In  the  spring  of  1898  I  had  to  make  an 
inspection  for  a  railroad  companv  of 
the  tramp  situation  on  some  i-ailroads  in 
the  Middle  West.  During  the  first  month 
(  f  the  investigation  I  lived  like  a  v.'ri- 
table  tramp,  so  far  as  traveling  w.is 
concerned,  but  I  paid  for  my  meals  out 
(  f  funds  sent  to  me  in  small  install- 
ments by  a  friend  in  the  Kast.  Once 
th;  remittance  from  the  East  was  de- 
layed a  little,  and  I  found  myself  one 
ilay  at  dinner  time  down  to  my  last 
nickel. 

I  was  traveling  in  ciuite  a  company 
I  f  rounders,  and  on  the  day  in  question 
\.e  were  beating  our  way  on  a  freight 
tra.in  toward  a  town  where  there  was  a 
ponrhouse  night  shelter.  N<x)n  time 
lound  us  all  hungry,  and  we  got  off  the 
train  at  a.  small  village  to  lo^k  for  lunch. 
It  was  such  a  diminutive  place  that 
it  was  decided  that  each  man  should 
l>i(k  out  his  particular  beat,  and  confine 
i  is  search  to  the  few  houses  it  contained. 
If  some  failed  to  get  anything,  those  who 
were  more  successful  were  to  bring  l)aclc 
handouts. 

My  beat  was  so  sparsely  settled  that 
I  hardly  expected  to  get  so  much  as  a 
piece  of  bread,  because  the  entire  village 
was  known  to  hate  tramps,  but  an  in- 
spiration came  to  me  as  I  was  crossing 
tho  fields,  and  I  got  a  set-down  and  a 
hand-out  at  the  first  house  I  visited. 

The  interview  at  the  back  door  ran 
thus: 

"Madam,"  she  was  rather  a  severe- 
looking  woman,  "I  have  exactly  5  cents 
in  my  pocket,  and  I  am  awfully  hungry. 
1  know  that  you  don't  keep  a  bearding 
house,  but  I  have  come  to  you  thinking 
that  you  will  give  me  more  for  my 
nickel  than  the  storekeeper  will  over  in 
the  village.  I  shall  be  obliged  to  you  if 
.\  ou   will  help  mo  out." 

A  lo^k  of  siu'prise  came  into  the  wo- 
man's face.

"Don't  know  whether  we've  got  any- 
thing we  want."  she  .said,  as  if  I  were  a 
guest  ratlier  than  a  wayfarer.

the  sin<erit.v  of  whi<'h  a  hungry  man  is 
cap.ible.  .She  invited  me  Into  the  din- 
ing room  and  gave  me  a  most  satisfy- 
ing meal.  There  were*  no  conventional 
interruptions.  1  ate  mj-  meal  in  silence, 
and  the  wiman  watched  me.  The  new 
species  interested  her. 

.Just  as  I  was  linishing  she  put  some 
."-andwiches,  cake  and  pie  Into  a  iie\v.<- 
papei-.     I  had  made  gocjtl  impressions. 

"There,"  she  said,  as  I  was  about  to 
go.     "You  may  need  it." 

I  held  out  my  nickel  and  thanked  her. 
She  blushed  and  put  her  hands  behind 
her   back.

The  tramps'  methods  of  begging,  as 
has  been  said,  are  largely  regulated  by 
circumstances  and  experience,  but 
even  the  amateurs  among  them  have 
theories  about  the  profession,  and  they 
are  never  more  interesting  than  when 
sitting  around  some  hang-out  campfire, 
dbscussing  their  UDlions  of  the  kind  of 
ghost  stories  that  go  best  with  different 
sorts  of  people.  Indeed,  the  bulk  of  their 
time  is  passed  in  conferences  of  this 
character.  Each  man,  like  the  passion- 
ate gamblier.  has  a  system,  and  he 
enjoys  "chewing  the  rag"  about  its  in- 
tricacies. The  majority  of  the  systems 
are  founded  on  the  tramp's  knowledge 
of  W3men.  Taking  the  country  by  and 
large,  he  sees  more  of  women  on  iiis 
begging  tours  than  of  men.  and  it  is 
only  natural  thiit  his  theoretical  calcu- 
lations should  be  busied  mainly  with 
wi.unen.  Some  tramps  believe  that  llie\ 
can  tell  to  a  nicety  what  a  l»lond  vo 
mm  \\iil  give  in  excess  of  a  brunette, 
or  vice  versa,  and  the  same  of  a  lars-e 
woman  In  contradistinction  to  a  small 
one  Much  of  their  theorizing  on  thes*^ 
matters  is  as  futile  as  is  the  gambler's 
estim.ate  of  his  chances  of  luck,  but  cer- 
tain it  is  that  after  a  long  apprentio'- 
El:lp  they  become  phenDmenally  accu- 
rate in  sizing  up  people;  and  it  is  lie 
■^vho  can  correctly  Else  up  the  greattit 
number  cf  people  at  f.rst  glance  and 
adapt  himiOlf  to  their  pccuharitict  that 
corner  cut  -ivinner  in  the  struggle. 

Next  in  irapcrtance  to  the  abllttv  tc 
appraise  correctly  the  generous  tenden- 
cies of  his  patrons,  and  to  modulate  t\^ 
voice  and  to  concoct  stories  accur»iins  to 


their  tastes,  com'.^s  tho  tramp's  clothes 
and  the  way  he  wears  them.  It  probably 
seems  to  most  persons  that  the  tramp 
never  changes  his  clothes,  and  that  he 
alway.s  looks  as  tattered  and  lorn  as 
when  they  happen  to  see  him,  bui.  the 
expert  has  always  as  many  changes  as 
the  actor.  Some  days  he  dresses  ve:-j 
poorly;  this  is  generally  the  case  in  win- 
ter, and  on  other  days  he  looks  as  neat 
and  clean  as  the  ordinary  business  man. 
It  all  depends  cm  the  weather  and  the 
beat  he  has  chosen  for  the  day's  wc,ik. 
Every  morning  before  he  starts  out  on 
his  tour,  he  takes  a  look  at  the  weathei- 
and  decides  ujion  his  beat.  Tlie  beat 
selected,  he  puts  on  the  "tog.s"  which 
he  thinks  suit  the  weather,  and  away 
he  gies  for  better  or  for  worse.  In 
New  York  city  there  are  probably  100 
scientilic  beggars  of  this  character, 
and  they  live  as  well  as  does  the  man 
with  a   yearly  income  of  $2000. 

Sunday  is  the  disnuilcst  day  in  llu- 
week  to  the  average  tramp,  the  beggar 
who  is  content  with  his  three  meals  .a 
clay  and  a  place  to  lie  down  in  at  night. 
Hut  few  men  who  go  on  tramp  for  the 
lirst  time  exi^'ct  that  Sunday  is  going 
to  be  any  different  from  any  other  day 
in  the  wc^ek.  They  usually  reach  tlie 
road  on  a  week  day  after  a  debauch, 
and  they  find  that  Iheir  soiled  clothes 
and  general  unkempt  condition  differ- 
entiate them  in  public-  thoroughfares 
very  little  frcmi  hundreds  of  working- 
men.  Xo  policeman  wcjrries  them  with 
suspicious  glances,  and  in  large  cities 
they  pass  unchallenged  even  in  the  dea  1 
of  night.  Indeed,  they  receive  si  little 
notice  thai  they  woncier  how  they  had 
ever  imagined  that  outcasts  were  such 
marked  human   beings. 

Then  comes  their  first  Sunday.  Tnoy 
get  up  out  of  their  hay  loft,  or  where\  er 
it  may  be  that  they  lay  down  the  night 
before,  prejjared  to  look  for  their  break- 
fast just  as  they  did  on  the  day  before. 
and  after  brushing  off  their  clothes  and 
cashing  themselves  at  some  |)ump  or 
public  faucet,  they  start  out.  In  a 
small  town  they  feel  that  something  is 
wrong  before  they  have  gone  a  block, 
and  by  9  o'chjck  in  large  towns  they  de- 
rido  to  go  without  their  l)rc>akfast,  if 
thc?y  have  not  yet  got  it.  A  change  has 
come  over  the  earth;  th(>y  seem  out  of 
place  even  to  themselves,  and  Ihey  re- 
turn through  back  streets  to  their  lodg- 
ing houses  or  retreats  on  the  outskirts 
of  the  town,  sincerely  regretting  '.hat 
they  are  travelers  of  the  road. 

A  number  of  men  in  the  world  have 
to  'hank  this  Sunday  nausea  that  they 
are  today  workers  and  nit  tramps.  Tlie 
latter  feel  the  effects  of  it  bt  the  end  of 
liH'lr  days;  it  is  as  unc^sc-apable  as 
death,  but,  like  rertain  sf>afaring  ni  n 
wh<i  never  get  entirely  free  of  sea  sick- 
ness and  yet  continuf?  as  sailors,  so  old 
vagabonds  learn  to  expec  I  and  endure 
the  miserable  sensations  which  they  ex- 
perience on  the  lirst  day  of  the  week. 
These  sensati  jns  are  due  to  the  remnant 
of  manhood  which  is  to  be  found  in 
nearly  all  tramps.  The  bulk  of  them 
are  for  all  practical  puj-poscs  outcasts, 
but  at  breakfast  time,  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing, they  have  emotions  which  on  week 
days  no  one  would  give  them  credit 
for. 

It  was  my  fate  some  years  ago  to  be 
one  of  a  collection  of  wanderers  who 
had  to  while  away  a  Sunday  in  a  dug- 
out on  a  bleak  prairie  in  Western 
Kansas.    We  had  nothing  to  eat  or  drink 


and  practically  nothing  to  talk  about 
except  our  dismal  lot.  Toward  night- 
fall we  got  to  discu.ssing  in  all  earnest- 
ness the  miserableness  of  our  existence, 
and  1  have  always  remembered  the  re- 
marks of  a  fellow-sufferer  whom  we 
called  West  Virginia  Brown.  He  was 
supposed  to  be  the  degenerate  scion  of  a 
noble  English  family,  and  was  one  of  the 
best  educated  men  I  had  met  in  Hobo- 
land.  He  took  little  part  in  the  general 
grumbling,  but  at  last  there  was  a  lull 
in  the  conversation  and  he  spoke  up. 

"I  wonder,  "  he  said,  "whether  the 
gocMl  jieople  who  rest  on  Sunday,  go  to 
church  and  have  their  best  dinner  in 
the  week,  realize  how  life  is  turned 
upside  down  for  us  on  that  day.  There, 
have  always  been  men  like  us  in  thc^ 
world,  and  it  is  for  us  as  much  as  for 
anyone,  .so  far  as  I  know,  that  religion 
exists,  and  yet  the  day  in  tho  week  set 
apart  for  religion  is  the  hardest  of  all 
for  us  to  worry  through.  Was  it  or 
wasn't  it  the  intention  that  outcast 
were  to  have  religion*.'  The  way  things 
are  now  we  are  made  to  look  u|)on  Sun- 
day and  all  that  it  means  with  hatred, 
and  yet  I  don't  believe  that  there's  any- 
one in  the  world  who  tries  to  be  any 
Bciuarer  to  his  pals  than  we  do,  and 
that's  what  1  call  being  good." 

The  last  the  road  knew  of  Brown  he 
was  serving  a  live  years*  sentence  in  a 
Canadian  limbo.  Jlis  lot  cannot  be 
pleasant,  but  methinks  that  on  Sundays, 
at  least,  he  is  glad  that  he  is  not  out- 
side.

United  States  Agricultural  Department, 
Weather  Burt-au.  Duluth.  Synopsis  of 
weather  conditions  for  the  twenty-four 
hours  ending  at  7  a.  m.  (Central  tirnt), 
Jan.  13. — The  low  pressure  area  central 
yesterday  morning  over  British  Columbia 
has  moved  east  to  the  province  of  Saskat- 
chewan, but  the  area  of  high  barometric 
pressure  over  Rocky  Mountain  districts 
remains  nearly  stationary.  The  barometer 
Is  falling  in  all  districts  lying  between 
the  Mississippi  river  and  Rocky  Moun- 
tains. Slightly  colder  weather  prevails  in 
Mississippi  valley  states  and  it  is  some- 
what warmer  in  the  Northwest.  Temper- 
atures continue  mild  in  all  districts,  but 
tHere  are  indications  of  colder  weather  in 
the  region  north  of  Alberta.  Rains  have 
fallen  over  the  lower  half  of  the  Jake  re- 
gion and  all  of  that  portion  of  the  Missis- 
sippi valley  to  the  southward  of  Wiscon- 
sin.

mission  of  the  United  States.  If  it  un- 
dertook to  keep  up  any  customs  taxa- 
tion, it  would  need  to  build  a  trocha  of 
customs  houses  along  each  side  of  the 
tanal  where  the  boundaries  of  the 
United  States  began.  Its  lake  and  prin- 
cipal river  would  be  in  the  United 
States,  and  in  short  Nicaragua  would 
hardly  be  able  to  recognize  itself.  The 
fact  is,  it  might  as  well  be  recognized 
that  if  a  canal  is  built  through  Nicaragua 
either  by  the  United  States  government 
or  by  a  private  company,  the  whole  of 
Nicaragua  will  have  to  be  annexed  to 
the  United  States,  whether  it  is  wlllling 
or  not.  If  congress  is  going  to  pass  any 
bill  of  this  kind,  it  would  better  get 
directly  to  the  point  and  authorize  the 
president  to  ask  the  republic  of  Nic- 
aragua what  it  will  take  for  itself. 

But  would  it  not  be  better  to  wait  a 
little  while  longer  and  see  how  the  con- 
struction of  the  Panama  canal  is  pro- 
gressing. It  is  claimed  that  enterprise 
is  well  advanced  and  will  be  completed 
before  a  Nicaragua  canal  could  be  fairly 
started.  If  this  be  true,  the  construc- 
tion of  a  Nicaragua  canal  will  be  un- 
necessary. One  interoceanic  canal  will 
be  sufficient.  In  the  meantime  there  are 
canal  enterprises  within  the  present  ter- 
ritory of  the  United  States  that  should 
be  given  favorable  consideration.  The 
Herald  believes  that  the  construction  of 
a  deep  waterway  from  the  grreat  lakes 
to  the  Atlantic  ocean  should  be  given 
precedence  of  all  other  waterway  pro- 
jects, that  it  is  of  much  more  import- 
ance to  this  country  than  the  construc- 
tion of  a  Nicaragua  canal,  and  that  more 
people  would  be  benefited  by  it. 


WOKKIXGJIEN  AXiM  TRi'STS. 

An  effort  is  being  made  in  some  quar- 
ters to  persuade  the  workingmen  that 
trusts  are  a  good  thing,  that  they  are 
the  cause  of  the  present  industrial  ac- 
tivity and  are  responsible  for  the  steady 
emplDyment  of  skilled  workmen  at  good 
wages.  For  these  reasons  the  working- 
men  are  urged  not  to  Join  in  the  fight 
on  the  trusts.  Of  course,  those  who  are 
working  tl-.is  game  in  the  interests  of 
the  trusts  take  good  care  not  to  advance 
the  theory  in  towns  and  cities  where 
factories  and  mills  are  closed  up  and 
hundreds  of  men  thrown  out  of  em- 
ployment thereby  because  the  trusts  de- 
sire to  curtail  production. 

It  is  false  to  assume  that  in  any  one 
instance  the  formation  of  a  trust  has 
produced  high  wages  and  steady  work. 


fectly  willing  that  we  shall  have  reci- 
procity on  fruit  and  tobacco,  but  they 
object  to  reciprocity  on  wool.

"The  Democrats  are  not  doing  this.  The 
opposition  comes  chlefiy  from  the  Repub- 
licans, who  are  the  most  enthusiastic  in 
favor  of  reciprocity,  provided  the  duties 
on  the  articles  produced  in  their  states 
are  not  reduced.  Nevertheless,  the  next 
Republican  platform  will  again  com- 
mend the  reciprocity  policy,  and  the  Re- 
publican spellbinders  will  reburnish  and 
repeat  their  arguments  to  show  its  ad- 
vantages, while  the  Republican  congress 
will  continue  to  prevent  its  application, 
like  the  member  of  the  Iowa  legislature 
who  favored  the  passage  of  a  prohibition 
law,  but  objected  to  its  enforce- 
ment."

The  Hepburn  bill  for  the  construction 
of  a  Nicaragua  canal  has  received  the 
approval  of  both  house  and  senate  com- 
mittees and  stands  a  good  show  of 
passing  both  branches  of  congress  and 
receiving  the  president's  .signature.  The 
bill  has  the  merit  of  not  appropriating 
any  money  for  the  purchase  of  any  al- 
leged "rights"  possessed  by  any  canal 
company  or  of  guaranteeing  the  pay- 
ment of  the  bonds  of  any  company.  In 
this  respect  it  is  vastly  superior  to  any 
other  measure  on  the  subject  that  has 
been  before  congress. 

The  Hepburn  bill  proposes  a  canal  to 
be  built,  owned  and  controlled  by  the 
government  of  the  United  States.  It 
authorizes  the  president  to  buy  the 
necessary  right  of  way  from  Nicaragua 
and  Costa  Rica.  It  directs  that  the 
secretary  of  war  construct  the  canal 
from  Greytown  to  the  Pacific  and  build 
all  necessary  fortifications  to  protect  it. 
The  sum  of  $14*>,ooo,000  is  appropriated 
for   the  purpose. 

The  bill  is  n'^t  complete  in  every  re- 
siKct.  For  example,  attention  has  been 
drawn  to  the  fact  that  although  the  sec- 
retary of  war  is  directed  to  build  a 
canal  capable  of  floating  the  largest 
ocean  vessels,  there  is  no  authority  for 
him  to  construct  harbors  at  the  en- 
trances to  such  a  canal  that  would  ac- 
commodate large  vessels.  As  there  are 
no  such  harbors  at  either  of  the  proposed 
entrances,  this  bill  would  give  the 
United  States  a  canal  with  both  ends 
practically  sealed  so  far  as  concerns  the 
large  vessels  it  was  intended  to  accom- 
modate. Of  course,  this  omission  in  re- 
gard to  the  harbors  could  be  rectified  by 
later  legislation  and  further  appropria- 
tions. But  provision  for  the  harlxjrs 
ought  properly  to  be  made  in  the  orig- 
inal bill,  since  the  harbors  would  be 
virtually  a  part  of  the  canal.  The 
public  would  then  have  a  true  conception 
of  what  the  Nicaragua  canal  would 
cost. 

But  it  is  a  question  whether  the  pro- 
visions of  the  bill  could  be  carried  into 
effect,  even  if  it  should  become  a  law. 
It  is  hardly  likely  that  Nicaragua  will 
look  favorably  upon  the  idea  of  ceding 
outright  a  strip  of  its  territory  to  the 
United  States.  Nicaragua  would  be  a 
peculiar  looking  little  republic  with  a 
strip  of  the  United  States  running 
through  its  middle.  If  it  wanted  to  send 
troops  from  one  end  of  its  territory  to 
the  other  it  would  have  to  ask  the  per- 


increased  consumption  and  greater  de 
mand  for  the  product  of  the  factory 
and  mill.  As  the  Omaha  Bee  points  out, 
the  baneful  effect  of  the  trusts  upon 
wage-workers  is  exerted  in  two  direc- 
tions. First,  in  their  ability  to  close 
their  mills  and  factories  in  one  local- 
ity while  running  mills  or  factories  pro- 
ducing the  same  article  in  another  lo- 
cality. For  example,  if  the  tinplate 
trust  should  decide  to  reduce  wages,  it 
would  not  make  the  reduction  in  all  its 
mills  at  the  same  time,  but  would  make 
a  beginning  with  one  or  two  mills,  and 
having  closed  these  mills  in  case  of  re- 
sistance, would  continue  to  operate  its 
other  mills  in  other  localities  until  its 
rebellious  workmen  were  frozen  out  or 
driven  in. 

In  the  next  place  the  most  serious 
blow  to  the  interests  of  labor  by  trusts 
is  the  raising  of  prices,  which  always 
tends  to  reduce  consumption,  and  con- 
sequently reduces  the  demand  for  labor, 
carrying  with  it  a  lowering  of  wages. 
The  assumption  that  combinations  which 
control  production  in  any  particular 
line  will  not  attempt  to  increase  their 
gains  by  arbitrarily  raising  prices  is 
absurd.  The  raising  of  wages  by  the 
trust  concerns  has  always  been  follow.?d 
or  preceded  by  a  raise  in  prices  of  the 
trust-made  goods,  and  in  every  instance 
that  increase  is  very  much  greater  than 
ti>e  increase  of  the  wage  fund.  The 
consumer,  of  course,  always  pays  the 
freight,  and  the  workmen  pay  more  than 
their  share  of  the  freight  because  they 
are  more  numerous  than  the  employers 
and  middlemen.  The  great  mass  of 
toilers  on  the  farm  and  in  the  factory 
are  the  most  injured  by  the  existence  of 
the  trusts. 


THE  RECIPROVITY  TREA  TIES. 

According  to  the  Washington  corres- 
T>ondent  of  the  Chicago  Record,  it  ia 
probable  that  all  the  reciprocity  treaties 
negotiated  by  Mr.  Kasson  under  the 
Dingley  bill  will  be  hung  up  by  con- 
gress. It  will  be  an  illustration  of  hu- 
man selfishness  and  the  inconsistency 
of  the  Republican  party.  The  platform 
adopted  at  St.  Louis,  as  well  as  previous 
national  platforms,  demanded  the  appli- 
cation of  the  principle  of  reciprocity  to 
our  foreign  conunerce.  The  president's 
inaugural  address  and  messages  to  con- 
gress advocated  it.  The  speeches  of  the 
spellbinders  throughout  the  last  cam- 
paign described  the  beauty  and  advan- 
tages of  reciprocity  in  trade,  and  they 
promised  great  results  if  the  Republi- 
can party  was  allowed  to  negotial*^ 
treaties.  The  late  Mr.  Dingley  and  his 
colleagues  of  the  committee  of  ways 
and  means  made  a  great  demonstration 
to  deceive  the  public,  and  inserted  what 
they  called  a  reciprocity  clause  In  the 
last  tariff  law,  which  was  framed  so 
that  it  should  be  inoperative,  but  Mr. 
Kasson  skillfully  managed  to  make 
something  out  of  it,  and  concluded  ar- 
rangements with  France  and  the  BritLsh 
colonies  in  America,  while  Mr.  Buchanan 
made  an  excellent  treaty  with  the  Ar- 
gentine Republic,  which  gave  sugar, 
wool,  tobacco,  fruit  and  some  other- 
things  from  those  countries  an  advan- 
tage of  20  per  cent  less  than  the  or- 
dinary duties  Imposed  upon  such  mer- 
chandise. 

And  now  what  do  we  find  is  the  atti- 
tude of  the  Republican  members  of  con- 
gress and  of  the  Republicans  outside  of 
it  who  shouted  so  lustily  for  reciprocity 
previous  to  election  and  Justly  con- 
demned the  Democrats  for  incorporating 
in  the  Wilson  tariff  law  a  clause  which 
wiped  out  the  former  reciprocity  ai  - 
rangements?  Although  the  entire  trade 
of  all  the  nations  mentioned  is  but  a  drop 
in  the  bucket  when  compared  with  the 
total  imports  of  the  articles  mentioned, 
every  interest  that  is  affected  remon- 
strates and  demands  that  the  treaties  be 
rejected.

IXELVEXVE  OE  MORRIS. 

The  great  Influence  which  Judge  Mor- 
ris wields  in  the  liouse  of  representa- 
tives at  Washington  has  Ijeen  again 
demonstrated.  In  the  News  Tribune  of 
Wednesday  the  announcement  was  made 
that  a  warm  struggle  was  impending 
at  the  national  capital  over  a  bill  amend- 
ing the  census  law,  that  had  been  favor- 
ably reported  by  the  census  committee. 
On  the  one  side  was  Congressman  Page 
Morris,  who  was  supported  by  Census 
Director  Merriana  and  Chairman  Hop- 
kins of  the  census  committee.  On  the 
other  side  was  Congressman  Joel  P. 
Heatwole,  backed  up  by  the  public  prin- 
ter and  the  union  labor  organizations. 
It  was  a  momentous  event,  and  accord- 
ing to  the  morning  paper  the  eyes  of  the 
whole  country  were  concentrated  upon 
the  struggle,  from  which,  of  course,  the 
Morris  side  was  to  emerge  triumphant 
and  with  flying  colors. 

But  alas  for  the  predictions  and  for 
the  hopes  that  had  been  in.spired  in  the 
federal  building  in  Duluth  by  this  fore- 
cast of  the  situation.  Instead  of  the 
great  Morris  victory  that  was  to  show 
the  whole  country  the  power  which  a 
great  statesman  possesses  in  the  hous" 
of  repre.sentatives,  what  do  we  find? 
A  crushing  defeat  for  Morris  and  Mer- 
riam— the  boasted  influence  vanished 
into  thin  air,  and  -the  smiling  counten- 
ance of  Joel  P.  Heatwole,  who  does  not 
claim  to  be  a  statesman,  but  only  an 
indifferent  politician,  visible  amid  the 
smoke  of  battle.  No  wonder  is  it  that 
deep  gloom  pervades  the  federal  build- 
ing and  that  no  sound  of  laughter  echoes 
throughout  its  winding  corridors.

The  production  of  tfhoes  the  past  year, 
according  to  the  Shoe  and  Leather  Report- 
er, has  been  prodigious.  The  shipments 
from  Boston  alone  have  scored  the  great- 
est Increase  ever  recorded  in  the  forward- 
ing of  shoe*-from  this  center  of  the  indus- 
try. The  output  in  other  sections,  notably 
in  the  West,  has  grown  apace.  New  facto- 
ries have  been  built,  old  ones  enlarged 
and  their  product  is  sold  In  the  East  as 
well  as  in  the  West.  The  unpcralleltd 
growth  of  our  export  trade  offsets  this  in- 
crease, however,  to  a  considerable  extent. 
Hundreds  of  firms  are  sending  shoes 
abroad,  where  a  few  years  ago  houses,  in- 
terested in  exporting  numbered  by  the 
dozens.  They  have  representatives  in  near- 
ly very  land  and  rgular  trips  are  made 
to  several  countries,  notably  Engl.ind, 
Canada  and  Mexico.  The  exports  of  181)3 
will  4)robably  reach  a  point  not  a  great 
ways  below  4,000.000,  and  this  is  an  export 
shoe  business  which  is  as  large  as  that  of 
France  and  more  than  one-half  that  of 
England.

The 
Republican  party  leaders  have  openly 
and  insolently  repudiated  these  Inspir- 
ing sentiments,  and  today  are  marshal- 
ing the  resources  of  this  republic  in  a 
war  of  conquest  against  a  weak  people, 
strong  enough  only  to  die  for  the  doc- 
trines that  justified  and  sanctified  the 
American  revolution.

force  into  the  dominion  of  love.  If  this 
high  ideal  is  to  remain  with  us  we  must 
make  haste  to  turn  from  the  backward 
course  we  have  lately  entered  on  and 
.set  our  faces  once  more  forward  the  light. 
We  must  not  now  desert  the  high  mis- 
sion of  the  republic.  We  must  not  ffo 
stumbling  back  over  the  overthrown  and 
broken  monuments  of  more  than  a  hun- 
dred years  of  glorious  and  beneficent 
history.  There  is  still  time  to  vindicate 
the  hopes  of  our  fathers  and  to  pre- 
.serve  to  those  who  shall  come  after  us 
the  holy  ark  of  our  national  covenant. 
We  must  abjure  our  apostacy.  We 
must  resist  the  drift  toward  empire. 
We  must  restore  the  rule  of  the  people. 
We  must  return  to  the  ideals  and  first 
principles  of  Americanism.  We  can  do 
this  if  we  will.

The  English  are  not  a  military  people; 
since  the  Crimean  war  they  have  lo^a 
touch  witn  active  service  agamsi  a  worthy 
foe,  and  their  blunders  are  only  natural. 
The  astonishing  feature  of  the  South  Al- 
lican  campaign  so  far  is  the  appaieiit 
discouragement  of  the  British  regular  un- 
der comparatively  meager  lo.sses,  his  cap- 
ture in  large  boaies,  and  his  reptaied  re- 
treat from  a  held  where  he  has  mtt  but 
partial  oisaster,  and  where  as  yet  scarce 
Half  a  bid  has  been  made  for  victorv, 
says  the  Army  and  Naw  Journal.  Dur- 
ing our  civil  war  and  at  intervals  ever 
since  the  writings  of  the  commander-in- 
chief  of  her  majesty  s  forces  have  teemed 
with  praise  of  the  British  regular  ;jiid 
with  innuendoes  of  depreciation  of  »iie 
American  volunteer.  And  vet  here  is  this 
regular,  man  and  officer,  for  whose  discijj- 
iine  and  education  Gen.  Wolseley  iia.s 
lor  years  been  responsible,  throwing  up 
his  work  on  the  battleheld  when  he  has 
suffered  a  loss  of  from  5  to  7  per  cent  in 
killed  and  wounded,  and  retiring,  not  to 
reform  and  renew  the  contlict.  but  to  a 
place   of  safety   far  from   the  enemy. 

Now,  good  troops  should  stand  mucii 
heavier  losses  than  this  without  bleach- 
ing. Until  forces  of  the  size  command- 
ed by  Gens.  Gatacre,  Methuen  and  Builer 
have  lost  a  far  higher  i)ercentage  the.v 
can  scarcely  be  said  to  have  fought  the 
thing  out  to  a  conclusion.  This  is  not 
estimate;  it  is  historical  average.  In  hfiy 
battles  during  our  civil  war  tne  average 
losses  were  about  Itj  per  cent,  on  the  Fed- 
eral, IS  per  cent  on  the  Confederate  side; 
or,  in  bodies  corresponding  in  size  to  the 
British  during  the  past  two  weeks,  no-* 
far  from  -'0  per  cent.  Even  at  Bull  Run, 
before  the  defeat,  the  loss  was  12  i)er 
<ent;  and  had  there  been  a  Dr.  Russell 
l)resent  at  some  of  the  late  battles  against 
the  Boers  we,  too,  might  have  read  the 
story  of  a  stampede.  These  figures  indeed 
only  partially  tell  the  truth,  for  at  Balak- 
lava  the  Light  Brigade  lost  nearly  37  per 
cent;  at  Metz  the  Gardeschutzen  lost  4*; 
])er  cent;  at  Mars  la  Tour  the  Sixteenin 
( Westphalian)  infantry  lost  49  per  cent; 
Ivongstreet  at  Gaines  Mill  lost  50  per 
cent;  Hancock  lost  the  same  percentage 
at  Fredericksburg;  and  there  are  abun 
dant  similar  examples  elsewhere.

The  fact  is  that  the  British  have  so 
long  been  fighting  savages  whom  Ihe.v 
could  "rush"  that  they  are  ignorant  of 
what  war  against  a  staunch  and  civilized 
opponent  means;  and  not  only  has  the 
first  element  of  preparation  for  battle — a 


thorough    reconnolssance— been   neglected 
but    upon    the    lost    •'ru.sh'    have   followed 
suri»rise  and  discouragement. 

Now.  why  all  this  cry  of  "ploom  in 
London  "  and  "fearful  scenes"  at  the  war 
ollice?  Why  tluse  reports  from  generals 
of  the  "bloodiest  fighting  of  the  century  " 
and  "fire  .so  hellish  that  no  troops  coiild 
withstand  it?"  Ability  in  manoeuvering 
or  liKhtiiiKT  is  not  measured  by  casualties, 
but  discipline,  steadines.s  and  s^ddierl.v 
bearinB  are  larRely  so;  and  as  yet  there 
has  been  nothiuK  in  South  Africa  worthy 
the  name  of  heavy  fighting  bv  an  iirniV 
as  a  whole.  The  total  losses,  excluding 
missing,  have  been  small  as  compared 
with  what  our  volunteers  cheerfuliv  stood 
during  the  campaigning  months  for  four 
long  years!  And  the  noiid  folk  at  home 
never  ceased  to  pour  out  men  .uid  money. 
Now,  we  all  know  the  Briton.  He  is  oT 
the  same  blood  as  we  are;  he  is  capabii 
of  and  will  soon  do  the  same  vn)rk.  N.> 
more  gallant  man  lives  than  the  Britisli 
otflcer— he  is  indeed  unwi.«ely  rash,  as  .l 
seasoned  soldii>r  should  not  be.  But  ii. 
would  furnish  a  rather  maiivals  f|U!iri 
d'heure,  in  the  light  of  recent  events,  for 
Gen.  AVolsele.v  to  assemble  some  of  his 
comments  on  the  American  volunteer  and 
then  to  compare  this  volunteer's  ability  to 
face  decimation  with  that  of  ills  own  pet 
regulars. 

The  London  Times  gives  this  intefVi^ti"^^ 
comiiarison  between  the  losses  sustained 
at  Modder  river  and  those  at  battles  111 
former  campaigns  in  which  British  troop.s 
have  been  enpaped.  It  will  be  noted  thai 
in  spite  of  the  increased  precision  oi" 
small  arms  the  percentage  of  casualties 
at  Modder  river  is  consiilerablv  less  than 
in  any  other  battle  given  in   the  list:

GUTS  THEIR  INCOME 


Will  Get  No  More  Commis- 
sions—Greatest of  All 
the  Trusts. 


The  Associated  Press  ilispatches  today 
announct'  the  larjrtst  pool  of  Eastern  rail- 
roads ever  made,  by  which  it  is  proposed 
to  eliminate  city  ticket  offices  of  all  the 
roads  in  a  number  of  cities,  to  be  replaced 
with  joint  offioc«.  the  discharge  of 
;iU  the  freight  and  passenger 
asents  made  necessary  by  a  condition  of 
competition,  the  abolition  of  all  forms  of 
commissions  for  the  sale  of  tickets,  and 
other  changes.  The  one  referring  to  com- 
missions has  a  local  application.  One  of 
the  principal  sources  of  income  of  all 
lii-ket  agents  is  their  commission:?.  For 
tlv  sale  of  tickets  over  other  roads  thnii 
Tiheir  own  tlie.v  have  bei-n  accustomed  ti' 
receive  liberal  commissions,  which  were 
paid  by  the  different  roads  with  the  idea  of 
inducing  agents  to  throw  busin.ss  their 
■^vay.  , 

Now  that  the  Eastern  railroads  have  v^- 
.solved  to  abandon  the  payment  of  com- 
missions and  to  try  to  get  along  without 
competition,  this  source  of  emolunn-nt 
will  be  removed,  and  agents  will  be  re- 
cUued  to  regular  salaries.  The  roads  will 
make  an  effort  to  divide  the  business 
equally,  and  will  no  longer  indulge  in  ae- 
th>'  hustling         for         business,       as 

they  have  done  in  the  past, 
the       host       of       traveling       pas- 
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.senger  agents  of  these  roads  that  have 
visit'-d  Duluth  in  the  past  to  see  that 
th.ir  roads  were  getting  a  fair  shnke  an  I 
to  jo'ly  up  the  local  passenger  agf-nis  in 
order  that  they  might  not  forget  them, 
will  go  the  way  of  the  drummers  that 
have  been  let  out  by  the  centralizating 
process  in  wholesale  and  manufacturing,' 
interests,  and  Duluth  will  know  them  no 
more.

New  Yink,  Jan.  19.— A  special  to  the 
Herald  from  Washington  says:  When 
Mr.  Bryan  reaches  Washington  Satur- 
day, the  time  and  place  of  holding  the 
Democratic  national  convention  wi!l 
probably  be  determined.  While  the  de- 
termination of  these  questions  is  In  the 
hands  of  the  committee,  and  it  rtill  not.

Mr.  V\'cfks  lotikcd  Winr'ekl  ov.'r  and 
talked  w  iih  him.  He  found  him  a  h.jnd- 
s  inie  enough  boy.  with  grav.-,  dark  eye-; 
and  a  w.  rld-weary  expression  of  face 
g'.idesquely  i)e\ond  his  ycais.  Ke  was 
gentlt^  in  manner  and  markedly  intelii- 
.gcnt.  Mr.  Weeks  teolc  h;ni  to  his  own 
hiine  to  study  him  more  closely.  Hv 
(oulil  see  nothing  abtnit  the  little  felloxv 
to  warrant  the  belief  that  he  was  a 
proper  reform  scliool  candidate.  The 
Ifcy  was  different  from  the  ordi:iar\-  run 
of  ciiildren,  but  this  was  not  remarkable, 
for  his  life  had  had  nothing  in  c  immon 
with  the  lives  of  the  ordinary  run  of 
children. 

Mr.  Weeks  does  busines.s  here  in  Willi- 
manlic,  but  out  of  town  a  little  way  he 
has  a  farm.  It  is  in  charge  of  a  Mr. 
I'otter.  Mr.  Weeks  decided  to  se.ad  Win- 
field to  Ills  own  farm  instead  of  the  )•"- 
form  school.  So  to  Mr.  Weeks'  farm  tin 
boy  went,  and  there  he  remained  until 
this  week  ho  solved  the  question  of 
further  disposition  of  him  by  hanging 
himself. 

All  who  know  Mr.  Weeks  and  Mr.  Pot- 
ter, .and  who  know  m-ist  tif  the  boy's 
life  during  the  year  and  a  half  iliat  ).e 
has  I'een  with  them,  agiee  that  \\'infield 
was  not  unkindly  used  while  he  was  a!^ 
jiit.  last  hoine.  He  had  his  work  t.i  do. 
of  course,  and  it  was  liaid  work.  Thert 
were  two  cows,  a  numlier  of  liogs  ard 
chickens  and  a  horse  to  take  care  ci'. 
Then  there  were  the  inevilable  other 
chores.  He  got  up  at  5  or  6  o'clock  in 
the  m>)rning  and  did  what  many  would 
tail  a  man's  w(  rk  liefoie  the  odd-job 
ijusiness  of  tlie  day  began. 

I:  was  not  a  cheerful  place.  Th'^ 
Catholic  cemetery  was  just  across  the 
way.  The  nearest  neighbors  were  a  long 
distance  off  and  they  had  no  children. 
yo  far  as  solitude  and  isolation  from 
those  of  his  age  was  concerned,  the  boy's 
life  was  as  bleak  and  dreary  as  when  he 
was  with   the  Remin.gtons. 

Rut  he  was  well  fed  and  well  clothed. 
Ur.  White,  of  Willimantie.  who  acted  for 
the  coroner  in  the  case,  says  there  was 
e\er.v  indication  of  good  nourishment 
and  not  a  inark  or  a  iiruise  to  indicate 
ill  usage.  His  splendidly  developed  head 
justified  all  that  had  been  said  of  his 
unusual  intellig^'nce.  His  health  liad 
been  peire<'l.  The  doctir  calls  his  case 
one  of  melancholia. 

He  did  have  stiange,  thoughtful 
moments.  Mr.  Weeks  noticed  that  earl.v 
in  his  a.-quainlance  with  him.  At  they 
limes  there  came  a  sad.  oUi  look  into  his 
chil'I's  tu.\-  that  was  most  discoiveMiiig 
to  thi  se  who  talked  t  >  him  and  t<ilke] 
I  >  him  as  the  diild  he  was.  His  cheer- 
less, lonely  life,  wilhaut  a  |jla.vniaie  ■•r 
any  i  f  llie  clemeius  ef  fun  whicii  go  I" 
make  up  liMV  life,  -uemed  to  have  turned 
bis  mind  inw.srd  upon  liimself.  and  to 
have  revealed  to  hiin  how  different  w:i« 
his  lot  fr  •111  that  of  otiier  children  of  his 
agt.  and  how  forlorn  might  bi  the  \<  |iy 
that  .vet  lay  before  liini. 

If  WHS  on  Tuesday  evening  la.'^t  tbi! 
he  killed  himself.  For  sever.il  week.- 
back  one  of  his  <iueer.  though' ful  m<iodb 
li.id  been  niion  him. The  preparations  for 
the  Clnistmas  festivities  seemed  lo  im- 
press upon  him  a  .sense  of  his  own 
lonely  isolation  from  th<!  happiness  about 
him.  A  w<"ek  before  Clirislmas  he  spoki- 
longingly  of  his  motiier.  He  remem- 
bered her.  although  he  had  neither  seen 
her  nci-  heard  fi^m  her  since  he  was  G 
years  old.  He  did  not  even  know  if  slie 
were  living.  Yet,  for  the  first  time  In 
his  life  he  wrote  her  a  long  Chrisc:na-! 
letter  and  sent  it  to  Salem.  For  i  time 
when  he  was  hoping  that  an  answer 
might  come  he  seemed  brighter  and 
more  cheerful.  But  as  the  days  went  by 
and  he  got  no  letter,  his  old  sadness 
came  upon  him  deeper  than  ever.  He 
said  little  and  smiled  in  his  grave  way 
when  Mrs.  Potter  spoke  lo  him  aboui 
moping.  She  tolled  him  to  quit  wearing 
his  hat  pulled  down  over  his  eyes.  He 
dashed  it  back  fr.>m  his  fjrehoad  and 
looked  up  brightly  at  her.  That  was  on 
the  very  day  he  died. 

It  was  about  6  o'clock  in  the  evening. 
Mr.  Potter  and  he  were  in  the  b.trn.  Mr. 
Potter  left  him  there  at  work  and  went 
to  the  house  to  get  ready  for  supper. 
Half  an  hour  later  he  called  to  Winfield 
;»nd  told  him  they  were  waiting  for  him. 
No  ■^n^wer  i  ame.  They  feared  the 
horse  might  have  hut  t  him.  Mr.  and 
Mr?  Potter  both  wen*  lo  tii'^  barr. 
Ti'cre.  b.s  »he  ligh«  of  the  lan'ini  the: 
carried,  thev  saw  him  hanging  in  one 
of  the  manger?.  There  was  a  stout 
»W'-by.-f  ur  bea.m  o'.erhead.  To  thir;  h< 
had  attached  a  length  of  clothes  !!nf 
At  the  other  tnd  cf  the-  rope  he  had 
:r.ade  a  peculiar  knct,  so  tcyish  and  ill- 
V  •:n£tructed  that  it  wac  only  by  th=- 
merest  chance  that  it  made  th.-  running 
n:;u£e  he  intended  it  shvj'.d.  Th.re  is  n.. 
doubt  that  he-  had  v.v.rked  Eo:r.3  time  .•".: 
It,  and  had  his  rope  and  his  plans  all 
perfected  long  in  advance.  On  some  hay 
;r  the  feed  trough  thero  wore  thi  ra.irk'^ 
cf  his  shoes.    He  had  swung  himself  off 


fi-om  that  elevation.  The  body,  when 
Mr.  Potter  first  saw  it,  was  still  swav- 
ing  to  and  fro  under  the  impulse  given 
when  the  boy  took  hi."^  leap  into  eternity. 

The  time  was  so  short  since  Air.  Pol- 
ler saw  the  boy  alive  and  well  that  he 
cculd  not  believe  him  dead.  He  cut  hiin 
down  and  tried  to  resuscitate  him.  But 
the  lad  was  (juiu  beyond  recall.  So  they 
laid  him  on  a  blanket  .m  the  bare  floor 
and  Mr.  Potter  drove  lo  Willimantie-  lo 
tell  Mr.  Weeks  and  the  authorities. 

The  next  day  the  Rev.  Dr.  Macbeth, 
of  St.  Paul's  Eidscopal  church  here,  read 
the  funeral  service  at  the  house,  and 
the  body  was  placed  in  the  Willimantie 
cemetery  vault.  A  telegram  was  sent 
to  the  selectmen  of  Salem  but  no  answer 
has  come.  The  Potter's  Field  is  the  next 
and  last  chapter  in  the  story  of  this  for- 
lorn little  life. 

And  now  peojile  here  are  asking:  Is 
being  Ixjund  out  to  Connecticut  farmers 
(.onducive  to  melancholia?  And  they 
cite  an  additii  nal  case  in  point.  Only  a 
few  years  ago  another  l>oy  hanged  him- 
self in  Farmer  Crandall's  liarn.  a  mile 
or  so  from  town.  He.  too.  wis  bound 
out.  and.  curiously  enough,  he.  too.  was 
melancholy. 


LIFE  AMONG  CAPTIVE  FISHES, 

Some  Got  Tank  Weary  and  Die  of 
Ennui. 

Sometimes  fishes  il'.ai  iiave  been  for  a 
considerable  lime  in  activity  in  acjuar- 
imns  get  tank  weary,  and  die  without,  ap- 
parently. sufTering  from  any  disease,  it 
might  be  supposed  that  fishes  that  h.id 
been  long  in  captivity  would  liecome  quite 
inured  to  continemeiit.  i'.nd  inditTerent  to 
il.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  however,  though 
fishes  may  not  become  tank  weary,  .vet, 
comfortable  as  they  are.  always  earefuiiy 
lofiked  after  and  well  fed;  their  comfort 
in  fact,  sought  tor  in  t-very  wa>',  there  is 
never  a  minute  when  they  would  iKit  all 
seek  broader  waters  if  the.\'  could  tliid 
their  way    to   them. 

Some  lishes  are  far  more  sensitive  and 
suseeptilil.'  to  shock  than  others,  and  so 
are  least  likely  long  to  survive;  but  as  a 
general  thing  tin-  larger  the  enclosure  in 
which  the  captive  fl.shes  are  held,  the  more 
comfortalile  they  are  and  tht-  better  they 
stand  captivity.  In  one  of  the  ]>ools  on 
tin  floor  of  (be  .\fiuarium  in  this  city 
there  is  a  handsome  lot  of  strip' d  bass 
that  have  been  tlu-re  n')W  more  than  live 
years,  in  the  course  of  which  tim«'  tliej- 
have  more  than  doubled  in  size  and 
weight,  says  the  New  Ynrk  Siin.  Occasion- 
ally, oiii  of  this  lot,  ;i  fish  has  difd;  .iust  .-is 
i-reatiires  of  an.\  kind  aii.vwbeie  niiglil 
die,  liiif  the  deaths  among  them  have  been 
vei-\-  few;  it  is  proliable.  iiideid.  that  it; 
oiii'  wa.v  and  another  there  woiibl  hH\c 
been  mor<'  lost  from  among  them  in  the 
.■<ai!>e  lime  if.  the.v  had  been,  iiistejid  of 
being  ill  eaptivit\.  subjeclejl  to  thi-  vicis- 
siliule.'i  of  the  open  sea.  These  .stiiped 
bass,    however,    S"  .si-U:s    Ixdiig   well    cared 


for  and  well  fed,  have  a  coni-^iderable  bod.v 
of  water  in  which  to  «wim  about,  their 
pool  is  2S  feet  in  length  l»y  about  10  fe<'t 
in  width,  with  a  depth  of  i  feet.  There  is 
re.-.!l.\  some  scope  for  them  here,  and  -in 
such  a  pool  the.v  could  scarcely  become 
tank  weary;  thai  is  an  affliction  that  falls 
to  ihe  fishes  confined  to  the  more  limiteu 
space  of  the  tanks  along  the  walls. 

A  fish  that  has  nothing  the  matter  with 
it  so  far  as  can  be  seen;  no  wounds,  no 
fungus  growths  upon  il  lo  indicate  that  ic 
is  anything  but  a  well  fisli,  may  lie  down 
listlessly  upon  the  bottom  of  the  tank,  be- 
ing apparently  helpless  or  having'  giveu 
up.  Such  fishes  are  taken  out  of  the  ex- 
liibii  tank,  and  put  into  reserve  or  a  hos- 
pital tank  at  the  rear  of  the  corridor  that 
runs  around  the  Acijuarium,  between  tho 
outer  and  the  inner  wa'.ls,  back  of  the  ex- 
hibition tanks,  and  cared  for  there.  An 
an  example,  there  was  taken  from  ono 
of  the  exhibition  tanks  at  the  Aquarium 
not  long  since  a  sea  bass  weighing  about 
:■  pounds,  that  had  practically  given  up 
there;  it  had  been  in  the  Aquarium  about 
four  years,  and  in  that  time  had  come  to 
have  an  individuality;  to  be,  as  might  in- 
deed be  said  of  many  another  lish  there, 
known  to  the  man  having  him  in  charge. 

The  sea  bass,  after  sfiending  all  those 
years  in  the  tank,  and  growing  uo  there, 
always  well  and  apparently  comfortable, 
suddenly  one  day.  without  any  previous* 
indication,  lay  down,  it  was  taken  out 
and  put  into  a  reserve  t.-ink  and  nursed 
along  as  w«  II  as  it  could  be.  Sometimes  it 
would  be  up  in  its  natural  position  in  tho 
water,  with  its  body  vertical,  but  common- 
ly it  would  be  lying  down,  the  movement 
of  its  pill  covers  barely  perceptible,  witli 
its  faint  respiration.  After  about  a  week 
the  sea  bass  finall.v  died,  and  apiiarenli.v 
there  was  nothing  tlic  matter  with  it.  n-t 
ailment;  it  was  simply  tank  weai.v.  More 
often  the  tank-weary  fish  ends  like  this, 
but  sometimes  fishes  thus  affected  and 
thus  treated  recover  their  spirits  and  go 
back  to  the  exhibit  tanks. 

Rut  while  fishes  are  thus  susceptible  to 
tank  wearine.ss.  still  the  majority  of  Iheni 
are  not  thus  affected,  and  settle  down  al- 
ter the.v  have  become  accustomed  to  their 
quarters  lo  a  humdrum  existence.  It  ma.v 
take  the  nobler  kinds  of  fishes  some  tinut 
to  do  this,  and  a  fish,  very  likely,  without 
knowing  what  it  is  <loing  exc-pt  that  it 
wants  to  get  out,  may,  when  lirst  put  into 
the  lank,  try  to  jump  out,  ami  jump,  heal 
on  uji  against  the  screen  across  the  top  of 
the  tank  with  a  force  that  would  kno.  k 
the  screen  <-ndways  if  it  Were  not  weight- 
ed down,  with  a  smash  that  would  make 
anvbodv  who  saw  it  uncomfortable  for 
the  fish's  sake,  for  all  fishes  are  very  sen- 
sitive al>oui  the  nose,  and  sometimes  flsh'-s 
die  of  the  shock  from  plunging  head-on 
into  the  wall  of  the  tank. 

lint  after  a  time,  as  a  rule,  the  majority 
<»f  the  fishes  settle  down  and  lead  a  nai- 
liiie  lite.  siibje<-t  to  tli>'  ills  that  fishes 
have,  but  -mi  the  whole,  having  a  «omfori- 
aMe  time  ef  il  even  in  captivlt.v.  Rul, 
though  i-ompurativeiy  few  may  get  tauK- 
wear\,  the  instinetive  lo\  e  of  freedom, 
while  it  m-a.v  l>e  dormant,  is  alive  in  eaeli 
and  e\-er>  one  of  tinin.  If  in  ."-onK*  way  an 
avenue  of  es<.-ape  could  be  ofieiied  into 
evOiy  tank  at  once,  there  isn't  a  fish  in 
them  all  but  would  swim  .•iwh.\  as  swifll.v 
as  it  c<iuld  go.  and  not  .a  lobster  nor  ;* 
cr.ib  but   would   follow  the  lit-li.

REPORT  FROM  CARROLL. 

Government  Commissioner  Recom< 
mends  Legislation  for  Porto  Rico. 

Washington,  Jan.   19.— Henry   K.   Car- 
roll, special  commissioner  for  the  United 
State%s  to  Porto  Rico,  under  appointment 
by   the  president   to  investigate  the  in- 
dustrial, financial  and  social  conditions 
of  the  island,  has  made  his  report,  Com- 
missit)ner  Carroll  recommends   that   the 
constitution  and   laws     of     the     United 
States  be  extended  to  Porto  Rico,     and 
thai   a   territorial   form    of   government 
similar  to  that  established  in  Oklahoma 
be  i>rovided:    that  the  legislative  power 
!-hall  extend  to  all  rightful  subjects    of 
legislation,  including  regulations  for  the 
t'x<;rcise  of  the  elective   franchise;    that 
the  legal  voters  for  the  exercise  of    th- 
island  be  permitted  to  elect  a  delegate 
to  congress;  that  a  commi-stjion,  consist- 
ing of   three   persons,   who  shall  l)e   na- 
tives of  the  island,  and  two  of  the  United 
States,  be  appointed  by  the  president  to 
revise  the  codes;    that   the  jury   system 
be  adopted;  that  the  banking  and  patent 
laws  of  the  United  States   be  pxtende<l 
to  the  island;   that  a  court  of  claims  lie 
established   to  adjudicate  all  claims   to 
pioperty,     .secular       and       ecclesiastical 
.tri.sing  under  the  treaty  of  Paris;    that 
the  lule  adopted  by  the  military  govern- 
ment as  to  oivil  marriages  be  continued 
in  force;   that  the     Spanish  silver  coin.s 
be  retired  and  the  coins  of  the  United 
states   be   substituted;    that   the  lottery 
lie  prohibited,    and    that    the    governor 
general  and  the  legislature  be  requested 
to  lui'vide  for  universal  and  obligatory 
*  ducation   in   a  system   of  free  schools, 
wheie  English  shall  Ix^  taught,  and  that 
an  agricultural     experiment     station  be 
established  for  the  island.

SNAKES  IN  DEADLY  COMBAT. 

Duel  Botwoon  a  Rattler  and  a  King 
Snako. 

If  the  rattlesnake  is  justly  called  tlie 
king  of  Americas  woods  and  rocks,  yd 
his  crown  is  not  held  without  danger, 
since  he  is  hunted  diligently  aud  succesi- 
fullv.  His  fangs  are,  indeed,  deadly,  and 
he  wears  a  tine  suit  of  armor,  but  the 
deer  and  the  wild  hog  never  fail  to  attacK 
him,  and  he  has  an  enemy  of  his  own  kind 
still  more  dangerous  to  nim. 

Snakes  may  be  divided  into  three 
classes.  Those  which  are  venomous,  the 
constrictors  and  those  which  are  neither. 
Unles.s  the  second  of  these  are  wonderful 
lor  their  size,  they  secure  little  of  our 
attention,  and  yet  they  are  generally 
beautiful  in  colors,  most  graceful  in  ac- 
tion, and  t>ften  among  our  best  friends. 

In  Florida  we  have  two  constrictors  es- 
pecially noticeable— the  black  racer,  whica 
grows   to   the   length   of   twelve   feet  and 
makes  a  business  of  warring  on  rats  and 
other   small   deer   the   farmer   hates;   anu 
1  the   king   snake,   whose   mission   seems   to 
be  the  extermination  of  the  rattier,  says 
I  a  writer  in  the  Youth's  Companion. 
I      One  day  1   was  returning   trom   a. day's 
hum.  at  peace  with  the  world  and  myself, 
'  when  I  heard  a  squirrel  scolding  as  jf  he 
were  a  ward  politician   the   night  before 
election.   The  noise  he  made  was   so   louU 
and  Insistent  that  I  turned  out  of  my  way 
to  see  what  could  be  the  matter. 

I  found  the  little  fellow  on  the  trunk  of 
a  pine  about  ten  feet  from  the  ground, 
jumping  about  as  if  in  convulsions.  He 
would  nourish  his  tail  wildly,  scold  lu 
anger,  threaten  to  assault,  run  back  a 
little  way  up  the  trunk,  and  then  return 
and  scold  again.

The  Ladysmith  Relief  Force 

Working  Steadily  Ahead 

and  Boers  Retreat. 


WARREN    IN  ACTION 


Heavy  Firing  From  His  Posi- 
tion Heard— Probably  Bom- 
barding Boer  Trenches. 


London,  Jan.  20. — A  special  dispatch 
from  Cape  Town,  dated  Friday,  Jan.  19, 
1  p.  m.,  says:  "The  Ladysmith  relief 
force  is  steadily  working  northward. 
Heavy  fighting  occurred  yesterday.  The 
Boers  are  retreating." 


Spearman's  Camp,  Natal,  Jan.  20. 
11:15  a.  m. — The  firing  of  field  guns  was 
heard  early  this  morning  from  the  left. 
Evidently  Gen.  Warren  has  connmenced 
the  bombardment  of  the  Boer  trenthes 
on  Tabanmyana  mountain.  There  was 
also  a  brief  musketry  fire. 

Among  the  prisoners  captured  Thurs- 
day was  a  grandson-in-law  of  President 
Kruger. 

London.  Jan.  20. — Telegrams  from  the 
front  indicate  that  the  northward  march 
of  the  relief  column  moving  towards 
Ladysmith  is  proceeding  steadily. 


The  authorities  here  seem 
satisfied  that  Gen.  Buller's 
forces  are  now  within  sight  of 
Ladysmith. 


The  besieged  place  is  safe  at  present 
from  serious  attack.  No  news  of  real 
importance  was  made  public  up  to  2::iO 
o'clock  this  afternoon,  and  there  was 
nothing  to  show  that  the  general  en- 
gagement so  frequently  rumored  has 
vet  commenced,  though,  obviously,  news 
of  such  a  battle  is  momentarily  ex- 
pected. 

Advices  from  Cape  Town  say  Field 
Marshal  Lord  Roberts  has  appointed 
Lord  Stanley,  member  of  parliament 
for  East  Lancashire  and  a  former  lieu- 
tenant of  the  Grenadier  guards,  to  be 
press  censor. 

Prince  Francis  of  Teck  has  gone  to  the 
front. 

"There  is  every  indication  that  a  big 
fight  for  the  western  roads  (leading  to 
Ladysmith)  will  take  place  today." 
writes  the  London  Leader's  military 
critic  in  the  issue  of  today  (Saturday), 
"though  it  may  have  begun  yesterday. 

"All  the  artillery  of  Gens.  Warren  ^^nd 
Hildyard  were  not  across  the  drifts  yes- 
terday morning  and  the  ammunition 
train  and  most  of  the  heavy  guns  were 
probably  still  then  south  of  the  Tugela. 
The  indications,  as  well  as  Gen.  War- 
ren's longer  march,  point  to  the  seriois 
effort  being  made  today." 

The  war  critic  of  the  Morning  Post 
says:  "Sir  Charles  Warren's  intontio.! 
is  to  turn  the  right  flank  of  the  Bocis. 
presumably  those  facing  Gen.  Lyttleion. 
but  whether  he  proposes  to  xttack  that 
flank,  as  he  would  by  descending  the 
valley  of  Blaaul)ankk  spruit,  or  to 
march  right  around  it  by  the  valley  of 
Sand  river,  can  hardly  yet  l>e  deter- 
mined. The  fighting,  when  it  comes, 
may  be  expected  to  he  heavy  and  con- 
linuou.=  and  the  losses  may  be  severe. 
Far  from  their  base  at  ChieveU^y  with 
the  river  l)eaind  them  and  with  the 
enemy  in  large  number*  between  them 
and  Ladysmith,  the  situation  is  not  an 
easy  one." 

The  duke  of  Marlborough,  in  his  ca- 
pacity as  fi  staff  otricer,  left  for  Sc'Uth 
Africa.  The  duchess  and  her  mother. 
Mrs.  O.  H.  P.  Belmont,  accompanied  him 
as  far  as  Southampton.  The  duchess 
will  not.  however,  go  with  her  husband 
to  the  Cape.  The  duke  does  not  take  a 
large  retinue  of  servants  to  the  front 
with  him  as  has  been  frequently  ptated. 

The  dearture  of  the  second  detach- 
ment of  fhe  London  volunteers  today 
was  accompanied  l)y  the  customary 
scenes  of  enthusiasm  and  they  wer^ 
given  a  hearty  final  send  off  on  boardin? 
the  transports  at  Southampton. 

BRITISH  FIRE  TERRIFIC. 

Bosr  Dflscriptlon  of  fhe  Cannonad- 
ing at  Tuf  ola  River. 

London.  Jan.  20.— The  Boer  accounts 
a  reconnoissance  in  force  with  an  ar- 
given  in  the  following  dispatches  from 
Commandant  Viljoen's  camp  on  the  Up- 
per Tugola,  via  Lorenzo  Marques,  dated 
Jan.   18: 

"Jan.  16.— Buller's  second  move  was 
a  reionnissance  in  force  with  an  ar- 
mored train  and  a  large  body,  supported 
Ijy  cannon,  last  night.  A  heavy  bom- 
l)ardment  ensued  and  thereupon  the 
British  returned,  having  wounded  some 
i^f  our  men.  No  reply  was  made.  The 
movement  was  a  feint  to  cover  extensive 
movements  up  the  river.  Kall.j'."r  on  this 
side  of  the  Tugela  have  b^'^n  warned  by 
the  British  to  leave  their,  kraals  as  the 
fight  will  begin  shortly."

He  had  not  brought  a  single  .^run  across 
the  river.  But  from  the  heights  of 
Sweertzkop  a  battery  and  a  half  dozen 
of  siege  guns  opened  on  our  position  at 
5  a.  m.  The  bombardment  was  pro!»- 
ably  the  most  frightful  ever  witnessed 
on  "land.  Frequently  five  heavy  guns 
flred  simultaneously  at  one  schanze 
(entrenchment.)" 

BOER  SYMPATHIZERS  FLEE. 

Are    Leaving;  Colesberg  For  fhe 
Orange  Free  State. 

Rensberg,  Cape  Colony,  Friday,  Jan. 
19.— A  prisoner  who  has  escaped  from 
Colesberg  reports  that  the  Dutch  in- 
haliitants,  who  are  sympathizers  with 
the  Boers,  are  proceeding  to  the  Orange 
Free  Slate  in  anticipation  of  the  evacu- 
ation of  the  town.  Van  Der  Walt,  a 
member  of  the  Cape  assembly,  has  al- 
ready gone. 

The  Boer  force  there  is  estimated  to 
number  from  6000  to  7000  men,  besides  a 
strong  force  at  Novalspont.  The  British 
shells  did  much  execution  eastv/ard  of 
the  town.  The  Boer  loss,  up  to  date,  is 
probably  20  men. 

Carefully  compiled   figures,    from   re- 


publican sources,  some  )f  which  have 
been  investigated  and  found  to  be  cor- 
rect, show  the  Boer  los:!es  up  to  date 
are,  approximately,  6425  men.  Including 
2000  casualties  during  the  siege  of

BOERS  ARE  CONFIDENT. 

Most  Agreeably  Surprised  By  Their 
Early  Victor  es. 

New  York.  Jan.  20.— An  dea  of  the  high 
hopes  entertained  in  the  Transvaal  re- 
public of  the  outcome  o:  the  war  with 
Great  Britain  is  given  In  a  letter  written 
by  E.  Houthakker,  assistant  station  mas- 
ter at  Johannesburg,  to  his  sister  In 
Brooklyn.  The  letter  w;is  sent  In  No- 
vember   by    way    of    Lourenzo    Marques. 

The  letter  says  in  part: 

"We  are  getting  used  to  It  a  bit  now. 
Since  Oct.  15  no  more  let:e-a  reached  us 
from  beyond  the  Transv  la^.-  A  solltarj- 
cable  dispatch  manages  t )  come  through 
occasionally,  but  then  it  Is  a  week  old. 
At  first  1  still  maintained  f  correspondence 
with  Cape  Town,  but  there  is  no  more 
possible  now.  The  Boers  are  scoring  an 
enormous  success,  and  have  already  con- 
quered the  biggest  part  of  Natal.  Thty 
are  pushing  already  int(  Cape  Colony, 
where  they  are  joined  b  /  the  burghers. 
Kimberley  is  likewise  completely  sur- 
rounded as  well  as  Mafeting.  while  in 
the  northern  cart  of  tht  Transvaal  tlie 
Boers  are  already  beyord  our  bound- 
aries. On  every  side  the  British  are  get- 
ting a  good  thrashing,  ""."ho  Internal  ar- 
rangements here  are  excellent.  All  the 
Enslish  have  left  the  co  mtry.  Order  Is 
beautifully  maintained.  The  Boers  still 
remaining  may  be  seen  dally  leaving  for 
their  various  commandqs.  The  enthusiasm 
has  reached  such  a  pitch  that  the  stay- 
behinds,  who  do  not  d »  anything  for 
their  country,  grow  asharied. 

"Johannesburg  now  Is  fearfully  quiet. 
All  the  male  population  has  been  drafted 
Into  a  special  constabul  iry.  No  one  is 
allowed  out  after  9  p.  n .  With  the  ex- 
ception of  ten  mines,  w  hich  are  being 
worked  by  the  governmer  t.  all  the  mines  . 
on  the  rand  are  being  sh  it  down.  If  you 
could  but  see  how  ever  /thing  is  being  . 
taken  rare  of  and  lookec  after,  even  to 
the  minutest  detail,  you  ( ould  not  fill  to 
feel  great  resjjcct  for  the  genius  In  or* 
ganizatlon  which  is  belrg  displayed  by 
the  Boers. 

Up  to  the  present  l.'X)  English  art 
prisoners,  among  whom  avi-  fifty  officers, 
and  ()000  are  slain.  Oui  loss  does  not 
amount  to  200,  including  dead  and  wound- 
ed. It  sounds  like  a  mlrac  e. 

"It  still  looks  doubtful  who  will  come 
out  ultimate  conqueror,  but  as  things 
look  now  the  burghers  stand  a  good 
chance.  No  fighting  has  occurred  on 
their  own  country.  The  supply  of  food  is 
plentiful,  the  enthusiasm  l.s  great.  The 
English  soldiers  are  not  'vorth  much  and 
surrender  easily.  Alreaty  two  of  their 
generals  are  dead.  Cape  Colony  will  re- 
volt. The  English  are  getting  their  well- 
earned  reward,  and  I  sho  ild  not  feel  sur- 
prised to  see  the  English  leave  South 
Africa  neck  and  crop.  >o  doubt  It  will 
surprise  you  to  see  me  having  changed 
thus,  but  It  could  not  be  otherwise  after 
having  witnessed  everytl  InK-  It  is  now 
clear  that  Chamberlain  s  .sole  aim  for 
three  years  has  been  to  make  war  upon 
the  Transvaal  and  secu  e  possession  of 
its  territory.  These  last  few  months  1 
have  learned  about  the  Boers  and  their 
country,  and,  although  1  am  not  infatu- 
aicd  with  them,  they  ar-  much  superior 
to  lho.«e  that  work  the  rrlnos.

Offensive    Act   By 

Utah. 


Washington,  Jan.  20. — The  reports'  of 
the  special  committee  of  investigation 
in  the  case  of  Brigham  H.  Roberts,  of 
Utah,  were  presented  to  the  house  to- 
day. The  majority  report,  signed  by 
Chairman  Taylor  and  six  of  his  associ- 
ates, is  a  voluminous  document,  and  is 
accompanied  by  a  summary  of  the  law 
and  facts.  It  gives  the  details  of  the 
hearing,  the  ample  opportunities  afford- 
ed to  Mr.  Roberts  to  present  his  case 
his  refusal  to  testify  and  the  unanimous 
finding  of  facts  heretofore  published.  It 
proceeds: 


"The  committee  is  unanimous 
in  its  belief  that  Mr.  Roljerts 
ought  not  to  remain  a  member 
of  the  house  of  representatives. 
A  majority  are  of  the  opinion 
that  he  ought  not  to  be  permit- 
ted to  become  a  member;  that 
the  house  has  the  right  to  ex- 
clude him.  A  minority  are  of 
the  opinion  that  the  proper 
course  of  procedure  is  to  per- 
mit him  to  be  sworn  In  and 
then  expel  him  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  under  the  constitutional 
provision  providing  for  expul- 
sion. 


"Your  committee  desire  to  assert  with 
the  utmost  positiveness  at  this  point 
that  not  only  is  the  proposition  of  ex- 
pulsion, as  applied  to  this  case.  again.^t 
precedent,  but  that  exclusion  is 
entirely  in  accord  with  principle, 
authority  and  legislative  precedent,  and 
i!Ot  antagonistic  to  any  legislative  action 
which  the  house  of  representatives  has 
ever  taken. 

"For  convenience,  we  present  here- 
with, before  proceeding  to  extended 
argument  in  support  of  the  committee's 
resolution,  the  following  summary:

"The  objection  is  made  to  the  refusal 
to  admit  Roberts  that  the  constitution 
excludes  the  idea  that  any  objection  can 
be  made  to  his  coming  in  if  he  is  2i 
>ears  of  age.  has  been  seven  yea'-s  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  was  an 
inhabitant  of  Utah  when  electol,  no 
matter  how  odious  or  treasonable  or 
criminal  may  have  been  his  life  and 
practices. 

To  this  we  reply: 

"1 — That  the  language  of  the  r-.^nstitu- 
tional  provision,  the  history  of  its  fram- 
ing in  the  constitutional  convention,  and 
its  context  clearly  show  that  It  cannot 
be  construed  to  prevent  disqualification 
for  crime. 

"2 — That  the  overwhelming  authority 
of  text  book  writers  on  the  constitution 
is  to  the  effect  that  such  di.squalification 
may  be  imposed  by  the  house,  and  no 
commentator  on  the  constitution  specifi- 
cally denies  it. 

"3 — That  the  courts  of  the  several 
states,  in  construing  analagous  provi- 
sipns  have  with  practical  unanimity, 
declared  against  such  narrow  construc- 
tion of  such  constitutional  provisions. 

"4 — The  house  of  representatives  has 
never  denied  that  it  had  the  right  to  ex- 
cludfc  a  member-elect,  even  when  he  had 
the  three  additional  provisions. 

"5 — That  in  many  instances  it  has  dis- 
tinctly as.serted  its  right  so  to  do  in 
cases  of  disloyalty  and  crime. 

"6— It  passed,  in  1862.  the  test  oath 
act,  which  imposed  a  real  and  substan- 
tial disqualification  for  membership  in 
congress,  disqualifying  hundreds  of 
thousands  uf  American  citizens.  This 
law  remained  in  force  for  twenty  years, 
and  thousands  of  members  of  congress 
were  compelled  to  take  the  oath  it  re- 
quired. 

:  "7— The  house,  in  1869,  adopted  a 
general  rule  of  order  providing  that  no 
person  should  be  sworn  in  as  a  member 
against  whom  the  objection  vas  made 
that  he  was  not  entitled  to  take  the  test 
oath,  and  if.  upon  investigation,  su(.h 
fact  appeared,  he  was  to  be  permanently 
debarred  from  entrance. 

"8— The  interesting  proposition  i.s 
made  that  the  claimant  be  sworn  in  and 
then  turned  out.  Upon  the  theory  that 
the  purpose  is  to  permanently  part  com- 
pany with  Mr.  Roberts,  this  is  a  dubious 
proceeding.  Such  action  requires  the 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members.  We 
ask  if  such  a  vote  is  possible  or  right, 
in  view  of  the  following  observations: 

"The  expulsion  clause  of  the  constitu- 
tion is  as  follows: 

"  'Each  house  may  determine  the  rules 
of  Its  proceedings,  punish  its  members

Washington,  Jan.  20. — (Special  to  Tne 
Herald.) — Oflicial  society  is  pursuing  the 
even  tenor  of  its  way  this  winter.  Th'^sre 
is  little  diflference  in  the  receptions  at 
the  White  House  from  previous  years, 
except  that  notwithstanding  an  attempt 
to  weed  out  undesirable  people,  the 
crush  upon  state  functions  is  greater 
than  ever  before.  There  has  been  a 
separation  of  the  president's  receptions, 
in  that  the  diplomatic  corps  is  received 
upon  a  certain  date,  the  army  and  navy 
a  few  weeks  later,  and  congr»?ss  at  a 
later  date,  and  the  justices  of  the  su- 
pi-eme  court  upon  a  different  night.

It  will  be  some  years  hence  before  the 
officials  of  the  government  before  named 
are  able  to  separate  the  "wheat  from 
the  chaff,"   so  to  speak.

The  fourth  class  postofflre  at  Erin, 
Mich.,  has  been  discontinued.  There  is 
nothing  in  this  announcement  to  cause 
comment.  Fourth  class  postoffices  are 
di.scontinued  every  day.  There  are  vari- 
ous reasons  for  their  abolishment.  Nine- 
ty-nine per  cent  of  the.se  offices  are  dis- 
continued because  the  receipts  of  the 
office  do  not  warrant  its  being  kept  in 
the  service.  But  in  the  case  of  the 
Erin  postoflice,  a  very  different  story  is 
told  in  the  office  of  the  fourth  assistant 
postmaster  general.  The  office  waft 
put  out  of  business  because  it  had  i\n 
Irish  name,  because  the  pastmaster  was 
a  Frenchman  and  because  the  patrons  of 
the  office  were  Germans.  'This  com- 
bination of  nationalities  would  not 
blend.  There  was  continual  friction. 
The  Germans  did  not  like  the  office  l>e- 
cause  it  had  an  Irish  name  and  they 
hated  the  postmaster  l)ecause  he  was  p 
Frenchman.  The  postmaster  had  no  use. 
for  his  patrons  because  they  were  Ger- 
mans. A  great  many  complaints  were 
received  by  the  postmaster  general  in 
charge  of  fourth  class  offices.  These 
complaints,  for  the  most  part,  came 
from  the  patrons,  who  Imputed  a!l  the 
crimes  on  the  calendar  to  the  postmas- 
ter. There  were  a  great  many,  also, 
which  came  from  the  postmaster.  In 
which  he  made  charges  against  his  pat- 
rons. Finally  the  postofflce  department 
sent  an  inspector  to  look  over  the  field 
and  when  he  found  the  combination  of 
national  prejudices  to  be  overcome,  he 
immediately  recommended  the  discon- 
tinuance of  the  office.  This  action  has 
lieen  taken  by  the  fourth  assistant  post- 
master general. 

•  *    • 

The  retirement  of  Bailey,  of  Texas. 
from  the  leadership  in  the  house  and 
the  succession  of  Richardson  to  this 
position  has  not  worked  to  the  benefit 
of  the  Democrats  in  this  branch.  The 
Democrats  seem  to  be  very  weak  in  both 
branches  of  congress  so  far  as  leader:} 
or  bright  orators  are  concerned.

A  month  ago,  after  work- 
ing in  the  sawmills  in  Minneapolis,  be 
started  to  get  a  job  in  the  woods.  He 
went  to  Bruno.  I'ine  county,  vvhere  he 
has  a  half  brother.  His  brother,  it  seems, 
had  be  n  talking  about  him.

all  kinds  of  money,  he  said.  He  didn't 
h.tve  to  \Mirk  unless  he  chose.

Says  tlie  Law  Sliould  Be  En- 
forced—County Attorney 
Tliinics  Differentiy. 


The  county  board,  at  its  meeting  yes- 
terday afternoon,  decided  to  disobey  the 
law  passed  by  the  last  legislature  re- 
quiring each  county  to  have  a  forfeited 
tax  sale  this  spring.  This  was  done  on 
•the  advice  of  County  Attorney  Phelps, 
who  presented  an  opinion  to  the  effect 
that  the  law  is  not  good,  and  that  there- 
fore the  board  should  disobey  it. 

At  the  same  time,  in  St.  Paul, 
State  Auditor  Dunn  was  giving  an  Inter- 
view to  the  Pioneer  Press,  in  which  he 
stated  that  the  law  is  gaod  and  that  it 
must  be  enforced.  He  is  preparing  cir- 
culars for  circulation  amon.g  county 
auditors  directing  them  to  follow  out 
the  law  and  telling  how  to  do  it,  and  he 
is  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  the  iaw- 
should  be  enforced.  His  interview  in  re- 
iatii^n  to  this  matter  is  as  follows: 

"Here  some  of  the  county  officers  are 
talking  about  the  tax  clearance  sale. 
They  are  afraid  it  won't  stand.  Let 
'em  enforce  the  law  as  it  stands  and 
somebody  else  can  pick  Haws  iu  it. 
Time  enough  to  cross  a  bridge  when 
they  come  to  it.  But  that  law  i.s  all 
right.  It  is  the  1S81  law  almost  word 
for  word,  and  that  has  been  construed 
by  the  supreme  court.  Almost  every 
phrase  in  it  has  been  litigated.  The 
only  change  is  to  make  it  strrmger.  The 
old  law  requires  no  personal  service. 
The  new  law  requires  it  both  for  the 
owner  and  the  occupant.  The  new  law 
jirotects  the  claims  of  the  county  and 
city  by  requiring  that  50  per  cent  of  a!i 
taxes  must  be  bid.  It  is  certainly  not 
for  the  interest  of  the  90  per  cent  of  the 
people  who  pay  taxes  to  have  it  set 
aside.  It  is  certainly  not  for  the  interest 
of  the  counties  or  cities.  Your  sch:>oIs 
and  other  fimds  will  be  helped  by  this 
law.  It  gives  a  man  every  right  to 
redeem  his  iiroperty,  and  then  says  the 
state's  lien  must  be  enforcpd.  There 
couldn't  be  a  better  law.  The  law  can 
not  be  set  aside  as  a  whole.  Some  iniU- 
viduul  .sales  may  be  irregular  because  ot 
the  blunder  of  some  careless  county  oHi- 
cer  or  some  dunderaeaded  printer.  But 
if  they  will  all  .itteod  to  th'ir  business 
instiad  of  worrying  about  ihe  law  it 
will  stick  all  right.  That's  what  we  are 
doing,  and  that  is  what  the  jieople  have 
the  right  to  expect  their  local  ofTicers 
to  do." 

In  Duluth,  however,  the  local  officers 
are  not  going  to  d)  that,  but  they  de- 
cided yesterday  to  let  the  law  go.  A 
resolution  instructing  the  auditor  to 
take  no  action  on  the  law  was  passed. 
This  was  done  because  of  the  following 
opinion  from  County  Attorney  Phelps: 

"At  the  last  sessioni  of  our  state  legis- 
lature there  was  passed  an  act  to  en- 
force the  payment  of  taxes  that  became 
delinquent  in  and  prior  to  the  year  1891, 
being  chapter  322,  general  laws  of  1S!)9. 
It  is  my  opinion  that  the  provisions  of 
this  act  cannot  be  complied  with  and 
that  all  proceedings  thereunder  will  be 
invalid.  It  will  not  l)e  necessary  to  refer 
to  all  of  the  defects  found  in  this  chap- 
ter, but  one  capital  objection  will  be  con- 
siderei]  here, 

"Section  3  provides  that  at  least  sixty 
days  prior  to  the  sale  the  county  audi- 
tor shall  make  out  and  mall  to  oach  per- 
son named  as  owner  in  the  forfeited  list 
a  notiee  of  the  tax  sale,  giving  a  de- 
scription oT  his  land,  the  amount  for 
which  the  sa"me  is  liable  to  be  sold  and 
the  date  of  sale;  and  that  said  sale  will 
be  final  and  absolute.  The  notice  may 
be  by  mail,  but  in  case  any  pie?e  or  par- 
cel of  land  in  the  list  is  actually  occu- 
pied, personal  service  must  be  riade  upon 
the  occupant.  Such  notice  shall  be 
served  and  returned  by  tl-^e  sheriff  'if 
the  county  in  the  manner  provided  Cot 
the  service  and  return  of  summons  in 
civil  actions. 

"By  section  2  the  provisions  of  the 
genera!  tax  law  relating  to  advertise- 
ment, judgment  and  sale  are  made 
ainilicable  to  the  proceedings  under  thi.- 
chapter. 

"The  general  tax  law,  chapter  11,  gen- 
eral statutes  of  1S!!I,  r<-quii-es  that  aft-  • 
jiiiblicatiun  of  the  list,  judgment  sii.iU 
be  entered  on  March  21  and  the  sal' 
shall  commen(e  on  the  first  Monday  in 
May  following.  Thi.s  forfeitcil  sale,  if  it 
takes  place,  nmst  follow  the  regular  de- 
liiuiuenl  sale,  and  it  will  be  imj^ssible 
to  give  sixty  days'  notice  of  the  for- 
feited sale  after  judgment.  The  time 
between  judgment  and  sale  will  not  per- 
mit of  suih  notice. 

"It  has  been  suggested  that  notice  of 
the  forcfeited  sale  might  be  given  be- 
tore  judgniciii.  I'ndcr  the  general  t.ix 
law  notice  of  s^ale  is  given  only  aft-r 
jiMlcmenf  dint-ting  sueb  sale.  N'otii-e  of 
a  judieial  fitlv  b.-fore  entry  of  th<^  judr;- 
menf  on  v.  Hltdi  the  sale  is  m  lie  m;i  Je 
would  be  an  anomaly  in  legal  proi-eed- 
ings  and  1  dt  not  think  the  legislatuiv 
inteiidid  to  jiiovide  for  such  notice  m 
this  case.  Again  the  amount  for  whi' h 
the  property  in  the  forfeited  list  will  be 
sold  cannot  be  determined  till  judgment 
is  obtained.  Defenses  may  be  interpos-d

Washington,  Jan.  20.— When  the  house 
met  today.  Mr.  Taylor,  chairman  of  the 
special  committee  to  Investigate  the  case 
of  Representative-elect  B.  H.  Roberts, 
presented  the  majority  report  in  favor  of 
the  exclusion  of  Mr.  Roberts  and  gave 
notice  that  he  would  call  the  case  up  on 
Tuesday. 

Mr.  Littlefield  presented  the  minority 
report    in    favor    of   seating    Mr.    Roberts 

and  then  expelling  him.  The  minority  re- 
port was  signed  by  Mr.  Littlefield.

Five  thousand  copies  of  the  reports  were 
ordered    printed    for   general   distribution. 

Mr.  Roberts  was  in  his  seat  during  these 
proceedings,  but  made  no  effort  to  ad- 
dress  the  house.

The  .ioint  resolution  for  the  appointment 
of  Former  Secretary  of  Stale  Richard  Ol- 
ney  to  the  vacancy  on  the  board  of  re- 
gents of  the  Smithsonian  institution, 
caused  by  the  death  of  William  Preston 
Johnson,  of  Louisiana,  was  adopted. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  calling  for  in- 
formation in  possession  of  the  war  depart- 
ment relating  to  the  canal  around  St.

Mr.  White  (colored)  presented  a  petition 
signed  by  2413  per.sons  for  national  legis- 
lation against  lynching  and  mob  violence 
and  asked  that  it  be  read  at  the  clerk's 
desk.

The  News  Tribune  yesterday,   follow- 
ing the  cowardly  habit  of  the  leading  im- 
perialistic newspapers,  sneered  at  Sena- 
tor Pettigrew  and  declared  that  he  never 
says  "a  patriotic  thing."    On  this  point 
the  morning  paper  is  as  far  wrong  as  it 
was  when  it  imputed  ignorance  to  Sen- 
ator Pettigrew.  and  ran  up  against  Vice 
President      Hoi)arfs  statement      that  he 
considered   Pettigrew   the  ablest  parlia- 
mentarian in  the  senate.    If  pajiers  like 
the  News  Trlbi:ne     would     occasionally 
have  the  candor  to  print  a  speech  of  thc» 
senator's,  their  readers  would  have  an 
opportunity  to  judge  for  thems-Mves    as 
to   both   his  al)ility  and   his  patriotism. 
The  plain  fact  is  that  Pettigrew  is  one 
of    the    strongest    men    t'>day    in    public 
life,  whil'^  his  patriotism  may  be  judged 
by  his  steadfast     opposition     to     every 
kind   of   selfish    ;Jnd    tyrannical    power, 
whether    exerci.sed    by    the    bank.s,      the 
trusts,  or  a  president  .transgressing  the 
constitution.    His  great  speech  of     Jan. 
11   and  ir.     wa.s     a  masterly    ar,u;umont 
against  the  policy  of  the  administration 
in  the  Philippines,  fortified  by  citation.-^ 
of  the  president's  own  state  papers  and 
the  government's  official  dispatches.  He 
proved  absolutely   that   we   tr<^ated   ih(> 
Filipinos  as  allies,  and  then  turned  our 
arms  against  them:   that  we  l>egan   the 
actual  shooting,     and     then     refused   to 
stop  it  when  they  requested    an    armis- 
tice.    He  showed  by  the  president's  pro- 
clamation of  Dec.     21     that     McKinb  y 
practically  declared  war  upon  the  Fili- 
pinos unless  they  should  consent  to  give 
up  possession  of     their  entire     country 
more  than  a  month  before  we  a.-quired 
even  a  paper  claim  to  the  islands  under 
the      treaty.    These    are    some    of    the 
things  that      these      newspapers     never 
print:   these  are  some  of  the  points    of 
Pettigrew's  speech   that  simply  cannot 
be  answered,  and  that  the  men  who  to- 
day seek  to    change     this     government 
from  a  republic,  radiating  lil>erty  among 
the  nations,  into  an  impossible  copy  of 
the  British  empire  subjugating  unwill- 
ing races,  never    even     try     to    answer, 
either  in  the  senate  or  In  the  press.  The 
people   are    kept   in    Ignorance     of     the 
facts  in  the    hope    of    securing    a  new 
lease  of  life  for  the  administration,  be- 
cause a  knowledge  of   the  truth  would 
arouse  the  indignation  of  nine-tenths  of 
the  Republican  party. 

The  latter  half  of  Senator  Pettigrew's 
speech,  herein  referred  to,  is  chiefly  con- 
cerned in  quoting  the  utterances  of 
Abraham  Lincoln,  as  applicable  to  exist- 


human  race  as  this  great  republic,  and 
siiTiply  because  of  the  doctrine  laid  down 
by  our  forefathers  in  the  Declaration  of 
Independence. 

"Is  it  an  old  doctrine  that  all  govern- 
ments derive  their  just  powers  from  the 
governed?  Some  have  said  that  it  was 
a  nursery  rhyme,  sung  around  the  cradl<5 
of  the  republic.  Tlhe  doctrine  is  new. 
It  was  announced  but  a  century  ago,  r. 
day  in  the  birth  and  life  of  nations,  and 
yet  this  great  republic,  boasting  as  we 
have  on  each  recurring  celebration  of  the 
event,  proposes  now  to  abandon  it  for 
the  old  doctrine  and  the  old  theory  and 
the  old  Idea  of  selfishness. 

"The  senator  from  Indiana  (Mr.  Bev- 
eridge)  says  that  the  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence does  not  contemplate  that  all 
governments  must  have  the  consent    of 
the  governed:  that  only  those  must  have 
the   consent   of  the  governed   that     we 
think  capable  of  self-government.  LTnder 
that  theory  no  people  in  the  world  are 
capable  of  self-government,  unless  they 
first  get  our  consent  that  they  are  fit  to 
give  their  consent  to  a  form  of  govern- 
ment which  they  wish  to  set  up.      The 
senator  from    Connecticut    (Mr.    Platt> 
says  that  governments  derive  their  just 
powers  from  the  consent  of  some  of  the 
governed.    Thus    the   senator   from    In- 
diana would  extend  the  doctrine  of  im- 
perialism   to    whole    nations    of   people, 
while  the     senator     from      Connecticut 
would  extend   the  doctrine  of  imperial- 
ism  to   every   nation  and  every   people, 
for  he  declares  that  the  consent  of  some 
of  the  governed  only   is  required. 

"Thus  we  drift  back  to  the  divine 
right  of  kings,  to  the  doctrine  that  those 
who  govern  shall  determine  who  of  the 
governed  shall  give  their  consent.  Thus 
construed,  our  glorious  Declaration  be- 
comes a  mockery  and  a  fraud.  There- 
fore, when  we  meet  each  year  to  cele- 
brate the  instrument's  birth  into  the 
world,  the  orators  of  the  Republican 
party  will  have  to  explain  its  meaning, 
and  tell  the  multitude  that  our  notions, 
our  opinions,  of  the  Declaration  have 
been  wrong  for  a  hundred  years. 

"Lincoln,  in  his  speech  at  Springfield, 
on  June  26,  1857.  thus  defined  his  notions 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence: 

"  'In   those   days  our   Declaration     of 
Independence    was   held   sacred    l>y   all, 
and  thought  to  include  all:  but  now,  to 
aid  in  making  the  bondage  of  the  negro 
universal  and  eternal,  it  is  assailed  and 
sneered  at,  and  construed,  and  hawked 
at,   and   torn,    till,   if   its   framers  could 
rise  from  their    graves     they  could  not 
at  all   recognize  it.    All   the   powers   of 
the      earth      seem      rapidly    combining 
against  him.  Mammon  is  after  him,  am- 
bition   follows,    philosophy    follows,    and 
the  theology  of  the  day  is  fast  follow- 
ing the  cry.    •    •    •    i  think  the  authors 
of  that  notable  Instrument  intended   to 
include  all   men;   but   they   did   not   in- 
tend to  declare  all  men  equal  in  all  re- 
spects.   They   did   not   mean   to   say   ail 
men  were  etiual  in  color,  size,   intellect, 
moral  developments,  or  social  capacity. 
They   defined    with    tolerable     distinct- 
ness in  what  respect   they  did  consider 
all  men  created  equal — equal  with  "cer- 
tain  inalienable   rights,    among     which 
are  life,  liijerty,  and  the  pursuit  of  hap- 
piness."   This  they  said,  and  this  they 
meant.    They  did  not  mean  to  assert  the 
obvious  untruth  that  all  men  then  actu- 
ally enjpying  that  equality,  nor  yet  that 
they  were  about  to  confer  it  immediate- 
ly upon  them.   In  fact,  they  had  no  pow- 
er to  confer  such  a  boon.    They  meant 
simply  to  declare  the  right,  so  that  the 
enforcement  of  it  might  follow  as  fast 
a.s   circumstances  should   permit.     They 
meant  to  set  up  a  standard  maxim  for 
free  society,   which   should   be   familiar 
to  all.  and    revered    by    all,  constantly 
looked  to,  constantly  approximated,  and 
thereby  constantly  spreading  and  deep- 
ening its  influence  and  augmenting  the 
happiness  and  value  of  life  to  all  people 
of  all  colors  everywhere.    The  assertion 
that  "all  men  are  created  equal"  was  of 
no  practical  use  in  affecting  our  separa- 
tion   from    Great    Britain,    and    it    was 
placed   in   the   Declaration   not   for  that 
but  for  future  use.    Its  authors   meant 
It  to  be.  as,  thank  God.  it  is  now  prov- 
ing itself,  a  stumbling  block  to  all  those 
who,  in  after  times,  might  seek  to  turn 
a  free  people  back  Into  the  hateful  paths 
of    despotism.     They    knew    the    p.une- 
ness  of  prosperity  to  breed  tyrants,  and 
they  meant,  when  such  should  reappear 
in  this  fair  land  and  commence  their  vo- 
cation, they  should  find  left  for  ihem  at 
least  one  hard  nut  to  crack.' 

"It  seems  to  me  that  Lincoln,  w-ith 
his  prophetic  vision,  must  have  seen 
this  day,  when  prosperity,  breeding 
tyrants,  should    undertake    to    declare 


ovmjVth  opposes  it. 

The  vote  at  the  meeting  of  the  Du- 
luth Improvement  association,  In  favjr 
of  the  scherhe  of  the  millionaire  sports- 
men to  set  apart  800,000  acres  along  the 
line  of  the  Great  Northern  railroad  be- 
tween Duluth  and  the  Red  River  valley 
ostensibly  as  a  national  park  and  for- 
estry reserve  but  really  as  a  game  pre- 
serve, does  not  represent  the  sentiment 
of  Duluth  on  this  subject. 

Duluth  is  opposed  to  this  scheme  in 
toto,  and  while  the  plausible  talk  made 
by  Gen.  Andrews  yesterday,  as  the  rej)- 
resentatlve  of  Col.  Cooper  and  his  asso- 
ciates, of  Chicago,  misled  those  present 
at  yesterday's  meeting  to  endorse  the 
scheme,  it  does  not  change  the  attitude 
of  Duluth.  The  handful  of  people  at 
this  meeting  spoke  only  for  themselves, 
and  had  no  authority  to  represent  or 
speak  for  anyone  else,  much  less  to  com- 
mit this  community  to  the  scheme. 

Gen.  Andrews  says  the  land  in  the 
proposed  park  is  too  sandy  to  be  good 
for  farming.  This  is  pronounced  untni.-> 
by  reliable  men  who  have  been  over  the 
ground  and  know  the  character  of  the 
soil  and  its  agricultural  value.  Mr. 
Stuntz,  who  voted  against  the  scheme 
yesterday,  has  been  all  over  the  country 
in  his  capacity  as  a  land  surveyor;  and 
he  is  better  qualified  than  Gen.  Andrews 
or  almost  anyone  else  to  speak  with  au- 
thority regarding  the  quality  of  the  land 
embraced  within  the  limits  of  the  pro- 
posed park.  He  voted  against  the  reso- 
lution favoring  the  scheme  because  he 
knows  that  the  opening  up  and  improve- 
ment of  that  section  would  be  of  much 
benefit  to  Duluth.  It  is  territory  natu- 
rally tributary  to  Duluth,  and  when  the 
Indian  reservations  are  thrown  open  to 
settlement,  as  originally  intended  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Nelson  law,  it  will 
be  speedily  developed  and  there  will  be 
thousands  of  settlers  and  scores  of 
thriving  villages  that  will  trade  with 
Duluth. 

It  is  utterly  absurd  to  claim  that  there 
would  be  numerous  settlements  within 
the  proposed  park.  What  would  cauise 
the  establishment  of  such  villages  if  all 
the  land  for  many  miles  in  every  di- 
rection were  locked  up  from  settle- 
ment? 

Then  it  is  asserted  by  the  advocates 
of  this  scheme  that  tourists  would 
come  to  Duluth  by  steamship  to  make 
the  tour  of  this  park,  and  thus  Duluth 
would  benefit.  Possibly  some  tourists 
might  be  attracted  in  this  manner,  but 
they  would  not  be  numerous,  and  thj- 
benefit  to  Duluth  from  their  visits  would 
be  infinitessimal  when  compared  to  the 
great  benefits  Duluth  and  all  Northern 
Minnesota  would  derive  from  the  open- 
ing up  and  settlement  of  that  rich  tim- 
ber and  agricultural  territory. 

If  Gen.  Andrews  and  others  want  to 
practice  the  science  of  forestry,  why  do 
they  not  create  a  sentiment  in  favor  of 
taking  proper  care  of  the  Itasca  state 
park  which  has  already  b'?en  set  apart? 
This  park  is  seven  miles  long  and  five 
in  width,  and  immediately  surrounds  the 
ultimate  source  of  the  Mississippi  river. 
It  is  principally  a  dense  forest  of  pine, 
oak,  maple,  bassw-ood,  aspen,  balsam 
fir,  cedar  and  spruce,  and  completely 
surrounds  Itasca  lake.  It  is  a  pictur- 
esque locality  containing  numerous  lake.-, 
and  streams,  and  nearly  all  the  species 
of  birds,  fish  and  animals  common  to 
Minnesota  are  to  be  found  within  the 
limits  of  the  park.  Here,  at  the  north 
end  of  Itasca  lake,  is  located  the  site  of 
a  lost  village  of  prehistoric  mound- 
builders,  who  penetrated  the  wilds  of 
North  America  to  the  source  of  the 
Mississippi  at  an  early  and  unknown 
date.  There  is  the  making  of  a  tiurist 
resort  that  can  not  be  surpassed  in  the 
state.  It  provides  forever  a  pine  forest 
where  people  can  go  for  health  and  rec- 
reation, as  Gen.  Andrews  desires.  It 
provides  a  fish  and  game-preserve  that 
cannot  be  excelled.  If  forests  have  any 
influence  on  water  supply — a  debatable 
question,  with  all  due  deference  to  the 
"forestry  experts"— here  is  a  dense  forest 
that  covers  the  source  of  the  Mississippi 
and  will  have  more  Influence  than  couU 
be  expected  of  a  forest  preserve  else- 
where. Here  is  also  a  spot  where  the 
science  of  forestry  can  be  practiced  and 
its  benefits  exemplified. 

With  such  an  attractive  park  already 
in  existence,  why  should  the  movement 
to  lock  up  800,000  acres  of  valuable  land 
tributary  to  Duluth  meet  any  encour- 
agement in  Duluth? 
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Is  actively  at  work  in  command  of  his 
troops.  It  was  really  charitable  to  impute 
his  previous  blunders  to  mental  aberration.

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DVLVTH  AS  AX  OCEAX  PORT. 

The  deepening  of  the  Canadian  canal 
system  opens  a  route  from  Duluth  to  the 
Atlantic  for  vessels  of  moderate  draught 
that  can  carry  wheat  direct  from  this 
r>ort  to  Liverpool  without  breaking  i»u.ft, 
and  it  will  not  be  surprising  to  see 
vessels  other  than  American  and  Cana- 
dian loading  wheat  at  our  elevators  dur- 
ing the  coming  season  of  navigation. 
The  Chicago  Record  says:  "There  are 
reports  from  different  parts  of  North- 
ern Europe  that  as  soon  as  the  Canadian 
canals  are  free  from  ice  vessels  will 
start  from  European  ports  direct  to  Chi- 
cago. It  is  the  intention  of  these  ship- 
owners to  bring  to  Chicago  cargoes  of 
products  that  are  now  imported  for  the 
Western  trade  by  way  of  New  York. 
The  expense  of  transportation  from  the 
port  of  shipment  to  Chicago  without 
breaking  bulk  will  be  about  one-half  the 
former  cost  by  way  of  New  York.  This 
reduction  of  carrying  cost  will  lower  the 
price  of  desirable  articles,  and  will  en- 
courage their  consumption  in  the  North- 
west. The  effect  will  be  to  make  Chi- 
cago an  importing  and  distributing  point 
for  the  products  of  Europe." 

If  cargoes  be  brought  direct  from 
European  ports  to  Chicago  it  is  certain 
that  a  similar  traffic  will  be  inaugurated 
between  Duluth  and  Europe,  and  this 
port  will  become  a  great  Importing  and 
distributing  point  for  European  products 
in  the  Northwest.  The  rail  haul  from 
Duluth  to  the  West  will  be  shorter  and 
cheaper  than  from  Chicago,   while  the 
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The  question  has  been  asked,  If  con- 
gress buries  its  members  at  national  ex- 
pense why  shouldn't  legislatures  bury 
their  members  at  state  expense  and  city 
councils  their  aldermen  at  city  expense.

Whether 
Governor"  Llnd  should  go  after  the  sei.a- 
torship  or  not,  it  is  likely  that  In  the 
course  of  the  campaign  the  two  will  cross 
swords  more  than  once.  Admitting  ior 
the  sake  of  the  argument  that  the  gover- 
nor v.'as  entirelv  sincere  in  his  declara- 
tions that  he  would  never  again  seek 
public  office  for  the  ofllce's  sake  he  cou?d 
conslstentlv  become  an  aggressive  candi- 
date for  the  senate  on  the  plea  that  anti-

J.  Adam  Bede  Discussas  That  Sub- 
ject at  Morlay  Church. 

J.  Adam  Bede  spoke  at  Morlcy  Con- 
gregatl  )nal  church  last  night  before  :; 
fairly  large  and  highly  pleased  audience. 
His  subject,  "This  Yankee  Nation,"  was 
handled  in  the  characteristic  Bede  style, 
and  he  filated  on  the  great  advances  of 
the  nation  in  a  very  interesting  and 
humorous  style.

exact  location  of  the  dividing  line  i)f- 
yond  tlu-  ihance  of  any  question,  or  thv- 
I't radvi-nture  nf  a  doubt,  as  the  oratoi^ 
say.  He  has  hit  upon  a  method,  and 
it  seems  to  be  the  best  one  possible.  H: 
will  in  a  short  time  make  a  demand  up- 
on the  county  auditor  of  St.  Louis 
county  that  he  place  upon  the  tax  rolls 
of  this  county  all  of  the  property  in  th  _■ 
disputed  area.  If  Mr.  Halden  compli*  s, 
then  it  will  rest  with  the  Lake  county 
people  to  tight  it.  and  they  will  raise  th? 
question  in  the  court.  If  he  does  not, 
on  the  ground  that  the  law  says  tlv;

It  was  saiil  that  it 
kept  the  settlers  along  the  l)oundary 
very  much  puzzled,  for  they  might  go 
to  sleep  in  Lake  county  and  wake  up  in 
St.  Louis  county.  On  this  showing  tht 
legislature  passed  a  law  fixing  Imunrl- 
ary  on  the  true  meridian.  which  ih 
three-quarters  oi  a  niiie  wesi  of  th« 
mouth  of  Knife  river. 

This  law  trsinsferred  from  .>t.  Louis 
to  Lake  county  a  strip  of  land  thrc- 
quarters  of  a  mile  wide  and  running 
from  the  shore  of  Lake  t?uperior  nort'.i 
to  the  Canadian  boundary  line.  In  it 
is  included  mmh  good  land  and  somi- 
that  is  not  so  good,  and  the  most  ini- 
poitant  part' of  it  is  that  part  of  "'sec- 
tion ;;i)"  tb:it  is  such  a  familiar  figure  in 
litigation,  is  iniluded  in  the  disi>iitr  1 
territory.  /County  Attorney  F'hilp-; 
I  laims  th.it  the  move  was  merely  a 
scheme  on  the  part  of  Lake  county  to 
acquire  a  lot  of  property  that  would 
help  oj^t  :>n  taxes,  ami  that  -..hen  tht- 
l*'gis!at'>*!e  passed  the  law  it  was  misi.i- 
forined.  It  was  passed  because  it  wa^ 
supposed  that  Knife  river  had  moved 
Jibout.  when  as  a  matter  of  fact  Mr. 
Phelps  says  thai  that  stream  nas  be^n 
sVandered  shamefully.  It  is  one  of  th  • 
steadiesk  .streams  in  this  se;  tion,  and 
has  no  nlo^e  thought  f>f  wandering 
about  in  tht  manner  credited  to  it  than 
it  has  of  running  up  hill.  .Mr.  Phelps 
has  had  men  looking  it  up  and  he  finds 
that  the  mouth  is  enclosed  in  rocky 
banks  that  would  prevent  its  .vavering. 
Sand  bars  form  at  the  mouth,  on  one 
side  or  the  other,  and  this  makes  i 
slight  change  in  its  artpearance.  !iut  it 
really  does  not  move  at  all. 

Besides  this.  Mr.  Phelps  says,  the  la.v 
is  unconstitutional.  There  is  a  provi- 
sion of  the  constitution  that  prohibit.'^ 
legislatures  to  take  territory  away  fio>ii 
one  county  and  give  it  to  another,  ex- 
«ept  by  a  vote  of  the  people.  So  that 
when  the  legislature  took  thai  long  strip 
that  is  a  forcible  reminder  of  a  legisl.i- 
tivi-  district  of  St.  Louis  lounty  as  '!■- 
vided  by  ihp  legislature  of  ISH,";,  it  dil 
something  it  had  no  right  to  Jo.

more  capable  becau.se  he  is  better  posted 
on  affairs  of  particular  importance  than 
the  luwa  speaker.  Mr.  Hailey,  how- 
evei-,  was  deposed  from  the  leadership 
of  the  Democratic  side,  and  is  now  pur- 
suing a  free  lance  course,  and  is  pretty 
certain  to  make  a  record  for  himself  be- 
fore the  end  of  this  session  of  con- 
gress. 

As  I  have  heretofore  stated,  the  Demo- 
crats need  some  men  like  Gorman  to 
outline  policies  and  to  carry  them 
through.

The  story  just  circulated  that  some 
Western  man  may  yet  be  decided  upon 
for  vice  president  at  the  next  national 
Republican  convention  has  very  little 
foundation  in  fact.  I  have  heretofore 
pointed  out  that  the  decision  so  far 
reached  by  President  McKinley  and 
Senator  Hanna  is  that  it  would  be  un- 
wise to  choose  a  candidate  for  second 
place  on  the  national  ticket  from  any 
other  state  than  New  York.  The  presi- 
dent has  not  changed  his  opinion,  nor 
has  Senator  Hanna.  There  is,  however, 
a  lively  contest  on  between  the  admin- 
istration forces  and  Senator  Piatt  of 
Xew  York  regarding  the  man  to  be  se- 
lected from  the  Empire  state.  Piatt  is 
anxious  to  put  forward  the  opini  >n  just 
at  this  time  that  a  Western  man  would 
bo  the  most  advisable  selectiim  for  fehe 
vice  presidency.  He  is  simply  doing  this, 
however,  to  cover  up  certain  schemes 
he  has  in  mind  to  defeat  the  adminis- 
tration and  place  his  own  choice  on 
the  ticket  for  the  vice  presidency.  H.- 
is  dealing  with  some  very  shrewd  poli- 
ticians, however,  and  the  chances  are 
that  in  the  end  he  will  not  be  able  to 
carry  out  his  designs  in  this  respect. 
The  West  will  not  be  represented  on  tho 
national  Republican  ticket  this  year.  At 
one  time  it  seemed  probable  that  fornu-r 
Senator  Washburn  of  Minnesota  inig.it 
be  chosen  for  Maj.  McKinley's  running 
mate  in  the  coining  campaign.  Ther? 
was  one  other  man  in  the  West  who  wa.s 
talked  of  for  this  place  in  the  person  of 
Michael  H.  De  Y'oung,  proprietor  of  the 
.San  Francisco  Chronicle. 

The  intimation  that  Senator  Spooner, 
Senator  Cullom  or  any  other  man  occu- 
pying a  prominent  ofTice  in  the  West 
would  consent  to  relinquish  it  for  the 
vice  presidency  is  ridiculous  upon  its 
face.  Not  one  of  these  men  mentioned 
holding  offlce  would  be  foolish  enough 
to  retire  to  make  the  race  for  the  vice 
presidency  without  being  certain  that 
the    Republicans    would    Ijc    successful 

next  November.

Mr.  Simon  is  a 
capable  business  man,  and  without 
doubt  will  be  able  to  represent  his  state 
fully  as  well  as  any  of  his  predecessors 
in  carrying  through  legislation  beneficial 
to  the  residents  of  that  state. 

Senator  Foster  of  Washingtjn  cannot 
be  regarded  as  a  great  statc^sman.  but 
he  is  a  business  man,  and  his  business: 
talents  are  bein.g  used  not  only  in  the 
senate  but  in  the  <le))artments  to  further 
the  interests  of  his  constituents. 

Senator  Clark  of  Montana,  whose  seat 
is  being  contested,  has  a  well-established 
business  reputation,  and  if  permitted  to 
retain  his  seat,  may  give  Montana  bet- 
ter representation  in  the  upper  house 
than  this  state  has  had.  It  is  not  yet 
definitely  known,  however,  whether  the 
newly  elected  senator  from  the  Northern 
silver  state  will  be  permitted  to  retain 
his  seat.

concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  mem- 
ijer.' 

"No  lawyer  can  read  that  nr-nision 
v.iihi;ut  raising  in  his  own  mind  th- 
questicn  wholhor  the  house  has  an> 
pcwer  to  expel,  except  for  some  cause 
I  elating  to  the  context.  The  aidest  law- 
yeis  from  the  beginning  of  the  republic 
have  so  insisted,  and  their  reasoning 
has  been  so  cogent  that  these  proposi- 
tions are  established,  namely; 

"1— Neither  hou.«e  of  congress  ha.a  <  x- 
pclled  a  member  for  acts  unrelated  le 
him  as  a  member  or  invH)nsistent  with 
his  public  trust  and  duty  as  such. 

"2 — Pi7th  hou.ses  have  many  times  le- 
fused  to  expel  where  the  guilt  of  the 
member  was  aj)parenl:  where  the  re- 
fusal to  expel  was  put  upon  the  grojpd 
that  the  house  or  senate,  as  the  case 
might  be,  had  not  right  to  expel  for  an 
act  unrelated  to  the  member  aa  such,  or 
because  it  was  committed  prior  t  '  his 
election."

fully  submit  our  views. 

"Assuming  that  Mr.  Roberts  has  been 
and  is  now  a  ifolygamist,  unlawfully  co- 
habiting with  i)lural  wives,  and  the  liouse 
of  representatives  holds  tor  tliat  reason, 
he  ought  not  to  be  a  member  theieol, 
what  eourse  should  it  rightfully  pijraue 
under  the  cohstitution,  the  supreme  law 
of  the  land— exclude  him  or  cxi»el  him'.' 
If  lie  is  to  he  excludeil.  it  must  be  because 
h(!  is  for  siieh  reason  legally  ineligible  or 
disi|ualitie(l.  Tht-  iiurjxme  is  in  consiiici 
the  (luestion  of  eoiistitutional  right,  not  of 
power,  as  it  Is  concedcil  thai  ih<-  h'uise 
iias  111.'  power  to  I'xcludc,  with  or  willi- 
nut  ic.ison,  right  oi-  wrong.  Tin  exi-rcisc 
of  such  a  power,  withinit  constitutional 
warr.iiit.  would  simply  be  brute  force,  a 
t.vrannous  <xcrcise  of  i»ower.  unievie\v.ali]e 
li.v  any  tribunal." 

After  citing  iho  constitutional  provision 
as  to  the  qnalihcations  of  a  representative 
In   congress    th'.-   report    i»ro(eeds;    '• 

•'Is  it  seriously  contended  tint  this 
house  can.  ot  Us  own  motion,  by  ita  own 
Independt  nt  .ictlon,  create  for  the  pur- 
pos-  s  of  this  cause  a  legal  disqualilicalion  .' 
J  his  lion.sc  alone  cannot  make  or  unmake 
the  law  of  the  land.  It  is  quite  clear  that 
the  house,  by  its  independent  action  can- 
not, if  it  would,  make  for  this  case  any 
flls<inalifying  regulation  that  woidd  have 
the  force  of  law." 

The  report  then  exhaustively  reviews  the 
law  and  precedents  bearrng  on  the  case. 
Tlie   main-  points  are  as   follows: 

••First— it  is  a  very  grave  questian 
whether  congress  can.  by  a  law  duly  enici- 
ed.  add  to  the  qualitications  negatively 
stated  in  the  constitution.  There  Is  no  de- 
cision of  the  United  States  supreme  com  t 
directly  or  indirectly  construing  this  pro- 
vision.' There  is  no  decision  of  any  state 
court  directly  in  point. 

•'Second— If  the  right  to  add  a  disqualifi- 
cation by  law  is  assumed,  the  disqualifica- 
tion imposed  b.v  the  Edmutids  act  does 
not  api>iy  to  a  member  of  congress,  and, 
therefore,  does  not  affect  Mr..  Roberts.  Tfie 
only  nortion  of  the  section  that  can  be 
said  to  have  any  application  to  a  member 
f)f  the  housi-  of  representatives  is  that 
which  ileclares  that  no  polygamist ' 'shall 
be  entitled  to  hold  any  olflce  or  place  of 
l)ublic  trust,  honor  or  emolument,  under 
the  United  States.'  Unless  a  member  of 
liouse  holds  an  office  'under  tlic  United 
States,"  within  the  meaning  of  the  consti- 
tution and  law,  there  is  no  disqualilica- 
lion." 

Uont inning    the    report    says: 

••This  house.  l)v  its  fiidependont  action. 
<annoi  make  law  for  any  purpose.  The 
adding  liv  this  house,  acting  alone,  of  a 
qualllication  not  established  by  law  would 
not  onlv  be  a  violation  of  both  the  consti- 
tution and  the  law.  but  it  would  establish 
a  mo-st  dangerous  precedent,  which  could 
liardlv  fall  to  •return  to  nlagu^  the  in- 
ventor.' You  might  feel  that  the  grave 
moral  and  eocial  aspeet.s  of  this  case  al- 
lowed you  to 

•  '\Vrest  once  the  law  to  vou  authority. 
To  do  a  great  right,  do  i  little  wrong. 

•But  what  warrant  have  you.  when  tho 
barrier;,  of  the-  con.stitution  ar&  once 
broken  down,  that  there  may  not  come 
allc-r  MS  a  house  with  other  standards  oi 
morality  and  pronricty.  wnich  v  ill  crtatc 
orher  qualiticatioiis  with  no  richiful  foun- 
dations, that,  in  the  heat  and  unreason  of 
partisan  contest— since  there*  will  be  no 
Jct.nito  standard  by  which  to  dctcrnain^i 
the   existence   of   qualificationi;— will  add 


anvthing  that  may  be  necessary  t 
pli'sh    the    desired    result?    Exlge 


to  accom- 
plish the  desired  result  •.'  J-Jxlgency  wili 
determine  the  sufficiency.  It  would  no 
hmger  be  a  government  of  laws,  but  of 
men.  To  thus  depart  from  the  coiistitu- 
lion  and  sul>stitute  force  for  law,  is  to 
eml)aik  uiion  a  trackless  sea,  without 
chart  or  ammpass.  with  almost  a  certaJHy 
of  direful  shipwreck." 

The  rtiiort  ciuicludes  as  follows: 

'•A  small  partisan  majority  might  render 
the  desire  to  arbitraril.v  exclude,  by  a 
majoiitv  vote,  In  order  to  more  securely 
IntiLUch  itself  in  nower,  irresistible. 
Hence,  Its  exercise  Is  controlled  by  legal 
rules.  In  case  of  expulsion,  when  the  re 
quisite  two-thirds  can  be  had,  the  mo- 
tive for  the  exercise  of  the  arbitrary  pow- 
er no  longer  exists,  as  a  two-thirds  parti- 
san majority  is  sufficient  for  every  pur- 
pose, lience,  expulsi(»n  has  been  safely 
It  ft  in  the  <liscre:i<'n  of  th-  house,  and  the 
safety  of  the  members  does  not  need  the 
protection  of  legal   rules. 

'•It  seems  to  us.  settled  upon  reason  and 
;iuiboritv  that  the  power  of  the  house  to 
expel  Is  iinlimitcd,  and  that  the  legal  prop- 
osillons  involved  ma.v  be  thus  fairl.v  sum- 
marized: The  power  of  exclusion  is  a  mat- 
lei-  of  law.  to  be  exercised  by  a  majoiil.v 
vole.  In  accordance  with  legal  prlnclpks. 
and  I'xisls  onl.v  when  a  ni'-'mbcr-clccl  lac'ns 
some  nf  the  qualilicatlons  required  by  the 
constiiution.  The  power  of  expulsion  is 
made  by  the  constitution  piir.-'ly  a  matter 
of  discretion,  lo  be  exercised  by  a  fwo- 
iliinis  vote,  fairly,  intelligently,  consci- 
enlionsly.  with  a  due  regard  to  propriety 
aiul  the  honor  and  integrity  of  the  hoii.^j 
and  the  rights  of  the  individual  member. 
Kor  th»>  abuse  of  this  discretion  we  arc  re 
sf)onsiliIe  onl.v  to  our  constituents,  our 
consciences  and  our  tJod. 

"\Vc  believe  that  Mr.  Roberts  has  the 
legal  constitutional  right  to  be  sworn  in 
as  a  member,  but  the  facts  are  such  ht.at 
we  further  believe  the  house.  In  the  exer- 
cise of  its  discretion.  It  not  .only  justitjed, 
but  required  by  every  proper  consideration 
involved,  to  expel  his  promptly  after  he 
becomes  a  member. 

"We  recommend  the  following  as  a  sub- 
stitute for  the  resolution  proposed  by  the 
committee:  ,,     .,^   .      , 

"Resolved,  that  I'.ngham  H.  Roberts, 
having  lieert  dulv  elected  a  representative 
in  the  Flftv-slxth  congress  fiom  the  state 
of  Utah,  with  the  qualilicatlons  reciuisite 
for  admission  lo  the  house  as  such,  is  en- 
titled as  a  constitutional  riglit,  lo  take 
the  oath  of  office  prescribed  for  member.s- 
elect  his  status  as  a  polygamist,  unlaw- 
fullv  ci'hnbitiiig  with  plur.il  wives,  afford- 
ing" constitutional  grounds  for  expulsion, 
but  not  for  exclusion  form  tho  house. 

"And  if  the  house  shall  hold  with  us  and 
swear  in  Mr.  Roberts  as  a  member,  we 
shall,  as  soon  as  recognition  can  be  had, 
offer  a  resolution  to  expel  him  as  a  polyga- 
mist, unlawfully  cohabitatlng  with  plural

tiated with  Henry  Haskins.  night  jailer, 
wiiereb.v  Seaford  would  be  allowed  to  es- 
cape for  a  cash  coiisideratron.  It  is  also  re- 
ported that  John  Mulloy.  of  Iron  River. 
Wi.s.,  will  tell  of  Chief  Hansen,  deliberate- 
\\  robbing  liim  uf  n^rarly  a  $10v  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Seaford  case. 

The  mayor  and  chici  and  Night  Jaiior 
Ha.sklns  deny  that  any  such  scheme  for 
the  release  of  Seaford  was  ever  thought 
of.  and  the  fact  that  he  is  now  doing  time 
at  Stillwater  is  considered  pretty  fair 
evidence  of  the  fact  that  he  did  not  e.'^cape. 

in  relation  to  this  much-ad vertised  "sen- 
.'■ation'"  by  John  Mulloy,  the  officials  sa>- 
iliat  there  is  nothing  in  the  charges  and 
that  if  i.ersi.«ted  in  Ihe.v  are  likely  to  re- 
suit  in  a  iihel  suit.  Mr.  Mulloy  it  is  said, 
claims  that  the  chief  retained  about  %\:Z 
of  Arthur  Seaford's  mone.e  instead  of  pay- 
ing it  to  Mulioy  wh(j  claimed  it.  This 
morning  Assistant  City  Attorney  Sjiencor 
gave  out  the  following  statement  of  the 
tacts  of  the  case: 

"Arthur  Seaford  was  arrested  on  May  t; 
last  for  passing  forged  checks  on  M.  S. 
Burrows.  He  was  indicted,  found  guilty 
and  .sent  to  Stillwater  for  five  years.  When 
ii<-  was  arrested  John  Mulloy,  of  Iron 
ftiver,  came  to  police  headquarters  and 
claimed  that  he  had  discounted  the  timf 
cht-cks  that  Seaford  had  forced,  amount- 
ing to  JiT*)  and  that  any  money  found  on 
the  prisoner  l>e;ong€d  to  him.  The  jjolice 
found  ?2^.'>  ill  cash  on  Sen  ford  when  he  was 
locked  up  and  this  was  placed  in  the  de- 
liartment  safe.

Grand  Forks— Orders  just  i.s.sued  by  the 
Great  Northern  Express  company  will  do 
much  to  prevent  evasion  of  the  state  pro- 
hibition law.  Agents  have  been  instruct- 
ed to  disregard  all  previous  orders  and  ui 
the  future  refuse  to  accept  all  C.  O.  D. 
shipments  of  liquor.  The  practice  here- 
tofore in  use  resulted  In  making  most  of 
the  express  offices  and  depots  throughout 
the  state  saloons  to  a  greater  or  less  ex- 
tent. The  circular  issued  Instructs  agents 
to  dispose  of  the  stock  in  hand  before 
the  25lh  or  ship  the  consignment  back  to 
the  senders.  Not  only  will  the  C.  O.  D. 
business  be  stopped  (as  regards  as  intoxi- 
cants), but  shipments  of  lUiuor  by  freight, 
where  bills  of  lading  were  issued  against 
the  party  desiring  the  goods,  will  be  re- 
jected by  the  express  company. 

Fargo— Dr.  Quarrv.  state  superinten- 
dent of  public  health,  who  has  just  re- 
lumed from  the  diphtheria  district,  stat-s 
that  there  were  no  cases  of  the  disease  .u 
either  Carrington.  New  Rockford.  Sykes- 
ton  or  Melville,  as  has  been  stated  quite 
fiequentlv  of  late.

THE  HINERy  GRIEVANCE. 

Mitoholl  Talks  on  Troubles  of  the 
Anthracite  Miners. 

Indianapolis,  Jan.  20.— John  Mitchell, 
president  of  the  United  Mine  Workers, 
speaking  on  the  question  of  the  75,000 
or  100,000  anthracite  coal  miners  wh  > 
are  threatening  a  general  strike  in  Penn- 
sylvania, said  that  the  trouble  among 
the  men  dates  back  several  months,  but 
the  grievances  of  the  dissatisfied  men 
are  sharpened  by  the  refusal  last  weeK 
of  the  perators  to  join  the  men  in  a 
wage  f  >nference. 

Theie  can  be  no  authorized  strike 
without  definite  actioii  on  the  part  of 
the  national  executive  board  of  th-' 
United  Mine  Workers.  The  members  of 
that  board  are  all  in  Indianapolis. 

So  far  as  calling  the  board  together  to 
consider  the  anthracite  situation,  there 
is  nothing  decided  upon.  The  anthracite 
miners  and  operators  are  not  parties  to 
the  interstate  scale  agreement,  which 
regulates  the  bituminous  miners  and 
operators;  therefore  the  joint  confer- 
ence in  Indianapolis  next  week  will  have 
no  effect  whatever  on  the  anthracite 
difficulties. 

There  are  over  20,000  organized  United 
Mine  Workers  in  the  anthracite  fields 
of  Pennsylvania.  They  have  delegates 
to  the  convention  In  session  here,  but

FIRST  WHITE  VISITORS 


Radissonand  Chouart,the  French  Voyageurs,  Who 
Came  to  the  Head  of  Lake  Su- 
perior In  1661. 


In  the  minds  of  a  great  many  people 
Du  Lhut,  the  prince  of  bushrangf  rs  who 
gave  Duluth  his  name,  is  credited  with 
being  the  first  white  man  to  visit   the 

head  of  Lake  Sur>':'ri'Jr.     As  a  matter  of 

fact  he  came  perhaps  fifteen  years  after 

the  first  white  visitors.    The  first  while 

men  to  bring  the  lilies  of  Fiance  to  thf 

head  of  Lake  Superior  were  two  Fitnch- 

men.  both  voyageurs  of  the  same  hardy 

and  daring  class    as    Du    Lhut.    These 

two   men    were    Peter   Esprit    Radisson 

and  Medard  Chouart.  and  their  visit  t  ' 

the  site  of  Duluth  was  made  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1661. 
There  is  in  the  public  library  a  volume 

of  grtat  interest  to  students  >^^>f  history, 

and  especially  to  such  students  in  Du- 
luth.    It   was  written  by   Kadi-s.-n.  and 

lor  -'W  vears  it  lav  in  manuscript  form  m 

the  B.'dleian  library     and     the     British 

museum,   and    it   escaped   the   notice   of 

scholars    until    a    comparatively    recent 

date.    It    was    pui>lished    Ijy    the   Prince 

Society,  of  Boston,  in  ISSA.  and   in   that 

form  it  has  been  acquired  by  the  Duluih 

library.     Radisson     w.i^    a     Frenchman, 

but    he   spoke  and    wrote   English    well, 

and   his  "voyages"   art-   written   in   thai 

l>  ngue.     He  was  well  educated,  and  had 

traveled      widely      before      ct)mlng      to 

French-America  in  16.".!.     Chouait  came 

in  ItWl.  was  for  some  time  a  lay  a.«.>isl- 

ant   in     a     Jesuit     mission,   ne.ir     Lak" 

Huron,    and    after    he    had    finished    his 

Voyages  and  acquired  some  land,  he  as- 

.<umed  the  title  of  the  Sieur  de  Oroseil- 

lers. 
Radisson's      voyages      were      lengthy 

affairs,   and   like   the  other  memt.frs   of 

the  courageous  band  of  couriers  du  bois. 

to  which     he     belonged,     he    penetrated 

each  time  as  far  into  the  unknown  wilds 

as      he    could.       regardless     of     danger 

and  hardship.     His  third  voyage,  in  16fii», 

was  to  the  Mississippi,  oy  way  of  Green 

bay,  but  his  f  urth  voyage  was  xa  ex- 
ploration of      Lake  Superior      and      th.- 

Xorthwest.  He  and  Chouart  started  ir 
the  spring  of  1661,  and  made  their  way 

up  the  chain  of  lakes  with  an  aourdance 

of  adventures  v.ith  the  deadly  Irotiuois, 
the  members  of  the  Five  Nations  who 
secured  the  lands  of  races  far  their  su- 
r)erior  in  numbers,  and  carried  terror 
and  desolation  wherever  they  set  foot. 
To  show  the  nature  of  these  voyageurs 
and  what  their  associations  with  the  In- 
dians had  done  for  them,  it  is  interest- 
ing to  quote  Radisson's  calm  lemark 
that  after  a  fight,  in  which  they  cap- 
tured some  Iroquois  warrior-,  they  de- 
cided to  take  them  l>ack  to  the  settle- 
ments, where  they  could  "burn  them  at 
our  lea.sures  to  the  more  satisfaction  of 
our  wives."  They  also  "plucked  out 
their  nails  one  after  the  other." 

Their  arrival  at  the  Sault  Is  described 
as  f  llows:  "We  came  to  a  rapid,  which 
marks  the  separation  rf  the  Lake  of  the 
Hurons  from  that  we  call  Superior,  or 
upper,  ft.r  that  \e  wild  men  hold  it  t> 
be  longer  and  broader,  besides  many 
islands,  which  makes  appeare  in  a  big- 
ger extent."  Here  they  heard  of  a.  fi.><h 
that  the  wiUl.men  called  assickniack,.  or 
"white  fish."  and'upon  trying  them  they 
found  them  very  good  cheer.  They 
found  Lake  Superior  and  Its  shores  to  j  returning  to  Canada.  Radisson  was  lost 
he  a  terrestrial  paradise.  They  found  j  in  the  woods  for  day.c,  with  nothing  to 
.  ..ppcr  deposits  on  the  south  fehore.  ar.d  eat.  and  had  other  parlous  experiences. 
...  If'  lold  th.it  there  was  in  the  lake  an    l^t   the  two  finally,  after  a  couple     of 


next  morning  found  north  shore."  This 
is    undoui'tedly    Isle    Royale. 

Heie  is  the  way  Radisson  de.scribes  his 
landing  at  the  head  of  the  lakes-  "We 
went  on  half  a  day  before  we  coxld  come 
to  ye  landing  place,  and  we  were  forced 
to  "make  another  carriage  (portage)  a 
I>oint  of  two  leages  long  and  some  sixty 
paces  broad.  As  we  came  to  the  othf-r 
sid  v>e  weare  in  a  bay  of  10  leagues 
about,  if  we  had  gone  in.  By  going 
about  that  same  point  we  passed  a 
strait,  for  the  point  was  very  nigh  th  • 
other  side,  which  is  a  cape,  very  much 
elevated  like  pyramides.  That  point 
should  be  very  fitt  to  build,  and  advan- 
tageous for  the  building  of  a  fort,  as  we 
did  the  spring  following.  In  that  bay 
there  is  a  channel,  where  we  lake  great 
siore  of  fishes,  sturgeons  of  a  vaste  big- 
nesse.  and  pycks  of  seaven  foot  long.  At 
the  end  of  the  bay  we  landed." 

This  is  the  story  of     the     first     white 
mans  vLsit  to  the  head  of  the  lakes,  and 
in   his  quaint     way     Radisson     has  d-r- 
scribed     the  two  points  and  the  bay  of 
Duluth  and  Superior.    They  landed  near 
Allouez   bay.   built   a  camp,  and   rested. 
They  had  bt-en  accompanied  by  Indians, 
who"  lived  farther  down  toward  the  Mis- 
sissippi, and  these  were  sent  on  to  see  if 
their  homes  were  still  left,  an-i  not  de- 
stroyed by  enemies,  as  the  two  Fiench- 
nien  did  not   wish   to  go  on   until   they 
had  a  place  to  gu  assured.     The  Indians 
went     their    way,     and     Radi.sson    and 
Chouart   stayed,   "for  our  assurance     in 
the  midst   of  many  nations,   being  but 
two.  almost  starved  for  want  of  food." 
After     various     interesting     experien.es 
the  Indians  returned,  and  the  two  went 
down   into   the  pre.sent  state  of  Minne- 
sota and   spent   the   winter.     "We   went 
away  free  from  burden,  while  those  poor 
mi.serahles  thought  themselves  happy  to 
cany  our  equippage,  for  the  hope  they 
had  that  we  should  give  them  a  bras.-e 
ring,    an    aule    cr    needle.     There    came 
foure  hundred   persons     to     see     us  go 
av»ay  from   that   place,    which   admired 
more  our  actions  than  the  fools  of  Paris 
to  see  enter  their  King  and  ye  Infanta 
of  Spain,   his  spouse:   for  they  cry  out, 
•God  Save  the  King  and  Queene.'  Th-se 
made  horrid  noise,  and  called  Gods  and 
Devills  of  the  Earth  and  heavens." 

Their  winter  was  a  hard  one.  As 
usual  with  the  improvident  red  men  of 
the  hunting  races,  their  .'summer  ple- 
thina  tif  food  was  replaced  by  a  mid- 
winter famine,  and  the  French  visitors 
were  driven  to  the  harsh  necessity  of 
enticing  away  the  dog  of  a  visitor  and 
eating  it.

1  have  now  for  several  years  con- 
ducted a  series  of  experiments  of  auto- 
matic writing  with  friends  in  various 
parts  of  the  world,  and  have  arrived, 
after  much  experience,  at  certain  con- 
clusions about  which  I  feel  tolerably 
sure.  "Automatic  handwriting"  is  a 
term  used  to  describe  writing  which  is 
obtained  when  the  recipient,  holding  pe;i 
or  pencil,  places  his  hand  lightly  upon 
a  sheet  of  paper  and  allows  the  mind  of 
the  comimunicating  person  to  use  that 
hand  as  their  own.  To  many  it  may 
seem  incredible  that  if  you  disconnect, 
as  it  were,  your  hand  from  your  mind. 
and  place  it  at  the  disp<isal  of  a  third 
party,  that  your  hand  should  write  any- 
thing intelligible.  I  do  nv)t  s^ay  all  per- 
sons have  that  faculty.  I  was  extremely 
surprised  when  I  was  first  told  that  such 
a 'thing  was  possible;  but  after  a  ver.v 
little  practice  I  faund  no  ditticulty.  and 
to  this  day  I  have  only  to  make  my 
mind  passive,  place  my  hand  with  a  pen 
upon  a  piece  of  paper,  to  ring  up,  as  you 
may  .say,  on  the  telepathic  exchange,

BEGINS  ITS 


Session  Next  Nonth* 


Government     May    Be    Asked 
Regarding   Irregular  Ex- 
penditures of  Money 
In  a  Foreign 
War. 


Ottawa.  Jan.  17.— The  Dominion  parlia- 
ment will  begin  its  session  next  month. 
It  will  likely  be  a  long  session,  because 
it  is  the  last  before  a  general  election, 
and  members  of  both  sides  of  the  house 
will  be  anxious  to  get  the  campaign  tain 
into  Hansard  and  the  newspaper.  The 
jiress  of  Canada  has  much  to  answer  I<.r. 
It  pampers  their  windy  rhetoricians  and 
corner-grocery  Clceros  by  reporting  tht 
debates  in  full.  If  it  were  not  for  this  there 
would  not  he  so  much  verbiage  wasted. 

The  session  will  be  an  irai>urtant  one  b-.- 
cause    thtre    will    b^   important    questions 
to  discu.^s— and  chiertv  the  expenditures  oa 
South  African  contingents  and  such.  Par- 
liament   will    no:    be    a.^ked    to    de.iberate 
upon  the  question  but  will  simply  be  askou 
to  ratify  the  action  of  the  government.  Tlie 
relations    that    our    contingents    will    oc- 
cupv    to    the    imperial    forct-s:    the    lengih 
of  ihtir  service,  everything  in     short   has 
ulreadv  been  settled   by  order-ln-council. 
The    llibt-ral    partv    will    not    interpellate 
tneir  own  administration  for  its  conduct, 
and    Mr.    Tarie,    the   chief    dissident,    has 
been  soothed  into  some  sort  of  eompliancv .

Th  U 
me.sstage  does  not  as  a  rule  produce  the 
least  impression  upon  his  physical  con- 
sciousness. The  friend  will  use  my  hand 
to  tell  me  a  whole  series  of  incidents 
which  he  did  not  intend  to  cohimunicale 
to  me. 

Thirdly,  it  makes  no  difference  for  the 
receipt  of  the  telepathic  communications 
whether  the  person  from  whom  you  re- 
ceive them  is  asleep  or  awake,  or  is  en- 
gaged in  any  kind  of  mental  or  physical 
exercise.  The  sub-conscious  mind  whi:-h 
alone  is  exercised  in  all  such  telepathic 
transmission  takes  no  account  of  these 
e::ternal  circumstances,. is  always  ready 
to  be  rung  up,  and  never  resents  any 
questions. 

Fourthly,  the  most  accurate  communi- 
cations are  always  those  relating  to  sub- 
jects upon  which  the  per-son  from  wh.)ni 
the  communication  is  received  feel.'* 
deeply.  An  intense  feeling,  either  of  joy 
or  sorrow,  he  is  transmitted  not 
merely  with  accuracy,  but  with  a  cer- 
tain intensiflc-ation  of  emotion,  where- 
as the  inquiries  as  to  prosaic  details 
sufh  as  what  they  may  have  had  for 
dinner  or  by  what  train  they  came  up 
to  town,  are  apt  to  be  answered  quite 
wrongly. 

Fifthly,  the  value  of  the  auto-tele- 
7>athic  comanunications  is  materially 
impaired  by  the  fact  that  the  tr.nns- 
mitting  sub-conscious  mind,  or  what- 
ever it  may  be,  is  apt  to  confound 
thought  with  things,  and  \o  describe  a 
fierce  determination  to  dj  harm  as  if 
t;-»e  harm  were  absolutely  accom- 
plished. In  the  same  way  a  gre.i: 
dread  lest  an  accident  should  occur,  w.li 
often  be  rendered  as  an  absolute  state- 
ment, as  a  fact  that  the  accident  has  oc- 
curred. 

Sixthly,  another  element  which  de- 
prives the  communications  of  the  value 
which  at  one  time  I  thought  they  mig  it 
possess,  is  that  the  communicatini;

eral rule,  drivers  adopt  .a  system  of  hav- 
ing a  double  .set  of  bedding  and  pillows, 
etc.,  so  that  at  the  end  of  their  "run" 
they  retire  t3  the  running  room  and  get 
their  meals  or  rest  until  they  have  *.•> 
return  with  another  engine  or  train  i- 
Bombay.  This  driver,  therefore,  like  tiie 
remainder,  had  a  bed  here  (at  Parel) 
and  one  at  Bulsar,  so  that  everything 
would  i-e  clean  and  comfortable  on  hi^ 
arrival.  On  the  murrniig  cf  his  f-udc'ert 
demise  he  arrived  at  the  running  room 
at  Bulsar,  and  ordering  something  to 
be  prepared  for  a  meal,  went  to  li<' 
dov.n.

it  and  place  several  necessary  articles 
in  it,  while  he  went  to  obtain  lea\  ' 
from  his  foreman.  When  the  landlad\ 
unrolled  the  bedding,  in  which  wore 
two  pillows,  one  on  top  of  the  other,  she 
discovered,  to  her  dismay,  upon  th-^ 
pillow  slip  of  the  underneath  one,  a  dis- 
tinct likei'ess  or  impression  of  the  dead 
man's  face;  not  in  profile,  but  in  full 
face.

"The  likeness  (of  the  mipression)  lo 
I  the  dead  man,  although  in  some  parts 
I  rather  vague,  or,  I  might  say,  faded,  is

Ever  since  the  birth  of  Christ  the  world 

has   been   taught   that  these  two  godless 

cities,  Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  came  to  their 

natural    end    in    a    supernatural    manner 

through  fire  and  brimstone;   but  now  an 

ingenious  Englishman  assures  us  that  this 

is  all  a  mistake,  as  there  is  incontestable 

proof  that  the  cities  were  destroyed  by  a 

shower  of  meteors,  similar  to  the  famous 

Leonids,    which    were    expected    to   make 

such  a  brilliant  display  In  the  heavens  a 

few  weeks  ago.   The  name  of  this  latest 

iconoclast    is    Garbett,    and    his   startling 

views  on  the  subject  are  now  causing 
some  commotion  in  English  scientUic  and 
religious  circles. 

Bi&hop  Usher,  in  a  commentary  on  the 
first  book  cf  Mores,  assigns  the  year  Isbi, 
before  Christ  as  the  dale  of  the  destruc- 
tion of  Sodom,  and  the  reasons  he  ;jives 
for  this  statement   have  apparently    been 

eiierally  accepted  as  valid.  Mr.  Garbett 
lay?  special   stress  on  the  statement;   in 


deed,  the  dale  fixed  by  the  great  churcli- 
man  may  fittingly  be  styled  the  corner- 
stone of  his  new  theory.  Lot  and  his 
daughter,  says  Mr.  Garbett,  fled  to  Zoar 
after  the  great  catastrophe,  but  were 
afraid  to  linger  there. 

The  flaming  arrows  from  heaven  had 
bewildered  them  and  they  feared  lest  a 
new  shower  might  overwhelm  them  in  the 
ruins  of  Zoar.  So  they  hid  themselves  in 
a  deep  cave,  into  which  neither  thundci- 
boli  nor  lightning  could  penetrate,  and 
remained  there,  fancying  all  the  time  that 
they  were  tne  only  human  beings  left  alive 
in  "the  whole  world.  In  regard  to  LolS 
wife,  Mr.  Garbett  says  that  she  was 
struck  bv  one  of  the  meteors  and  buried 
Ijeneath  it.  Her  tomb  was  shown  lo  her  de- 
scendants, and,  as  owing  to  its  origin  it 
contained  much  saline  matter,  the  story 
t,naduallv  spread  that  the  unfortunate 
lady  had"  been  turned  into  a  pillar  of  sail. 


Now.  according  to  Mr.  Gargell.  either 
the  Leonids  or  their  progenitor,  the  Tempio 
comet,  certainly  struck  the  earth  in  the 
1S!»6  B.  C.  Xav.  he  even  says  that  this 
blaze  in  the  heavens  took  place  at  sunset, 
and  that  it  was  most  clearly  seen  in  the 
section  of  the  country  containing  Sodom 
and  Gomorrah.  Straight  down  on  the 
doomed  cities  fell  the  fiery  meteor.s,  and  in 
this  wav  the  story  spread  that  God  had 
caused  fire  to  fall  from  heaven  upon  the 
sinful  places.  As  a  further  proof  that  the 
cities    were    destroyed    by    meteors,    Mr. 


Garbett  points  to  the  Dead  sea,  which  the 
Arabs  even  today  call  the  "'Sea  of  Lot." 
According  to  Moses  that  entire  region  was 
once  a  fair  garden,  whereas  today  it  is 
waste  and  desolate.  And  we  are  assured 
that  the  blazing  meteors  were  the  direct 
cause  of  its  barrenness,  since  they  burned 
up  all  life  within  it. 

This  novel  theory  is  propounded  with 
much  earnestness  and  with  no  little  scien- 
tific ability.  Mr.  Garbett  knows  his  Bible, 
and  he  has  also  a  considerable  knowledge 
of  astronomy.  He  can  tell  offhand  the  pe- 
riods of  the  various  great  comets,  and  he 
can  name  the  years  during  which,  accord- 
ing to  astronomical  calcuiatioKs,  showers 
of  metenrs  must  have  fallen  on  the  earth. 
Still,  even  the  possession  of  all  this  knowl- 
edge has  not  sufficed  to  win  for  him  a 
very  respectful  hearing  from  English  sci- 
entist.~.  The  theory,  they  say.  though 
plausible,  is  most  fantastic,  and  a  little 
consideration  will  show  that  it  does  not 
rest  on  any  sure  foundation.  In  the  first 
jjlacc'.  some  of  them  claim,  il  is  utterly  un- 
reasonable to  suppose  that  a  shower  of 
meteors  ever  fell  which  covered  such  a 
small  extent  of  territory  as  is  embraced 
wdthin  the  region  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah; 
and.  in  the  second  place,  there  is  ample 
evidence  that  showers  of  meteors,  no  mat- 
ter where  they  occur,  never  cause  destruc- 
tion of  human  lifp.  Experience  shows  us 
that  such  meteors  are  almost  always  ex- 
tinguished in  the  air  and  very  .seldom 
reach  the  earth. 

To  many  religious  people  in  England 
Mr.  Garbelfs  extraordinary  theory  has 
naturally  come  as  a  shock,  and  they  are 
anxious  "to  see  whether  it  will  meet  with 
general  acceptance  or  be  dismissed  as  an 
idle  dream.  Their  minds  have  been  great- 
ly relieved  by  the  assurance  of  scientists 
that  meteors  "have  never  wrought  such  de- 
struction as  Mr.  Garbett  des-'crlbe.s;  still, 
remembering  how  many  onslaughts  have 
lieen  made  of  late  years  on  the  story  of 
Jonah  and  the  whale,  and  other  miraculous 
episodes  in  the  Bible,  they  cannot  help 
feeling  uneasy  at  this  latest  attack  on  one 
of  the  most  picturesque  and  hitherto  most 
undisputed  incidents  in  the  entire  Bible. 
Mr.  Garbett.  for  his  part,  apparently  re- 
fuses lo  l>elieve  that  the  scientists  who 
have  scoffed  at  his  theory  know  more 
about  meteors  than  he  does,  for  he  has 
not  retracted  anything  or  admitted  cnat 
he  was  in  error.  Or  the  contrary,  his  the- 
ory has  just  been  set  forth  in  an  English 
scientiiic  magazine,  the  result  being  that 
it  is  now  beginning  to  attract  attention 
in  other  countries  besides  England.

Duluth  Carpenters  to  Insist 
on  Eight-Hsur  Day  and  a 
minimum  Seals  cf  Thirty- 
Five  Gents  an  iSour. 


Local  union  No.  361  of  the  Carpenters 
and  Joiners  of  America  has  circulated  a 
notice  among  the  builders  and  architects 
announcing  that  for  the  coming  season, 
eight  hours  will  constitute  a  day's  work 
and  the  minimum  scale  will  be  35  cents 
an  hour  with  4i!  cents  an  hour  for  all  over- 
time. These  new  rules  shall  continue  in 
force  for  one  vcar  and  if  any  change  is 
made  at  the  end  of  that  time,  three 
months'   notice  will  be  given. 

In  making  these  d<-mands  the  union  an- 
nounces that  it  has  conferred  with  a  num- 
ber of  the  leading  contractors  who  have 
expressed  themselves  in  favor  of  tne 
eight  hour  dav.  and  the  members  of  the 
union  after  careful  investigation  decided 
that  the  eight  hour  day  would  be  to  the 
interest  of  all  concerned.  In  placing  the 
scale  of  wages  at  3.o  cents  the  union  took 
into  consideration  the  shortness  of  the 
sea.=on  a  carpenter  can  work  in  this  cli- 
mate and  also  the  necessity  for  better  re- 
muneration for  that  class  of  labor.

Cereals  are  dull  in  nearly  all  direc- 
tions, and  the  pressure  of  enlarged 
siucks.  particularly  abroad,  has  been  in- 
fluential this  week  in  bringing  about  a 
reaction  in  prices.  Corn  and  oats,  how- 
ever, are  rather  firmer  on  foreign  buy- 
ing, though  sympathetically  affected  by 
liie  decline  in  the  leading  cereal. 

Coffee  is  active,  speculation  being  in- 
fluenced by  higher  European  advices 
and  in  consequence  of  a  large  domestic 
consumptive  demand.

The  other,  and  apparently  the  most  ser- 
ious discrepancy,  is  that,  while  Tichborne 
was  r>  feet  8V^  inches  in  height.  Creswell  Is 
but  5  feet  6%  Inches  tall,  but  the  physicians 
say  Creswell  is  now  an  old  and  withered 
man.  The  shrinkage  in  height  would  be  a 
natural  result  of  senility  and  probably 
lifteen  years  ago  Creswell  may  have  been 
5  feet  &V^  Inches  in  height. 

The  tattoo  marks  which  existed  on  Tich- 
borne do  not  exist  on  Creswell,  but  there 
i.-^  a  wound  in  the  exact  locality,  which 
might  be  that  of  a  cautery  directed  to  the 
extirpation  of  tattooing.  The  medical  ex- 
pers  say  that  so  many  marks  of  similarity 
could  hardly  be  put  down  to  coincidence. 
The  Investigation  w'as  incomplete  when 
the  Aorangi  .sailed  from  Sydney  on  the 
r>th  Inst. 

The  attempt  of  an  imposter  to  palm  him- 
self off  lis  Roger  Tichborne,  heir  of  an 
English  nobleman,  and  to  secure  the  es- 
tates in  England  which  yield  an  income 
of  $1.J0,0G0  a  year,  resulted  In  lav/  suits  the 
most  famous  in  English  jurisprudence. 
The  real  Roger  Tichborne  was  born  in 
lS21t,  and  went  to  South  America.  He  was 
last  hoard  from  March  12.  ISJI.  April  20, 
he  i-nibarked  at  Rio  on  the  Bella  for  New 
York.  Six  days  later  some  wreckage  of 
the  Bella  was  picked  up  at  sea.  No  one 
who  was  on  board  was  ever  heard  from. 
Mis  mother  refused  to  believe  he  was  lost. 
In  Ist;;}  she  hegan  advertising  for  him. 
Thomas  Castro,  a  butcher  at  Wagga-Wag- 
ga,  Australia,  saw  the  advertisement  and 
conceived  the  idea  (jf  impersonating  the 
lost  heir.  Although  he  made  innumer- 
able mistakes  which  showed  that  he  was 
not  RogLi-  Tichborne,  he  began  suit  to  Pro- 
cure the  estate  after  six  years'  work  in 
collecting  information.  He  lost  his  suit 
and  was  tried  for  perjury.  The  trial  was 
one  of  the  most  notable  in  le.gal  history. 
It  lasted  1S8  days.  Dr.  Kenealy,  counsel 
for  the  defendant,  spoke  for  twenty-four 
•lays.  The  lord  chief  justic^j's  ch.aige  to 
the  jury  occupied  eighteen  days.  The  jury 
I'uund  a  verdict  of  guilty  in  half  an  iiour 
and  the  impo.ster,  who  was  proved  to  lie 
Arthur  Orton,  a  London  butcher,  was 
sentenced  to  fourteen  years'  penal  servi- 
tude. The  cost  of  the  prosecution  was 
$:!i/».0(X>.  Th^""  trustees  were  obliged  to  mort- 
gage the  estate  to  pay  the  casts.  The  trial 
proved  the  ruin  of  Dr.  Kenealy.  who  was 
disl'arred  for  his  inti-mperate  utterances. 
Many  people  still  believe  the  imposter  was 
the  real  Rager  Tichborne  and  contributed 
to  a  "defense  fund"  for  his  benefit  and  also 
contributed  to  his  support.  Ultimately 
the  imposter  oft'ered  to  sell  his  "confes- 
sion" to  newspapers  and  did  at  last  sell  it. 
Another  imiioster,  Charles  Ogden  Feiris. 
also  attemi)ted  to  establish  a  claim  to  the 
••state,  but  the  real  Roger  Ti<'hljorrie  has 
never  been  lu-ard   frurn.

Elle  Metcbnitkoff.  of  Paris,  who  has 
rea.son  to  believe  that  he  will  discovir 
serums  which  will  feed  the  human  cells 
so  accurately  that  the  life  of  man  may 
be  prolonged  to  25f)  years,  has  prepared 
for  the  N'ew  York  World  a  highly  iniv"- 
estlng  signed  statement  on  his  experi- 
ments to  date,  his  plans  and  his  exnec.a- 
tions.

"The  Ursf  thing  to  say  is  that  we  have 
not  discovered  a  nuans  of  prolonging  lite. 
We  started  irom  a  theory  which  ex;)iii- 
ments  so  far  have  proveil  to  be  coriecT, 
but  we  are  not  beyoml  the  lab.iraioiy 
stage  of  mvtstigaiion.  Human  oenv^s 
die  too  eariy— unnaturally  ear.y.  in  our 
constitution  there  are  appetites  for  all  we 
Uo.  We  arink  because  we  ar;;  tnusi..-. 
we  sleep  because  we  are  sleepy.  Ha.  n 
human  being  ever  feels  the  physical  nec- 
essity for  death.  Why?  Because  it 
comes  loo  soon. 


"In  the  animal  kingdom  the  usual  n.U'i- 
ral  duration  of  lite  is  approximately  ttn 
limes  the  period  occupied  in  iho  uroce.s:^ 
of  maturing.  An  elephant  matures  ai 
thirtv  years  of  age  and  lives  to  3uu.  Man, 
therefore,  should  live  to  be  2au  years  oM. 
onlv  we  introduce  into  our  system  so 
many  ingredieiiis  which  our  organs  v,-^r< 
never  meant  to  cope  with,  and  we  li\o 
under  such  abnormal  conditions  that  our 
organism  always  gives  way.  somewhere 
or  other,   long   before   that.

TICHBORNE  CASE  RECALLED 

By  Supposed  Discovery  of  the  Keir 
In  Australia. 

The  famous  story  of  the  Tic'nborne 
claimant  is  revived  by  advices  brcuglit 
from  Australia  by  the  steamer  Aorangi. 

The  government  of  New  South  Wales  is 
so  impressed  with  the  probability  that  an 
inmiite  of  the  Parramatta  insane  asylum, 
known  as  William  Creswell,  may  be  Sir 
Roger  Tichborne.  that  it  has  appointed  a 
commission  to  inquire  into  the  antecedents 
of  Creswell  an'l  to  investigate  the  circum- 
stances connected  with  his  incarceration. 
The  report  of  Drs.  Pickburn  and  Devlin, 
who  were  deputed  to  examine  Creswell 
with  a  view  to  deciding  whether  he  bore 
marks  known  to  have  been  on  the  body 
•)f  Tichborne.  has  been  presented  io  th" 
parliament  of  New  South  Wales.  Twenty- 
two  physical  marks  of  the  real  Tichborne 
were  enumerated  for  the  benefit  of  the  ex- 
amining j)hysicians  and  the  two  doctors 
fonnd  that  Creswell  possessed  practically 
all  cif  these  marks  and  characteristics. 

There  are  only  two  circumstances  in 
which  Creswell  fails  to  correspond,  ac- 
cording to  the  evidence  of  the  doctors,  to 
signs  whicli  are  admitted  to  be  borne  by 
the  missing  Tichborne.  One  of  these  is 
that  there  are  no  marks  of  bleeding  cuts

•"There  is  no  royal  road  to  fortune.  ' 
the  late  Jay  Gjuld,  master  of  $80,000,000, 
used  to  say.  "The  only  reliable  read 
I  know  is  called  'hard  work,'  and  al- 
though it  is  steep  and  rough,  it  will  lead 
there  if  you  follow  it  far  enough.  It  is 
a  curious  thing,"  the  great  railway  king 
would  also  say,  "that  I  ran  away  from 
home  when  a  boy,  to  escape  the  labjr 
of  working  the  family  churn;  but  there 
has  been  .scarcely  a  day  since  when  I 
would  not  gladly  have  returned  to  the 
churn  as  an  agreeable  relaxation  from 
the  toil  of  making  millions." 

There  are  few.  if  any,  men  living  who 

have  fought  their  way  to  the  possession 
d"  millions  who  have  not  found  it  neces- 
sary to  wf)rk  harder  as  millionaires  than 
in  their  early  days  of  clerkship  or  "store 
keeping,"  when  their  ineonie  had  scarce- 
ly reached  three  llgures. 

Perhaps  the  hardest  worker  in  New 
York  today  is  Kus.sell  Sage,  who  at  the 
age  of  80,  and  with  an  accuinulated 
fortune  of  $100,000,000,  is  toiling  harder 
at  the  wealth  mill  than  when,  nearly 
sixty  years  ago,  he  was  "just  able  to 
iceep  the  wolf  frjin  the  door  of  the  tiny 
frame  house  to  which  he  had  taken  hi.-^ 
young  bride." 

Every  morning  Mr.  Sage  may  be  seen 
scrambling  for  a  place  on  the  elevated 
cars  with  the  very  earliest  of  early 
clerks.  He  snatches  a  hasty  luncheon 
with  Heorge  Gould  ai  the  Western 
T'nion  building,  returns  again  for  some 
hours  to  his  oflice,  with  its  "s^^)ck  tick- 
er" and  crowds  of  callers  anxious  to  see 
the  magician  in  stocks;  and  long  after 
even  the  later  clerks  have  reached  their 
homes  he  is  seeing  to  the  safe  deposit 
of  his  securities  in  their  strong  rooms 
before  making  his  way  home  to  dinner 
and  t:>  bed. 

John  D.  Rockefeller,  a  man  whc.-e  very 
income  is  expres.sed  in  millions,  still 
works  as  hard  as  in  his  early  days, 
when  a  friend  discovered  him  at  mid- 
night in  the  dingy  warehouse  of  "Rocke- 
feller &  Hewett,"  sorting  beans  into 
barrels  as  if  his  very  life  depended  on 
ex(duding   the   bla^-k  ones. 

Mr,  Rockefeller  usually  walks  to  his 
office  in  time  to  begin  wjrk  with  the 
most  zealous  of  junior  clerks,  and  with 
a  few  minute.s'  interval  for  luncheon, 
continues  work  until  r->  o'clock.  After 
dinner  his  work  is  often  resumed  and 
carried  into  the  early  inorning  hours. 
His  chief  recreation  is  the  time  he 
spends  with  his  violin  or  his  Sunday 
school  class;  v.hile  he  has  neither  tiiiie 
nor  inclination  for  .society  and  its  di.-5- 
sipations. 

It  is  interesting  to  find  that  Mr. 
Rockefeller  is  training  his  son  in  the 
same  habits  of  hard  work.  As  soon  as 
young  Mr.  Rockefellers  university 
career  was  at  an  end,  he  took  his  place 
among  the  small  ariny  of  clerks  in  ti:e 
office  of  the  Standard  Oil  company. 
Here  perched  on  a  stool  on  the  four- 
teenth floor  of  No.  26  Broadway,  the 
heir  to  one  of  the  largest  fortunes  the 
world  has  ever  kn  )wn  works  as  hard 
as  any  of  his  fellows,  reaching  it  fr-sh 
from  an  early  canter  in  the  park,  and 
leaving  it  only  in  time  to  share  h;s 
father's  late  dinner  at  home. 

The  pa.ssion  for  hard  work  was  fatal 
to  one  at  least,  of  the  wealthy  kings  of 
America,  Mr.  Bain,  the  "sleepless  iml- 
lionaire."  For  sixteen  year.s— from  tne 
moment,  in  fact,  when  the  tide  of  his 
f.jrtune  began  to  flow— he  devoted  twen- 
ty hours  of  every  day  to  work,  sna tt  n- 
ing  sleep  and  meals  at  odd  times  as  best 
he  could.  He  foreswore  every  kind  of 
exerci.se  and  mental  recreation,  with  the 
result  that  he  made  his  millions  only  to 
lose   his   life. 

Mr.  Tvson,  the  millionaire  squatter  or 
Australia,  performed  as  great  prodigies 
of  hard  work  as  any  man  in  the  woi-ld. 
It  was  his  boast  (a  foolish  one)  at  the 
end  of  a  long  life  that  he  had  never 
taken  a  holiday,  and  that  he  had  never 
been  inside  the  doors  of  any  place  of 
amusement.  No  day  was  long  enough 
for  this  untiring  toiler;  and  it  is  on  rec- 
ord that  for  many  weeks  at  a  time  he 
did  not  average  three  hours'  sleep  a 
day.  , 

The  late  Cornelius  Vanderbilt.  who 
left  a  fortune  estimated  as  over  $100,000,- 
000,  used  to  boast  that  he  worked  harder 
than  any  of  his  clerks  for  the  same  re- 
ward of  board,  lodging  and  clothing. 
He  found  the  only  relaxation  he  sought 
from  hard  work  in  his  family  circle  and 
in  works  of  religion  and  charity.  He 
never  considered  that  he  had  earned  aiiy 
right  to  rest  unless  he  had  "put  in 
twelve  hours  of  solid  work  in  a  day.  '

The  Minne.sota  National  park  is  a  sub- 
ject that  has  called  forth  a  great  deal  of 
discu.ssion  both  for  and  against  the 
movement.  The  strongest  opposition  is 
on  the  part  of  lumbermen  and  farmers. 
The  former  claim  that  the  available 
lumljer  to  supply  the  .sawmills  is  em- 
braced in  the  propo-sed  immense  park 
area,  wliile  the  farmer  puts  in  the  plea 
that  it  will  exclude  thousands  of  farm- 
ers from  po.ssilile  homes,  and  will  seri- 
ously interfere  with  the  development  of 
this  .^--ection  of  the  state.  p"or  this  re;i- 
sun  the  business  men  of  Duluth  also  oji- 
pose  the  scheme. 

St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  favor  the 
park  because  it  would  not  hurt  their 
tributary  territory.  They  make  the  plea 
that  the  park  is  d(»sired  for  a  health  re- 
sort. They  have  issued  the  following 
address  to  the  members  of  the  Minne- 
sota Federation  of  Women's   Clubs: 

"To  secure  a  national  park  within  our 
birders  and  preserve  as  a  legacy  to 
future  generations  a  moiety  of  our  grand 
old  pine  forests,  it  will  be  fiecessary  tc 
arouse  interest  in  the  movement 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of 
the  state,  create  such  sentiment  as  shall 
infiuence  our  repre.sentatives  in  con- 
gress to  work  for  the  bill  and  emphasize 
the  fact  that  a  large  constituency  is 
watching  with  great  interest  their  effort^ 
in  this  direction.  In  pursuance  of  the 
thought  the  Minnesota  State  Federation 
of  \Vomen's  Clubs  requests  the  various 
federated  clubs  to  discuss  the  subjett, 
interest  the  local  press  in  the  m<pve- 
ment  and  address  personal  appeals,  both 
through  club  officers  and  by  individuals, 
to  our  congressmen  at  Washington. 
AVe,  the  people,  must  move  the  poll 
ticians!  It  is  suggested  these  appeals 
urge  the  congressmen  in  every  way  pos- 
sible to  further  the  project.  And  atten- 
tion .should  be  called  to  the  fact  that 
the  present  proposition  is  for  a  much 
smaller  park  than  at  first  proposed 
being   for  only  800,000  acres    instead   of 

7,000,000  acres."

of  temperance  has  not 
to  this  century  alone. 
beginning  of  this  we, rid 
and  all  down  through  the  ages,  peopif 
have  looked  upon  it  with  the  same  feel- 
ing of  fear  and  regret  as  we  look  upcui 
it  today.  It  was  no  new  enemy  that  this 
century  brought  us— and  found  us  un 
prepared — but  one  as  old  as  the  world 
itself.  As  far  back  as  2000  years  B.  C 
we  find  an  Egyptian  priest  rebuking  his 
pupil  for  breaking  the  oath  he  had 
taken  concerning  strong  drink.  Moses 
and  Solomon  pointed  out  the  evil  results. 
In  Homer  the  .same  warning  is  given. 
Augustine.  430  B.  C,  called  drunken- 
ness a  rtattering  devil,  a  sweet  poison,  a 
pleasant  sin,  and  the  slave  of  all  man- 
ner of  sins.  Mohammed,  Paul,  Luther 
and  many  other  great  minds  of  the  jiast 
have  condemned  this  habit.  In  17f^.'i 
Benjamin  Rush  published  a  series  of 
papers  on  the  "Effects  of  Ardent  Spirits 
Upon  the  Human  Mind  and  Body." 
These  papers  were  the  first  that  we  have 
any  knowledge  of  upon  the  modern  tem- 
perance movement.  In  these  scienlilic 
articles  Dr.  Rush  fired  the  opening  shot, 
heard  around  the  world,  in  the  defense 
of  temperance.  He  was  a  supporter  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence— 
against  King  George  and  tyranny,  .so 
was  well  fitted  to  begin  the  fight  against 
King  Alcohol.  He  was  called  the  leader 
of  the  temperance  reform  and  had  such 
supporters  as  John  Adams,  Benjamin 
Franklin,  Mr.  Putnam  and  others. 

Who.se  blood  would  not  thrill  at  that 
wonderful  speech  of  Father  Taylor,  t»ie 
"sailor  preacher,"  standing  with  bare 
head  in  the  shadow  of  Bunker  hill 
monument,  pleading  with  the  people  for 
the  cause  of  temperance.  After  telling 
them  that  their  poorhouses  and  prisons 
are  filled  with  the  victims  of  the  infer- 
nal traffic  and  homes  are  filled  with  sor- 
row as  are  the  hearts  of  wives  and 
mothers,  yet  they  tolerate  this  curse, 
and  when  men  are  asked  what  can  be 
done  about  it.  they  tell  you.  you  can'c 
stop  it,  and  yet  there  is  Bunker  hll  and 
up  yonder  is  Lexington  and  Concord 
where  your  fathers  fought  and  bled  and 
died  for  the  right. 

"You  look  on  their  monuments  and 
boast  of  the  heroism  of  your  fathers, 
and  tell  us  we  must  submit  to  be  taxed 
and  tortured  by  the  rum  imsiness  and 
yet  your  patriotic  fathers  could  mak-^" 
a  cup  of  tea  for  his  royal  majesty  out  of 
a  whole  cargo  and  you  can't  cork  up  a 
gin  jug." 

A  hundred  years  ago  it  was  almost 
universally  believed  that  drinking  wine 
or  whisky  was  literally  health.  The  first 
life  insurance  company  refused  to  insure 
a  total  abstainer.  The  temperan -e 
movement  would  gain  much  if  insur- 
ance comjianies  refused  to  insure  any 
who  were  given  to  this  habit.  This 
century  has  proven  that  the  use  of  al- 
coholic liquors  shorten  life  instead  of 
prolonging  it.  Beer  drinking  is  a  serious 
obstacle  to  the  temperance  movement. 
More  suicides  are  committed  among 
beer  drinking  people  than  any  othtr 
class  as  in  Milwaukee,  where  beer  is 
made,  more  is  used  than  in  any  other 
city  of  equal  size,  and  suicides  are  twice 
as  great  in  number.  The  man  druJ^It 
with  whisky  wants  to  kill  somebody 
else.  Perhaps  he  is  the  wiser  of  the  two. 

The  great  question  before  us  is  are 
we  any  nearer  solving  the  problem  in 
this  century  than  in  the  past,  when  only 
a  few  wrote  or  protested  against  it.  Is 
this  evil  to  pass  into  the  new  century, 
bringing  its  heartache  and  distress  fo 
homes  as  in  the  past?  Or  before  a  refor- 
mation can  come,  must  another  Savona- 
rola or  Luther  rise  up  and  sweep  it  fr;nn 
our  land'.'

August  Heinze  is  the  Napoleon  of  the 
.£;reat  copper  district  in  Montana  beyond 
the  Rocky  mountains.  He  has  conten- 
ded for  the  position  against  Marcus 
Daly.  W.  A.  Clark  and  the  other  copper 
kings  and  won. 

Heinz  is  now  31  years  old.  He  outlined 
liis  campaign  in  Montana  when  he  was 
20.  He  was  then  penniless,  simply  an 
ambitious  engineer.  He  has  followed  out 
his  plan  in  ten  years,  and  he  is  now  a 
multi-millionaire  and  has  Clark  and 
Daly  beaten  to  a  standstill  for  the  best 
holdings  in  Montana. 

The  story  is  a  remarkable  one  and 
worth  the  telling. 

When  Heinze  arrived  in  Butte  in  the 
fall  of  1889  it  was  thought  that  all  the 
bonanza  mines  were  in  the  hands  of  the 
big  companies,  and  that  the  claims  still 
owned  by  the  old-timers  were  of  little 
value,  and  those  which  might  prove 
valuable  were  destined  for  those  who 
were  already  in  the  field.  Heinze  was  a 
.vouth  of  20,  but  equipped  v.ith  all  the 
learning  of  the  schools.  He  was  an  en- 
gineer, a  metallurgist  and  a  writer  of 
promise  and  an  excellent  musician.  To 
Bohemian  tastes  he  joined  marvellous 
business  instincts  and  a  genius  for 
affairs  that  has  few  parallels.  None 
who  met  him  then  dreamed  that  this 
handsome  youth  of  20  ambitioned  to  be- 
come the  rival  of  Montana's  copp;r  kings 
either  in  politics  or  in  business. 

He  stayed  a  year,  and  in  that  year  he 
gauged  the  .situation  with  .such  perfect 
accuracy  that  he  knew  more  about  the 
true  situation  of  Butte  and  Montana  at 
1\  than  almost  any  man  who  had  lived 
in  Butte  since  its  foundation.  He  went 
back  to  New  York  to  organize  a  com- 
pany to  operate  in  Butte  copper  mines. 

In  1892  he  returned  to  Mt)nlana,  and 
immediately  began  the  erection  of  a 
smelter.  While  building  his  reduction 
works  Heinze  secured  a  lease  and  bond 
on  the  Glengarry,  a  mine  that  had  been 
worked  by  several  and  abandoned  as 
worthless.  Everyone  chuckled  when  they 
saw  Heinze's  money  spent  in  dev'eloping 
a  mine  out  of  the  Glengarry,  and  felt 
that  his  ruin  would  be  speedy.  But  tht 
Glengarry  proved  a  talisman  for  Heinze. 
In  thirty  days  he  was  digging  therefrom 
the  finest  ore  in  Butte,  and  in  such 
quantities  that  he  had  to  enlarge  his 
smelting  works.  He  ptirchase.l  the  Rar- 
us  in  1895  for  $400,000,  and  as  luck  would 
have  it,  in  a  few  vears  the  Rarus  had 
developed  to  a  $10,000,000  mine. 

In  1896  Heinze  transferred  his  opera- 
tions to  Canada,  leaving  his  affairs  in 
IJutte  in  the  hands  of  able  lieutenants. 
He  secured  charters  and  land  grants  in 
British  Columbia,  and  built  a  railroad 
and  a  smelter.  He  won  the  frienship 
and  admiration  of  the  leading  statesmen 
of  the  Dominion,  and  his  operations 
turned  the  attention  of  the  capitalists 
of  Europe  and  America  to  British  Col- 
umbia. 

While  Heinze  was  in  British  Columbia 
he  entrusted  all  the  engineering  of  the 
Rarus  mine  and  its  active  development 
to  his  superintendent.  C.  S.  Batter  man. 
Batteiman  left  Heinze's  service  to  bi— 
come  an  ally  of  the  Bostonians.  and  he 
was  summoned  to  the  Hub  to  propound 
his  theories.  Heinze  crossed  the  conti- 
nent and  interviewed  and  offered  to  pay 
them  $;;50,000  for  a  half  interest  in  the 
Snchomi.'^h  mine,  the  east  extension  of 
the  itarus.  provided  all  claim  was  quit 
to  the  Rarus  lode.  It  was  refused. 
Heinze  accepted  the  gauge  to  battle,  and 
the  fight  began.  He  hastened  back  to 
Butte  and  entered  on  a  policy  of  expan- 
sion. He  bought  every  likely  pie?e  of 
property  for  sale.  He  bought  a  half  in- 
terest in  the  Snohomish  for  $100.- 
000,  the  ether  half  being  owned  by  th- 
Bostonians.  He  paid  another  $100,000 
for  the  Sullivan  to  the  Anaconda  com- 
pany and  ran  a  tunnel  from  it  to  the 
Rarus.  and  then  found  he  had  <'ause  for 
a  lawsuit  against  the  Boston  and  Mon- 
tana for  $800,000,  which  he  claims  they 
extracted  in  ore  from  the  Sullivan 
through  one  of  their  mine."?.  He  bought 
thirty-one  thirty -sixths  of  the  Nipper 
for  $iriO,000.  believing  that  it  was  the 
west  extension  of  the  great  Anaconda. 

Marcus  Daly  owned  five  thirty-sixths, 
but  he  had  agreed  to  sell  it.  never 
dreaming  that  the  Anaconda  lode  might 
possibly  run  through  it.  He  thought  the 
Oden  south  of  the  Nipper  had  the  Ana- 
conda vein.  These  and  a  multitude  of 
other  claims  and  fractions  of  claims 
Keinze  proceeded  t>>  develop,  and  in  two 
years  he  has  acquired  and  developed 
mines  at  a  cost  of  $1,300,000  which  are 
now  reckoned  as  worth  $20,000,000.  His 
luck  has  been  phenomenal.  He  brought 
to  his  aid  the  a,blest  mining  lawyers  on 
the  continent,  and  the  best  experts  he 
could  procure.  One-sixth  of  the  Michael 
Davitt  was  still  unpurchased  by  the 
Bostonians,  and  Heinze  bought  it  for 
$15,000. 

The  Boston  folks  had  forgotten  about 
this  interest,  but  Heinze  forgot  nothing, 
and  remembered  that  a  judicial  order 
had  been  made  several  years  before  for 
the  sale  of  this  very  Michael  Davittt. 
He  (ailed  up  the  order  and.  notwith- 
standing the  efforts  of  the  Bostonians. 
the  claim  was  put  up  at  public  auction 
for  sale.  The  Bostonians  bid  up  to 
$601,000  and  got  the  property. 

Heinze  received  $100,000  on  his  $15,000 
investment,  and  the  carlessness  of  the 
Hoston  and  Montana  management  in  net 
picking  up  this  interest  put  a  clear 
$85,000  into  Heinze's  pocket.
